Law  providing  for  the  licensing  of  dangerous  animals,  as  shown  on  a 
handout  entitled  "1983  Annual  Town  Meeting  -  Article  25,  Pages  1  thru 
3-"  "Keeping  of  Wild  Animals  Prohibited." 
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SECTION  1,  PROHIBITION 

It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  keep,  maintain  or  have 
in  his  possession  or  under  his  control  within  the  town  any 
dangerous  animal  or  reptile  or  carnivorous,  wild  animal  or  other 
animal  or  reptile  of  wild,  vicious  or  dangerous  propensities 
without  obtaining  an  annual  permit  therefor  from  the  Board  of 
Selectmen. 

SECTION  2,  DEFINITION 

For  purposes  of  this  By-Law,  the  term  "dangerous  animal" 
means  and  includes  any  wild  mammal,  reptile  or  fowl  of  a 
species  which  is  not  naturally  tame  or  gentle,  but  is  of  a  wild 
nature  or  disposition  and  which,  because  of  its  size,  breeding, 
vicious  nature  or  other  characteristics,  would  constitute  a 
danger  or  threat  to  human  life  or  property  if  it  is  not  kept  or 
maintained  in  a  safe  manner  or  in  secure  quarters.  The  term 
"dangerous  domesticated  animal"  means  and  includes  any 
domestic  mammal,  reptile  or  fowl,  which,  because  of  its  size, 
breeding  or  vicious  propensity  or  other  characteristics,  would 
constitute  a  danger  to  human  life  or  property  if  it  is  not  kept  or 
maintained  in  a  safe  manner  or  in  secure  quarters. 

SECTION  3,  CLASSIFICATION 

Dangerous  or  wild  animals  include  the  following:  all  poisonous 
animals,  apes,  baboons,  bears,  bison,  cheetahs,  crocodilians 
twenty-four  inches  or  more,  constrictor  snakes  thirty-six  inches 
in  length  or  more,  coyotes,  deer,  elephants,  game  cocks  and 
other  fighting  birds,  hippopotami,  hyenas,  jaguars,  leopards, 
lions,  lynxes,  monkeys,  ostriches,  piranha,  pitbulls,  pumas, 
rhinoceroses,  sharks,  tigers,  and  wolves;  provided,  however, 
the  foregoing  list  is  not  deemed  to  be  all  inclusive. 

SECTION  4,  EXCEPTIONS 

The  provisions  of  Sections  1,  2  and  3  shall  not  apply  toany  duly 
licensed  menagerie,  zoo,  circus,  bona  fide  educational  or 
medical  institution,  including  veterinarian,  or  any  other  duly 
licensed  place  where  such  animals  are  kept  for  the  purpose  of 
instruction,  treatment  or  study,  provided,  however,  that  (1)  the 
location  and  operation  of  the  foregoing  are  in  conformity  with 
all  applicable  federal,  state  and  local  laws,  by-laws,  rules  and 
regulations,  (2)  all  animals  and  animal  quarters  are  kept  in  a 
clean  and  sanitary  condition,  and  (3)  all  animals  are  maintained 
in  quarters  so  constructed  and  controlled  as  to  prevent  their 
escape. 

SECTION  5,  ISSUANCE  OF  PERMIT 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  may  issue  an  annual  permit  for  the 
keeping  or  maintenance  of  a  dangerous  animal  upon  the 
following  conditions: 

a.  The  animal  is  kept  or  maintained  at  all  times  in  a 
safe  manner  and  securely  confined  so  thatthe  keeping 
of  such  animal  shall  not  constitute  a  dangerto  human 
life  or  the  property  of  others. 

b.  Adequate  safeguards  are  taken  to  prevent 
unauthorized  access  to  such  animal  by  other  persons. 

c.  The  health  or  well-being  of  the  animal  is  not 
endangered  in  any  way  by  the  manner  of  keeping  or 
confinement. 
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d.  The  keeping  of  such  animal  does  not  constitute  a 
public  nuisance  and  will  not  adversely  affect  the 
surrounding  neighborhood. 

e.  The  keeping  of  such  animal  will  not  cause  a  danger 
to  the  public  health. 

f.  The  quarters  in  which  such  animal  is  kept  or 
confined  are  adequately  heated,  lighted,  ventilated  and 
are  constructed  and  maintained  in  a  safe,  clean  and 
sanitary  condition. 

g.  The  owner  or  keeper  of  such  animal  shall  prove  his 
financial  responsibility  by  (1)  filing  with  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  an  adequate  certificate  of  insurance  or  by 
(2)  posting  an  adequate  surety  bond  with  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  conditioned  upon  the  owner  or  keeper's 
payment  of  all  damages  which  may  result  from  the 
keeping  or  maintenance  of  such  animal.  Adequacy  of 
proof  shall  be  at  the  sole  discretion  of  the  Board  of 
Selectmen. 

SECTION  6,  INVESTIGATION 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  is  authorized  to  investigate  any  person 
who  applies  for  a  permit  under  this  By-Law  and  to  consult  with 
appropriate  individuals,  agencies  and  societies  concerning  the 
keeping  of  dangerous  animals. 

SECTION  7,  INSPECTION 

Prior  to  the  issuance  or  renewal  of  any  annual  permit  for  the 
keeping  of  dangerous  animals,  and  at  any  other  time  deemed 
appropriate,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  shall  cause  the  premises 
subject  to  the  permit  to  be  inspected  for  compliance  with  all 
conditions  imposed  hereunder.  In  the  event  that  said  premises 
are  found  not  to  be  in  compliance  or  are  not  made  available  for 
inspection,  the  Board  shall  refuse  to  issue,  reissue  or  shall 
revoke,  as  the  case  may  be,  the  permit.  The  Board  of  Selectmen 
is  authorized  to  charge  a  fee  for  the  issuance  of  all  such  annual 
permits  and  a  fee  for  all  such  inspections. 

SECTION  8,  LIMIT 

In  no  event  shall  a  permit  be  issued  forthe  keeping  of  more  than 
four  dangerous  animals  at  any  single  location. 
SECTION  9,  PENALTY 

Any  person,  corporation  or  otherwise,  violating  any  provision  of 
this  By-Law,  shall  be  fined  not  less  than  100  dollars  nor  more 
than  300  dollars  for  each  offense,  with  each  day  during  which  a 
violation  occurs  or  continues,  deemed  to  be  a  separate  offense. 

(Recommendation  of  By-Law  Wording  from  Town  Counsel) 

ARTICLE  26:  After  presentation  of  the  motion  by  Mr.  Fitch,  and  some 
discussion  -

ARTICLE  27:  Mr.  Silva  moved  that  the  Town  adopt  a  ByLaw  for  the 
control  of  political  signs  as  follows: 

FEE:    A  $10.00  permit  fee  is  required  for  all  political  signs. 

One  permit  per  candidate. 
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DEPOSIT:  A  $100.00  deposit  is  required  at  the  time  of 
permit  issuance.  The  deposit  will  be  returned  10  days  after 
date  of  election  unless  a  violation  of  restrictions  has  been 
made,  (excepting  the  restriction  on  public  ways/property), 
and  a  certified  check  is  required  to  be  made  out  to  the  Town 
of  Plymouth  and  the  Candidates'  Committee. 

SIZE:    Restricted  to  8  square  feet  or  less.

HARBOR  BY-LAWS 

I.  GENERAL  REGULATIONS 

A.  Speed 

1.  Check  your  wake  at  all  times. 

2.  Maximum  Speed  Limit— is  6  M.P.H.  in  Plymouth 
Harbor.  A  speed  regulations  sign  reading  "SPEED 
LIMIT  -  6  M.P.H."  will  be  placed  on  the  west  side  of  the 
channel,  1,000  feet  southwest  of  Nun  No.  14.  A  sign 
reading  "WELCOME  TO  PLYMOUTH,  CHECK  YOUR 
WAKE  AT  ALL  TIMES"  will  be  placed  at  the  entrance  of 
the  Harbor,  locus  about  1,000  feet  north  of  Nun  No.  8. 
These  signs  will  be  placed  at  these  locations  from  June 
1st  to  October  1st  of  each  year. 

B.  Water  Skiing 

1 .  Water  skiing  will  not  be  permitted  in  posted  areas  or 
anchorages. 

C.  Harbor  Pollution 

1.  Oil  shall  not  be  dumped  or  pumped  overboard  in 
any  harbor  area. 

2.  Untreated  sewage,  rubbish,  debris,  garbage  or  dead 
fish  shall  not  be  discharged  into  Plymouth  Harbor. 

3.  Boats  or  vessels  shall  not  run  their  engines  with 
propellers  engaged  while  tied  to  the  docks.  Boats 
requiring  dock  trials  may  do  so  with  permission  of  the 
Harbor  master  in  each  instance. 

4.  Derelict  boats,  motors,  etc.,  shall  not  be  allowed  in 
the  harbor  or  on  the  shores. 

D.  Berthing 

1.  Tie-up  periods  at  Town  Floats  will  be  limited  to  15 
minutes.  A  tie-up  time  limit  at  the  Town  Floats  or  Piers 
for  visitors  at  night,  or  boats  with  breakdowns,  will  be 
limited  by  discretion  of  the  Harbor  Master. 

2.  All  visiting  craft  entering  Plymouth  Harbor  are 
subject  to  the  direction  of  the  Harbor  Master  who  shall 
be  consulted  before  anchoring  or  tying  to  any  of  the 
facilities  or  moorings. 

3.  All  draggers  while  moored  at  docks  shall  have  their 
trawl  boards  swung  inside  rails  at  all  times. 

4.  Boat  moorings  cannot  be  rented  out  by  owners  and 
are  assignable,  when  not  in  use.  by  the  Harbor  Master. 

5.  Boats  shall  not  be  tied  to  docks  in  dead  storage 
without  special  permission  from  the  Board  of 
Selectmen.  Any  boat  so  illegally  tied  up  for  over  four 
(4)  weeks'  time,  will  upon  notice  from  the  Harbor 
Master,  be  removed.

E.  Float,  Pier  and  Ramp  Areas 

1.  Fishing  gear,  equipment,  or  any  other  matter  shall 
not  be  allowed  to  remain  on  the  docks  or  floats  for  over 
twenty-four  (24)  hours  without  permission  of  the 
Harbor  Master. 

2.  Swimming  will  not  be  allowed  from  State  Pier,  Town 
Pier,  or  Floats  attached  to  Public  Docks,  or  Launching 
Ramp  area  in  Plymouth  Harbor. 

3.  There  will  be  no  soliciting  from  Town-owned  piers, 
floats,  launching  ramp  and  parking  areas  unless 
authorized  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

4.  Rules  for  the  Ramp  and  adjacent  parking  area  shall 
be  as  follows: 

No  Public  Drinking 

No  Open  Fires 

No  Camping 

No  Cleaning  of  Fish 

No  Littering 

No  Swimming 

No  Unattended  Boats,  Floats,  Gear,  etc. 
No  Soliciting 

A  Sign  shall  always  be  posted  listing  the  above. 

F.  Conducts 

1.  Unmuffled  noise  from  engines,  outboards, 
amplifying  systems,  radios  and  the  like  shall  be  kept  at 
a  minimum  when  in  the  proximity  of  piers,  floats, 
anchorages,  or  ramp  area. 

2.  No  person  shall  operate  any  motor  boat  or  any 
vessel  in  a  reckless  or  negligent  manner  so  as  to 
endanger  the  life,  safety,  or  property  of  any  person. 

G.  Fees 

1.  All  boats  moored  in  Plymouth  Harbor  will  pay  an 
annual  mooring  fee  for  the  privilege  of  maintaining  a 
boat  mooring  in  these  areas.  A  fee  will  be  charged  per 
foot  measured  from  the  stem  in  a  straight  line  aft  to  the 
stern.  Booms,  boomkins,  or  pulpits  are  exempt  from 
this  measurement. 

2.  Commercial  interest,  party  boats,  fishing  boats, 
associations  or  companies  using  the  Town  Pier  for 
permanent  moorings,  float  access,  or  gangways  will 
pay  an  annual  fee  fairly  determined  by  the  Board  of 
Selectmen. 

3.  All  persons  tying  tenders  at  the  Town  Pier  shall  be 
charged  an  annual  fee  to  be  fairly  determined  by  the 
Board  of  Selectmen. 

4.  All  fees  shall  be  determined  by  the  Board  of 
Selectmen. 

II.  MOORING  REGULATIONS 

A.  Applications 

1.  Applications  for  permanent  mooring  space  in  all 
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areas  shall  be  dated,  signed  and  filed  with  the  Harbor 
Master. 

Permits  will  be  granted  by  the  Harbor  Master  in  the 
order  of  application,  dated  as  locations  become 
available.  If  the  Harbor  Master  denies  a  mooring 
application,  and  the  applicant  can  show  just  cause,  he 
may  request  and  receive  a  hearing  from  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  on  his  rights  to  have  a  mooring  in  Plymouth 
Harbor.  All  future  moorings  will  be  assigned  a  suitable 
space  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the 
boats:  that  is  length,  draft,  type  or  rig:  and  shall  be 
placed  at  a  locus  designated  by  the  Harbor  Master.  A 
mooring  space  relinquished  for  any  reason  by  any  boat 
owner  immediately  voids  his  rights  to  that  mooring 
space. 

Mooring  space  is  not  transferable  to  a  new  owner  when 
a  boat  is  sold.

e.  Boats  moored  on  flats  at  2.0'  below  Mean 
Low  Water  shall  have  their  moorings 
completely  buried. 

B.  3.  Special  Areas:  Moorings  in  channels,  Hobs  Hole,  Saquish 
Head,  Goose  Point,  Cordage  Channel  or  Equivalent  tidal 
areas.

a.  The  use  of  spars  or  stainless  steel  floats  for 
chain  flotation  shall  be  prohibited.  Only  cans, 
balls,  or  styrene-type  chain  flotation  shall  be 
used.  In  all  types  of  chain  floation  buoys,  other 
than  metal,  chain  or  a  metal  rod  must  be 
passed  thru  the  buoy  connecting  the  mooring 
pennant  to  the  mooring  chain. 

b.  All  chain  flotation  buoys  shall  be  plainly 
and  clearly  visible  above  any  tide  level  at  all 
times. 

c.  The  above  described  moorings  shall  be 
painted  white  with  a  Blue  Band,  owner's  or 
boat  name,  and  length  of  boat  on  can  or  buoy;

d.  All  new  complete  moorings  placed  or 
replaced  in  any  location  in  Plymouth  Harbor 
after  April  1,  1963  shall  conform  to  the 
regulations:  and  will  be  placed  at  a  locus 
designated  by  the  Harbor  Master. 

e.  Winter  spars  must  be  installed  on  all 
moorings.  They  shall  be  painted  and 
identifiable  at  all  times  except  during  ice 
conditions. 

f.  Winter  spars  or  buoys  shall  not  be  installed 
prior  to  September  1st,  and  must  be  removed 
by  June  1st. 

g.  The  Harbor  Master  will  inspect  all 
moorings  regularly,  commencing  June  1st 
through  September  1st  of  each  year  for 
flotation  of  cans,  balls  or  buoys,  and  notify 
owners  in  writing  by  Certified  Mail  if  their 
cans,  balls  or  buoys  do  not  conform  with  the 
Plymouth  Harbor  Bylaws. 
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h.  All  pennants  shall  be  nylon  or  equivalent 
with  adequate  moorings  devices,  approved  by 
the  Harbor  Master,  to  eliminate  the  hazard  of 
chafing. 

i.  Owners  with  defective  moorings  shall  be 
allowed  seven  (7)  days  after  receiving  notice 
from  the  Harbor  Master  to  correct  the 
defective  conditions.  If  the  defect  is  not 
corrected  after  this  time,  the  owner  will  be 
subject  to  penalty  in  conformance  with  the 
Code.  The  Harbor  Master,  upon  finding  a 
defective  mooring,  shall  properly  mark  said 
mooring  to  show  danger  or  obstruction. 

j.  The  Harbor  Master  shall  order  owners  of 
moorings  to  have  said  moorings  listed,  at 
owner's  expense,  one  each  five  (5)  years  for 
visual  inspection  by  the  Harbor  Master  to 
determine  its  condition.  In  lieu  of  lifting 
moorings,  replacements  may  be  made.  Upon 
certification  of  moorings'  fitness  or 
replacement,  owner  may  replace  mooring  at 
original  locus. 

k.  The  Harbor  Master  shall  keep  a  detailed 
description  of  all  moorings,  their  locus  and 
owner's  name,  telephone  number,  home  and 
business  address,  date  of  mooring  and  length 
and  rig  of  the  boat. 

III.  CODE 

A.  Penalties 

1 .  A  fine  not  to  exceed  $50.00  may  be  imposed  for  first 
offense  infractions  or  disobedience  to  this  Code  of 
Regulations  when  State  or  Federal  penalties  do  not 
apply.  All  other  fines  that  are  applicable  are  defined  in 
Chapter  40,  Section  21.  (Mass.  General  Laws.) 

2.  Offenders  will  be  prosecuted  by  the  Harbor  Master 
and  all  other  enforcement  agents. 

3.  Violations  of  the  Plymouth  Harbor  Bylaws  may  be 
sufficient  cause  for  the  Harbor  Master  to  refuse  an 
individual  or  his  vessel  the  use  of  Town-owned  or 
controlled  facilities  for  such  period  of  time  as  may  be 
determined  by  the  Harbor  Master  or  the  Board  of 
Selectmen,  in  addition  to  necessary  Court  action  in 
cases  of  violation  of  the  Motor  Boat  Law. 

ARTICLE  26:

Maps;  and  upon  conditions  to  be  determined  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen.

June  20,  1983 

Plymouth-Carver  Regional  High  School  —  7:30  p.m. 

ARTICLE  1:  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  accept  an  amendment  to  the 
Agreement  pursuant  to  which  the  Plymouth-Carver  Regional  School 
District  was  established,  as  initiated  and  proposed  by  vote  of  the 
Plymouth-Carver  Regional  District  School  Committee  adopted  on  May 
10, 1983,  and  entitled  "Amendment  No.  V  to  the  Agreement  Establishing 
the  Plymouth-Carver  Regional  School  District"  the  text  of  which 
Amendment  is  substantially  as  follows: 

The  Agreement  between  the  Towns  of  Plymouth  and 
Carver  dated  August  8,  1960,  pursuant  to  which  the  Plymouth- 
Carver  Regional  School  District  was  established,  as  heretofore 
amended,  is  hereby  further  amended  by  adding  the  following 
section: 

SECTION  XVI  DISSOLUTION  OF  THE  DISTRICT 

(A)  The  member  towns  of  Plymouth  and  Carver 
hereby  agree  that  it  is  their  present  intention  that  the 
District  should  be  dissolved  and  that  the  schools  of 
both  towns  in  all  grades  kindergarten  through  12 
should  be  under  the  jurisdiction  and  control  of  the 
local  school  committees  of  the  respective  member 
towns,  subject  to  the  following  provisions  of  this 
Section  XVI,  including  the  passage  of  a  special  law  as 
provided  in  subsection  XVI  (L). 

(B)  The  town  of  Carver  agrees  that  it  shall  call  a 
town  meeting  or  meetings  at  which  the  town  shall  be 
asked  to  vote  upon  the  question  of  appropriating  a  sum 
of  money  which,  together  with  the  sum  to  be  paid  to 
said  town  pursuant  to  subsection  XVI(F),  shall  be 
sufficient  to  pay  the  estimated  cost  of  constructing, 
originally  equipping  and  furnishing  school  facilities  for 
its  pupils  attending  grades  7  through  12.  If  on  or  before 
October  1 , 1983,  (i)  such  vote  has  been  duly  adopted  by 
the  town  of  Carver  in  accordance  with  law,  (ii)  the  town 
of  Carver  has  voted  pursuant  to  paragraph  (a)  of 
Chapter  59,  Section  21 C,  of  the  General  Laws  to 
exempt  from  the  property  tax  limitation  imposed  by 
that  section  the  amounts  required  to  pay  principal  and 
interest  on  the  bonds  or  notes  authorized  by  such  vote 
and  (iii)  the  town  of  Plymouth  has  voted  pursuant  to 
paragraph  (a)  of  Chapter  59,  Section  21 C,  of  the 
General  Laws  to  exempt  from  the  property  tax 
limitation  imposed  by  that  section  the  amounts 
required  to  pay  principal  and  interest  on  the  bonds  or 
notes  authorized  to  be  issued  by  subsection  XVI  (G)  of 
this  Agreement,  then  this  Section  XVI  shall  be  in  full 
force  and  effect;  otherwise,  this  Section  shall  be  null 
and  void  and  the  District  shall  continue  in  existence 
subject  to  the  provisions  of  Sections  I  through  XV,  as 
the  same  may  from  time  to  time  be  amended. 
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(C)  Upon  the  adoption  by  the  towns  of  Carver  and 
Plymouth  of  the  votes  described  in  subsection  XVI  (B), 
the  member  towns  and  their  local  school  committees 
shall  assume  jurisdiction  over  the  pupils  residing  in 
their  respective  towns  who  attend  the  grades  7  through 
12  on  the  July  1  which  follows  by  at  least  six  months  the 
date  on  which  the  last  of  such  votes  is  adopted  by  the 
town  of  Carver  or  the  town  of  Plymouth.  Until  such  July 
1,  the  District  shall  continue  to  provide  education  for 
pupils  from  the  member  towns  in  grades  7  through  12. 
Notwithstanding  any  other  provisions  of  this 
Agreement,  the  District  budget  adopted  for  the  fiscal 
year  commencing  on  such  July  1  and  for  each 
subsequent  fiscal  year  until  final  dissolution  of  the 
District  shall  include  only  such  sums  as  are  required  to 
meet  the  obligations  described  in  subsection  XVI(I). 
The  school  budgets  of  the  member  towns  for  such 
fiscal  years  shall  incude  sums  required  for  the 
education  of  all  the  pupils  from  grades  kindergarten 
through  12. 

(D)  The  town  of  Plymouth  agrees  that  following 
assumption  by  it  of  jurisdiction  over  the  pupils  from 
Plymouth  who  were  previously  educated  in  the  District 
schools,  it  shall  accept  for  enrollment  in  its  schools 
pupils  from  the  town  of  Carver  in  grades  7  through  12 
for  which  facilities  are  not  then  available  in  the  town  of 
Carver,  as  determined  by  the  Carver  School 
Committee,  until  the  date  which  the  Carver  School 
Committee  specifies  in  a  written  notice  given  by  it  to 
the  Plymouth  School  Committee  at  least  eight  months 
in  advance  of  such  date.  The  town  of  Carver  agrees  that 
it  shall  pay  tuition  for  pupils  enrolled  in  the  Plymouth 
schools  pursuant  to  this  subsection  XVI(D)  at  a  rate 
established  by  the  Plymouth  School  Committee  in 
accordance  with  law. 

(E)  Any  teacher  serving  at  the  discretion  of  the 
Committee  (on  tenure)  upon  the  assumption  by  the 
member  towns  of  jurisdiction  over  the  pupils  in  grades 
7  through  12  shall  be  employed  by  the  school 
committee  of  the  town  in  which  the  District  school 
facility,  including  any  leased  facility,  at  which  such 
teacher  is  employed  is  located  to  serve  at  its  discretion. 
Any  teacher  not  serving  at  the  discretion  of  the 
Committee  upon  such  assumption  shall  be  given 
preferred  consideration  by  the  school  committee  of  the 
town  in  which  the  District  school  facility,  including  any 
leased  facility,  at  which  such  teacher  is  employed  is 
located  for  a  similar  position  in  the  schools  of  such 
town. 

(F)  The  town  of  Plymouth  shall  purchase  from  the 
District  and  the  District  shall  sell  to  the  town  of 
Plymouth,  on  or  before  the  date  on  which  the  town  of 
Plymouth  assumes  jurisdiction  over  the  pupils  in 
grades  7  through  12,  all  land,  buildings  and  other 
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property  owned  by  the  District,  including  equipment, 
supplies  and  materials,  at  a  price  of  $2,530,000.  Such 
sum,  less  the  amount  described  in  the  last  sentence  of 
subsection  XVI(H),  shall  be  paid  by  the  treasurer  of  the 
town  of  Plymouth  directly  to  the  treasurer  of  the  town 
of  Carver  contemporaneously  with  the  delivery  by  the 
District  to  the  town  of  Plymouth  of  such  deeds  and 
other  instruments  of  conveyance  as  shall  be 
reasonably  required  in  order  to  consummate  such 
purchase  and  sale  and  such  payment  shall  be  deemed 
full  and  complete  consideration  for  such  sale  and 
conveyance. 

(G)  By  its  vote  to  accept  the  provisions  of 
Amendment  No.  V  to  this  Agreement,  the  town  of 
Plymouth  hereby  authorizes  its  treasurer,  with  the 
approval  of  its  Board  of  Selectmen,  to  borrow  a  sum 
not  exceeding  $2,530,000  for  the  purpose  of 
purchasing  the  land,  buildings  and  other  property 
described  in  subsection  XVI(F)  and  to  issue  bonds  or 
notes  of  said  town  therefor  under  and  pursuant  to  the 
applicable  provisions  of  Chapter  44  of  the  General 
Laws  as  amended  and  supplemented. 

(H)  By  its  vote  to  accept  the  provisions  of 
Amendment  No.  V  to  this  Agreement,  the  town  of 
Carver  hereby  authorizes  the  sum  to  be  paid  to  it  by  the 
town  of  Plymouth  in  accordance  with  subsection 
XVI(F)  to  be  applied  to  and  expended  for  costs  of 
constructing,  originally  equipping  and  furnishing  new 
school  facilities  for  pupils  attending  grades  7  through 
12  without  the  necessity  for  further  appropriation  by 
said  town.  The  town  of  Carver  directs  the  treasurer  of 
the  town  of  Plymouth  to  deduct  from  the  amount 
otherwise  payable  to  it  pursuant  to  subsection  XVI(F)  a 
sum  equal  to  13%  of  thethen  outstanding  principaland 
interest  payable  on  the  $400,000  School  Roof  Repair 
Bonds  of  the  District  dated  October  1,  1980  and  to 
deposit  such  sum  in  trust,  in  the  name  of  the  District,  as 
provided  in  subsection  IX(D)  for  the  sole  purpose  of 
paying  principal  and  interest  on  such  bonds.  The  town

(I)  The  town  of  Plymouth  hereby  agrees  to  and 
shall,  from  and  after  the  date  on  which  it  assumes 
jurisdiction  over  the  pupils  in  grades  7  through  12,  be 
obligated  to  pay  to  the  District  all  sums  assessed  to  it 
for  the  purpose  of  paying  all  obligations  of  the  District 
then  outstanding  including,  without  limitation,  all  then 
remaining  payments  of  principal  and  interest  on  the 
$1,135,000  School  Bonds  of  the  District  dated  April  1, 
1980  and  on  the  $400,000  School  Roof  Repairs  Bonds 
of  the  District  dated  October  1,  1980.  Notwithstanding 
the  provisions  of  Section  IV,  all  expenses  of  the  District 
to  be  apportioned  to  the  member  towns  for  the  fiscal 
year  commencing  on  the  July  1  on  which  the  member 
towns  assume  jurisdiction  over  the  pupils  in  grades  7 
through  1 2  and  for  each  fiscal  yearthereafter  until  final 
dissolution  of  the  District  shall  be  apportioned  to  the 
town  of  Plymouth  and  no  such  expenses  shall  be 
apportioned  to  the  town  of  Carver. 

(J)  On  the  date  upon  which  the  member  towns 
assume  jurisdiction  over  the  pupils  in  grades  7  through 
12,  the  Committee  shall  be  dissolved  and  the  School 
Committee  of  the  town  of  Plymouth  in  office  from  time 
to  time  shall  serve,  ex  officio,  as  the  Committee  until 
the  final  dissolution  of  the  District.  From  and  after  the 
date  upon  which  the  member  towns  assume 
jurisdiction  over  the  pupils  in  grades  7  through  12  and 
until  the  final  dissolution  of  the  District,  the  treasurer  of 
the  town  of  Plymouth  in  office  from  time  to  time  shall 
serve,  ex  officio,  as  treasurer  of  the  District  and  shall, 
on  behalf  of  the  District,  pay  all  obligations  described 
in  subsection  XVI(I).  The  District  shall  finally  be 
dissolved  on  April  1,  1990,  or  such  later  date  as  all 
obligations  of  the  District  have  been  paid. 

(K)  Any  state  reimbursement  or  other  sums  of 
money  received  by  the  District  after  the  date  upon 
which  the  member  towns  assume  jurisdiction  over  the 
pupils  in  grades  7  through  12,  otherthan  sums  received 
from  the  town  of  Plymouth  under  subsection  XVI(J), 
shall  be  apportioned  as  hereinafter  provided  and  paid 
by  the  district  Treasurer  to  the  treasurers  of  the  towns 
of  Plymouth  and  Carver,  respectively,  not  later  than 
thirty  days  from  their  receipt.  Each  member  town's 
share  shall  be  determined  by  computing  the  ratio 
which  its  pupil  enrollment  in  grades  7  through  12  on 
the  October  1  next  preceding  the  date  on  which  such 
sums  were  received  bears  to  the  total  pupil  enrollment 
in  grades  7  through  12  from  both  towns  on  that  date. 
For  purposes  of  this  subsection,  pupil  enrollment  in 
grades  7  through  12  shall  mean  enrollment  in  grades  7 
through  12  of  pupils  residing  in  each  membertown  and 
receiving  education  at  such  town's  expense. 
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(L)  This  Section  XVI  shall  take  effect  in 
accordance  with  its  terms  upon  (i)  acceptance  of 
Amendment  No.  V  to  this  Agreement  by  majority  vote 
of  both  member  towns  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  Sections  VII  and  IXof  this  Agreementand 
(ii)  the  passage  of  a  special  law  by  the  General  Court 
authorizing  and  validating  its  provisions.  By theirvotes 
to  accept  the  provisions  of  Amendment  No.  V  to  this 
Agreement,  the  member  towns  petition  forthe  passage 
of  such  law.

Any  professional  staff  member  serving  at  the 
discretion  of  the  Plymouth  School  Committee  who  is 
dismissed  because  no  longer  required  by  the  town  of 
Plymouth,  on  account  of  the  withdrawal  of  Carver 
pupils  from  the  Plymouth  School  on  the  July  1 
specified  in  accordance  with  subsection  XVI(D),  shall 
be  employed  by  the  Carver  School  Committee  to  serve 
at  its  discretion.  Any  professional  staff  member  not 
serving  at  the  discretion  of  Plymouth  School 
Committee  who  is  dismissed  because  no  longer 
required  by  the  town  of  Plymouth,  on  account  of 
withdrawal  of  Carver  pupils  from  the  Plymouth  schools 
on  the  July  1  specified  in  accordance  with  subsection 
XVI(D),  shall  be  employed  by  the  town  of  Carver  if 
there  is  a  position  available  in  the  Carver  schools  which 
involves  the  same  function  as  the  position  in  which 
such  member  was  most  recently  employed  by  the  town 
of  Plymouth  or,  in  the  case  of  ateacher,  which  involves 
a  position  for  which  such  teacher  is  certified  and  in 
which  such  teacher  has  been  actually  employed  by  the 
Plymouth  or  District  schools  for  at  least  one  of  the 
three  years  immediately  preceding  such  dismissal; 
provided,  however,  that  in  the  event  the  Carver  School 
Committee  determines  that  a  position  available  in  its 
schools  requires  more  experience  than  that  possessed 
by  any  professional  staff  member  not  serving  at 
discretion  who  has  been  so  dismissed  by  the  Plymouth 
School  Committee,  the  town  of  Carver  may  fill  such 
position  with  a  teacher  who  actually  possesses  the 
amount  of  experience  so  determined  by  the  Carver 
School  Committee  to  be  required  for  the  position. 
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Professional  staff  members  who  are  employed  by 
the  town  of  Plymouth  or  by  the  town  of  Carver  pursuant 
to  either  the  first  or  second  paragraph  of  this 
subsection  XVI(E)  shall  be  deemed  for  all  purposes  to 
have  served  in  the  schools  of  the  town  by  which  they 
are  employed  pursuant  to  either  of  such  paragraph  for 
the  period  during  which  they  were  employed  by  the 
District  or  the  town  of  Plymouth  or  both.  All  purposes 
shall  include,  but  not  be  limited  to,  credit  for  time 
served  and  rights  accrued  while  employed  by  the 
District  or  the  town  of  Plymouth,  or  both,  for 
accumulated  time  toward  qualification  for  service  at 
discretion,  accumulated  sick  leave,  leaves  of  absence, 
accumulated  time  toward  qualification  for  sabbatical 
leave,  terminal  compensation,  sick  leave  buy-back 
right,  seniority  time  under  any  collective  bargaining 
agreement,  cost  of  living  raises,  step  raises  and 
longevity  pay;  however,  all  employment  compensation 
and  other  benefits  shall  thereafter  be  consistent  with 
the  terms  of  any  collective  bargaining  agreement  then 
in  effect  governing  the  terms  and  conditions  of 
employment  for  professional  staff  members  in  the 
town  by  which  they  are  employed  pursuant  to  either 
the  first  or  second  paragraph  of  subsection  XVI(E). 

(F)  The  town  of  Plymouth  shall  purchase  from  the 
District  and  the  District  shall  sell  to  the  town  of 
Plymouth,  on  or  before  July  1 , 1984,  all  land,  buildings 
and  other  property  owned  by  the  District,  including 
equipment,  supplies  and  materials,  at  a  price  of 
$2,160,871.  Such  sum,  less  the  amount  described  in 
subsection  XVI(H),  shall  be  paid  by  the  treasurer  of  the 
town  of  Plymouth  directly  to  the  treasurer  of  the  town 
of  Carver  contemporaneously  with  the  delivery  by  the 
District  to  the  town  of  Plymouth  of  such  deeds  and 
other  instruments  of  conveyance  as  shall  be 
reasonably  required  in  order  to  consummate  such 
purchase  and  sale  and  such  payment  shall  be  deemed 
full  and  complete  consideration  for  such  sale  and 
conveyance. 

(G)  By  its  vote  to  accept  the  provisions  of 
Amendment  No.  V  to  this  Agreement,  the  town  of 
Plymouth  hereby  authorizes  its  treasurer,  with  the 
approval  of  its  Board  of  Selectmen,  to  borrow  a  sum 
not  exceeding  $2,160,871  for  the  purpose  of 
purchasing  the  land,  buildings  and  other  property 
described  in  subsection  XVI(F)  and  to  issue  bonds  or 
notes  of  said  town  therefor  under  and  pursuant  to  the 
applicable  provisions  of  Chapter  44  of  the  General 
Laws  as  amended  and  supplemented. 

(H)  By  its  vote  to  accept  the  provisions  of 
Amendment  No.  V  to  this  Agreement,  the  town  of 
Carver  hereby  authorizes  the  sum  to  be  paid  to  it  by  the 
town  of  Plymouth  in  accordance  with  subsection 
XVI(F)  to  be  applied  to  and  expended  for  costs  of 
constructing,  originally  equipping  and  furnishing  new 
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school  facilities  for  pupils  attending  grades  7  through 
12  without  the  necessity  for  further  appropriation  by 
said  town.  The  town  of  Carver  directs  the  treasurer  of 
the  town  of  Plymouth  to  deduct  from  the  amount 
otherwise  payable  to  it  pursuanttosubsection  XVI(F)  a 
sum  equal  to  the  town  of  Carver's  share  of  the  then 
outstanding  principal  and  interest  payable  on  the 
$400,000  School  Roof  Repair  Bonds  of  the  District 
dated  October  1 , 1 980  and  to  deposit  such  sum  in  trust, 
in  the  name  of  the  District,  as  provided  in  subsection 
IX(D)  for  the  sole  purpose  of  paying  principal  and 
interest  on  such  bonds.  The  town  of  Carver's  share 
pursuant  to  the  immediately  preceding  sentence  shall 
be  determined  by  computing  the  ratio  which  said 
town's  pupil  enrollment  in  grades  7  through  9  in 
schools,  including  leased  facilities,  under  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  District  on  October  1 ,  1 983  bears  to 
the  total  pupil  enrollment  from  both  member  towns  in 
grades  7  through  9  in  such  schools  on  October  1, 1983. 

(I)  The  town  of  Plymouth  hereby  agrees  to  and 
shall,  from  and  after  July  1, 1984,  be  obligated  to  pay  to 
the  District  all  sums  assessed  to  it  for  the  purpose  of 
paying  then  remaining  payments  of  principal  and 
interest  on  the  $1 ,135,000  School  Bonds  of  the  District 
dated  April  1,  1980  and  on  the  $400,000  School  Roof 
Repairs  Bonds  of  the  District  dated  October  1,  1980. 
Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  Seciton  IV,  all 
expenses  of  the  District  to  be  apportioned  to  the 
member  towns  for  the  fiscal  year  commencing  on  the 
July  1,  1984  and  for  each  fiscal  year  thereafter  until 
final  dissolution  of  the  District  shall  be  apportioned  to 
the  town  of  Plymouth  and  no  such  expenses  shall  be 
apportioned  to  the  town  of  Carver  except  as 
hereinafter  provided  in  the  second  paragraph  of  this 
subseciton  XVI(I). 

In  the  event  that  any  obligations  incurred  by  the 
District  prior  to  July  1,  1984,  other  than  obligations 
provided  for  in  subsection  XVI(H),  obligations  payable 
from  the  proceeds  of  insurance  and  obligations  for  the 
payment  of  which  funds  were  encumbered  by  the 
Committee  on  or  before  June  30, 1984,  are  payable  by 
the  District  after  July  1,  1984,  the  Committee  shall 
determine  the  amount  of  such  obligations  so  payable 
and  shall  apportion  to  and  assess  upon  the  town  of 
Carver  its  share  of  such  obligations.  The  town  of 
Carver's  share  of  such  obligations  shall  be  determined 
in  the  same  manner  as  operating  costs  were 
determined  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1984 
pursuant  to  paragraphs  (1)  and  (2)  of  subsection  IV(E). 
Prior  to  July  1,  1984,  the  Committee  shall  purchase 
insurance,  with  such  limits  as  it  determines  advisable, 
to  cover  any  claims  that  may  reasonably  be  anticipated 
to  arise  on  account  of  events  occurring  on  or  before 
June  30,  1984. 
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(J)  On  July  1,  1984,  the  Committee  then  in  office 
shall  be  dissolved  and  the  School  Committee  of  the 
town  of  Plymouth  in  office  from  time  to  time  shall  serve, 
ex  officio,  as  the  Committee  until  the  final  dissolution 
of  the  District.  From  and  after  July  1 , 1 984,  and  until  the 
final  dissolution  of  the  District,  the  treasurer  of  the 
town  of  Plymouth  in  officefrom  time  to  time  shall  serve, 
ex  officio,  as  treasurer  of  the  District  and  shall,  on 
behalf  of  the  District,  pay  all  obligations  of  the  District. 
The  District  shall  finally  be  dissolved  on  April  1,  1990, 
or  such  later  date  as  all  obligations  of  the  District  have 
been  paid. 

(K)  Any  state  reimbursements  or  other  sums  of 
money  received  by  the  District  on  or  after  July  1 , 1 984 
other  than  unpaid  assessments,  sums  received  from 
the  town  of  Carver  under  the  second  paragraph  of 
subsection  XVI(I)  or  sums  received  from  the  town  of 
Plymouth  under  the  first  paragraph  of  subsection 
XVI(I),  shall  be  apportioned  as  hereinafter  provided 
and  paid  by  the  District  Treasurer  to  the  treasurers  of 
the  towns  of  Plymouth  and  Carver,  respectively,  not 
later  than  ninety  days  from  their  receipt.  Each  member 
town's  share  shall  be  determined  in  the  same  manner 
as  the  costs  which  they  are  intended  to  reimburse  or  on 
account  of  which  they  are  received  were  apportioned 
to  and  assessed  upon  the  towns  of  Plymouth  and 
Carver.  If  on  the  date  such  reimbursements  or  others 
sums  of  the  money  are  payable  by  the  District  to  the 
towns  of  Plymouth  and  Carver,  any  sums  of  money  are 
then  payable  to  the  District  from  either  or  both  of  said 
towns  and  remain  unpaid,  the  District  treasurer  shall 
deduct  such  sums  from  the  sums  otherwise  payable  to 
the  treasurer  of  the  town  concerned  and  shall  pay  the 
balance,  if  any,  to  the  town  treasurer.  Any  sums  so 
dedicated  shall  satisfy  the  obligation  of  the  town 
concerned  to  the  District,  but  only  to  the  extent  of  the 
amount  deducted. 

(L)  This  Section  XVI  shall  take  effect  in 
accordance  with  its  terms  upon  (i)  acceptance  before 
December  1,  1983  of  Amendment  No.  V  to  this 
Agreement  by  two-thirds  vote  of  both  member  towns  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Sections  Vll  and  IX 
of  this  Agreement  and  (ii)  the  passage  on  or  before 
December  15,  1983  of  a  special  law  by  the  General 
Court  authorizing  and  validating  its  provisions.  By 
their  two-thirds  votes  to  accept  the  provisions  of 
Amendment  No.  V  to  this  Agreement,  the  member 
towns  petition  for  the  passage  of  such  law.

The  Board  of  Selectmen  respectfully  submits  its  annual  report  for 
the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  eighty-three'.  The  challenges  facing 
municipal  governments  in  Massachusetts  in  the  nineteen  eighties  are 
unparalleled  in  history.  Fiscal  restraint,  increased  demand  for  services, 
rising  fixed  costs,  growth  pressures,  unemployment,  toxic  materials, 
acid  rain  and  the  potential  contamination  of  valuable  water  resources 
are  just  some  of  the  issues  confronting  town  government.  Plymouth 
continues  to  be  fiscally  conservative  and  to  seek  solutions  to  school 
overcrowding. 

In  April  of  1983,  Selectmen  Roger  Silva  and  David  Tarantino  were 
reelected  for  another  term  on  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  Shortly  thereafter, 
Mr.'Silva  was  elected  by  his  fellow  Board  members  to  serve  as  Chairman. 
The  1983  Annual  Town  Meeting  primarily  concerned  itself  with 
budgetary  reductions  in  Town  and  School  budgets.  Acting  within  the 
provisions  of  the  Proposition  IVi  legislation.  Town  Meeting  members 
voted  to  appropriate  funds  for  certain  school  expenses  subject  to  the 
override  of  Proposition  272,  which  was  passed  by  voters  in  June. 

Of  prime  importance  to  the  Town  in  maintaining  itsabilityto  provide 
a  proper  level  of  quality  services  is  attracting  new  industrial  and 
commercial  development  and  the  expansion  of  existing  businesses. 
Working  with  the  Director  of  Public  Works,  the  Board  sought  and 
received  from  the  State  limited  expansion  of  sewerage  capacity.  This  will 
allow  the  construction  of  the  new  hotel/conference  center  on  the 
waterfront  and  allow  modest  development  opportunities.  The  Board 
approved  industrial  revenue  bond  financing  for  the  relocation  of 
Commonwealth  Winery  and  the  development  of  the  Post  Office  by 
Grossman's.  The  Board  also  sought  during  1983  to  develop  the  Town 
Wharf  parcel  for  commercial  uses  utilizing  a  state  grant  to  provide 
improved  parking  and  other  public  works  improvement.  Despite  a 
negative  vote  from  the  Board  of  Appeals  on  this  matter,  efforts  continue 
on  this  important  project. 

Late  during  1983  the  Selectmen  entered  into  negotiations  on  a 
contract  with  SEMASS  to  provide  for  a  long  term  solution  to  the  disposal 
of  solid  waste.  This  waste-to-energy  facility  in  Rochester  will  provide  to 
Plymouth  a  known  cost  of  waste  disposal  for  years  to  come  without  fear 
of  landfill  contamination. 

The  Board  continued  its  effort  to  seek  solutions  to  our  school 
overcrowding.  It  organized  a  joint  meeting  with  School,  Finance 
Committee,  and  Selectmen  of  both  Plymouth  and  Carver  shortly  after  a 
Plymouth  Town  Meeting  voted  not  to  approve  the  deregionalization  of 
the  District.  The  purpose  of  the  meeting  was  to  bring  all  parties  together 
in  an  effort  to  make  the  regional  concept  work  and  construct  suitable 
school  space  for  all  students. 

Other  events  in  1983  which  deserve  note  include  the  selection  of  a 
new  leasee  for  Station  One,  the  carving  of  the  Whispering  Giant  Indian 
by  Peter  Toth,  and  the  campaign  to  save  the  Bug  Light.  Nineteen  eighty 
three  also  saw  the  retirement  of  Selectmen's  Secretary  Helen  Moon,  a 
woman  who  devoted  many  hours  to  the  Board  and  the  Town.  Helen's 
retirement  is  well  earned,  and  the  Board  again  wishes  her  well. 

Last  but  not  least,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  wishes  to  thank  all  elected 
and  appointed  officials  and  employees  for  their  dedication  and  efforts 
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during  the  past  year.  As  the  beginning  of  this  report  stated,  the 
challenges  facing  municipalities  in  Massachusetts  and  Plymouth  in 
particular  are  unparalleled  in  history.  Without  the  expertise, 
commitment  and  loyalty  of  all  our  officials  and  employees,  such 
challenges  could  not  be  met. 


Plymouth  Harbor  Committee 

The  Plymouth  Harbor  Committee  submits  its  1983  Report  in 
accordance  with  Article  102  of  the  1962  Annual  Town  Meeting. 

During  the  year  of  1983,  the  Committee  held  regular  or  special 
meetings  to  study  requests  and  make  recommendations  to  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  on  matters  of  By-Laws,  repairs,  useage,  and  fees  concerning 
Plymouth  Harbor  waterfront  facilities  and  the  adjacent  areas. 

Concerning  the  proposed  addition  of  afloatand  ramp  to  the  existing 
launching  ramp,  the  Committee  reviewed  the  feasibility  of  such  an 
addition.  Upon  considering  the  tides,  winds,  cost,  useage,  safety  and 
lay-out  of  this  addition,  the  Committee  is  not  recommending  this 
addition.  The  consensus  of  the  Committee  was  that  the  proposed 
addition  would  not  be  feasible  to  use  during  bad  weather  and  would  not 
greatly  increase  the  use  of  the  existing  ramp  area. 

Last  May,  Mr.  Donald  Correa  made  a  presentation  to  the  Committee 
to  have  a  90  ft.  museum  vessel  brought  into  Plymouth  Harbor  and 
berthed  at  the  State  Pier.  No  further  contact  has  been  made  by  Mr. 
Correa  to  the  Committee. 

The  changes  to  the  Harbor  By-Laws  which  were  passed  by  the  last 
Annual  Town  Meeting  were  forwarded  to  the  Attorney  General.  The 
Harbor  By-Laws  were  accepted. 

Mr.  Delaney  and  associates,  representing  the  Ocean  Spray  Co.,  met 
with  the  Harbor  Committee  last  November.  They  presented  a  proposal  to 
expand  the  facilities  at  Ocean  Spray.  The  plan  would  involve  filling  in  an 
area  of  Plymouth  Harbor  adjacent  to  Ocean  Spray  and  possibly 
dropping  the  lease  of  the  Town  parking  lot  adjacent  to  Ocean  Spray  on 
Water  Street.  The  plans  were  tentative  and  not  complete  and  they  were 
asked  to  return  at  a  later  date  with  more  concrete  data. 

A  25  acre  area  opened  by  the  State  for  the  harvesting  of  shell  fish 
south  of  the  Cordage  Park  Channel  brought  many  questions  concerning 
grants  being  allowed  in  Plymouth  Harbor.  The  mussel  harvester 
petitioners  met  with  the  Harbor  Committee  and  the  Selectmen 
requesting  permission  to  seed,  transfer  mussels  from  the  contaminated 
areas  to  the  non-polluted  area  in  North  Plymouth.  They  hope  to  purify 
the  mussels  in  the  transfer  through  tide  water  tests.  This  was  presented 
at  both  meetings.  Five  (5)  of  the  25  acres  desired  were  allotted  by  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  for  a  mussel  license  and  grant  to:  Michael 
Withington,  Sean  Withington,  Theodore  Burba  and  Donald  Wilkinson  of 
Plymouth,  to  transfer,  seed,  and  harvest  mussels,  to  be  sold  as  food,  etc., 
with  State  and  local  safety  precautions  and  to  make  reports,  etc.  This 
was  agreed  to  by  the  petitioners. 
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At  the  October  Committee  meeting,  Mr.  Charles  Good,  owner  of  a 
new  120  ft.  fishing  vessel,  requested  permission  to  winter  berth  the 
vessel  at  the  Town  Wharf  for  a  period  of  6  to  10  weeks  to  work, 
commission,  and  ready  the  vessel  for  spring  fishing.  The  Committee  sent 
a  letter  to  the  Selectmen  recommending  6  proposals  which  Mr.  Good 
had  agreed  to,  and  the  Selectmen  gave  him  the  necessary  permission  to 
tie  up  at  the  Town  Wharf. 

The  state,  Town  and  Tender  floats  were  handled  and  hauled  out  by 
the  Plymouth  Department  of  Public  Works  at  the  Town  ramp  to  reduce 
the  Harbormaster's  budget  expenditure.  The  Harbormaster  will  again 
make  a  request  for  a  new  boat  to  better  perform  his  work  pertaining  to 
safety,  traffic  and  the  water  problems  within  his  department. 

The  Harbor  Committee  is  an  advisory  committee  to  the  Selectmen, 
formed  to  help  solve  and  make  recommendations  on  waterfront 
problems,  upon  request.

1983  was  a  very  busy  year  for  the  Recreation  Commission  as  over 
10,000  Plymouth  residents  participated  in  the  various  programs  offered. 
Included  in  the  program  schedule  were:  a  Table  Tennis  Tournament,  the 
Youth  Basketball  Program,  a  four  session  Youth  Gymnastics  Program, 
the  Annual  Walter  B.  Haskell  Memorial  Youth  Fishing  Rodeo,  Kite  Day, 
the  Summer  Playground  Program,  the  Water  Safety  Program  was  again 
offered  at  four  of  the  Town's  Beaches  and  Ponds,  field  trips  were  taken  to 
a  Boston  Red  Sox  game  and  to  Lincoln  Park,  Band  Concerts  were  held  at 
Jenny  Grist  Mill,  Children's  Races  were  held  over  the  Fourth  of  July 
weekend,  a  Family  Day  Program  was  held  at  Stephens  Field  in  October,  a 
Children's  Halloween  Party  was  held  at  Memorial  Hall,  and  the  Manomet 
Youth  Center  again  conducted  a  variety  of  youth  activities. 

1983  also  saw  the  Recreation  Commission  submit  an  article  to  the 
annual  town  meeting  to  allow  the  Commission  to  set  up  a  revolving  fund. 
The  article  received  unanimous  approval  from  town  meeting  and  the 
Commission  is  now  able  to  conduct  self-supporting  programs. 

In  addition  to  the  many  programs  held,  the  Commission  also 
supervised  the  lifeguards,  water  safety  instructors,  parking  attendants, 
playground  personnel,  beach  and  pond  matrons,  and  the  beach  and 
pond  concession  operators.  The  Recreation  Commission  collected  and 
turned  over  to  the  Town  a  total  of  $37,784.00  in  non-resident  beach  and 
pond  parking  fees. 

The  Recreation  Commission  wishes  to  thank  the  following  who  have 
assisted  the  Commission  throughout  the  year:  Mr.  Douglass  Gray  and 
the  Park  Division,  Mr.  Leonard  Harlowand  the  Maintenance  Division,  the 
Board  of  Selectmen,  the  School  Department,  and  the  numerous 
businesses  and  civic  organizations  who  so  generously  helped  to 
sponsor  the  Youth  Fishing  Rodeo. 
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Plymouth  Airport  Commission 


The  Plymouth  Airport  Commission  is  pleased  to  report  that  1983  did 
see  some  recovery  in  aviation  for  this  year.  From  a  business  point  of 
view,  the  sale  of  aviation  fuel  has  improved  considerably. 

The  year  1983  saw  the  airport  commission  busy  themselves  with  an 
up-date  of  the  airport  Master  Plan,  and  completing  Phase  I  for  the 
installation  of  a  Localizer  at  the  airport.  The  Massachusetts  Aeronautics 
Commission  (MAC)  and  the  Federal  Aviation  Administration  (FAA)  both 
approved  grants  totaling  $245,000.  for  the  above  mentioned  projects. 
Over  the  years,  the  Plymouth  Airport  Commission  has  had  at  least  one 
grant  approved  peryear  in  a  continuing  effort  to  up-date  and  improve  the 
airport  facility  for  the  Town  of  Plymouth. 

Business  at  Plymouth  Airport  has  increased  this  year.  It  is  still  the 
home  of  approximately  135  aircraft  and  helicopters.  The  businesses 
employ  about  65  full-time  people,  plus  part-time  persons  who  are 
associated  with  the  aviation  business  at  the  airport. 

The  airport  "Funday"  was  held  in  August  1983.  The  day  was 
sponsored  by  the  Plymouth  Aero  Club  and  was  very  successful. 
Activities  for  the  day  included  many  flight  demonstrations,  plane  and 
helicopter  rides,  plus  parachutists.  This  event  attracted  approximately 
4,000  people  to  the  airport. 

The  Plymouth  Airport  Commission  membership  changed  when  Mr. 
Robert  (Jake)  Crociati  was  selected  in  July,  1983  by  the  Plymouth  Board 
of  Selectmen  to  fill  the  vacancy  of  Mr.  Sumner  A.  Chapman,  Jr.  Mr. 
Crociati  is  a  long-time  pilot  from  Plymouth  and  will  certainly  be  an  asset 
to  the  Airport  Commission.  Mrs.  Leona  Asker,  who  served  as 
commission  secretary  and  was  employed  by  the  Town  of  Plymouth  for 
23  years,  retired  in  July  1983.  We  wish  her  well  in  the  future. 

The  Plymouth  Airport  Commission  and  staff  would  like  to  take  this 
opportunity  to  invite  the  citizens  of  Plymouth  to  visit  and  enjoy  their 
airport.  Plymouth  Municipal  Airport  is  still  considered  one  of  the  best 
and  most  attractive  airports  of  its  kind  in  General  Aviation  along  the 
South  Shore,  and  in  New  England. 
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Board  of  Appeals 


The  Board  of  Appeals  has  regularly  held  meetings  on  the  first  and 
third  Tuesdays  of  each  month  to  hear  and  decide  applications  for  special 
permits,  variances  and  appeals  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of 
Plymouth's  Zoning  By-Law.  During  1983,  the  Board  acted  upon  87 
petitions  and  held  32  meetings.  This  is  an  increase  in  the  number  of 
petitions  over  the  previous  year. 

Major  matters  heard  by  the  Board  this  year  included  an  inn  and 
conference  center  on  Water  Street,  a  mobile  home  park  on  Long  Pond 
Road,  and  a  recreational  campground  on  Bourne  Road,  which  were  all 
approved.  The  Board  also  heard  proposals  for  a  planned  shopping 
center  on  Route  44  and  a  specialty  shopping  and  office  facility  on  the 
Waterfront,  which  were  both  denied. 

Seven  appeals  were  filed  against  decisions  rendered  in  1983.  One 
appeal  has  been  dismissed,  and  the  other  six  are  still  pending.  In  a  case 
from  1981,  the  Board's  decision  with  respecttothe  buildability  of  certain 
lots  in  the  Island  Pond  Estates  subdivision  was  overturned  by  the 
Plymouth  Superior  Court. 

In  June  of  1983,  Charles  J.  Brophy  resigned  as  a  regular  member, 
and  John  Gascoyne  was  appointed  to  fill  the  vacancy.  The  Selectmen 
also  appointed  Robert  Murray  and  Richard  A.  Stafford  to  replace  Allen  A. 
Cotti  and  John  Lee  as  alternate  members  of  the  Board.  In  October, 
Eugene  V.  Blanchard,  Chairman,  resigned,  after  six  years  of  valuable 
and  dedicated  service  to  the  Board.  Richard  A.  Stafford  was  appointed 
as  a  regular  membertofill  Mr.  Blanchard's  vacancy.  H.  Stephen  Fairchild 
was  appointed  as  an  alternate  member  to  fill  Richard  A.  Stafford's  former 
position.  In  December,  the  Board  reorganized  and  unanimously  elected 
Richard  M.  Serkey  as  Chairman,  Everett  L.  Hale  as  Vice-Chairman,  and 
Richard  A.  Stafford  as  Clerk. 

Finally,  during  1983,  for  the  first  time,  the  Board  collected  filing  fees 
from  petitioners,  pursuant  to  amendments  made  to  its  Rules  and 
Regulations  on  December  21 , 1982.  The  Board  is  pleased  to  report  that  it 
collected  a  total  of  $2,350  in  filing  fees  in  1983. 

The  Board  will  continue  to  meet  regularly  and  looks  forward  to 
another  very  busy  year. 
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Planning  Board 

It  has  been  said  that  the  art  of  planning  is  to  preserve  order  amid 
change  and  to  preserve  change  amid  order.  The  year  of  1983  will  be 
remembered  by  the  Planning  Board  as  one  of  both  change  and 
continuity. 

In  August,  Planning  Director  Ray  Frieden,  resigned  after  ten  years  of 
service  to  the  Town.  As  Plymouth's  first  Planning  Director,  his  talents 
and  contribution  to  the  efforts  to  the  Planning  Board  were  much 
appreciated.  In  November,  Sam  Butterfield  resigned  from  his  position  of 
Assistant  Planner,  after  four  years  with  the  Board.  Both  these  gentlemen 
will  be  missed.  As  a  result  of  these  staff  changes,  the  Board  undertook 
two  extensive  personnel  searches.  John  F.  Lenox  was  hired  as  the  new 
Planning  Director  and  David  A.  Johnson  as  the  Assistant  Planner.  We 
welcome  them  to  Plymouth,  and  look  forward  to  a  productive 
relationship. 

Subdivision  Control:  With  respect  to  its  duties  under  the 
Massachusetts  Subdivision  Control  Law,  the  Board  approved  a 
modification  of  1  Definitive  Plan  and  approved  2  Preliminary  Plans. 
There  were  61  Approval  Not  Required  Plans  endorsed  and  10  were  not 
endorsed.  A  complete  set  of  revised  Subdivision  Regulations  was 
drafted,  and  comments  from  local  Boards  and  Agencies  were  addressed. 
Public  Hearings  are  intended  for  1984.  An  amendment  which  was 
adopted  this  year  was  a  revision  to  the  fee  schedule  requiring  developers 
to  post  deposits  with  the  Town  to  compensate  for  review  costs. 

Zoning  Bylaw:  The  Planning  Board  acted  on  91  Zoning  Applications 
involving  research,  review  and  recommendations  to  the  Board  of 
Appeals.  In  addition,  there  were  13  determinations  made  relative  to 
suitable  access.  Among  the  major  projects  addressed  by  the  Board  were: 

The  Village  Landing  Inn  &  Conference  Center  —  a  175  room 
hotel  and  conference  facility  off  Water  Street  planned  for  the 
site  formerly  occupied  by  the  Puritan  Mills  Factory. 

Pilgrim  Hill  Shopping  Center  —  a  160,000  square  foot  retail 
development  which  was  proposed  to  be  located  between 
Samoset  Street  and  Summer  Street. 

Town  Wharf  Project  —  a  20,000  square  foot  retail  and  office 
development  proposed  as  part  of  an  extensive  package  of 
improvements  for  the  Town  Wharf. 

Recreational  Campground  —  a  200  site  campground  to  be 
located  on  55  acres  off  Bourne  Road,  at  Little  Sandy  Pond. 
High  Cliff  Village  —  a  82  unit  elderly  apartment  development  to 
be  run  by  the  Plymouth  Housing  Authority. 
Transportation:  Many  of  the  proposals  brought  before  the 
Planning  Board  this  year  served  to  underscore  the  need  for 
highway  improvements  which  have  long  been  supported  by  the 
Board.  The  inadequacies  of  existing  Rt  44  have  worsened,  as 
delays  have  continued  in  redesign  and  relocation.  Many 
developments  potentially  advantageous  to  ourTown  have  been 
constrained  or  stalemated  by  these  delays.  Through  working 
with  Federal,  State,  and  Regional  Agencies  the  Board  has 
encouraged  the  necessary  facility  improvements,  and  will 
continue  to  do  so. 
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Economic  Development:  In  support  of  Plymouth's  industrial 
and  commercial  base,  a  committee  was  formed  in  concert  with 
the  PDIC  to  consider  possible  zoning  amendments  to 
encourage  economic  deve^opment.  Representing  the  Board  are 
Messrs.  Barnes,  Balboni,  and  McAuliffe.  This  important  work 
will  continue  into  the  coming  year,  and  recommendations  to 
Town  Meeting  will  be  formulated. 

Water  Resources:  The  protection  of  our  most  priceless 
resource  is  a  continuing  task  of  the  Planning  Board.  In  1983,  the 
Board  began  work  with  the  U.S.  Geological  Survey  on  a  study  to 
develop  a  more  thorough  understanding  of  our  groundwater 
system— including  a  computer  model  of  the  aquifer.  In  the 
years  ahead  this  will  provide  an  improved  technical  foundation 
for  the  Town's  policy  of  strictly  protecting  our  water  resources. 


Old  Colony  Planning  Council 

During  the  year,  the  Council's  work  was  directed  toward  three  major 
program  areas  of  importance  to  the  membercommunities  of  the  Council 
although  the  staff  and  Council  members  were  actively  involved  in  other 
programs  and  issues  as  well.  The  three  major  programs  of  the  Council 
during  the  year  were:  Transportation  and  Transit  Planning;  Economic 
Development  planning  and  coordination  activities;  and.  Area  Agency  on 
Aging  planning,  coordination  and  implementation  of  elder  services 
programs. 

The  Transportation  and  Transit  planning  activities  of  the  Council 
involved  the  development  of  a  Transportation  Improvement  Program 
(TIP)  for  the  OCPC  region  that  presented  the  priorities  for  each 
community.  The  TIP  includes  all  transportation  improvements  required 
in  the  region  from  an  individual  intersection  improvement  in  a 
community  to  the  widening  and  improvement  of  Route  27  in  the  region. 
The  TIP  also  describes  each  project,  classifies  these  according  to 
federal  and  state  funding  categories  and  assigns  local,  state  and 
regional  priority. 

The  OCPC  staff  began  efforts  to  coordinate  an  informational 
program  to  alert  communities  of  options  available  to  them  during  the 
reconstruction  of  the  Southeast  Expressway  to  begin  in  early  1984. 
Various  options  including  additional  bus  and  rail  service,  carpooling, 
and  vanpooling  are  being  promoted  in  an  effort  to  minimize  the  problem 
of  commuting  to  work. 

In  addition,  the  Council's  transportation  program  has  spearheaded 
an  effort  to  relieve  traffic  congestion  during  the  S.E.  Expressway 
reconstruction  through  the  development  of  regional  "Park  and  Ride" 
lots.  Park  and  Ride  facilities  have  been  developed  at  Routes  3  and  1 39  in 
Pembroke;  in  Bridgewater  at  the  intersection  of  Routes  24  and  104;  and 
in  West  Bridgewater  at  Elm  Square.  A  commuter  parking  lot  was  also 
approved  for  Abington  at  Lincoln  Boulevard. 
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Technical  reports  published  by  OCPC  during  the  year  included  a 
study  of  Handicapped  Transit  Service  Development;  the  Route  27 
Corridor  Improvement  Study;  Neighborhood,  Statistics  Program  in 
cooperation  with  the  U.S.  Bureau  of  the  Census;  Regional  Traffic 
volumes;  Brockton  Area  Transit  Service  Evaluation;  and,  Selected 
Regional  Intersection  Turning  Movements  and  traffic  counts.  OCPC 
also  acquired  traffic  counting  devices  which  will  be  used  to  gather  traffic 
volume  data  in  area  communities. 

The  Economic  Development  activities  of  the  Council  centered  on  a 
study  of  the  feasibility  of  developing  a  regional  industrial  park-office 
complex  at  the  intersection  of  Routes  495,  24  and  104  in  the  town  of 
Bridgewater.  The  Council's  study  demonstrated  the  feasibility  of 
developing  the  area  with  proper  safeguards  and  this  provided  the  basis 
for  rezoning  the  area  by  the  town.  The  Council  feels  this  area  has  the 
potential  for  being  a  major  employment  center  in  the  Old  Colony  region. 

In  addition,  the  Council  acting  as  the  regional  clearinghouse  for 
review  of  Industrial  Revenue  Bond  applications  processed  over  twenty- 
four  million  dollars  in  financing  for  area  businesses.  The  town  of  Avon 
benefitted  the  most  from  the  financing  program  with  $1 1 ,530,000  in  bond 
monies  going  to  the  town.  Other  communities  benefitting  through  the 
program  included:  Stoughton  -  $6,900,000;  Easton  -  $2,400,000; 
Kingston  -  $1,200,000;  Plymouth  -  $955,000;  Brockton  -  $550,000;  and 
Bridgewater  -  $525,000.  The  Industrial  Revenue  Bond  program  was 
threatened  to  be  severely  restricted  by  the  U.S.  Treasury  Department 
during  the  year,  but  OCPC  joined  with  other  supporters  of  the  program 
to  have  this  important  program  continued.  Industrial  Revenue  Bonds 
were  the  main  sources  of  economic  development  financing  available  to 
business  during  the  year. 

Other  Economic  Development  activities  of  the  Council  included  the 
coordination  of  regional  development  activities  through  the  Overall 
Economic  Development  Program  Committee;  job  creation  through 
business  development;  promotion  of  labor  force  training;  and 
infrastructure  improvements. 

As  the  Area  Agency  on  Aging  responsible  for  administering  Older 
Americans  Act  monies  allocated  to  the  region,  OCPC  funded  and 
coordinated  a  wide  range  of  services  to  elders.  Programs  included: 
Nutrition  programs;  Senior  Center  development;  Home  Health  Aide 
care;  Hospice  care;  Legal  Assistance;  and,  elderly  transportation  among 
other  services  made  available  through  the  programs  funded  by  OCPC. 
District  communities  directly  benefitting  through  grants  from  the 
program  include:  Avon,  nutrition,  transportation,  and  health  screening 
programs;  Bridgewater,  Senior  Center  Assistant  Coordinator;  Brockton, 
Dorn-Davies  Senior  Center  and  Massasoit  New  Life  Senior  Center;  East 
Bridgewater,  transportation  program;  Easton,  Shuttle  Bus  grant; 
Hanson,  Senior  Center  Coordinator;  Kingston,  Shuttle  Bus  grant; 
Pembroke,  Senior  Center  and  transportation  program;  Plymouth,  Senior 
Center;  Stoughton,  transportation;  and,  West  Bridgewater,  Senior 
Center. 

OCPC  also  funded  several  areawide  programs  of  benefit  to  elders 
such  as  the  Senior  Law  Project;  Catholic  Charities  Home  Health  Aide, 
Respite  and  Hospice  Outreach  programs;  the  Cranberry  Area  Hospice 
program;  and  Emergency  Assistance  program;  Nursing  Home 
Ombudsman  program;  and,  the  Nutrition  program.

Plymouth  Development  and 
Industrial  Commission 

The  Plymouth  Development  and  Industrial  Commission  is  pleased 
to  present  this  annual  report  of  its  activities  for  the  past  year. 

The  Commission  welcomes  Mr.  Lawrence  McCarthy  and  Mr. 
Richard  Godfrey  as  new  Commissioners  and  thanks  Mr.  Kenneth 
Tavares  for  his  service  to  the  Commission. 

Mr.  Paul  Blanchard  was  elected  Chairman  and  Mrs.  Aileen  Droege, 
Vice-Chairman  during  the  annual  reorganization  meeting  held  in  July. 

The  Commission  was  directly  responsible  for  several  business 
development  and  expansion  projects  during  1983. 

In  the  Industrial  Park  over  200  new  jobs  were  created  through  the 
construction  of  the  new  Foxboro  building  totaling  some  60,000  sq.  ft. 
Construction  was  also  completed  on  the  new  16,000  sq.  ft.  Colonial  Car 
Lease  corporate  headquarters  and  professional  offices,  and  Bartlett 
Nuclear  is  nearing  completion  of  their  new  corporate  offices.  Pixley 
Richards  Inc.  completed  their  expansion  adding  over  15,000  sq.  ft.  and 
ground  was  broken  for  a  new  day  care  facility  on  Richards  Road  in  the 
Park. 

In  the  commercial  areas,  the  Commission  assisted  Commonwealth 
Wines  in  the  relocation  of  their  operation  to  enlarged  facilities  off 
Lothrop  Street  and  the  Commission  facilitated  the  renovations  currently 
underway  in  the  main  Post  Office  building  by  the  Grossman's  Company. 

The  Commission  was  also  pleased  to  have  been  instrumental  in  the 
opening  of  the  new  Angelo's  and  adjacent  retail  stores  in  Manomet 
center  this  past  year  as  well  as  implementing  the  Manomet  Small 
Business  Loan  Program. 

We  look  forward  to  an  equally  challenging  1984  and  will  continue  to 
promote  and  develop  our  community's  economic  vitality. 
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Design  Review  Board 


The  year  1983  has  proven  to  be  one  of  diverse  challenges  and 
changes. 

The  Design  Review  Board  welcomes  Stephen  Murphy  as  its  newest 
member  who  replaced  Russell  Canevazzi.  The  Board  would  like  to  thank 
Mr.  Canevazzi  for  his  service  and  dedication  to  the  Town  of  Plymouth. 

The  Design  Review  Board  met  22  times  during  1983  and  reviewed  98 
petitions  and  proposals.  The  major  projects  reviewed  were  Puritan 
Waterfront  Corp.  for  the  conference  center/hotel,  a  commercial/retail 
complex  for  the  Waterfront,  VSH  Realty  for  a  shopping  center  off  Route 
44  and  two  projects  for  housing  for  the  elderly— High  Cliffs  and 
congregate  housing.  All  but  two  of  the  above— VSH  Realty  and  the 
Waterfront  Project  were  approved  by  the  Zoning  Board  of  Appeals.  The 
Design  Review  Board  is  working  closely  with  the  remaining  petitioners. 

The  Design  Review  Board  meets  every  other  Wednesday  at  7:30  p.m. 
and  welcomes  public  attendance  at  all  meetings. 


Redevelopment  Authority 

During  1983,  the  Plymouth  Redevelopment  Authority,  continued  the 
phase-out  of  the  HUD  Section  312  Program  due  to  Proposition  2V2 
budget  cuts  and  Federal  cutback  of  funds. 

The  Redevelopment  Authority  received  notification  in  early 
December  that  the  Bradford  Street  Historic  District  was  accepted  on 
November  10,  1983  for  inclusion  in  the  National  Register  of  Historic 
Places.  Nomination  papers  had  been  submitted  by  the  Redevelopment 
Authority  in  1982. 

The  Redevelopment  Authority  and  Whitman  &  Howard,  Inc. 
completed  a  Master  Plan  for  the  Revitalization  and  Rehabilitation  of  the 
Bradford  Area  with  funds  received  from  a  matching  grant  from  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts.  The  Authority  continued  to  seek 
funds  for  rehabilitation  of  the  area  through  an  application  for  Small 
Cities  funding,  however  the  application  was  unsuccessful  in  the  final 
round.  Efforts  will  continue  by  the  Authority  to  seek  funds  for  up-grading 
this  and  other  areas  of  town. 
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Department  of  Public  Works 


As  was  the  case  in  1982,  this  year  saw  a  continuing  struggle  to 
provide  residents  of  the  community  with  the  levels  of  services  that  were 
possible  prior  to  the  implementation  of  Proposition  2y2.  There  will  have 
to  be  a  limit  to  the  amount  of  time  that  capital  projects  and  road 
reconstruction  work  can  be  put  off.  The  same  will  hold  true  for 
replacement  of  pieces  of  equipment  in  the  large  fleet  that  this 
Department  maintains. 

As  the  year  ended,  the  final  version  of  a  27  year  agreement  between 
the  Town  of  Plymouth  and  the  SEMASS  partnership  for  the  disposition 
of  Plymouth's  solid  wastes  was  being  readied  for  a  Special  Town 
Meeting.  A  key  provision  in  the  agreement  will  have  SEMASS  construct, 
at  no  cost  to  the  Town,  a  transfer  station  for  all  of  Plymouth's  wastes  at 
the  site  of  the  present  South  Street  Transfer  Station.  We  believe  that 
SEMASS  will  afford  the  Town  a  long-term  solution  to  our  waste  disposal 
needs  at  a  known,  reasonable  cost  in  an  environmentally  sound  manner. 

The  Town-wide  wastewater  study  continued,  with  much  attention 
being  paid  to  where  treated  wastewater  would  ultimately  be  deposited. 
One  land  application  site  (County  Farm  property)  and  one  harbor 
discharge  site  (Goose  Point  Channel)  were  being  given  final 
consideration,  with  the  selection  scheduled  for  January  of  1984. 

The  most  significant  accomplishment  of  the  year  was  the  reduction 
of  flows  at  the  Wastewater  Treatment  Plant  by  more  than  500,000  gallons 
per  day  as  a  result  of  repairs  to  the  Cordage  Interceptor.  As  a  result  of 
this  reduction,  the  Division  of  Water  Pollution  Control  allowed  an 
increase  of  100,000  gallons  per  day  in  the  Sewer  Bank.  The  Town  must, 
however,  continue  to  make  repairs  and  improvements  to  the  system  and 
plant.  A  major  expenditure  for  sludge  dewatering  equipment  at  the  plant 
will  be  necessary  in  1984. 

The  resurfacing  of  the  main  streets  in  the  Downtown  area  and  the 
installation  of  thermoplastic  pavement  markings  afforded  a  bright, 
finished  look  in  the  Central  Business  District. 

The  retirements  of  Otto  Seigel,  Warren  Smith  and  Kenneth  Gibbs  of 
the  Highway  Division,  Manuel  Alves  of  the  Sewer  Division  of  Joseph 
Schneider  and  John  Darsch  of  the  Maintenance  Division  marked,  in 
each  instance,  the  end  of  many  years  service  to  the  Town. 

The  cooperation  and  assistance  of  other  Town  Departments  is 
acknowledged  and  appreciated. 


Engineering  Division 


Nineteen  Eighty-Three  saw  the  Engineering  Division  enter  into  the 
initial  stages  of  conversion  from  a  design  to  a  record  maintenance 
facility.  A  marked  reduction  in  construction  and  street  acceptance 
projects  due  to  financial  restraints  and  increased  awareness  of  the 
capacities  of  the  town  owned  computer  have  afforded  us  the  opportunity 
to  begin  computerizing  our  filing  system  and  compile  an  inventory  of 
existing  municipal  properties  and  utilities.  These  two  items  are  vital  to 
efficient  information  retrieval,  a  prime  function  of  a  progressive 
municipal  engineering  operation. 

Routine  functions  performed  during  the  year  include: 

Assessors  Map  Revisions  —  342  parcels  affecting  57  plats  (full 
and  half-size  originals  revised); 

2.  No  streets  were  considered  for  public  acceptance;

b.  In  Progress  —  Esta  Road,  Presidents  Lane,  Earl,  Center 
and  Ray  Roads,  Lady  Slipper  Drive  and  Vine  Hills  Cemetery 
Addition; 

4.  Surveys: 

a.  Completed  —  Conservation  Land  (Off  Beaver  Dam 
Road),  Reset  Town  Line  Bound  (Boundary  Street/Kingston), 
Industrial  Park  Road,  Old  Beach  Road,  Manomet  Avenue, 
Oar  and  Line  Road  and  monumentation  of  Town  Ways  (117 
bounds  set); 

b.  In  Progress  —  Manomet  Point  Road,  Town  Forest,  Old 
Sandwich  Road  and  Nathaniel  Street; 

5.  Printing  Services: 

a.  Eighteen  sets  of  Assessors  Maps  (142  sheets  each)  for 
use  by  various  Town  Agencies; 

b.  One  hundred  twenty  sets  of  Zoning  Maps  (13  sheets

c.  Approximately  725  prints  of  miscellaneous  plans  and 
drawings; 

6.  Miscellaneous  Work:

e.  Assistance  to  other  D.P.W.  divisions  in  the  performance 
of  their  day-to-day  duties. 

We  take  this  opportunity  to  acknowledge  the  assistance  and 
cooperation  of  the  many  individuals  and  agencies,  both  public  and 
private,  who  have  enabled  us  to  maintain  our  level  of  vService  throughout 
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Maintenance  Division 


1983  was  again  a  busy  year  for  the  Maintenance  Division. 

General  repairs  were  made  to  the  Town  Office  Building,  Memorial 
Building,  State  Pier  Sanitary,  Old  Town  Court  House  Sanitary,  1 30  Court 
Street  Building,  Cedarville  Schoolhouse,  Bartlett  Hall,  Highway  Garage, 
Fire  Stations,  Police  Station,  Howland  Street  Shop  and  Pumping 
Stations,  Harbor  Master  Office,  Cemetery  Division  Building,  Dog  Pound, 
South  Street  Fire  Station  and  the  Public  Library. 

Renovations  were  completed  to  the  three  rooms  of  the  Industrial 
Commission  Office  at  130  Court  Street.  The  floors  at  the  Memorial 
Building  were  resanded  and  refinished  during  the  summer  months.  The 
floats  at  the  Town  Wharf  were  rebuilt  as  well  as  renovation  work  and 
repainting  being  done  to  the  Harbor  Master's  Office. 

The  major  project  was  the  construction  of  a  new  Handicapped 
Ramp  at  the  Town  Office  Building.  This  was  completed  for  the  opening 
ceremony  that  was  held  on  December  21,  1983. 

General  maintenance  of  vehicles  was  done  by  the  three  Mechanics 
and  the  Maintenance  Man  to  keep  up  with  the  constant  repairs  that  were 
needed.  1983  saw  the  retirement  of  John  Darsch,  Mechanic,  after  16 
years  of  service. 

The  Maintenance  Division  wishes  to  thank  all  involved  in  helping 
and  assisting  us  during  1983. 


Sewer  Division 

During  the  twelve  months  of  1983,  approximately  one  billion  gallons 
of  wastewater  were  treated  at  the  Water  Street  treatment  plant,  an 
increase  of  some  seventeen  million  gallons  over  the  1982  figure.  This 
increase  is  due  to  several  periods  of  heavy  rain  which  occurred  during 
the  year. 

Of  the  one  billion  gallons,  four  million,  five  hundred  seventy 
thousand  gallons  of  septage  wastes  were  deposited  at  the  nightsoil 
facility. 

A  major  repair  to  the  collection  system  was  carried  out  this  year 
when  town  forces  rebuilt  two  manholes  and  750  feet  of  18-inch  pipe  was 
lined  using  the  Insituform  process  on  the  Cordage  interceptor.  Flows  at 
the  plant  dropped  sharply  as  a  result  of  this  removal  of  more  than  450,000 
gallons  per  day  of  infiltration  from  the  system. 

We  anticipate  that  the  total  flow  at  the  plant  for  next  year  will  be 
considerably  less  than  for  1983. 

The  Division  wishes  to  thank  all  who  offered  their  assistance  this 
year. 
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Highway  Division 


I  herewith  submit  a  report  of  the  work  done  in  the  Highway  Division 
of  the  Departmentof  Public  Works  from  January  1  to  December31, 1983. 

STREET  CLEANING 

The  two  Mobil  sweepers  started  cleaning  winter  sand  in  April.  The 
main  street  and  the  waterfront  were  swept  every  day  and  the  side  streets 
were  done  in  rotation.  The  second  sweeper  serviced  Manomet, 
Cedarville,  Chiltonville,  Long  Pond,  Buttermilk  Bay  and  the  private 
developments. 

ASPHALT  SIDEWALKS 

The  construction  and  maintenance  of  asphalt  sidewalks  and  curbs 
was  completed  on  the  following  streets:  Russell  Avenue,  Park  Avenue, 
Park  Road,  Forest  Avenue  Ext.,  Atlantic  Street,  Mt.  Pleasant  Street,  Hall 
Street,  Chilton  Street,  Davis  Street,  Highland  Place,  Sandwich  Street,  St. 
Mary's  Church  and  Oak  Street. 

DRAINAGE  AND  DRAINAGE  MAINTENANCE 

Drainage  was  installed  on  Palmer  Road,  Clayhill  Road  and  Tower 
Road.  Drainage  was  also  placed  at  the  Nelson  Street  playground  for  the 
Park  Division.  At  the  intersection  of  Taylor  Avenueand  Hilltop  Avenue  in 
the  White  Horse  Beach  area,  a  section  of  pipe  1 50  feet  long  had  to  be  dug 
up  and  reset  as  it  had  been  raised  by  the  winter  frost.  At  Fisherman's 
Landing  an  outlet  pipe  had  to  be  relocated. 

MAINTENANCE  OF  PRIVATE  ROADS 
(Temporary  Repairs) 

Private  roads  in  Plymouth,  Manomet,  Ellisville,  Cedarville  and 
Buttermilk  Bay  were  repaired  with  gravel,  stonedust  and  patch  materials 
by  the  Highway  Division.  The  maintenance  of  town  accepted  dirt  roads 
was  completed  by  grading  and  placing  select  gravel  where  needed. 

SEALING  OF  ROADS 
The  following  streets  received  a  seal  coating  this  year:  Sandy  Pond 
Road,  a  portion  of  Center  Hill  Road,  College  Pond  Road  and  Florence 
Street. 

GUARD  RAILS 

Guard  rails  were  constructed  and  repaired  by  town  forces  on  Rocky 
Hill  Road,  Billington  Street,  Nelson  Street  and  Jordan  Road.  On 
Sandwich  Road  in  the  Chiltonville  section,  55  Steel  H  Posts  were 
installed  from  Pole  #7  to  Pole  #149. 

TRAFFIC  AND  STREET  MARKINGS 
The  painting  of  4"  Center  Lines  was  put  out  to  bid  this  year  and  the 
contract  was  awarded  to  Markings  Inc.  of  Hingham.  Parking  areas,  meter 
spaces,  stop  lines  and  crosswalks  were  painted  by  the  Highway  Division. 
Many  signs  have  been  made  and  installed  during  1983.  Vandalism, 
accidents  and  stealing  of  signs  have  been  a  great  expense  to  the  town. 
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MISCELLANEOUS 

The  work  in  the  districts  of  Long  Pond,  Cedarville  and  Manomet  has 
been  carried  out  by  the  district  foremen.  Other  work  done  by  the 
Highway  Division  includes  patching  of  roads,  roadside  mowing,  grading 
and  gravelling  of  dirt  roads,  installing  and  removal  of  snow  fences, 
applications  of  calcium  chloride  on  dirt  roads,  replacing  parking  meters, 
plowing  and  sanding,  rubbish  pickup,  picking  up  of  litter  and  pumping 
poor  drainage  areas.  The  basin  cleaner  cleaned  drains  from  April  to 
November.  Repairs  of  signal  and  school  lights  are  being  done  by  the 
Highway  Division. 

Requests  from  the  public,  Selectmen's  Office  and  Department  of 
Public  Works  were  taken  care  of  by  this  office  as  received. 

I  wish  to  thank  all  division  heads  and  their  employees  for  the 
cooperation  that  they  have  given  me  this  year. 
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Park  Division 


During  1983  the  Park  Division  personnel  maintained  the 
approximate  fifty  locations  that  are  under  its  jurisdiction.  These  areas 
range  in  size  from  180  acres  in  Morton  Park  to  the  many  rotaries  and 
traffic  islands,  to  the  three  miles  of  Plymouth  Long  Beach  and  one  mile  of 
White  Horse  Beach. 

As  in  past  years,  vandalism  and  litter  are  an  increasing  problem 
within  the  Town's  recreational  facilities.  This  maintenance  problem 
becomes  more  of  a  dilemma  when  coupled  with  a  reduced  work  force 
and  a  reduced  operating  budget  as  we  have  experienced  the  last  two 
years. 

The  renovations  at  Nelson  Street  Memorial  Playground  continued 
this  year  with  the  new  entrance  road  and  parking  area  being  completed. 
During  next  Spring,  the  final  work  will  be  completed  when  the  new 
sidewalks  are  constructed. 

Park  Division  personnel  also  completely  rebuilt  two  wooden  bridges 
which  span  Town  Brook  in  The  Brewster  Gardens  area.  The  longer 
bridge  near  Water  Street  was  last  rebuilt  about  thirty  years  ago  while  the 
smaller  one  was  installed  originally  by  The  Summer  Street 
Redevelopment  Authority  Project  in  1966. 

The  Tree  Division  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works  was,  for  the 
first  time  combined  with  the  Park  Division  in  its  supervision.  It  is  hoped 
that  effective  tree  work  within  the  Town  will  be  able  to  continue  as  in  the 
past. 

During  this  year  the  Gypsy  Moth  problem  lessened  within  the  Town. 
Spraying  this  year  was  done  with  Dipel,  a  very  safe  and  effective 
chemical.  It  would  appear  that  the  Gypsy  Moth  population  will  be 
lessening  for  a  few  years. 

The  tree  planting  program  was  again  not  funded  as  in  the  past  two 
years.  We  would  hope  that  this  replacement  program  could  be  reinstated 
in  future  years. 

The  cooperation  and  help  from  other  Department  of  Public  Works 
Divisions  with  our  work  this  year  is  acknowledged  and  appreciated.  We 
also  thank  the  Recreation  Activities  Commission  for  their  continued 
cooperation.

The  year  ended  with  the  water  elevation  at  Little  South  Pond  at  1 05.6 
feet  compared  to  103.50  feet  for  the  previous  year  end. 

The  pumpage  for  the  year  amounted  to  1 ,763,005,900  gallons  which 
is  171,075,000  gallons  more  than  was  pumped  last  year. 

Receipts  from  the  sale  of  water,  connections  to  mains,  services 
rendered,  etc.  amounted  to  $973,556.12.

The  fiscal  1983  tax  rate  was  set  at  $21.70  per  thousand  dollars  of 
assessed  valuation  on  May  24,  1983. 

The  first  half  of  the  fiscal  year's  tax  bill  was  estimated  to  allow  a 
timely  mailing  on  November  29,  1982  due  to  the  update  ordered  by  the 
Department  of  Revenue  and  according  to  provisions  of  Chapter  797.  The 
update  for  fiscal  83  was  postponed  until  fiscal  84  allowing  the  bills  to  be 
mailed  essentially  the  same  in  May  of  83. 

The  computerization  of  this  office  is  approximately  75%  complete. 
The  motor  vehicle  excise  tax  system  is  completely  automated.  Valuation 
update  software  is  being  tested  and  shall  project  new  values  for  the  May 
fiscal  84  billing. 

A  boat  excise  tax  bill  will  be  mailed  in  January  of  1984  from 
computer  software  recently  designed. 

All  the  members  of  the  Assessors  office  and  the  Town  House  wish 
Mrs.  Shirley  Paananen  a  happy  and  healthy  retirement  that  is  well 
deserved  for  all  her  kindnesses  and  assistance  she  has  so  faithfully 
rendered  to  the  public  in  the  past  18  years.  Her  experience  in  the 
Assessors  office  has  helped  to  implement  a  computer  system  and  a  more 
streamlined  operation  of  this  office.

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Plymouth  Public  Library 


The  1983  calendar  year  saw  many  changes  for  the  Plymouth  Public 
Library,  particularly  regarding  the  staff.  David  D.  Lewis  was  appointed 
Library  Director  upon  the  resignation  of  Ruth  Chamberlain  in  July,  and 
Deborah  Schilling  was  hired  as  Assistant  Director  in  September. 

The  effects  of  a  level-funded  budget  combined  with  inflationary 
increases  in  the  cost  of  library  materials  bought  significantly  less  books 
this  year.  This,  combined  with  the  decrease  in  library  hours  due  to 
Proposition  2V2  cutbacks,  accounts  for  the  3.7%  drop  in  circulation  at  the 
Main  Library.  Circulation  at  the  Manomet  Branch  Library  and  the 
Bookmobile  remained  about  the  same. 

The  current  Board  of  Directors  for  the  Plymouth  Public  Library  are 
Barbara  Anzuoni,  Russell  Blake,  Tom  Bosanquet,  Troy  Creane,  Otto 
Fehlow,  Nicholas  Filla,  Joan  Frates,  Joseph  Gallitano,  Ronald  Holmes, 
Doris  Green,  Fay  Meltzer,  and  President  Jeffrey  Kapell.  One  position  on 
the  Board  was  open  at  the  time  of  this  report.  The  Plymouth  Public 
Library  Corporation  is  a  non-profit  corporation  dedicated  to  the 
provision  of  library  services  to  the  Town  of  Plymouth.

Veterans'  Services 


During  1983,  several  notable  amendments  to  our  regulations  were 
made.  An  entire  section  to  our  Computer  Match  Program  has  been 
made.  Other  changes  involved  self-employed  veterans,  agreements  to 
reimburse,  (VS  20A),  formula  for  computing  refunds,  procedures  for 
unemployed  applicants,  and  procedures  of  payment  on  pending  appeal 
cases. 

Medical  costs  continue  to  increase  each  year.  In  some  cases, 
averaging  18%  or  better.  Effective  10/1/83,  hospital  rates  were  increased 
significantly  locally.  The  Rate  Setting  Commission  has  changed  the 
formula  from  a  per  diem  rate  to  a  percentage  rate  at  a  higher  base.  Other 
medical  service  costs  have  increased  accordingly  also. 

On  September  1,  1983,  John  Halachis  was  sworn  in  as  the  new 
Commissioner  of  Veterans'  Services  replacing  Commissioner  Charles 
N.  Collates  after  25  years  of  service  to  the  Commonwealth. 

H-747,  legislation  for  increasing  reimbursement  to  all  cities  and 
towns  by  25%  which  was  sponsored  by  the  Mass.  Veterans'  Services 
during  my  tenure  as  President  of  this  Association  has  been  resubmitted. 


Veterans  Administration 

In  1983,  President  Reagan  appointed  Harry  M.  Walters  as  the  new 
VA  administrator.  With  the  exception  of  the  Department  of  Defense,  this 
is  the  largest  independent  agency  of  the  Federal  Government.  The 
proposed  budget  for  1984  is  $26.1  billion. 

VA  administers  one  of  the  world's  largest  medical  systems.  It  has  1 72 
hospitals,  and  226  out-patient  clinics.  Compensation  payments  for 
service  connected  disabilities  exceeded  $10.1  billion  for  1983.  Non- 
service  connected  pensions  totaling  $3.9  billion  was  paid  to  820,000 
veterans  and  943,000  needy  survivors  and  their  dependents.  There  are 
over  30,000,000  veterans  in  this  country. 

During  1983,  several  meaningful  legislation  was  passed.  Public  Law 
95-588  granted  a  3.5%  increase  in  pension  and  DIC  dependents.  Public 
Law  97-300,  Job  Training  Partnership  Act  authorizes  5  percent  of  the 
National  program  funds,  (excluding  Jobs  Corps)  to  meet  the 
employment  and  training  needs  of  Vietnam  veterans,  disabled  veterans 
and  those  recently  discharged  from  the  service.  On  November  1,  1983, 
the  VA  home  loan  rates  dropped  to  12.5%. 

I  wish  to  thank  all  agencies  and  departments  who  have  cooperated 
with  our  department  during  the  year.  Also,  the  Division  of  Employment, 
War  Records,  our  staff,  Mrs.  Jean  Goduti,  and  Mrs.  Ann  Torrance.

New  programs  initiated  by  the  Council  on  Aging  in  1983  have 
included  the  distribution  of  government  surplus  cheese  and  butter  to 
needy  households  and  involvement  with  incarcerated  elderly  at  the 
Plymouth  County  Jail.  By  contract  with  the  Department  of  Education, 
the  Plymouth  Council  on  Aging  became  the  distribution  agent  for 
government  cheese  and  butter.  The  place  of  distribution  was  Memorial 
Hall  on  days  publicly  announced. 

With  the  approval  of  Sheriff  Peter  Y.  Flynn.the  Plymouth  County  Jail 
program  began  with  a  community  garden  on  the  institution  property. 
Participants  in  the  garden  project  included  senior  citizens  of  the  town 
and  of  the  institution.  Approximately  2,000  pounds  of  vegetables  yielded 
were  distributed  to  elderly  residents  through  our  senior  center. 

Under  Title  III  of  Older  Americans  Act,  Lee  Anderson  coordinated 
the  new  programs  mentioned  above  as  well  as  the  ombudsman,  arts  and 
crafts.  Under  Lee  Anderson's  supervision  the  following  support  groups 
were  established:  Parkinson's  Education  Program  (PEP)  and  the 
Samaritans.  Sheila  Fortes  extended  our  Center  social  services  to  areas 
of  elder  abuse  and  alcoholism.  She  assisted  in  emergency  situations 
involving  utility  cut-offs,  housing  and  fuel  assistance.  Viola  Kessell,  our 
nutrition  site  manager,  coordinated  the  meals  served  at  our  senior 
center. 

Under  Title  V  of  Older  Americans  Act,  Senior  Aides  served  in  various 
capacities  as  follows  when  1983  ended:  Barbara  Ruffini  and  Anna 
Powers,  Dispatchers;  Reme  Mazzucco  and  John  Dries,  Nutrition  Aides; 
Betty  Leach  and  Bernadette  Tarjeck,  Meals  on  Wheels  and  Ombudsmen; 
Lola  Johnson,  Ruth  Fanning  and  Marie  Rickert,  Secretaries;  Lucy  Sears 
and  Virginia  Murray,  Accountants;  Ginny  Haskins,  Older  Worker 
Specialist;  Robert  Rogers,  Assistant  on  Shuttle  Bus.  Joseph  Kelly, 
Dennis  O'Leary,  Antonnette  Scalabrini  and  Joseph  Pacheco  were 
enrolled  in  the  Elder  Service  Corps  assisting  in  our  programs. 

Plymouth  Board  of  Selectmen  appointed  Marion  Parks  and  Arthur 
Staples  to  the  Council  on  Aging.  Genevieve  Ash  was  reelected 
Representative  to  the  6th  Plymouth  District  and  Speaker  of  the  Silver 
Haired  Legislature  House  of  Representatives.  Christian  Schembri  and 
Hope  Cole  were  elected  Vice  Chairman  and  Treasurer  respectively  of 
Southeastern  CIRCA. 

In  the  area  of  Transportation,  24,672  elderly  passengers  were 
carried,  an  average  of  99  per  working  day,  on  our  Shuttle  buses.  The 
Plymouth  Community  nurses  encountered  1,937  older  residents  in 
health  sessions.  In  our  nutrition  program,  22,100  meals  were  served  at 
the  Senior  Center. 
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Conservation  Commission 


This  year  we  held  many  public  hearings,  issued  permits  for  wetlands 
related  construction,  placed  several  cease  and  desist  orders  and 
inspected  all  work  for  which  we  had  issued  permits.  Additionally,  our 
efforts  on  pond  and  water  supply  purity  have  intensified. 

As  in  the  past,  we  have  solicited  an  in-depth  six-pond  study  to 
compliment  our  forty-one  pond  and  eight-pond  studies.  The  most  recent 
report  should  be  available  to  the  public  in  the  Spring  of  '84. 

In  other  pond  related  business,  the  Commission  provided  extensive 
water  quality  data  and  assistance  to  the  Division  of  Fish  and  Wildlife  in 
treating  Lout,  Fresh,  Big  Sandy  and  College  Ponds  with  limestone  to 
counteract  acid  rain  problems. 

In  cooperation  with  the  Massachusetts  National  Heritage  Program 
the  Commissioners  aided  in  identifying  and  protecting  the  rare  and 
endangered  plant  species  that  appear  in  many  sections  of  the  Town. 

The  Conservation  Commission  supported  recently  passed  State 
and  Federal  legislation  which  prevents  development  on  any  of 
Plymouth's  Barrier  Beaches. 

Finally,  the  Commission  has  funded  and  planned  in  conjunction 
with  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture,  (Soil  Conservation  Service), 
Phase  1 1 1  of  the  Plymouth  Beach  Coastal  Dune  Stabilization  Project.  This 
phase  will  include  planting  over  8,000  beach  grass  plants  to  reduce 
erosion  on  the  Eel  River  bank;  associated  regrading  and  the  installation 
of  a  rock  chute  for  the  purpose  of  correcting  drainage  problems  in  the 
adjacent  Town  Parking  Lot;  and  the  installation  of  fencing  on  the  slope 
of  the  Eel  River  bank  to  protect  planted  areas.

FIRE  ALARM  DIVISION: 

Peter  Gage,  Superintendent  of  Fire  Alarm 

Maintenance  of  the  municipal  fire  alarm  system,  electronic 
communications  and  radio  equipment  is  as  always  a  continuous  year 
round  effort.  Systems  realiability  under  the  most  adverse  of  conditions 
must  be  assured. 

At  this  time  there  are  in  excess  of  30,000  devices  capable  of 
detecting  fire  or  smoke  directly  connected  to  the  municipal  fire  alarm 
system.  Hundreds  of  these  devices  are  in  town  owned  buildings. 
Hundreds  of  millions  of  dollars  in  property  valuation  and  thousands  of 
jobs  are  protected  from  potential  fire  loss  by  direct  connection  to  the 
municipal  fire  alarm  system.  Growth  in  this  area  of  automatic  fire 
detection  is  widespread  throughout  the  country  as  a  result  of  large  fire 
losses  and  the  subsequent  change  to  ordinances  and  codes  at  all  levels 
of  government. 

This  year  as  the  result  of  the  acceptance  of  Massachusetts  laws  that 
make  fire  detection  and  extinguishing  systems  in  certain  buildings 
(MGL,  C148,  S26C,  S26G)  by  the  town  meeting  many  new  plans  have 
been  approved  and  many  projects  inspected  for  compliance. 

245   Alarms  were  received  on  the  municipal  fire  alarm  system. 
19   Alarms  reported  actual  fire  conditions  in  progress. 
86   Alarms  were  identified  as  malicious  false  alarms. 
140   Alarms  were  of  known  causes  such  as  non  fire  related 
smoke  or  heat,  broken  pipes  or  other  sprinkler 
system  water  problems,  accidental  mechanical 
damage  to  systems,  and  malfunction  of  system 
electronics,  such  as  smoke  detectors.

The  year  1983  saw  many  more  boats,  both  commercial  and 
recreational,  utilize  our  wharves  and  support  facilities.  There  was  an 
increase  of  between  20-25%  in  both  categories.  Commercial  fishing 
boats  increased  from  70  to  103  ranging  in  size  from  30'  to  104'  with  70  of 
these  boats  being  permanently  moored  or  docked  in  the  harbor.  The 
Marina  was  fully  operational  with  all  its  slips  filled,  this  increased  the 
recreational  boat  fleet  by  slightly  over  100  boats  in  all  sizes  from  26'  to 
100'.  Over  6000  small  boats  were  launched  from  the  boat  ramp,  these 
boats  were  from,  for  the  most  part.  Southeastern  Mass.  This  is  a  very 
conservative  figure  because  it  is  almost  impossible  to  keep  an  accurate 
check  as  boats  were  being  launched  24  hours  a  day. 

Unfortunately,  by  order  of  the  State,  our  shellfish  beds  inside  the 
harbor  are  still  closed  because  of  a  high  bacteria  count.  The  only  areas 
open  are  on  the  East  coast  of  our  coast  line,  Clark's  Island  and  parts  of 
Saquish  Beach,  several  mussell  fishermen  are  operating  in  this  area. 

Our  patrol  boat  responded  to  3  suspected  boat  fires  but  they  all 
proved  false  after  being  checked  out.  We  had  1  serious  boating  accident 
in  the  harbor  with  the  loss  of  one  life.  The  cause  of  this  accident  was  due 
to  all  persons  aboard  drinking  alcoholic  beverages  heavily. 

The  annual  Blessing  of  the  fleet  and  Fish  Bash  were  again  held  this 
year  but  we  had  a  surprise  Easterly  storm  hit  us  in  the  morning  and 
curtailed  all  activities  for  the  better  of  the  day. 

At  this  time  I  would  like  to  express  my  personal  and  my  department's 
thanks  to  Scituate  C.G.  Station  for  their  assistance  during  the  many 
times  our  boat  was  out  of  service  and  also  to  all  the  private  craft  for  that 
same  reason,  this  allowed  us  to  give  the  same  caliber  of  service  that  we 
give  under  ordinary  conditions.

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Office  of  Emergency  Preparedness 


The  Office  of  Civil  Defense  and  Emergency  Preparedness  is  located 
in  the  basement  of  Memorial  Hall,  83  Court  St.,  Plymouth.  This  location 
was  chosen  for  survival  reasons.  Telephone  numbers:  746-41 86  and  746- 
4039. 

In  the  event  of  any  emergency  declared  by  the  Plymouth  Board  of 
Selectmen  (or  higher  authority),  the  Office  of  Civil  Defense  and 
Emergency  Preparedness  (OEP/CD)  will  become  operational  on  a  full- 
time  basis.  It  is  presently  manned  by  a  permanent,  part-time  secretary 
three  days  a  week  (Monday,  Wednesday,  and  Friday)  between  10:00  a.m. 
and  2:00  p.m. 

Mr.  James  W.  Ryan,  the  present  Director,  was  appointed  by  the 
Plymouth  Board  of  Selectmen  for  the  term  beginning  1  July  1983 
through  30  June  1984. 

This  department  is  the  town  agency  responsible  for  the 
coordination  of  all  town  departments  and  resources  in  times  of  disaster, 
natural  or  man-made.  In  the  event  of  an  incident  at  the  Pilgrim  Nuclear 
Power  Station  (PNPS),  this  office  will  be  responsible  for  the  orderly 
evacuation,  of  any  town  residents  that  may  be  affected  by  the  incident. 

The  Radiological  Emergency  Response  Plan  (RERP),  adopted  by 
the  Plymouth  Board  of  Selectmen  on  1  January  1980,  is  now  in  effect. 
This  plan  calls  for  a  number  of  different  protective  actions,  such  as 
staying  home,  sheltering  or  evacuation  to  protect  the  health  and  safety 
of  town  residents.  The  type  and  seriousness  of  an  accident  will 
determine  the  action  to  be  implemented.  The  basic  concept  of  the  plan  is 
to  provide  an  orderly  evacuation  of  any  portion  of  or  all  of  the  population 
within  aten  (10)  mile  radiusof  the  Pilgrim  Nuclear  Power  Station  should 
conditions  warrant  this  protective  action.  It  also  describes,  in  detail,  how 
each  town  department  shall  respond  and  what  their  duties  are  during 
this  period. 

COMMUNICATIONS 

The  Emergency  Operations  Center  (EOC)  continues  to  improve. 
The  Center  has  a  radio  room  that  is  capable  of  two-way  radio 
communications  between  the  Center  and  the  Plymouth  Police,  Fire  and 
Department  of  Public  Works.  We  have  also  developed  a  radio  system  that 
allows  us  to  maintain  communications  with  the  Massachusetts  Civil 
Defense  Agency  and  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Public  Health 
through  either  the  RACES  (Radio  Amateur  Civil  Emergency  Service)  or 
the  Massachusetts  Executive  Department  frequencies.  This  capability 
was  funded,  in  part,  by  State  monies. 

In  November  of  1982,  the  Town  Siren/Notification  System  became 
fully  operational.  This  system  is  regulated  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  is  activated  at  their  request  only.  Actual  control  is  from  the  Central 
Fire  Station  Operations  Room. 

VOLUNTEERS 

As  always,  we  are  in  need  of  volunteers  for  all  phases  of  our 
operations. 
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Building  Department 


1983  was  a  banner  year  in  the  Building/Zoning  Department. 
Building  permits  were  up  1 7%,  zoning  permits  up  22%,  wiring  permits  up 
20%,  plumbing  permits  up  12%.  We  also  issued  110  more  permits  for 
single  family  houses  this  year  than  last  year.  In  total,  the  Building 
Department  issued  over  5,400  permits  with  over  10,800  inspections 
made.  A  most  important  revelation  happened  in  1983,  in  that  this 
department  brought  in  over  $155,800.  in  revenue,  which  was 
approximately  $38,500.  over  last  year. 

With  the  new  trend  in  the  number  of  permits  being  issued,  I  would 
say  that  Plymouth's  growth  is  on  the  rise  again.  The  Building 
Department  is  on  the  verge  of  being  self  sufficient.  Needless  to  say,  the 
money  taken  in  and  the  amount  of  permits  issued  this  year  could  not 
have  been  accomplished  without  the  dedication  and  hard  work  of  the 
people  involved  in  this,  especially  the  clerical  help.  I  would  personally 
like  to  thank  Holly  Ricardo,  Elide  Butters,  Kathie  Shone,  Harry 
Taormina,  Edward  Pacheco,  Richard  Morini,  Robert  Moon  and  Thomas 
Rapoza,  without  all  of  them  we  wouldn't  be  where  we  are  today. 

An  informed  citizen  is  the  best  defense  for  safety  and  security.  To 
the  end,  the  Building  Department  is  always  available  to  answer  any 
questions  or  concerns  which  will  insure  better  living  conditions  for  the 
citizens  of  Plymouth.

The  Plymouth  Community  Nurse  Association,  Inc.  has  been 
providing  on  a  part-time,  intermittent  basis,  qualified  Public  Health 
Nursing,  therapeutic  services,  health  guidance,  professional  education, 
community  planning  and  health  education.  These  services  are  provided 
regardless  of  race,  creed,  sex,  national  origin,  or  the  ability  to  pay. 

In  keeping  with  our  philosophy,  the  Board  of  Directors  and  PCNA 
Staff  are  deeply  committed  to  the  insurance  of  holistic  quality  health 
care  and  are  ever  striving  to  identify  individual  and  community  needs 
and  to  develop  and  implement  programs  to  address  these  needs. 
Currently,  this  is  done  through  direct  service  to  the  acutely  ill,  as  well  as 
to  those  requiring  preventative  teaching  and  rehabilitative  service  in 
their  homes,  in  the  PCNA  office,  or  community-based  clinics.  Our  Early 
Childbearing  Program,  which  is  funded  by  the  Massachusetts 
Department  of  Social  Services,  the  Southeastern  Chapter  of  the  March 
of  Dimes,  the  Old  Colony  United  Way,  and  a  partnership  agreement  with 
the  Plymouth  Board  of  Health,  provided  957  nursing  and  social  service 
visits  to  the  pregnant  and  parenting  adolescent  population. 

Board  of  Health  activities  (Well  Child  Clinics,  newborn  assessment, 
communicable  disease  follow-up,  tuberculin  testing,  immunization 
programs,  health  teaching  and  supervision)  are  rendered  by  our  entire 
professional  staff. 

We  are  pleased  to  be  a  part  of  the  collaborative  effort  which  seeks  to 
promote  growth,  health  and  happiness  for  the  citizens  of  Plymouth.

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Plymouth  County 
Mosquito  Control  Project 

The  Commissioners  of  the  Plymouth  County  Mosquito  Control 
Project  are  pleased  to  submit  thefollowing  report  of  ouractivitiesduring 
1983. 

The  Project  is  a  special  district,  created  by  the  State  Legislature  in 
1957,  that  is  now  composed  of  20  Plymouth  County  towns,  the  City  of 
Brockton,  and  the  Town  of  Cohasset  in  Norfolk  County.  Approximately 
350,000  people  are  served  at  an  annual  per  capita  cost  of  $1.05. 

1983  was  a  difficult  year  for  mosquito  control  operators  in 
southeastern  Massachusetts.  A  warm  winter  and  heavy  rains  resulted  in 
heavy  mosquito  breeding,  especially  of  the  species  responsible  for 
transmitting  Eastern  Equine  Encephalitis.  During  August,  crews  were 
operating  nearly  24  hours  per  day,  7  days  per  week,  to  lower  the  potential 
for  transmission  of  this  deadly  and  unpredictable  disease.  The  Project 
expects  to  receive  approximately  $20,000  from  the  Governor's 
Emergency  Fund  to  help  offset  the  costs  incurred  during  the  outbreak.  It 
is  quite  likely  however,  that  more  Encephalitis  activity  will  occur  in  1984. 

In  order  to  prioritize  a  massive  number  of  possible  mosquito  control 
activities  and  thereby  make  efficient  use  of  a  very  limited  budget,  a 
system  has  been  developed  to  monitor  adult  and  larval  mosquito 
populations  across  our  603  square  miles.  Voluminous  amounts  of  data 
are  being  collected  from  1500  to  2000  breeding  areas  thus  far  located, 
catalogued,  and  visited  periodically  during  the  warm  season.  With  the 
aid  of  a  newly  acquired  computer  system,  we  can  utilizethedata  to  more 
readily  isolate  areas  where  various  control  methods  will  result  in  the 
greatest  relief  from  mosquitoes  with  minimum  hazard  or  environmental 
impact. 

During  1983,  the  Project's  accomplishments  were  greater  than  any 
other  previous  year  despite  per  capita  expenditures  that  have  not  been 
increased  in  nearly  eight  years.  Previous  annual  reports  have  listed 
various  data  representing  the  magnitude  of  accomplishments  in  various 
activity  categories  on  a  sum-total  basis.  Thisyearforthefirsttime,  again 
with  the  aid  of  a  computer,  the  figures  specific  to  the  town  of  Plymouth 
are  given  below.  Though  mosquitoes  ignore  political  boundaries,  these 
figures  may  provide  a  better  picture  of  the  cost  effectiveness  of  our 
program. 

1 .  Insecticide  Application.  In  the  Town  of  Plymouth,  45274  acres 
were  treated  by  truck  mounted  sprayers  for  the  control  of  adult 
mosquitoes.  Many  visits  over  the  course  of  15  weeks  were  required  to 
accomplish  this.  As  we  have  completely  converted  to  the  use  of  silent 
electric  sprayers  used  at  night,  many  residents  expressed  dismay 
believing  that  we  were  no  longer  spraying  at  all. 

Our  greatest  increase  in  effort  has  occurred  in  the  control  of 
mosquito  larvae  in  pools,  swamps,  marshes  and  other  standing  water 
areas  that  have  been  located  and  catalogued.  Inspectors  periodically 
collecting  data  at  these  sites  will  treat  with  relatively  non-toxic  larvacides 
(usually  mineral  oil)  if  substantial  numbers  of  larvae  are  found.  In 
Plymouth,  a  sum-total  of  891  visits  were  made  to  1 65  potential  breeding 
sites.  Some  of  these  were  at  the  request  of  Plymouth  homeowners  with 
standing  water  on  their  properties. 
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Finally,  a  total  of  2652  treatments  were  made  to  storm  sewer  catch 
basins  to  prevent  breeding. 

2.  Water  Management.  During  1983,  crews  removed  blockages, 
brush  and  obstructions  from  1200  linear  feet  of  ditches  and  streams  to 
prevent  overflows  or  stagnation  that  can  result  in  mosquito  breeding. 
This  type  of  work  is  steadily  increasing,  though  reclamation  by  machine 
has  been  temporarily  decreased. 

We  encourage  citizens  or  municipal  officials  to  call  our  office  for 
information  about  mosquitoes,  mosquito-borne  diseases,  sources  of 
breeding  ,  or  other  matters  of  concern.  Controlling  mosquitoes  and  the 
diseases  they  carry  is  a  difficult  and  ongoing  job  that  benefits  from  the 
input  of  those  affected.

This  past  year  has  been  one  of  great  change  and  challenge  in  the 
Plymouth  Public  Schools.  A  comprehensive  Language  Arts  Curriculum 
development  project  was  undertaken  and  completed,  thanks  to  the 
collective  efforts  of  educators,  parents,  and  consultants  alike.  Although 
the  transition  phase  of  the  project  spurred  some  controversy,  the 
challenge  of  change  provoked  by  the  number  of  national  studies  and 
reports  is  being  met  by  the  many  professionals  in  our  school  system. 

Following  a  reorganization  of  Pupil  Personnel  Services,  Dr.  Dean 
Koulouris  was  hired  to  administer  special  education  services  for  the 
children  in  our  community.  We  are  pleased  to  have  such  a  competent 
and  committed  individual  join  us  and  we  wish  him  every  success  in  his 
new  position. 

We  are  delighted  with  the  success  of  the  new  differentiated 
Kindergarten  program  begun  this  year,  which  provides  for  children  of 
varying  developmental  readiness.  Also  we  have  launched  a  program  to 
prepare  educators  to  plan  curriculum  materials  and  identification 
procedures  to  meet  the  needs  of  gifted  and/or  talented  students. 

In  an  effort  to  prepare  youngsters  for  the  demands  of  our 
technological  society,  we  have  acquired  grant  money  for  the  purchase  of 
computer  hardware  and  software.  A  committee  has  been  established  for 
the  purpose  of  studying  the  appropriateness  of  equipment  to  meet  our 
needs. 

Because  of  the  financial  constraints  imposed  on  municipalities, 
particularly  in  the  state  of  Massachusetts,  professional  negotiations  this 
year  were  long  and  difficult  and  resulted  in  a  one-day  strike  action.  It  is 
heartening  to  note  that  a  settlement  has  been  reached,  and  that  during 
this  unsettled  period,  all  parties  continued  to  work  diligently  toward  the 
common  goal  of  excellence  in  education.

School  Committee  Report 

For  this  school  year  we  found  it  necessary  to  increase  the 
percentage  of  Grade  10  students  at  the  Intermediate  School.  This  served 
to  further  deny  access  to  the  core  areas  for  Grade  8.  Because  of  the 
enrollment  limitations  in  art,  music,  shop  and  home  economics,  we 
instituted  afifth  required  course  in  developmental  reading  forall  Grade8 
students  who  were  not  taking  a  foreign  language. 

During  all  of  this  year  we  have  looked  at  the  projected  enrollment 
increase  anticipated  for  September  of  1984.  It  is  wholly  unreasonable  to 
place  328  more  students  within  the  already  crowded  Intermediate  and 
High  School  buildings.  Thankfully,  Carver  has  made  provision  to  once 
again  provide  for  Carver's  187  Grade  8  students  by  constructing  an 
addition  of  7  classrooms  entirely  at  their  own  expense.  Had  this  not 
happened,  there  would  have  been  515  added  students  for  our  two 
buildings. 

The  four  alternatives  available  to  us  were  1)  to  rent  suitable 
classroom  space,  2)  to  double  session  either  Grade  8  or  Grade  10,  3)  to 
lease  relocatable  classrooms  or  4)  to  purchase  relocatable  units. 

No  suitable  classroom  space  proved  availableforour  use.  We  talked 
with  local  realtors  and  with  nearby  school  departments.  When  we 
discussed  double  sessions  with  the  State,  they  insisted  upon  the  full  five 
and  one-half  hours  for  each  session.  This  would  create  a  7:00  A.M.  to 
6:00  P.M.  school  day  with  bus  rides  starting  at  5:45  and  ending  at  7:15. 
Educationally,  there  was  no  one  to  speak  in  favor  of  the  afternoon 
programs. 

This  left  us  with  the  two  alternatives:  to  lease  or  to  purchase  fourteen 
relocatable  classrooms.  It  was  found  that  it  would  cost  as  much  and 
more  to  lease  for  three  years  as  to  purchase  outright.  We  were  also  aware 
that  leasing  costs  would  necessarily  be  taken  from  the  operating  budget. 
This  would  have  made  necessary  drastic  cuts  in  educational  programs 
subject  to  a  two-thirds  override  of  IVi. 

So  it  was  that  we  decided  the  better  course  to  be  that  of  outright 
purchase.  As  we  moved  into  this  study,  we  found  many  state  and  local 
codes  that  imposed  expensive  construction  requirements.  These  are 
intended  to  make  the  units  as  safe  for  student  occupancy  as  possible.  At 
this  writing,  the  costs  of  the  complete  installation  is  very  close  to 
$1,000,000. 

We  shall  be  asking  you  at  a  Town  Meeting  to  be  held  later  this  month 
to  support  our  request  for  a  bond  issue  which  must  later  be  approved  by 
a  majority  override  that  would  put  the  capital  cost  outside  the  IVi 
limitation.  It  is  important  that  you  note  that  this  amount  will  not  mean  a 
permanent  increase  in  your  tax  levy.  Instead,  it  will  be  an  exclusion  only 
for  the  five  years  of  the  bonded  indebtedness. 

We  feel  that  we  have  had  excellent  cooperation  from  the  Selectmen 
and  Finance  Committee  members  of  both  towns  in  reconciling  the 
differences  in  community  feelings  in  regard  to  continued 
regionalization.  It  is  our  hope  that  accommodations  will  have  been 
achieved  and  that  we  shall  soon  be  before  you  for  your  approval  of  two 
new  secondary  schools,  one  in  Carver,  one  in  Plymouth. 
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May  this  prove  the  last  of  the  many  reports  we  have  furnished  that 
shared  your  hope  for  a  long  range  solution  to  our  secondary  space 
needs.  Next  year's  report  should  indicate  the  progress  of  our  building 
committees.  If  we  work  together  towards  this  end,  it  will  be 
accomplished.

Thisschool  year  saw  a  change  in  administration  at  Plymouth-Carver 
High  School,  one  which  resulted  in  substantial  differences  in  the  school 
environment  and  program.  It  was  a  year  of  changes,  adjustments,  and 
progress.  This  was  characterized  by  input  and  cooperation  from 
students,  staff,  and  parents. 

The  year  was  marked  by  a  number  of  significant  events.  The  20th 
Anniversary  of  Plymouth-Carver  High  School  was  observed  with  an 
Open  House  on  November  22,  1983.  A  series  of  Visitors'  Days  was  held 
for  members  of  the  community  which  afforded  them  an  opportunity  to 
see  the  school  in  action.  Work  was  begun  in  preparation  for  the 
evaluation  of  the  high  school  by  the  New  England  Association  of 
Schools  and  Colleges.  A  Students  Against  Driving  Drunk  (S.A.D.D.) 
Chapter  was  established  by  the  student  body.  The  Parents'  Advisory 
Council  (PAC)  intensified  its  efforts  to  assist  the  administration. 

There  were  numerous  advances  academically. 

The  Business  Education  Department  acquired  technologically 
current  equipment  to  meet  the  ever-changing  demands  of  business. 

The  English  Department  entered  the  fourth  year  of  instruction 
within  a  core  curriculum  enriched  by  elective  offerings.  The  department 
was,  for  the  first  time,  the  recipient  of  a  commendation  from  the  National 
Council  of  Teachers  of  English  for  excellence  in  instruction  as 
evidenced  by  participation  in  the  National  Achievement  Awards  in 
Writing  Competition. 

The  Industrial  Arts  Department  modified  courses  in  the  energy  and 
architectural  areas  in  response  to  our  changing  societal  needs. 

The  computer  programming  offerings  of  the  Mathematics 
Department  were  up-graded  by  offering  a  course  in  PASCAL. 

The  varied  activities  of  the  Physical  Education  Department  stressed 
recreational,  team,  and  individual  programs  to  meet  the  needs  of  the 
total  student  body. 

The  Science  Department  offered  its  first  Advanced  Placement 
Course,  A. P.  Biology.  In  addition,  all  science  teachers  entered  into  a 
computer  literacy  program. 

The  Social  Studies  Department  interdisciplinary  program,  "Using 
Writing  to  Teach  Social  Studies,"  was  featured  at  the  annual  meeting  of 
the  New  England  Association  of  Teachers  of  English.  In  addition,  a  grant 
was  won  by  the  Social  Studies  Department  which  resulted  in  two 
teachers  receiving  full  summer  scholarships  to  the  Fletcher  School  of 
Law  and  Diplomacy  at  Tufts  University. 

The  Special  Needs  Program  was  re-organized  to  bring  the  learning 
disabilities  and  resource  teachers  under  one  department.  This  resulted 
in  better  communications  and  improved  service  to  our  special  needs 
students.  Another  re-organization  led  to  the  creation  of  a  separate 
Reading  Department. 
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The  Department  of  Media  Services  continued  its  support  function  of 
service  to  the  students  and  staff.  The  Library  Media  Center  focused  its 
efforts  on  service  to  both  classes  and  individuals.  New  curriculum 
resource  guides  in  nine  subject  areas  highlighted  specific  reference 
works  valuable  for  various  types  of  research.  Service  to  students  was 
further  improved  by  establishing  a  Career  Information  Center 
containing  college  catalogs  and  guides,  career  books  and  pamphlets, 
and  information  on  the  armed  forces.  The  Center  proved  very  helpful  to 
students  in  planning  for  further  education  and  careers. 

The  Guidance  Department  continued  to  expand  its  services  to 
students.  A  college  planning  workshop  for  juniors  and  their  parents  was 
conducted.  A  computerized  career  guidance  system  was  instituted  with 
federal  funds.  In  its  compilation  of  statistics  for  the  Class  of  1983  the 
following  was  reported:  55%  of  the  class  opted  for  further  education 
beyond  high  school  with  31%  accepted  at  four-year  colleges;  44 
students  joined  the  military  service;  and  36%  entered  the  work  force. 
Members  of  the  Class  of  1983  were  supported  by  $65,000  in  scholarship 
aid  from  Carver  and  Plymouth  donors. 

The  high  school  extra-curricular  program  offered  a  variety  of 
opportunities  for  students.  Many  students  were  involved  in  AFS,  Art 
Club,  Band,  Chamber  Singers  and  Concert  Choir,  Chess  Club,  Dean's 
Council,  Drama  Club,  Foreign  Language  Club,  Future  Teachers  Club, 
and  Girls  Athletic  Association.  Also  active  were  the  LIT  Magazine, 
Math/Science  Club,  Medical  Careers  Club,  National  Honor  Society,  the 
Octopus,  Student  Council,  and  the  Yearbook.  Both  the  Junior  and 
Senior  Classes  had  an  event-filled  year. 

Plymouth-Carver  athletic  teams  enjoyed  a  successful  year  also.  The 
undefeated  Girls'  Gymnastic  Team  was  the  Old  Colony  League 
Champion.  The  Baseball  Team  of  Spring  1983  attained  the  OCL 
Championship.  The  Fall  of  1983  championshipteams  included  Football, 
Boys'  Soccer,  and  Girls'  Soccer. 

With  the  support  of  the  Plymouth-Carver  Regional  School 
Committee,  and  the  dedication  of  a  competent  professional  and  support 
staff,  we  can  point  with  pride  to  Plymouth-Carver  High  School. 
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Annual  Report  of  the  Principal 
of  the  Plymouth-Carver 
Intermediate  School 

1983  was  a  year  of  expansion  at  PCIS.  Grades  8,  9,  and  420 
sophomores  comprised  a  student  body  of  1720.  Rooms  and  walls  were 
added  in  2  Houses  (Apollo  and  Ranger),  shops  and  the  IMC  area  to 
accommodate  the  increased  enrollment  and  matrix  schedule.  Corridors 
continue  to  be  crowded  during  passing  time.  The  students  have 
responded  to  the  crowded  situation  with  maturity  and  understanding. 

Curriculum  for  Grades  9  and  10,  requiring  credit  for  graduation, 
remained  intact.  The  increased  enrollment  in  Grade  9  from  Grade  8  will 
result  in  an  additional  170  students.  This  increase  comes  with  the  return 
of  131  Gov.  John  Carver  students  to  Grade  9  and  an  additional  53 
Plymouth  students.  Shop,  Home  Ec.  and  Art  courses  will  have  further 
limitations  for  Grade  8.  Writing  is  being  emphasized  in  all  curriculum 
areas.  Computers  have  been  added  to  the  Math,  Science,  and  Career 
Education  Depts.  as  a  necessity  to  prepare  our  students  for  the  future 
world  of  work  and  academic  pursuit.  All  of  the  computers  were  gained 
through  federal  and  state  grants. 

Our  projected  enrollment  based  on  October  1,  1983  figures 
indicates  a  total  enrollment  of  1847  for  Grades  8,  9,  and  420  Grade  10 
students.  The  largest  class  enrollments  have  reached  the  secondary 
level. 

The  Parent  Advisory  Group  (PAC)  meets  the  3rd  Wednesday  of  the 
month.  The  members  have  offered  valuable  input  to  many  areas 
plaguing  the  ever-shifting  student  population. 

1984  will  pose  many  changes  for  PCIS.  The  largest  classes  with 
enrollments  exceeding  850  will  be  at  PCIS.  Space  needs  will  be  a 
constant  focus.  The  staff  and  administration  will  continue  to  address  the 
intellectual  and  social  needs  of  our  students  with  perseverance  and 
commitment.

(c)  is  of  equal  or  greater  effectiveness  in  avoiding 
degradation  of  the  water  quality  of  the  affected  ocean 
sanctuary  and  the  surface  and  ground  waters  of  the 
area  for  which  the  facility  and  discharge  is  providing 
wastewater  treatment. 

and  provided  further  that  such  discharge  shall  have  a  minimum  of 
secondary  treatment. 

SECTION  2.  This  act  shall  be  applicable  for  any 
improvement  of  the  wastewater  treatment  facility,  change  in 
ocean  outfall  structure,  or  increase  of  ocean  discharge 
approved  within  ten  years  after  the  passage  of  this  act.

AMENDMENT  NO.  V  TO  THE 
AGREEMENT  ESTABLISHING 
THE  PLYMOUTH-CARVER  REGIONAL  SCHOOL  DISTRICT 

The  agreement  between  the  Towns  of  Plymouth  and  Carver  dated 
August  8, 1 960,  pursuant  to  which  the  Plymouth-Carver  Regional  School 
District  was  established  (the  "Agreement"),  as  heretofore  amended,  is 
hereby  further  amended  as  follows: 

1.  By  striking  out  subsection  1(1)  and  inserting  in  its  place  the 
following  two  subsections: 

(I)  Voting 

Except  as  may  otherwise  be  provided  in  any  applicable 
statute  and  subject  to  the  second  sentence  of  subsection  V(C), 
any  vote  of  the  committee  shall  be  effective  upon  its  adoption  by 
a  majority  of  the  members  voting  thereon  at  a  duly  held  meeting 
at  which  a  quorum  is  present,  except  that  (I)  such  majority  shall 
include  the  affirmative  vote  of  at  least  one  member  from  Carver 
on  any  vote  fixing  the  salary  of  a  district  employee  or 
employees,  including  the  vote  on  a  collective  bargaining 
agreement,  and  on  any  vote  establishing  a  budget  for  a 
particular  regional  district  school  in  which  the  enrollment  of 
pupils  from  Carver  on  the  preceding  October  1  exceeded  ten 
per  cent  (10%)  of  the  total  enrollment  in  such  school  on  that 
date,  and  (II)  such  majority  shall  include  at  least  three  members 
from  Plymouth  and  at  least  one  member  from  Carver  on  any 
vote  adopted  after  a  new  regional  school  is  constructed  and  is  in 
full  operation  in  the  Town  of  Carver  which  provides  for  the 
redistricting  of  pupils  resulting  in  the  assignment  of  pupils 
residing  in  one  member  town  to  a  school  located  in  the  other 
member  town. 

(J)    Advisory  Building  Committee 

The  committee  may  appoint  one  or  more  Advisory  Building 
Committees  to  advise  it  relative  to  any  project  for  the 
construction,  reconstruction,  remodeling,  repair,  expansion  or 
equipping  of  school  buildings  or  facilities.  An  Advisory  Building 
Committee  appointed  under  this  subsection  shall  have  such 
powers  and  duties  as  the  committee  determines. 

2.  By  adding  at  the  end  of  subsection  IV(D)  a  new  paragraph  (3)  to 
read  as  follows: 

(3)  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  paragraph  (2)  above,  a 
portion  of  the  debt  service  on  bonds  or  notes  issued  by  the 
district  for  the  permanent  financing  of  capital  costs  on  account 
of  the  first  new  school  constructed  by  the  district  in  the  Town  of 
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Carver  shall  be  apportioned  to  the  Town  of  Plymouth  in 
accordance  with  either  subparagraph  (A)  of  subparagraph  (B) 
below,  as  shall  be  determined  by  the  vote  of  the  Plymouth  Town 
Meeting  at  which  Amendment  No.  V  to  this  agreement  is 
approved: 

(A)  The  amount  of  such  debt  service  to  be  so 
apportioned  to  the  Town  of  Plymouth  for  each  fiscal 
year  shall  be  determined  by  multiplying  the  sum  of 
$1,500,000  and  the  interest  on  $1,500,000  by  the 
difference  between  100%  and  the  school  construction 
grant  percentage  for  such  project  as  determined  by  the 
State  Board  of  Education  pursuant  to  Chapter  645  of 
the  Acts  of  1948,  as  amended,  and  dividing  the  product 
by  the  number  of  years  over  which  all  of  such  bonds  or 
notes  are  scheduled  to  mature.  The  interest  on 
$1 ,500,000  shall  be  determined  by  multiplying  the  total 
interest  payable  on  all  of  the  bonds  or  notes  issued  and 
to  be  issued  for  the  permanent  financing  of  such 
school  by  a  fraction  of  which  the  numerator  is 
$1,500,000  and  the  denominator  is  the  total  principal 
amount  of  all  of  such  bonds  or  notes.  If  all  of  the  bonds 
or  notes  for  such  permanent  financing  shall  not  have 
been  issued  at  the  time  when  any  such  debt  service  is 
to  be  apportioned  by  the  committee,  the  total  interest 
payable  on  all  of  such  bonds  or  notes  shall  be  the  total 
amount  of  such  interest  as  estimated  by  the  State 
Board  of  Education  in  its  approval  of  the  project  and 
the  number  of  years  over  which  such  bonds  or  notes 
are  scheduled  to  mature  shall  be  as  determined  by  the 
committee. 

(B)  The  amount  of  such  debt  service  to  be  so 
apportioned  to  the  Town  of  Plymouth  for  each  fiscal 
year  shall  be  determined  by  multiplying  the  total 
amount  of  such  debt  service  to  be  apportioned  to  the 
member  towns  for  such  fiscal  year  by  a  fraction  of 
which  the  numerator  is  $1,500,000  and  the 
denominator  is  the  total  amount  of  all  bonds  or  notes 
issued  and  to  be  issued  for  the  permanent  financing  of 
such  school. 

The  balance  of  the  debt  service  on  such  bonds  or 
notes,  after  deducting  the  amount  to  be  apportioned  to 
the  Town  of  Plymouth  as  hereinbefore  provided,  shall 
be  apportioned  as  provided  in  paragraph  (2)  of  this 
subseciton  IV(D). 

3.  By  striking  out  subsection  IV(F)  and  inserting  in  its  place  the 
following  subsection: 

(F)    Times  of  Payments  of  Apportioned  Costs 

Each  member  town  shall  pay  to  the  district  in  each  fiscal 
year  its  proportionate  share,  certified  as  provided  in  subsection 
V(C),  of  the  capital,  operating  and  special  operating  costs.  The 
annual  share  of  each  member  town  shall  be  paid  in  such 
amounts  and  at  such  times  that  at  least  the  following 
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percentages  of  such  annual  share  shall  be  paid  on  or  beforethe 
following  dates,  respectively: 


4.  By  striking  out  subsections  V(B)  and  V(C)  an  inserting  in  their 
place  the  following  subsections: 

(B)  Tentative  Maintenance  and  Operating  Budget 

The  committee  shall  annually  prepare  a  tentative  operating 
and  maintenance  budget  for  the  ensuing  fiscal  year,  including 
therein  provision  for  any  installment  of  principal  or  interest  to 
become  due  in  such  year  on  any  bonds  or  other  evidences  of 
indebtedness  of  the  district  and  ay  other  capital  costs  to  be 
apportioned  to  the  membertowns  in  such  year.  Thesaid  budget 
shall  be  in  reasonable  detail,  including  the  amounts  payable 
under  the  following  classifications  of  expenses  or  such  other 
classifications  as  the  committee  may  determine  to  be 
necessary:

Such  tentative  budget  shall  be  prepared  at  least  thirty  days 
prior  to  the  date  on  which  the  final  operating  and  maintenance 
budget  for  the  ensuing  fiscal  year  is  adopted.

General  Laws,  and  (III)  that  pupils  residing  in  Plymouth  do  not 
have  similar  direct  access  to  such  Vocational  and  Occupational 
Education  Programs,  since  the  Town  of  Plymouth  is  not  a 
member  of  a  Vocational  School  District.  In  recognition  of  the 
foregoing,  and  in  order  to  provide  more  equitable  access  to 
Vocational  and  Occupational  Education  Programs forall  pupils 
residing  in  the  district  it  is  agreed  that  the  following  provisions 
of  this  Section  XIV  shall  apply  whenever  a  secondary  school  is 
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constructed  and  maintained  by  the  district  in  the  Town  of 
Plymouth  which  includes  facilities  for  Vocational  and 
Occupational  Education  Programs,  not  withstanding  any  other 
provisions  of  this  agreement  to  the  contrary.  Except  as 
otherwise  specifically  provided  in  this  Section  XIV,  the 
remaining  provisions  of  this  agreement  ^hall  continue  to  be  in 
force.  As  used  in  this  section,  "Comprehensive  High  School" 
shall  mean  a  new  secondary  school  which  is  constructed  by  the 
district  in  the  Town  of  Plymouth  and  which  includes  facilities 
for  Vocational  and  Occupational  Education  Programs  under 
Chapter  74  of  the  General  Laws,  "Vocational  Facilities"  shall 
mean  the  facilities  so  constructed  and  maintained  to 
accommodate  such  Vocational  and  Occupational  Education 
Programs  and  shall  include  that  portion  or  percentage  of  any 
shared  facilities  which  are  designed  and  constructed  to 
accommodate  pupils  attending  the  vocational  facilities,  as  shall 
be  determined  by  the  committee,  and  "Shared  Facilities"  shall 
mean  particular  facilities  in  the  comprehensive  high  school 
which  are  designed  and  constructed  for  use  by  all  pupils 
attending  the  comprehensive  high  school,  including  those 
attending  the  vocational  facilities. 

(B)  Pupils  from  Carver  may  attend  the  vocational  facilities  at 
the  comprehensive  high  school  only  when  such  pupils  have 
previously  applied  for  admission  to  Old  Colony  and  Old  Colony 
has  determined  that  appropriate  vocational  education 
programs  for  such  pupils  are  not  available  at  Old  Colony. 
Admission  to  the  vocational  facilities  will  be  in  accordance  with 
regular  admissions  policies  as  established  by  the  committee 
and  in  compliance  with  chapter  74  of  the  General  Laws. 

(C)  For  the  purpose  of  apportioning  capital  and  operating 
costs  pursuant  to  subsections  IV(D)  and  IV(E),  the  vocational 
facilities  shall  be  deemed  to  be  a  separate  regional  district 
school  and  the  costs  of  the  vocational  facilities  shall  be 
determined  separately  from  all  other  costs  of  the 
comprehensive  high  school. 

(D)  The  committee  may  annually  reserve  not  more  than  five 
percent  (5%)  of  the  spaces  available  at  the  vocational  facilities 
for  attendance  by  pupils  who  reside  in  the  Town  of  Carver  and 
desire  to  attend  such  facilities.  If,  on  May  1  of  any  year,  the 
number  of  accepted  applicants  to  attend  the  vocational 
facilities  who  are  residents  of  the  town  of  Carver  is  less  than  the 
reserved  percentage,  any  spaces  then  available  may  be  filled  by 
residents  of  Plymouth.

A  copy  of  the  Acts  and  By-Laws  and  Rules  and  Regulations 
pertaining  to  Town  Meeting  and  adopted  by  the  Town  of  Plymouth  shall 
be  mailed  by  the  Town  Clerk  to  every  newly  elected  Town  Meeting 
member  with  notice  of  his  election. 

Recommended  Change 

A  copy  of  the  Town  Charter,  Town  of  Plymouth  By-Laws  and  any 
specific  Rules  and  Regulations  that  pertain  to  Town  Meeting  and 
adopted  by  the  Town  of  Plymouth  shall  be  mailed  by  the  Town  Clerk  to 
every  newly  elected  Town  Meeting  member  with  the  notice  of  his 
election. 

COMMITTEES 

When  a  vote  requires  the  formation  of  a  Committee,  the  temporary 
chairman  therof  shall  be  designated  by  the  appointing  authority,  and  it 
shall  be  his  duty  to  call  the  members  for  organization  within  thirty  days  of 
his  receipt  of  notification  of  his  appointment;  if  he  fails  to  call  such 
organizational  meeting  within  the  prescribed  time,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  appointing  authority  to  call  such  meeting.  If  no  report  is  made  by  any 
committee  in  accordance  with  the  vote  of  the  Town,  the  committee  shall 
be  deemed  discharged,  and  theappointing  authority  shall  appointa  new 
committee;  said  committee  to  be  organized  as  aforesaid.  Motionsforthe 
creation  of  committees  must  provide  for  the  filing  of  reports  by 
committees  and  may  provide  for  the  mailing  of  copies  to  the  Town 
Meeting  members. 

RECOMMENDED  CHANGE 

(1)  Formation:  The  motion  for  the  formation  of  any  committee  by 
Town  Meeting  shall  indicate  whether  said  committee  shall  be  a 
permanent  or  temporary  committee,  and  shall  provide  for  the  filing  of 
reports  by  said  committee  to  subsequent  Annual  Town  Meetings. 

For  any  permanent  committee  formed  by  Town  Meeting,  the  motion 
shall  also  provide  for  three  year  overlapping  terms.

meeting  within  the  prescribed  time,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  appointing 
authority  to  call  such  meeting. 

(3)  Reports:  Reports  by  any  permanent  or  temporary  committee 
formed  by  Town  Meeting  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Annual  Town  Meeting 
in  written  form  unless  specific  instructions  to  the  contrary  is  made  by  the 
Town  Meeting. 

Copies  of  written  reports  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Town  Clerk  no 
later  than  thirty  (30)  days  prior  to  the  earliest  date  on  which  the  first 
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business  session  of  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  is  to  be  held,  but  in  no 
event,  no  later  than  April  1. 

It  shall  be  the  responsibility  of  the  Town  Clerk  to  compile  such 
reports  and  distribute  copies  of  such  to  Town  Meeting  members  priorto 
the  Annual  Town  Meeting.  , 

If  no  report  is  made  by  any  committee  in  accordance  with  the  vote  of 
Town  Meeting,  the  committee  shall  be  deemed  discharged.  Such 
committee  discharged  under  the  terms  of  this  section  shall  only  be 
reformed  by  a  vote  of  either  an  Annual  or  Special  Town  Meeting. 

(4)  Review  of  Committee  Status: 

(A.)  Existing  Committees  created  bya  vote  of  Town  Meeting  shall  be 
reviewed  at  the  next  Annual  Town  Meeting  following  the  acceptance  of 
this  seciton  of  the  Town  By-Law  at  which  time  Town  Meeting  shall: 

(1 .)  Vote  to  continue  or  discharge  the  committee  (2.)  Designate  each 
committee  as  either  permanent  or  temporary  (3.)  Establish  the  review 
date  for  said  committee.  Said  review  date  to  be  no  later  than  three  years 
following  such  designation.  (4.)  Establish  provisions  for  three  year 
overlapping  terms. 

(B.)  Committees  created  after  the  acceptance  of  this  Section  by 
Town  Meeting. 

Each  Committee  created  by  a  vote  of  Town  Meeting  subsequent  to 
the  acceptance  of  the  Section  shall  be  reviewed  at  the  third  Annual  Town 
Meeting  following  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  at  which  it  was  created 
unless  otherwise  stipulated  by  Town  Meeting. 

(C.)  Petitioned  Review:  The  acceptance  of  this  section  does  not 
preclude  or  prohibit  any  individual  or  individuals  from  petitioning  either 
an  Annual  or  Special  Town  Meeting  for  the  review  of  the  status  of  any 
committee  created  by  Town  Meeting. 

(D.)  Exempt  Committees  from  review  status:  Any  Committee,  - 
commission.  Board  or  other  bodies  formed  by  Town  Meeting  by  the 
acceptance   of   any   legislative  acts  of  the   Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts  shall  be  exempt  from  the  review  process  of  this  Section. 

ARTICLE  2:  ADVISORY  AND  FINANCE  COMMITTEE 

INELIGIBLE  CITIZENS 

No  Town  Officers,  Town  Meeting  Members  or  anyone  who  is  not  a 
registered  voter  of  the  Town  shall  be  eligible  to  membership  on  this 
Committee,  and  no  member  on  a  special  committee  of  the  Town  shall 
have  a  vote  as  a  member  of  the  Advisory  and  Finance  Committee,  on  any 
matter  affecting  the  duties  of,  or  expended  by  such  special  committee. 

RECOMMENDED  CHANGE

sentence. 

ORGANIZATION  DATE 

The  Advisory  and  Finance  Committee  shall  meet  for  the  purpose  of 
organization  each  year  within  thirty  days  after  notice  of  appointment  of 
new  members. 

RECOMMENDED  CHANGE 

The  Advisory  and  Finance  Committee  shall  meet  for  the  purpose  of 
organization  each  year  no  later  than  July  31st  of  any  fiscal  year. 
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The  Committee  may  also  reorganize  at  any  other  time  during  the 
fiscal  year,  at  any  meeting  of  the  Committee,  by  a  majority  vote  of 
members  present  and  voting  in  the  affirmative  calling  for  such 
reorganization. 

NOTIFICATION 

Within  ten  days  after  the  Committee  is  organized,  the  Secretary  shall 
notify  the  Selectmen  of  such  organization  in  writing.

Within  ten  days  after  the  Committee  is  organized  or  reorganized,  the 
secretary  shall  notify  the  Selectmen  of  such  organization  or 
reorganization. 

WARRANT 

The  Annual  Town  Meeting  Warrant  shall  be  closed  by  the  Selectmen 
no  later  than  the  last  Wednesday  in  November.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Selectmen  to  transmit  a  complete  draft  of  the  Warrant  to  each  member  of 
the  Advisory  and  Finance  committee  within  fifteen  daysaftertheclosing 
of  the  Regular  or  Special  Town  Meeting  Warrant.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  Advisory  and  Finance  Committee  to  transmit  a  copy  of  the  complete 
draft  of  the  Warrant  to  each  Town  Meeting  Member  within  thirty  days 
after  the  close  of  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  Warrant. 

RECOMMENDED  CHANGE

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Advisory  and  Finance  Committee  to 
transmit  a  complete  draft  of  any  Special  Town  Meeting  Warrant  to  each 
Town  Meeting  Member  as  soon  as  possible  after  its  receipt  from  the 
Board  of  Selectmen. 

PERPETUAL  CARE  FUNDS 

The  Town  Treasurer  is  authorized  to  accept  sums  of  money  as 
perpetual  care  funds  for  cemetery  lots  to  be  held  in  trust  by  the  town  and 
deposited  in  banking  institutions  and  to  use  the  interest  from  such 
accounts  for  the  care  of  such  lots. 

RECOMMENDED  CHANGE 

The  Town  Treasurer  is  authorized  to  accept  sums  of  money  as 
perpetual  care  funds  for  Cemetery  lots  to  be  held  in  trust  by  the  Town 
and,  unless  otherwise  provided  or  directed  by  the  donor  thereof,  shall  be 
placed  at  interest  in  savings  banks,  trust  companies  incorporated  under 
the  laws  of  the  commonwealth,  banking  companies  incorporated  under 
the  laws  of  the  commonwealth  which  are  members  of  the  Federal 
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Deposit  Insurance  Corporation,  or  national  banks,  or  invested  by  cities 
and  towns  in  participation  units  in  a  combined  investment  fund  under 
Seciton  Thirty-Eight  A  of  chapter  Twenty-Nine,  or  in  paid-up  shares  and 
accounts  of  and  in  co-operative  banks,  or  in  shares  of  savings  and  loan 
associations  or  in  shares  or  savings  deposits  of  federal  savings  and  loan 
associations  doing  business  in  the  commonwealth  to  an  amount  not 
exceeding  one  hundred  thousand  dollars,  or  in  bonds  or  notes  which  are 
legal  investments  for  savings  banks.  If  such  funds  in  the  custody  of  the 
Town  Treasurer  having  an  aggregate  amount  in  excess  of  two  hundred 
and  fifty  thousand  dollars,  the  Town  Treasurer  may  also  invest  such 
funds  in  securities,  other  than  mortgages  or  collateral  loans,  which  are 
legal  for  the  investment  of  funds  of  savings  banks  under  the  laws  of  the 
Commonwealth;  provided,  that  not  more  than  fifteen  per  cent  of  any 
such  trust  funds  shall  be  invested  in  bank  stocks  and  insurance  company 
stocks,  nor  shall  more  than  one  and  one-half  per  cent  of  such  funds  be 
invested  in  the  stock  of  any  one  bank  or  insurance  company;  and  to  use 
the  interest  from  such  accounts  for  the  care  of  such  lots.

Any  article  of  the  previous  years  town  meeting  that 
required  funding  of  $5,000.00  or  more,  shall  not  later  than  ninety  (90) 
days  preceding  the  next  annual  town  meeting,  be  accounted  for  by  the 
department  head  responsible  for  funding  accountability  of  said  article 
These  reports  will  be  submitted  to  the  Executive  Secretary  for 
correlation  and  study  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  Said  information  will 
be  forwarded  to  the  Advisory  and  Finance  Committee  prior  to 
commencing  deliberations/hearings  for  the  next  Annual  Town  Meeting. 

Article  7  and  any  article  with  accepted  bid/request  will  be  exempt 
from  the  by-law.  These  reports  will  be  forwarded  to  all  Town  Meeting 
Members  with  other  Finance  Committee  reports/materials. 

RECOMMENDED  CHANGES 

Section  8.  Any  article  of  any  previous  years  annual  or  special  town 
meeting  that  required  funding,  and  any  appropriation  within  Article  7 
whose  funding  sources  was  either  the  Stabilization  Fund  or  transferred 
monies  from  unexpended  balances  shall  not  later  than  the  December 
31st  preceding  the  next  annual  town  meeting,  be  accounted  for  by  the 
department  head  responsible  for  funding  accountability  of  said  article  or 
appropriation.

The  Meeting  was  called  to  order  at  8:15  P.M.  by  the  Moderator, 
Clarence  Krueger. 

The  number  of  Tovi/n  Meeting  Members  present  was  75,  as  reported 
by  the  checkers. 

The  Moderator  declared  a  quorum  present. 
ARTICLE  1: 

Mrs.  Remlinger  moved  that  $2,500,000.00  be  appropriated  for  the 
construction  and  reconstruction  of  public  wharves,  including  original 
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construction  and  surfacing  of  off-street  parking  areas  and  other  related 
improvements  of  the  Town  Wharf  and  adjoining  areas;  that  to  raise  this 
appropriation  the  Treasurer  with  the  approval  of  the  Selectmen  is 
authorized  to  borrow  $2,500,000.  under  G.L.  C.  44,  S7;  and  that  the 
Selectmen  are  authorized  to  apply  for,  accept  and  expend  any  federal  or 
state  aid  available  for  the  project;  provided,  however  that  this  vote  shall 
not  take  effect  until  the  Town  votes  to  exempt  from  C.59,  S21C, 
(Proposition  2V2)  amounts  required  to  pay  the  principal  of  and  interest  on 
borrowing  authorized  by  this  vote;  and  provided  further  that  no  amount 
shall  be  expended  under  this  vote  until  at  least  $1 ,000,000.00  in  state  aid 
under  the  Coastal  Facilities  Improvement  Program  or  otherwise  has 
been  awarded  by  the  Commonwealth  for  the  project. 

By  a  vote  of  61  AFFIRMATIVE,  and  14  NEGATIVE,  this  motion  was 
PASSED.  (See  further  action  by  vote  of  Townspeople  on  Dec.  8, 1984.) 

ARTICLE  2: 

Mrs.  Remlinger  moved  that  the  Town  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$32,000.00  for  the  purpose  of  engaging  a  consultant  firm  to  study  the 
Plymouth  Police  Dept.  Said  funds  to  be  expended  under  the  supervision 
of  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

This  motion  did  NOT  PASS. 

ARTICLE  3: 

VOTED:  That  the  Town  appropriate  the  sum  of  $19,500.00  for  the 
purpose  of  funding  financial  audits  of  the  Town,  (1)  in  the  amount  of 
$17,000.00  for  a  complete  financial  audit  of  the  Town,  and  (2)  in  the 
amount  of  $2,500.00  for  a  financial  audit  of  the  U.S.  Economic 
Development  Grant,  with  regard  to  the  construction  of  the  Central  Fire 
Station;  said  funds  to  be  expended  under  the  supervision  of  the  Town 
Treasurer. 

ARTICLE  4: 

Mr.  Nolan  moved  that  the  Town  vote  to  create  a  temporary  unpaid 
committee  for  the  purpose  of  studying  the  question  of  reconstituting  the 
School  Committee;  said  committee  to  be  made  up  of  the  following:  one 
member  to  be  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen;  one  member  to  be 
appointed  by  the  School  Committee;  and  one  member  to  be  appointed 
by  the  Moderator;  and  said  committee  to  report  back  to  the  1985  Annual 
Town  Meeting  with  its  recommendation.

ARTICLE  5: 

VOTED:  That  the  Town  amend  the  Harbor  By-Laws  by  deleting  from 
Article  1 ,  General  Regulations,  Section  G  -  Fees,  Paragraphs  1  and  4,  by 
renaming  Article  II,  Mooring  Regulations,  Section  A.,  Applications,  to  be 
"Applications  and  Permits";  and  by  adding  a  new  Paragraph  1  to  Article 
II,  Section  a.  to  read  as  follows: 

1.  No  person  shall  place,  maintain  or  use  a  mooring  within 
Plymouth  Harbor  without  a  permit  for  said  mooring  issued  by 
the  Board  of  Selectmen,  for  which  an  annual  fee  of  $75.00  shall 
be  charged.  The  amount  of  said  fee  shall  be  determined  from 
time  to  time  by  Town  Meeting. 

For  the  purpose  of  this  by-law  the  following  words  and  phrases  shall 
have  the  meanings  given  herein.

Mooring:  Shall  mean  (1)  place  where  buoyant  vessels  are 
secured  other  than  a  pier;  (2)  the  equipment  and/or  process 
used  to  secure  a  vessel,  otherthan  by  anchoring,  consisting  of  a 
block  or  anchor  placed  on  the  bed  of  a  body  of  water,  to  which 
is  affixed  a  buoy  or  float,  to  which  is  affixed  a  pennant. 

Anchor:  To  secure  a  vessel  to  the  bed  of  a  body  of  water  by 
dropping  an  anchor  therefrom,  which  is  designed  or  intended  to 
be  hauled  back  aboard  when  said  vessel  is  not  at  anchor. 

Plymouth  Harbor:  All  areas  of  the  harbor  and  municipal  water 
ways  contiguous  thereto  over  which  theTown  of  Plymouth  may 
exercise  its  powers,  excepting,  however,  those  areas  under 
specific  lease  to  private  persons  or  owned  privately.

The  Board  of  Selectmen  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  report 
to  the  citizens  of  Plymouth  those  major  issues  that  arose  during  the  year 
in  1984.  The  year  1984  will  best  be  remembered  for  the  challanging 
financial  and  service  delivery  issues  provided  by  the  restraints  imposed 
by  Proposition  272.  At  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  in  April  and  May,  voters 
were  requested  to  fund  certain  prioritized  general  government  and 
school  expenses,  subject  to  successful  passage  of  an  override  and 
multiple  debt  exemption  questions.  Those  questions  were 
overwhelmingly  passed  by  the  general  electorate,  thus  restoring  many 
departmental  personnel  and  services. 

The  year  1984  saw  the  reelection  and  return  to  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  of  David  Malaguti  and  George  "Tim"  Butters.  At  the  Board's 
reorganization  following  that  election.  Selectman  Roger  Silva  was 
reelected  Chairman  of  the  Board.  In  late  September  of  1984,  Mr.  Silva 
relinquished  the  chairmanship,  and  Selectmen  William  Nolan  was 
elected  to  his  first  term  as  Chairman.  During  1984,  the  focus  for 
development  and  public  improvements  was  on  the  waterfront,  and 
particularly  the  Town  Wharf  area.  The  Town  submitted  an  application  to 
the  Massachusetts  Coastal  Facilities  Improvements  program  for  $1 
million  for  substantial  improvements  and  expansion  to  the  wharf  area, 
and  sought  from  Town  Meeting  thesum  of  $1 .5  million  to  match  the  state 
grant  and  provide  improvements  to  adjacent  parking  areas.  Town 
Meeting  saw  fit  to  approve  this  proposal,  however  voters  did  not  approve 
the  necessary  exemption  of  the  debt  to  be  incurred.  Despite  that  loss,  the 
grant  was  still  submitted  to  the  state  and  approved  subject  to  the 
question  being  placed  before  the  voters  again  in  1985. 

The  past  year  saw  the  Town  continuing  to  seek  a  long  term  solution 
to  the  solid  waste  and  sewerage  waste  disposal  needs  of  the  Town.  A 
contract  was  executed  with  SEMASS  to  provide  processing  of  solid 
waste  in  a  waste-to-energy  facility  to  be  constructed  in  Rochester. 
Questions  arose  in  late  1984  as  to  the  impact  of  acid  gas  control 
regulations  on  the  cost  of  this  contract,  a  matter  being  examined  closely 
as  we  entered  1985.  Relative  to  sewerage  disposal,  efforts  continued  to 
seek  an  amendment  to  the  Ocean  Sanctuaries  Act  to  provide  for  a  larger 
more  efficient  disposal  of  treated  effluent. 

In  last  summer  1984,  Assistant  to  the  Executive  Secretary  Michael 
Gallerani  resigned  to  enter  private  business,  and  the  Board  chose 
Plymouth  resident  Robert  Canevazzi  to  the  position  following  a 
complete  selection  process.  Bob  brings  to  the  position  extensive 
experience  in  state  government  and  a  well-rounded  governmental 
background. 

The  proposed  construction  of  the  new  Route  44  and  a  redesign  of 
the  current  interchange  of  Routes  44  and  3  again  occupied  the  attention 
and  effort  of  the  Board  and  its  departments.  An  alternative  design  for  the 
just  mentioned  interchange  developed  by  the  Engineering  and  Planning 
staff  was  presented  to  the  State  Commissioner  of  Public  Works  as  an 
attempt  to  lessen  the  amount  of  private  property  takings  in  that  area.  The 
Town  received  a  commitment  from  the  Commissioner  that  such  an 
alternative  would  be  seriously  considered  in  the  design  stage  following 
the  completion  of  the  Environmental  Impact  Statement  on  the  entire 
project. 
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other  issues  and  matters  that  arose  in  1984  included  the  award  of  a 
Self-Help  grant  by  the  state  for  90%  of  the  purchase  price  of  the 
Cedarville  Playground  property,  the  development  of  a  policy  for  the 
fueling  of  fishing  vessels  at  the  Town  Wharf,  the  extensive  study  of 
parking  meter  fees,  revenues  and  related  policies,  and  the  negotiations 
with  the  Isle  of  Guernsey  for  the  return  of  the  "Falcon"  cannon. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank 
the  many  paid  and  unpaid  officials,  department  heads,  employees  and 
committee  members  for  their  outstanding  contribution  to  the  Town  of 
Plymouth  during  1984.  For  many  reasons,  1984  may  very  well  be 
considered  one  of  the  most  challenging  years  in  the  Town's  glorious 
history.  The  ability  of  the  Town  to  meet  that  challenge  is  a  direct  function 
of  the  dedication  and  commitment  we  receive  from  our  many  employees 
and  volunteers.  You  all  deserve  our  heartfelt  thanks.

The  Plymouth  Harbor  Committee  submits  its  1984  report  in 
accordance  with  Article  102  of  the  1962  Annual  Town  Meeting. 

The  Committee  held  special  regular  monthly  meetings  with  local, 
State  and  Federal  officials  throughout  the  year  to  discuss  various 
problems  and  details  pertaining  to  Plymouth  Harbor  and  its  waterfront. 

Recommendations  are  made  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  for  their 
approval  or  disapproval,  whichever  they  feel  is  in  the  best  interest  of  the 
Town. 

The  large  fishing  vessel  MANDY  RAY  berthed  at  the  Town  Wharf 
was  commisioned  and  is  working  out  the  Plymouth  Harbor. 

The  new  harbor  Master's  boat,  also  recommended  by  the 
Committee,  is  a  great  asset  to  the  Harbor  Master's  department. 

Much  time  was  spent  with  Ocean  Spray  in  regard  to  their  request  for 
waterfront  expansion  to  their  plant  and  plans. 

Maintenance  dredging  of  Plymouth  Channel  is  the  project  on  the 
agenda  of  the  Harbor  Committee  for  better  water  depths  and  better 
safety  maneuverability  useage  for  the  larger  fishing  vessels  and  others. 
A  dumping  area  for  the  dredge  spoils  is  being  sought  before  dredging 
plans  and  funding  can  be  finalized. 

A  new  proposed  Town  Fish  Pier  is  being  considered  for  the  Town 
with  maintenance  dredging  around  the  Pier.  The  committee  is  working 
with  other  interested  departments  on  this  proposed  project. 

The  Committee  is  concerned  with  the  proposal  made  by  the  Mass. 
Department  of  Environmental  Management  who  are  considering 
creating  a  Heritage  State  Park  in  the  area  of  Plymouth  Rock  and  Water 
Street. 

The  Committee  is  concerned  as  to  the  future  of  the  Town  owned 
waterfront  land  and  harbor.  It  will  continue  to  evaluate  all  the  problems 
that  come  before  them  with  regard  to  the  Harbor  and  the  Waterfront. 
Also,  it  will  continue  to  work  with  all  committees  and  persons  regarding 
the  harbor,  pier,  or  waterfront  problems  presented  them. 
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Recreation  Activities 
Commission 

The  Recreation  Activities  Commission  continued  to  offer  a  wide 
range  of  programs  to  Plymouth  residents  in  1984.  Over  ten  thousand 
individuals  participated  in  the  many  programs  offered.  Included 
amongst  those  were:  a  Table  Tennis  Tournament;  Skiing  programs  at 
the  Blue  Hills  Ski  Area;  Youth  Basketball;  a  roller  skating  party;  a  Youth 
Gymnastics  Program;  the  Annual  Walter  B.  Haskell  Youth  Fishing 
Rodeo;  summer  water  safety  program  and  playground  program,  band 
concerts  at  Jenny  Pond,  a  Family  Fun  Day  Program,  Kite  Day  at 
Plymouth  Beach,  the  annual  Children's  Halloween  Party  at  Memorial 
Hall,  and  the  many  activities  held  at  the  Manomet  Youth  Center. 

In  addition  to  the  variety  of  programs  held,  the  Commission 
supervised  the  lifeguards,  parking  attendants,  matrons,  and  concession 
operators  at  the  Town's  beaches  and  ponds.  The  Recreation 
Commission  turned  over  a  total  of  $29,978.00  in  nonresident  parking 
fees  charged  at  Morton  Park  and  Plymouth  Beach. 

The  Recreation  Commission  wishes  to  express  their  sincerest 
thanks  to  the  following  who  have  assisted  the  Commission  throughout 
the  year:  Mr.  Douglas  Gray  and  the  Park  Division,  Mr.  Leonard  Harlow, 
the  Board  of  Selectmen,  the  School  Department,  Ms.  Janet  Bridge,  and 
the  many  local  merchants  and  civic  organizations  who  so  generously 
supported  the  Children's  Fishing  Rodeo. 
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Plymouth  Airport  Commission 


The  Plymouth  Airport  Commission  respectfully  submits  its  annual 
report  for  1984.  The  past  year  brought  some  expansion  of  businesses  at 
the  airport,  plus  an  excellent  new  hangar  complex.  Additionally,  Phase  I 
of  having  a  Localizer  for  Plymouth  Airport  was  completed.  The 
Commission  spent  many  hours  working  with  Hoyle,  Tanner  & 
Associates,  Inc.  to  complete  an  update  of  the  "Plymouth  Airport  Master 
Plan".  The  above  projects  cost  in  excess  of  $325,000  of  which  90%  was 
paid  by  the  Federal  Aviation  Administration,  772%  by  the  State  of 
Massachusetts,  and  272%  by  the  Town  of  Plymouth  through  its  Airport 
Commission. 

Sales  of  aviation  fuels  increased  again  in  1984.  Plymouth  Airport  is 
still  the  home  of  approximately  140aircraft  and  helicopters.  There  are  16 
different  businesses  dealing  with  aviation  at  the  airport  and  employing 
71  full-time  persons,  along  with  part-time  help.  Payroll  from  the  airport 
puts  about  $30,000  per  week  into  the  economy  of  the  Town  of  Plymouth. 

In  August,  1984,  Mr.  E.E.  Randall  erected  two  attractive  storage 
hangars  at  Plymouth  Airport.  These  units,  called  the  Northeast  Hangar 
Complex,  house  24  aircraft.  Additionally,  Mr.  Richard  Sgarzi  and  Mr. 
David  Morey  elected  to  move  their  business,  Plymouth  Copters,  Ltd.  to 
Plymouth  airport.  Plymouth  Copters  will  be  operating  helicopter  aerial 
spraying  and  a  helicopter  charter  business  from  the  airport.  Both 
businesses  are  welcomed  additions  to  the  aviation  community  at 
Plymouth  Airport. 

The  Plymouth  Airport  again  this  year  has  proven  its  value  to  the 
community.  There  were  14  fish-spotters  operating  from  Plymouth.  The 
airport  assisted  cranberry  growers  with  helicopter  spraying  and  other 
activity.  The  County  Patrol  Fire  Plane  was  constantly  used  to  protect  the 
county  against  fires.  The  airport  again  brought  tourists  to  the  Town  of 
Plymouth.  Many  corporate  and  business  aircraft  used  this  facility  in 
1984.  Airport  visits  were  enjoyed  by  over  1,000  boys  and  girls  from  the 
local  schools.  In  addition.  Boy  Scout,  Cub  Scout  and  Girl  Scout  groups 
were  given  individual  tours  and  briefings  of  the  airport. 

The  Plymouth  Airport  Commission  continues  to  look  at  a  bright 
future  for  Plymouth  Airport.  They  are  working  on  a  more  efficient 
Navigational  Aid  system,  possibly  attracting  light  industry  to  the  airport, 
repairs  to  the  main  runway,  lengthening  theshorter  runway  to  3500',  also 
attracting  an  aircraft  commuter  service  to  Plymouth.  The  Commission 
consistently  seeks  ways  to  make  the  airport  a  self-sufficient  operation. 
Their  problems  are  many,  but  the  future  does  hold  many  interesting 
events  and  times  for  the  Commissioners. 

In  closing  the  Plymouth  Airport  Commission  and  staff  would  like  to 
take  this  opportunity  to  invite  the  citizens  of  Plymouth  to  visit  and  enjoy 
their  airport.  Plymouth  Municipal  Airport  is  considered  one  of  the  best 
and  most  attractive  facilities  of  its  kind  in  General  Aviation  in  New 
England. 
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Board  of  Appeals 


The  Board  of  Appeals  has  regularly  held  meetings  each  month  to 
hear  and  decide  applications  for  special  permits,  variances  and  appeals 
in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  Plymouth's  Zoning  By-law. 
During  1984,  the  Board  acted  upon  76  petitions  and  held  32  meetings  in 
addition  to  discussing  several  informal  matters.  Beginning  in  August, 
1984,  the  Board  began  meeting  three  times  per  month,  rather  than  two 
times  per  month,  in  reponse  to  its  growing  caseload. 

Major  matters  heard  by  the  Board  this  year  included  a  proposed 
Chinese  Restaurant  on  State  Road  in  Manomet  and  a  proposed 
Shopping  Center  on  Route  44,  both  of  which  were  denied.  The  decision 
to  deny  the  Shopping  Center  was  appealed  to  the  Superior  Court,  where 
it  is  currently  pending.  In  other  matters,  the  Board  approved  an 
Alcoholism  Treatment  Facility  on  State  Road  in  Manomet,  an  Elderly 
Housing  Complex  on  Nicks  Rock  Road  in  North  Plymouth,  and  the 
conversion  of  six  residential  apartment  buildings  on  the  so-called  "Brick 
Block"  on  Court  Street  to  office  space.  The  decision  in  the  "Brick-Block" 
case  was  appealed  to  the  Superior  Court  where  it  is  currently  pending. 

In  another  matter,  the  Appeals  Court  upheld  a  1983  decision  by  the 
Board  to  grant  a  variance  enabling  a  landowneron  River Streetto  build  a 
house  on  a  so-called  "pork  chop  lot". 

In  June  of  1984,  Everett  L.  Hale  and  Leonard  J.  Vaz  were  reappointed 
as  regular  members  of  the  Board.  The  Selectmen  also  reappointed  H. 
Stephen  Fairchild  and  Robert  Murray  as  alternate  members.  In  June,  the 
Board  reorganized  and  unanimously  re-elected  Richard  M.  Serkey  as 
Chairman  and  Everett  L.  Hale  as  Vice-Chairman  and  Clerk. 

In  December  of  1984,  the  position  of  the  Secretary  to  the  Board  was 
restored  to  full-time  status  and  was  reclassified  from  that  of  a  C-2  Clerk 
to  that  of  a  C-3  Clerk. 

The  Board  is  please  to  announce  that  it  collected  a  total  of  $2,805  in 
filing  fees  in  1984. 

The  Board  will  continue  to  meet  regularly  and  looks  forward  to 
another  very  busy  year. 
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Planning  Board 


The  year  of  1984  was  one  of  continued  activity  for  the  Planning 
Board  as  development  proposals  regularly  challenged  our  efforts  to 
manage  growth  and  assure  a  healthy  future  fqr  the  Town  of  Plymouth. 

The  composition  of  the  Board  remained  stable  this  year  as 
incumbant  Michael  Babini  was  re-elected  to  another  term.  The 
organization  of  the  Board  also  remained  stable  as  follows:

Subdivision  Control:  With  respect  to  iits  duties  underthe  Massachusetts 
Subdivision  Control  Law,  the  Board  approved  2  Definitive  Plans  and  4 
Preliminary  Plans,  and  rescinded  4  previously  approved  plans.  There 
were  84  Approval  Not  Required  plans  endorsed  while  10  were  not 
endorsed.  Perhaps  of  most  significance  to  Plymouth's  development 
pattern  is  the  convenant  extension  granted  in  November  for  "The  Ponds 
at  Plymouth".  This  subdivision  of  823  lots  off  Bourne  Road  may  re-shape 
the  appearance  of  this  entire  area  and  will  certainly  challenge  the  Town's 
ability  to  provide  services  to  a  relatively  isolated  area  of  Town. 

In  an  effort  to  accountfor  many  of  the  costs  of  subdivision  review  the 
Board  undertook  a  concerted  public  effort  to  assure  payment  of 
outstanding  bills  owed  to  the  Town  for  subdivision  costs  previously 
incured.  We  are  pleased  to  report  that  thus  far  $14,897.80  has  been 
turned  over  to  the  General  Fund.  Collection  efforts  will  continue  into  the 
coming  year  as  the  board  strives  to  cover  many  of  its  own  operating 
expenses. 

Zoning  Bylaw:  The  Planning  Board  acted  on  80  Zoning  applications 
involving  research,  review,  and  recommendations  to  the  Board  of 
Appeals.  In  addition,  there  were  20  determinations  made  relative  to 
suitable  access.  Among  the  major  projects  addressed  by  the  Board  were: 

Pilgrim  Hill  Shopping  Center  —  a  120,000  square  foot  retail 
development  which  was  proposed  to  be  located  between 
Samoset  Street  and  Summer  Street. 

Congregate  Elderly  Housing  —  a  30  unit  facility  proposed  by 
the  Plymouth  Housing  Authority  to  be  located  on  Nicks  Rock 
Road. 

Village  West  Shopping  Center  —  a  140,000  square  foot  retail 
development  proposed  for  the  intersection  of  Route  80  and 
Route  44. 

South  Street  Multi-Family  —  a  24  unit  development  to  be 
located  on  South  Street  near  Braley  Lane. 

High  Point  —  a  48  bed  alcoholic  rehabilitation  facility  to  be 
located  on  State  Road  in  Manomet. 

Site  Plan  Review:  The  Board  acted  on  15  applications  for  site  plan 
approval.  Several  projects  addressed  by  the  Board  were  located  in  the 
industrial  park  and  included  major  expansions  of  Blue  Cross/Blue 
Shield,  Consolidated  Dutchwest,  and  Pixley-Richards.  Plans  for  the  new 
1500  student  high  school  on  Long  Pond  Road  were  also  reviewed. 
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Economic  Development:  In  support  of  Plymouth's  industrial  and 
commercial  base,  work  continued  in  concert  with  the  PDIC  by  a 
subcommittee  to  consider  possible  zoning  amendments.  This  important 
work  will  continue  and  recommendations  will  be  formulated. 

Cedarville  Playground:  At  the  request  of  local  residents  the  Board 
completed  a  grant  application  to  the  State  Division  of  Conservation 
Services  for  the  acquisition  of  a  17  acre  tract  of  land  in  Cedarville  for  a 
neighborhood  park.  As  part  of  the  application  process  it  was  necessary 
to  draft  a  comprehensive  recreation/open  space  plan  for  the  entire 
Town.  This  plan  was  determined  by  the  State  to  be  acceptable  for  the 
current  grant  round,  and  recently  the  Board  was  pleased  to  learn  of  an 
award  to  the  Town  of  $56,000  for  land  acquisition.  The  Board  will  work 
with  the  State  in  the  coming  year  on  the  recreation  plan  to  assure  Town 
funding  eligibility  for  the  next  five  years. 

Water  Resources  The  Board  continued  working  in  1984  for  the 
protection  of  our  most  priceless  resource.  A  project  with  the  U.S. 
Geological  Survey  to  develop  a  more  thorough  understanding  of  our 
groundwater  system  progressed.  After  two  years  of  data  gathering  the 
resulting  computer  model  of  the  aquifer  will  provide  an  improved 
technical  foundation  for  the  Town's  policy  of  strictly  protecting  our 
water  resources. 


Old  Colony  Planning  Council 

As  your  representatives  to  the  Old  Colony  Planning  Council  we  are 
pleased  to  present  this  report  of  the  Council's  activities  for  1984. 

During  the  year,  the  work  of  the  Council  was  concentrated  in  three 
major  program  areas:  Economic  and  Community  Development; 
Transportation  and  Transit  Planning;  and.  Area  Agency  on  Aging 
Planning  including  the  coordination  and  implementation  of  elder  service 
programs. 

The  Economic  Development  activities  of  the  Council  involved  the 
preparation  of  the  annual  update  of  the  Overall  Economic  Development 
Program  report  which  includes  a  listing  of  local  capital  improvements 
important  to  economic  growth  and  development.  The  Council  also  acts 
on  Industrial  Revenue  Bond  applications  which  are  initiated  within  the 
Planning  district  to  assist  firms  in  financing  new  or  expanded  facilities. 
In  1984  the  Council  acted  upon  20  Industrial  Revenue  applications 
totalling  over  41  million  dollars  for  area  businesses.  The  total  compared 
favorably  with  the  24  million  dollars  approved  in  1983.  The  towns  of 
Plymouth  and  Stoughton  were  the  area  leaders  under  the  program  with 
over  11  million  dollars  of  financing  under  the  program  in  each 
community.  The  communities  benefiting  under  the  program  were  as 
follows:  Avon  —  $6,500,000;  Brockton  —  $5,355,000;  Easton  — 
$5,425,000;  Pembroke  —  $1,400,000;  Plymouth  —  $11,241,000; 
Stoughton  —  $11,015,000;  and,  West  Bridgewater  —  $450,000. 
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other  Economic  Development  activities  of  the  Council  included  the 
coordination  of  regional  development  activities  through  the  Overall 
Economic  Development  Committee;  job  creation  through  business 
development;  promotion  of  labor  forces  training;  and,  infrastructure 
improvements.  With  respect  to  the  latter,  the  Council  prepared  a 
preliminary  survey  of  the  area's  infrastrjjcture  needs  for  the 
Massachusetts  Institute  of  Technology  to  be  included  in  a  study  of  the 
statewide  needs  for  the  Joint  Economic  Committee  of  Congress. 

The  Community  Development  activities  of  the  Council  included 
assisting  the  Town  of  Avon  in  obtaining  a  $475,000  Community 
Development  Block  Grant  to  extend  water  service  to  the  proposed  Avon 
Industrial  Park  —  West;  providing  assistance  to  the  town  of  Plymouth  in 
the  preparation  of  an  Open  Space  and  Recreation  Plan;  assisting  in  the 
preparation  of  a  Fair  Housing  Plan  for  the  Town  of  Stoughton;  the 
provision  of  technical  assistance  to  the  communities  of  East 
Bridgewater  and  Bridgewater  in  successfully  obtaining  grant  awards  for 
Congregate  Housing  for  Elderly  developments;  preparing  a  update  of 
the  Bridgewater  Master  Plan,  and  providing  numerous  other  services  to 
member  communities  on  a  day  to  day  basis. 

The  transportation  and  transit  planning  activities  of  the  Council 
required  the  preparation  of  a  number  of  documents  necessary  for  the 
area  communities  to  remain  eligible  for  transportation  improvement 
programs.  Among  these  are  the  Transportation  Plan  Update;  the 
Transportation  Improvement  Program  and  a  Prospectus  of  the  region. 
The  Council  also  played  a  coordinator  role  in  the  Southeast  Expressway 
Reconstruction  Program  that  was  initiated  in  the  Spring  of  1984.  The 
Council  targeted  efforts  to  persuade  the  more  than  20,000  area  residents 
who  commute  daily  to  the  Boston  area  to  use  alternative  means  of 
commuting  instead  of  their  personal  vehicles  on  the  expressway.  The 
results  of  this  effort  were  highly  successful  in  reducing  the  flow  of  traffic 
on  the  expressway  during  the  reconstruction.  Other  long  term  strategies 
of  the  Council  include  restoring  commuter  rail  service  to  the  Old  Colony 
region  as  part  of  a  cooperative  effort  with  the  Plymouth  County 
Development  Council  and  the  Brockton  Regional  Chamber  of 
Commerce.  A  related  effort  of  the  Council  includes  the  extension  of  the 
rail  commuter  service  on  the  Stoughton  Branch  to  be  extended  to  the 
town  of  Easton. 

The  Council  also  obtained  traffic  counting  equipment  during  the 
year  which  has  been  used  to  provide  accurate  traffic  volume  data  to  area 
commuters  on  a  request  basis.  Information  is  used  by  the  Council  to 
develop  level  of  service  analysis  for  intersections  and  roadways.  During 
the  year,  counts  were  recorded  at  over  85  locations  throughout  the 
region  and  used  as  supporting  data  in  numerous  technical  reports. 
Additionally,  the  Council  initiated  a  computer  based  accident  data 
recording  system  that  will  permit  accident  statistics  to  be  quickly  and 
accurately  retrieved  for  each  community. 

A  Rural  Transit  Study  was  completed  by  the  Council  for  the 
communities  of  Plymouth  and  Kingston  as  part  of  a  joint  effort  with  the 
Southeastern  Regional  Planning  and  Development  District  who  studied 
the  town  of  Plympton  and  Carver.  The  study  recommends  that  public 
transit  service  is  feasible  for  the  area  and  that  three  16  passenger  vans 
could  operate  on  a  fixed  route  and  demand/responsive  system 
effectively. 
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The  Council  also  continued  its  work  in  monitoring  and  planning  for 
the  Brockton  Area  Transit  system.  During  the  year  BAT  service  was 
expanded  to  Ashmont  and  Sunday  service  restored. 

The  Council  acting  as  the  Area  Agency  on  Aging  during  the  year 
was  responsible  for  administering  Older  Americans  Act  monies 
allocated  to  the  region.  OCPC  funded  and  coordinated  a  wide  range  of 
service  to  elders  through  a  variety  of  programs  such  as  Hospice  Care; 
Home  Health  Aide  Care;  Legal  Assistance;  Respite  Care;  Transportation 
Assistance;  and,  Nutrition  through  Congregate  and  Home  delivered 
meals.  District  communities  directly  benefitting  through  grantsfrom  the 
program  include:  Avon,  nutrition,  transportation;  Bridgewater,  Senior 
Center  Assistant  Coordinator;  Brockton,  Dorn-Davies  Senior  Center; 
East  Bridgewater  Transportation;  Easton,  Shuttle  Bus  grant;  Hanson, 
Senior  Center  Coordinator,  transportation;  Kingston,  nutrition; 
Pembroke,  Shuttle  Bus  grant;  Plymouth,  Senior  Center  program; 
Stoughton,  transportation,  West  Bridgewater,  transportation;  and 
Whitman,  transportation. 

In  1984,  Richard  H.  Chase  of  Easton  was  elected  to  his  third  term  as 
President  of  OCPC;  John  J.  DeMarco  of  Avon  was  elected  as  Council 
Secretary;  and  Charles  A.  Pickering  of  West  Bridgewater  was  elected  as 
Council  Treasurer  for  the  yar. 

The  Council  gratefully  acknowledges  the  generous  support  and 
cooperation  of  its  member  communities,  the  participation  and 
involvement  of  members  of  the  Joint  Transportation  Committee  chaired 
by  Mr.  John  Yaney;  the  Overall  Economic  Development  Committee 
chaired  by  Mr.  George  Baldwin  and  the  Area  Agency  on  Aging  Advisory 
Committee  chaired  by  Mr.  John  Mather.  The  Council  also  recognizes  the 
work  of  local  boards  and  commissions  and  the  many  government 
agencies,  public  and  private  institutions  and  individuals  who  have 
assisted  the  Council. 


Plymouth  Development  and 
Industrial  Commission 

The  Plymouth  Development  and  Industrial  Commission 
respectfully  submits  its  annual  report  for  1984. 

Over  the  course  of  the  past  year,  the  Commission  realized  both  a 
change  in  its  membership  and  the  addition  of  a  new  Executive  Secretary. 
In  March,  Maria  S.  White  became  the  Executive  Secretary  to  the 
Commission  as  she  replaced  Gregory  L.  Collins  who  resigned  in 
January  to  assume  a  position  out  of  state. 

In  June,  Chairman  Paul  Blanchard  resigned  from  the  Commission 
after  six  years  of  service  and,  in  October,  Michael  Sweeney  announced 
that  he  was  resigning  after  serving  as  a  Commissioner  since  1981.  The 
Commission  greatly  appreciates  the  dedicated  service  that  these 
individuals  gave  to  the  Town  of  Plymouth.  To  fill  these  vacancies,  the 
Selectmen  appointed  Anthony  Lonardo  and  James  Griffin  to  the 
Commission.  The  Board  also  re-appointed  Commissioners  Stanley 
Strychaz  and  Lawrence  McCarthy. 
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At  the  annual  reorganization  meeting  held  in  July,  Richard  Godfrey 
was  elected  Chairman  and  Aileen  Droege  was  re-elected  Vice- 
Chairman. 

During  1984,  the  Commission  worked  with  the  Plymouth  Industrial 
Development  Corporation  to  assist  several  business  development  and 
expansion  projects  in  the  Industrial  Park.  The  Foxboro  Company 
completed  the  construction  of  a  60,000  sq.  ft.  manufacturing  facility 
which  enabled  the  Company  to  consolidate  its  manufacturing 
operations  and  provided  a  facility  for  the  company's  divisional 
headquarters. 

The  other  projects  included  the  spring  opening  of  the  Cooperative 
Child  Care  Center  on  Richards  Road,  the  start  of  construction  of  a  5,000 
sq.  ft.  building  on  Richards  Road  for  Ceeco,  Inc.,  industrial  distributors, 
and  the  sale  of  land  on  Aldrin  Road  to  the  Truex  Chiropractic  Center  for  a 
new  facility  at  that  site.  In  addition  to  these  new  business  developments, 
three  of  the  largest  companies  in  the  Park  announced  plans  to  expand 
their  facilities  and  turned  to  the  Commission  and  the  Corporation  for 
assistance.  Pixley-Richards,  Inc.  acquired  approximately  eight  acres  of 
land  and  an  existing  building  adjacent  to  their  present  site  which  will 
accommodate  a  substantial  expansion  of  the  Company's  manufacturing 
business.  Blue  Shield  is  in  the  process  of  constructing  a  29,500  sq.  ft. 
addition  to  its  facility  on  Richards  Road.  Consolidated  Dutchwest,  a 
national  mail  order  company  selling  coal  and  wood  stoves,  acquired 
approximately  thirty  acres  near  the  company's  present  site  and  is 
planning  to  construct  a  20,000  sq.  ft.  building.  Together,  these  three 
companies  could  provide  as  many  as  365  new  jobs  as  a  result  of  their 
expanded  operations.  The  Park  currently  provides  employment  for  over 
2,000  people  in  more  than  30  businesses. 

The  Commission  continues  to  shape  its  role  as  the  Town's  business 
assistance  and  economic  development  agency  and  is  actively  involved 
in  the  Commercial  Area  Revitalization  District  (CARD)  program. 
Industrial  Revenue  Bond  financing,  the  South  Coastal  Private  Industry 
Council  and  the  Job  Training  Partnership  Act  and  in  other  local  and 
regional  economic  efforts. 

The  Commission  appreciates  the  support  that  it  receives  from  Town 
officials,  residents  and  members  of  the  business  community  and  looks 
forward  to  a  productive  1985. 
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Design  Review  Board 


The  year  1984  has  proven  to  be  one  of  change  and  challenge forthe 
Design  Review  Board. 

The  composition  of  the  Board  has  remained  the  same:  Robert 
Watson,  Chairman;  Richard  Vaughn,  Kent  Kopke,  Bruce  Allen  and 
Stephen  Murphy. 

The  Design  Review  Board  met  21  times  during  1984  and  reviewed  81 
petitions.  The  Board  reviewed  two  petitions  for  shopping  malls  in  West 
Plymouth— V.S.H.  and  Angelo's. 

This  year  the  Board  has  reviewed  a  number  of  petitions  for 
condominiums  and  condominium  conversion  throughout  Plymouth. 
White  Cliffs  of  Plymouth  returned  to  the  Board  for  major  modifications  of 
their  Master  Plan. 

The  Board  has  worked  closely  throughout  the  year  with  the  Puritan 
Waterfront  Corporation  in  order  to  have  an  attractive  and  aesthetically 
pleasing  hotel/conference  center  for  Plymouth's  waterfront  area. 

The  Design  Review  Board  meets  every  other  Wednesday  evening  at 
7:30  p.m.  and  welcomes  public  attendance. 


Redevelopment  Authority 

The  Plymouth  Plymouth  Redevelopment  Authority  was  successful 
in  submitting  a  grant  application  for  Small  Cities  funding  for  the 
rehabilitation  of  the  Bradford  Street  Area.  The  Town  will  receive 
$600,000  for  improvements  to  public  facilities  such  as  sewer,  water, 
storm  drains  and  rehabilitation  of  housing  in  the  Bradford-Green  Area. 

The  Redevelopment  Authority  was  designated  by  the  Selectmen  to 
be  the  certifying  and  rehabilitation  agency  for  the  Massachusetts 
Housing  Finance  Agency's  Neighborhood  Rehabilitation  Program.  This 
program  is  designed  for  the  first  time  home  owner  of  limited  means  who 
desires  to  purchase  an  older  home  that  is  in  need  of  repairs.  A 
designated  amount  of  the  mortgage  money  is  set  aside  for  the  needed 
repairs.  From  August  1984  to  December  31,  1984  the  Authority  has 
certified  19  buyers  for  the  total  amount  of  $880,027.  The  Authority 
expects  to  certify  another  $2,000,000  in  loans  this  coming  year. 

Money  became  available  again  this  September  for  312 
Rehabilitation  Loans.  Since  September  the  Authority  has  processed 
$72,700  in  312  Rehabilitation  dollars.  In  the  coming  year  the  Authority 
expects  to  process  in  excess  of  $200,000  in  HUD  312  Loans. 

The  Authority  is  actively  working  with  the  Plymouth  Historic 
Commission  as  well  as  seeking  grant  money  forthe  Town  in  conjunction 
with  other  Town  Boards,  i.e.  Planning  Department,  PDIC.  The  Authority 
also  foresees  the  joint  cooperation  of  these  and  other  Boards  combining 
their  efforts  to  improve  the  Town.  If  feasible  we  hope  to  support  the 
parking  project  with  either  grant  writing  or  engineering  studies. 

The  Authority  continues  to  oversee  the  UR-26  Summer-High  Street 
Urban  Renewal  Area. 
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The  Redevelopment  Authority  would  like  to  thank  James  Pierson 
who  retired  from  the  Board  last  year.  Mr.  Pierson  has  put  in  ten  years  of 
dedicated  service  to  the  Town  as  a  Board  member  and  also  as  Treasurer 
for  the  Authority.  The  Authority  would  also  like  to  welcome  our  two  new 
members,  Gregory  Davis,  a  Town  elected  member  and  Edward  Angley 
our  new  State  Appointee. 

The  Plymouth  Redevelopment  Authority  meets  every  Tuesday 
evening  at  7:30  p.m.  in  their  office  on  the  third  floor  of  the  Town  Hall. 


Department  of  Public  Works 

Once  again,  as  has  been  the  case  for  the  past  several  years,  this 
Department  continues  to  struggle  to  provide  the  residents  of  the 
community  with  acceptable  levels  of  service.  Budget  restrictions  have 
made  this  an  increasingly  difficult  thing  to  do.  Monies  must  be  found  to 
carry  out  capital  projects  and  roadway  reconstruction  work  which  has 
been  put  off  for  some  time.  The  replacement  of  major  pieces  of 
equipment  in  the  large  fleet  which  the  DPW  maintains  must  also  begin. 

In  May,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  executed  a  contract  with  SEMASS 
for  the  disposal  of  the  Town's  solid  wastes  for  a  27  year  period  at  a  fixed 
cost.  As  the  year  ended,  a  question  arose  concerning  added  costs  for 
acid  gas  controls  at  the  SEMASS  facility  in  Rochester.  It  is  the  position  of 
the  Town  of  Plymouth  that  it  should  not  have  to  be  responsible  for  any 
such  costs  above  those  described  in  the  contract. 

With  regard  to  wastewater  disposal,  the  ocean  discharge  alternative 
was  selected  as  the  most  cost-effective  by  the  consultants  but  no  final 
commitment  has  been  made  by  the  Town's  Wastewater  Study 
Committee. 

The  infiltration  of  more  than  40,000  gallons  of  water  per  day  into  the 
sewer  system  was  discovered  on  Bradford  Street  and  repaired  by  Town 
forces. 

Major  projects  included  the  installation  of  a  drain  and  outfall  from 
Murray  Street  to  the  Harbor  and  road  reconstruction  on  Esta  Road  and 
Clay  Hill  Drive  and  Tower  Road. 

The  retirements  of  Andrew  Darsch  of  the  Maintenance  Division, 
Gordan  Holmes  of  the  Highway  Division,  Richard  Bumpus  of  the  Park 
Division,  Damion  Smith  of  the  Sewer  Division  and  Roger  Wood  of  the 
Cemetery  Division  marked,  in  each  instance,  the  end  of  many  years  of 
service  to  the  Town. 

The  cooperation  and  assistance  of  other  Town  Departments  is 
acknowledged  and  appreciated. 
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Engineering  Division 

Nineteen  Eighty-Four  saw  the  Engineering  Division  continuing  its 
efforts  to  establish  an  inventory  of  existing  municipal  records  relating  to 
layouts,  town  owned  properties  and  easements.  The  number  of  plans 
submitted  to  the  Engineering  Division  for  review  has  doubled  Since  last 
year.  The  time  required  for  these  reviews  has  impacted  our  eftorts  in 
other  areas.  The  installation  of  a  drainage  system  from  Murray  Street  to 
the  harbor  at  the  breakwater  was  a  major  step  in  upgrading  the 
antiquated  drainage  systems  that  plague  the  downtown  area. 

Routine  functions  performed  during  the  year  include: 

1 .  Assessors  map  revisions  —  233  parcels  affecting  58  plats  (full 
and  half-size  originals  revised); 

2.  No  streets  were  considered  for  public  acceptance; 

3.  Highway  and  drainage  construction  projects:

(Construction),  Esta  Road  (Construction  Carver  Road  to 
Lascala  Road),  Stephens  Lane  (Drainage),  and  Water  - 
Murray  Streets  (Drainage) 

b.  In  progress  —  Bradford  Street,  Brewster  Street 
(drainage  parking  lot),  Lady  Slipper  Drive  (drainage),  Long 
Pond  Road  (drainage),  and  Skylark  Avenue  (drainage); 

4.  Surveys: 

A.  Completed  —  Bunny's  Road,  Carver  Road  (profile  vie. 
Seven  Hills  Road),  Long  Pond  Road  (proposed  Cedarville 
Playground),  Nathaniel  Street,  Water  Street  (Sandwich 
Street  to  Town  Brook),  and  monumentation  of  town  ways 
and  properties  (150  bounds  set);

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Maintenance  Division 


The  Department  of  Public  Works/Maintenance  Division  continued 
again  this  year  with  their  work  load  of  building  and  vehicle  maintenance. 

General  maintenance  repairs  were  made  to  the  Town  Office 
Building,  Memorial  Building,  State  PierSanitary,  Old  Town  Court  House 
Sanitary,  130  Court  Street  Building,  Cedarville  Schoolhouse,  Bartlett 
Hall,  Highway  Garage,  Fire  Stations,  Police  Station,  Howland  Street 
Shop  and  Pumping  Stations,  Harbor  Master  Office,  Cemetery  Division 
Building,  Dog  Pound,  South  Street  Fire  Station  and  the  Public  Library. 

Renovation  work  continued  in  the  Town  Office  Building  with  the 
following: 

—Remodeling  and  repainting  of  Conservation  Commission 
Office 

—Repainting  of  Board  of  Health/Building  &  Zoning/Board  of 
Appeals  Offices 

—Repainting  and  construction  of  new  shelving  in  Tax 
Collector's  Office 

—Construction  of  new  shelving  in  Assessors'  Office 

—Construction  of  new  office  for  the  Department  of  Public 
Works  Administration. 

The  Maintenance  Men  also  constructed  a  new  computer  room  at  the 
Plymouth  Police  Station. 

The  floors  in  the  Blue  Room  of  the  Memorial  Building  as  well  as 
stairways  leading  to  the  Blue  Room  were  refinished  during  the  summer 
months.  The  walls  and  woodworks  were  also  washed  in  this  room. 

1984  saw  the  retirement  of  Andrew  Darsch,  Town  Office  Building 
custodian,  after  14  years  of  service. 

The  Maintenance  Division  acquired  a  new  Mack  Truck  with  Hoist  for 
hauling  the  containers  from  the  Cedarville  Transfer  and  South  Street 
Transfer  Stations  to  the  Manomet  Landfill. 

General  maintenance  of  the  vehicles  was  done  by  the  three 
Mechanics  and  the  Maintenance  Man  to  keep  up  with  the  constant 
repairs  needed  to  the  vehicles. 

The  Maintenance  Division  wishes  to  thank  all  those  involved  in 
helping  and  assisting  us  during  the  year  of  1984. 
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Sewer  Division 


During  the  twelve  months  of  1984,  eight  thousand  seventy-three 
million,  three  hundred  seventy-six  thousand  gallons  of  wastewater  were 
treated  at  the  Water  Street  Treatment  Plant.  This  amount,  which  is  more 
than  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  million  gallons  less  than  the  1983 
flows,  clearly  reflects  the  improvements  made  to  the  collection  system  in 
late  1983. 

Four  million,  five  hundred  eight  thousand  gallonsof  septage  wastes 
were  deposited  at  the  Nightsoil  Facility  on  Long  Pond  Road.  This 
amount  is  also  a  decrease  from  1983  levels,  which  saw  some  sixty-two 
thousand  additional  gallons  deposited  at  Long  Pond  Road. 

Smoke  testing  was  carried  out  throughout  the  system  to  determine 
where  roof  drains  and/or  sump  pumps  are  contributing  unwanted  flows 
to  the  system. 

Although  some  forty  individual  entries  to  the  system  were  approved 
in  1984,  only  twelve  tie-ins  were  made. 

Funds  were  approved  by  the  Town  Meeting  for  the  purchase  and 
installation  of  a  belt  filter  press  to  dewater  sludge  at  the  Treatment  Plant. 
This  process  will  allow  us  to  discontinue  the  use  of  sludge  drying  beds 
and  also  greatly  improve  the  quality  of  our  effluent.  It  is  anticipated  that 
the  press  will  be  installed  during  the  summer  of  1985. 

Damion  Smith,  who  served  the  Town  as  Division  Superintendent 
since  construction  of  the  Treatment  Plant  retired  at  the  end  of  the  year. 
We  wish  him  well  in  his  retirement. 
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Highway  Division 


I  herewith  submit  a  report  of  the  work  done  in  the  Highway  Division 
of  the  Department  of  Public  Works  from  January  1  to  December  31 , 1 984. 

STREET  CLEANING 

The  two  Mobil  sweepers  started  sweeping  on  February  9, 1984  and 
continued  until  December  1,  1984.  The  sweepers  start  early  in  the 
morning  covering  main  street  and  the  waterfront.  Side  streets  are  done 
in  rotation.  Also  serviced  by  the  town  sweepers  are  Manomet,  Cedarville, 
Chiltonville,  Long  Pond,  Buttermilk  Bay  and  the  private  developments. 

ASPHALT  SIDEWALKS 

The  construction  and  maintenance  of  asphalt  sidewalks  was 
completed  on  the  following  streets:  Allerton  St.,  from  Alden  St.  to 
Cushman  St.  in  the  area  of  the  Faith  Monument,  McGrath  parking  lot  on 
Water  St.,  two  sections  on  Centennial  St.,  Court  St.,  Centennial  St.  to 
Olmsted  Terrace,  and  Court  St.,  in  the  vicinity  of  Sgarzi's  garage. 
Replaced  islands  at  the  Memorial  Parking  Lot,  and  South  Russell  St. 
Parking  Lot  where  parking  meters  were  installed.  Other  sidewalks  were 
repaired  at  the  M  &  M  sporting  shop,  #6  Gray  Ave.,  Speedy  Print  on  Court 
St.  and  Dr.  James  R.  Swartz  at  Cold  Spring. 

DRAINAGE  AND  DRAINAGE  MAINTENANCE 

Drainage  was  installed  on  Esta  Road  with  1065  feet  of  reinforced 
concrete  pipe  with  twelve  catchbasins,  manholes  and  leaching  fields. 
Simeone  Corporation  placed  a  3"  base  mix  for  the  winter  months.  The 
finish  course  will  be  completed  in  the  spring  of  1985. 

Drainage  was  installed  on  Clayhill  Road  and  Tower  Road  with  448 
feet  of  12"  reinforced  concrete  pipe,  138  feet  of  15"  reinforced  concrete 
pipe  and  84  feet  of  1 8"  reinforced  concrete  pipe  with  twelve  catchbasins 
and  manholes.  Surfacing  of  the  two  roads  was  also  completed  this  year. 
Stephens  Lane  had  328  feet  of  12"  reinforced  concrete  pipe  installed 
with  two  catchbasins  and  an  outfall. 

The  Plymouth  Five  Cents  Savings  Bank  drainage  on  Water  St.  was 
repaired,  leaching  basins  installed  at  Seven  Hills  Fire  Station,  Cook's 
Circle,  boatyard  on  Union  Street,  placed  three  leaching  basins  on 
Walnut  St.  at  Buttermilk  Bay  and  drain  repair  on  Atlantic  St. 

MAINTENANCE  OF  PRIVATE  ROADS 
(Temporary  Repairs) 

Private  roads  were  repaired  with  funds  allocated  at  Town  Meeting. 
Roads  were  graded  and  gravelled  in  Plymouth,  Manomet,  Cedarville, 
Long  Pond,  Buttermilk  Bay  and  Ellisville. 

SEALING  OF  ROADS 

The  sealing  of  roads  this  years  included  5808  feet  of  Black  Cat  Road, 
2112  feet  of  Royal  St.,  530  feet  of  Towns  St.  and  3500  feet  of  Bartlett 
Road,  and  the  south  end  from  the  Brown  Bear  to  Fox  Road.  Bunny's 
Road  was  penetrated  with  one  half  gallon  of  Mc-70  asphalt  and  sand. 
Sealing  will  be  done  in  the  spring  of  1985  on  this  street. 
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GUARD  RAILS 


Guard  rails  were  repaired  on  Billington  St.,  Rocky  Hill  Road,  Herring 
Pond  Road,  Aldrin  Road,  Cordage  Curve  and  Long  Pond  Road.  Two  new 
posts  and  rail  fences  were  put  on  Old  Sandwich  Road. 

TRAFFIC  AND  STREET  MARKINGS 

The  painting  of  4"  center  lines  was  awarded  to  Markings  Inc.  of 
Hingham  this  year.  Parking  areas,  meter  spaces,  stop  lines,  handicapped 
areas  and  crosswalks  were  painted  by  the  Highway  Division.  Many  signs 
have  been  made  and  installed  during  1984.  Vandalism,  accidents  and 
stealing  of  signs  have  been  a  great  expense  to  the  town. 

MISCELLANEOUS 

The  work  in  the  districts  of  Cedarville  and  Manomet  have  been 
carried  out  satisfactorily  by  the  district  foremen.  Other  work  done  by  the 
Highway  Division  includes  patching  of  roads,  roadside  mowing,  grading 
and  gravelling  of  dirt  roads,  installing  and  removal  of  snow  fences, 
applications  of  calcium  chloride  on  dirt  roads,  replacing  parking  meters, 
plowing  and  sanding,  rubbish  pickup,  picking  up  of  litter  and  pumping 
poor  drainage  areas.  The  basin  cleaner  cleaned  drains  from  April  to 
November.  Repairs  of  signal  and  school  lights  are  maintained  by  the 
Highway  Division.  Many  old  trenches  on  Route  #44,  Federal  Furnace 
Road  and  Summer  St.  were  restored  by  town  forces.  Gate  Road  was 
resurfaced  by  Simeone  Corporation  with  a  ^V2"  surface  of  Type  I. 

Requests  from  the  public.  Selectmen's  Office  and  Department  of 
Public  Works  were  taken  care  of  by  this  office  as  received. 

I  wish  to  thank  all  division  heads  and  their  employees  for  the 
cooperation  that  they  have  given  me  this  year. 
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Park  Division 


The  Park  Division  had  a  very  productive  year  during  1984.  Our  work 
schedule  provides  maintenance,  repairs  and  improvements  for 
approximately  15  acres  which  have  playground  equipment,  seven 
ballfields,  six  basketball  courts,  ten  tennis  courts,  Morton  Park, 
Plymouth  Beach,  Fresh  Pond  Park,  the  White  Horse  —  Taylor  Avenue 
Beach  and  many  ornamental  parks,  squares  and  circles.  The  total 
number  of  areas  that  are  under  the  Park  Division's  jurisdiction  numbers 
over  fifty.  This  number  is  more  than  five  years  ago.  This  work  is  handled 
by  eight  fulltime  employees,  fewer  than  five  years  ago,  and  several 
summer  employees.  As  the  usage  increases  at  these  various  facilities  it 
becomes  increasingly  more  difficult  to  maintain  the  areas  at  the  high 
level  that  we  would  like.  Vandalism  and  outdated  facilities  (restrooms) 
are  the  greatest  problems  that  are  confronting  the  Park  Division. 

During  the  Spring,  work  was  done  on  the  ballfields  at  Siever  Field 
and  Stephens  Field.  The  infield  areas  were  reclayed  and  graded  to 
provide  good  surfaces  for  both  fields  which  are  heavily  scheduled  for 
use  throughout  the  Spring  and  Summer  months.  Also  the  three 
basketball  courts  at  Summer  Street  Playground,  Brook  Road 
Playground  and  Briggs  Field  Playground  were  sealed  and  relined  during 
this  past  year. 

Park  Division  personnel  with  the  help  of  the  Highway  Division 
repaired  a  serious  erosion  problem  at  the  Jenny  Pond  Park  near  the 
arched  wooden  footbridge.  This  problem  has  been  worsening  through 
the  years  as  a  result  of  the  increase  of  the  duck  and  geese  population. 
Over  107  tons  of  rip  rap  stone  were  installed  to  create  new  bankings  and 
then  the  pathway  was  filled  and  graded  to  its  original  level.  We  will  be 
closely  monitoring  this  repaired  area  to  determine  if  this  same  procedure 
can  be  used  to  correct  other  eroded  bankings  along  the  pond  edge. 

The  Tree  Division  personnel  were  very  busy  this  past  year  with 
roadside  trimming  of  limbs  and  tree  removals.  During  the  Spring  there 
were  several  storms  which  brought  down  many  limbs  and  a  few  trees. 
Also,  street  construction  projects  on  Esta  Road  and  Tower  Hill  Road 
required  our  men  to  remove  several  trees  in  these  areas.  Fortunately,  the 
Gypsy  Moth  problem  had  abated  this  past  year  and  hopefully  will  not  be 
a  great  problem  for  a  few  years. 

The  Park  and  Tree  Division  wish  to  thank  those  other  Department  of 
Public  Works  Divisions  who  have  assisted  us  in  our  work  this  past  year. 
We  would  also  like  to  extend  a  word  of  appreciation  to  the  Recreation 
Activities  Commission  for  their  continued  cooperation.

In  addition,  many  memorial 
stones  have  been  knocked  over  with  some  being  damaged  beyond 
repair. 

On  the  plus  side  of  the  coin,  we  have  received  many  compliments  on 
how  nice  the  Cemeteries  are  kept,  how  clean  and  neat  they  are.  At  this 
time  we  would  like  to  thank  all  personnel  in  the  Cemetery  Division  and  all 
other  Departments  who  have  helped  us  during  the  past  year. 

From  January  through  December  1984  there  was  a  total  of  161 
burials,  broken  down  as  follows:

The  fiscal  1984  tax  rate  was  set  at  $22.40  per  thousand  dollars  of 
assessed  valuation  on  May  24,  1984. 

The  first  half  of  the  fiscal  year's  tax  bill  was  estimated  to  allow  a 
timely  mailing  on  October  29,  1983  due  to  the  update  ordered  by  the 
Department  of  Revenue  and  according  to  provisions  of  Chapter  797.  The 
update  for  fiscal  84  was  postponed  until  fiscal  85  allowing  the  bills  to  be 
mailed  essentially  the  same  in  May  of  84. 

The  computerization  of  this  office  is  approximately  90%  complete. 
The  motor  vehicle  excise  tax  system  is  completely  automated.  Valuation 
update  software  is  being  tested  and  shall  project  new  values  for  the  May 
Fiscal  85  billing. 

At  this  time  the  Board  would  like  to  thank  Michael  Babini  for  his  loyal 
and  dedicated  service  as  a  part-time  assessor  for  the  Town  of  Plymouth. 
Michael  resigned  in  August  of  1 984  after  9  years  of  faithful  service  to  the 
Town  of  Plymouth.  Brad  Westgate  was  appointed  to  fill  the  vacancy  on 
9/84.  Brad  brings  much  experience  to  the  Board. 

The  Board  of  Assessors  appreciates  the  cooperation  and  assistance 
of  the  clerical  staff  in  the  past  year.

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Plymouth  Public  Library 


1984  saw  many  changes  for  the  Plymouth  Public  Library.  While  the 
town  lost  its  popular  Bookmobile  service  to  budget  cuts,  the  Main 
Library  was  able  to  reopen  on  Friday  mornings  during  the  winter 
months,  increasing  our  hours  of  service  to  60  per  week. 

The  library  received  a  federal  grant  in  1984  to  expand  its  Books-on- 
tape  service  for  blind  and  handicapped  patrons,  a  program  staffed 
mostly  by  volunteers  from  the  community.  Other  grants  included  one 
from  the  Polaroid  Corporation  making  cameras  available  for  circulation, 
and  a  gift  from  the  Plymouth  Public  Library  Corporation  which  funded 
the  highly  successful  rental  books  collection. 

The  Library  Board,  elected  by  the  Plymouth  Public  Library 
Corporation,  has  increased  its  participation  in  community  and  library 
affairs  during  the  past  year.  A  part-time  Administrative  Assistant  was 
hired  by  the  Corporation  to  design  and  implement  a  community-wide 
survey  which  will  help  to  define  the  library's  role  in  thetown  and  develop 
a  masterplan  for  the  future.  The  Board  also  matched  a  grant  from  the 
Digital  Equipment  Corporation  to  provide  the  library  with  a  Rainbow 
microcomputer. 

The  current  Board  of  Directors  are  Noel  T.  Bosanquet  (President), 
Barbara  Anzuoni.  W.  Russell  Blake,  Troy  Creane,  Lt.  Col.  (ret.)  Otto 
Fehlow,  B.  Joan  Prates,  Harriet  Goodman,  Doris  J.  Green.  Sam  Lazarus, 
Fay  Meltzer,  Linda  Murphy,  and  Toula  Stasinos,  with  one  vacancy.  The 
Plymouth  Public  Library  Corporation  is  a  non-profit  corporation 
dedicated  to  the  provision  of  library  services  to  the  Town  of  Plymouth. 
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Veterans'  Services 


During  1984,  there  were  many  significant  changes  in  our  assistance 
program.  Effective  July  1, 1984,  the  Commonwealth's  reimbursement  to 
all  cities  and  towns  has  dramatically  been  increased  from  50%  to  75%. 
Through  our  State  Association  we  worked  diligently  over  2  years  for 
passage  of  this  legislation  to  offset  the  burden  of  Proposition  2y2. 
Plymouth  will  receive  approximately  $150,000  reimbursement  of  the 
$200,000  targeted  for  assistance. 

Other  proposed  legislation  have  also  become  law,  such  as  Chapter 
68.  This  Act  requires  all  Agents  to  be  veterans,  whereas  only  Directors 
are  required  to  be  veterans.  Senate  Bill  1694  also  became  law  in  1984. 
This  act  relating  to  Prisoners  of  War  will  exempt  certain  veterans  from 
auto  excise  tax.  Other  bills  proposed  are  still  in  Ways  and  Means 
Committee  and  pending. 

Several  vital  memorandums  were  issued  in  1984.  These  documents 
pertain  to  increases  in  rate  fees  as  approved  by  the  Rate  Setting 
Commission.  The  following  items  are  affected:  Pediatric  care, 
prescribed  drug  dispensing  fees,  hospitalization  fees,  ambulance 
service,  and  chiropractic  service  fees. 

A  5%  cost  of  living  increase  in  benefits  is  expected  soon.  A  great  deal 
of  emphasis  and  time  had  to  be  allocated  to  Agent  Orange  problems, 
budget  changes,  rehabilitation,  claim  forms.  Annual  Income 
questionnaires,  counseling,  and  a  multitude  of  various  government 
reports. 
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Veterans  Administration 


During  1984,  many  significant  legislative  actions  took  place. 
President  Reagan  signed  "The  Veterans  Dioxin  and  Radiation  Exposure 
Compensation  Standards  Act"  HR-1961.  It  is  intended  to  assure 
compensation  to  veterans  and  their  survivors  for  disabilities  or  deaths 
related  by  scientific  and  medical  evidence  to  exposure  to  a  herbicide 
containing  dioxin  during  Vietnam  service,  or  exposure  to  Ionizing 
Radiation. 

A  class  action  suit  against  7  chemical  companies  in  the  sum  of 
$180,000,000  was  settled  out  of  court.  This  was  a  product  liability 
litigation  involving  "Agent  Orange."  Until  disbursement,  this  settlement 
is  accumulating  approximately  $61 ,000  interest  daily  at  prime  rate.  Over 
200  applications  were  distributed  in  Plymouth.  Over  20,000  applicants 
are  on  record  and  increasing. 

Increases  in  Educational  Compensation  benefits  of  10%  became 
effective  October  1,  1984  through  PL-98-525.  VA  Compensation  rates 
were  increased  by  3.5%,  PL-95-588.  A  record  insurance  dividend 
payment  of  $721 .8  million  was  distributed  in  1984  to  3.6  million  veterans 
who  kept  their  G.I.  Insurance  in  force. 

Plymouth's  veterans,  their  dependents,  gold  star  parents,  widows 
and  survivors  received  a  total  of  $3,708,051  in  Federal  funds  during  1984. 
This  pertains  to  Compensation,  Pensions,  Readjustment  Allowance, 
Vocational  Rehabilitation,  Insurance  and  Indemnities.  Other  monetary 
benefits  such  as  Educational  Benefits  are  exclusive  of  the  amount. 
Medical  services  in  several  forms  such  as  hospitalization,  dental, 
prescriptions,  etc.  exceed  another  half  million  dollars.  These  services 
were  obtained  at  the  four  available  VA  hospitals.

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Council  on  Aging 


During  1984,  Council  on  Aging  programs  developed  quality  in  the 
many  services  offered.  In  September,  we  acquired  two  student  interns 
from  Bridgewater  State  College  who  gave  15  hours  per  week  each  of 
paraprofessional  work  in  the  social  service  field.  Norma  Harrington  and 
Catherine  Nelson  contributed  much  to  our  outreach,  case  work  and 
friendly  visiting. 

Under  Older  Americans  Act  Title  III,  the  Council  on  Aging  obtained 
a  grant  for  the  social  services  of  Lee  Anderson,  Sheila  Fortes  and  Kim 
Anderson.  This  program  enabled  many  elders  to  obtain  entitlements. 
Lee  Anderson  coordinated  self-actualization  programs;  such  as,  arts 
and  crafts,  oil  painting,  quilting  and  bowling.  Shesupervised  thecollege 
intern  program,  assisted  the  Director  in  program  administration, 
organized  such  support  groups  as  the  Samaritans  and  Parkinson's,  and 
helped  many  individuals  with  problems  of  alcoholism,  abuse  and  at  risk 
situations.  Sheila  Fortes  coordinated  the  meals  on  wheels  program, 
visiting  numerous  homebound  individuals  who  requested  help  and 
developed  a  rapport  between  our  agency  and  needy  individuals.  Kim 
Anderson  came  on  the  staff  in  September  when  our  meals  on  wheels 
program,  upgraded  our  records,  and  did  extensive  visiting  of  the 
homebound.  Viola  Kessell,  our  nutrition  site  manager,  coordinated  the 
meals  served  at  our  senior  center. 

Under  the  Older  Americans  Act  Title  V  program.  Senior  Aides 
served  in  various  capacities  as  follows  when  1984  ended:  Barbara 
Ruffini,  Anna  Powers  and  Ginny  Haskins,  dispatchers.  Ginny  also 
assisted  in  the  nutrition  program  and  in  older  worker  employment. 
Joseph  Kelly  served  as  nutrition  aide;  Grace  Galaleo  and  Bernadette 
Tarjeck,  meals  on  wheels  drivers;  Lola  Johnson  and  Ruth  Fanning, 
clerical  assistants;  Virginia  Murray,  Accountant;  Edna  Sennet,  Assistant 
Accountant;  Robert  Rogers  and  Victor  Lopes,  assistants  on  the  Shuttle 
Bus.  Antonnette  Scalabrini,  Ceneva  Dicks,  Mary  Valeriani  and  John 
Ferrigno  were  enrolled  in  the  Elder  Service  Corps  assisting  in  our 
programs. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  reappointed  Genevieve  Ash,  Romeo 
Carletti,  and  Marion  Parks  to  three  year  terms  on  the  Council  on  Aging. 
Genevieve  Ash  presided  at  the  1984  session  of  the  Silver  Haired 
Legislature  as  Speaker  of  the  House.  As  a  member  of  the  Silver  Haired 
Leadership,  she  was  instrumental  in  obtaining  a  renewal  of  funding  from 
the  State  Legislature  and  a  transfer  to  the  University  of  Massachusetts 
Institute  for  Governmental  Services.  Director  of  Elder  Affairs  Christian 
Schembri  was  elected  President  of  the  Southeastern  Regional 
Association  of  Councils  on  Aging  (CIRCA)  and  was  reappointed  a 
regional  representative  of  the  state  association  of  Directors  of  Councils 
on  Aging  (MCOA).  Hope  Cole  was  reelected  Treasurer  of  Southeastern 
Regional  Association  of  Councils  on  Aging. 

The  Council  on  Aging  shuttle  buses  carried  21,226  elderly 
passengers  during  1984,  averaging  86  passengers  per  day.  The 
Plymouth  Community  nurses  by  a  financial  agreement  with  the  Council 
on  Aging  performed  1,614  units  of  service  for  the  elders.  Acting  as 
distribution  agent  for  the  Department  of  Education  government  surplus 
foods  program,  the  Council  on  Aging  distributed  cheese  and  butter  to 
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14,617  households  during  1984,  benefiting  45,403  duplicated  individuals 
of  our  local  community. 

Near  the  close  of  the  calander  year  1984,  staff  as  well  as  participants 
of  our  services  were  shocked  by  the  demise  of  two  Senior  Aides  in  our 
nutrition  program.  Betty  Leach  delivered  meals  on  wheels  to  the 
homebound  elders  of  our  town  and  served  as  nursing  home 
ombudsman;  John  Dries  washed  the  dishes  and  mopped  the  floor  of  our 
kitchen  each  day  after  the  noon  luncheon.  These  and  other  participants 
of  our  Senior  Center  who  departed  this  life  during  1984  will  not  be 
forgotten.  To  them,  we  dedicate  this  report. 


Conservation  Commission 

The  Conservation  Commission  held  many  public  hearings,  issued 
permits  for  wetlands  related  construction,  placed  several  cease  and 
desist  orders  and  inspected  all  work  for  which  we  had  issued  permits. 
Additionally,  our  efforts  on  pond  and  water  supply  purity  have 
intensified. 

We  solicited  a  groundwater  study  to  compliment  our  in-depth 
aquifer  report.  In  pond  related  business,  the  Commission  provided 
extensive  water  quality  data  and  assistance  to  the  Division  of  Fish  and 
Wildlife  in  treating  Lout,  Fresh,  Big  Sandy  and  College  Ponds  with 
limestone  to  counteract  acid  rain  problems. 

In  cooperation  with  the  Mass.  National  Heritage  Program,  the 
Commission  aided  in  identifying  and  protecting  the  rare  and 
endangered  plant  and  animal  species  that  appear  in  many  sections  of  the 
Town. 

Finally,  the  Commission  completed  in  conjunction  with  the  U.S. 
Dept.  of  Agriculture,  (Soil  Conservation  Service),  Phase  III  of  the 
Plymouth  Beach  Coastal  Dune  Stabilization  Project.  This  phase  will 
include  planting  over  8,000  beach  grass  plants  to  reduce  erosion  on  the 
Eel  River  bank;  associated  regrading  and  the  installation  of  a  rock  chute 
for  the  purpose  of  correcting  drainage  problems  in  the  adjacent  Town 
Parking  lot;  and  the  installation  of  fencing  on  the  slope  of  the  Eel  River 
bank  to  protect  planted  areas. 

In  the  past  the  Commission  has  always  developed  programs  with  the 
youth  in  the  area  to  educate  them  in  good  environmental  practices.  PCIS 
teacher  and  associate  Conservation  Commissioner,  Judy  Bradley 
provided  us  with  students  for  the  "annual  pond  clean-up  week".  Over  the 
years  the  Commission  has  donated  boots,  rakes,  rowboats,  etc.  for  the 
annual  activity.  The  students  cleaned  the  Town  Brook  area  this  year.

At  this  time  plans  are  under  review  for  the  addition  of  19  new 
systems  in  the  coming  year. 

The  Plymouth  Fire  Department  is  participating  in  a  county  wide 
program  to  modify  all  radio  equipment  for  operation  in  a  continuous 
tone  coded  squelch  mode.  This  program  is  costly  and  time  consuming 
and  is  being  spread  over  a  3  year  period.  The  purpose  is  to  eliminate 
interfering  signals  and  thereby  reduce  operator  fatigue  and  enhance  the 
overall  operation.  This  program  must  be  carried  outsimultaneously  with 
other  communities  throughout  the  county. 

We  are  still  looking  forward  to  the  acquisition  of  computerized 
dispatcher  aid  and  records  keeping  systems  to  relieve  the  ever 
increasing  workload  on  the  fire  alarm  operators. 

Much  assistance  has  been  rendered  to  this  division  by  other 
members  of  the  Fire  Department  without  whose  help  many  projects 
would  remain  incomplete.

The  Plymouth  Police  Department  continues  its  efforts  to  curtail 
narcotic  trafficking  in  the  Town  of  Plymouth.  Through  a  grant  received 
from  the  New  England  State  Police  Information  Network  (NESPIN),  this 
department  has  been  able  to  make  new  inroads  into  narcotic  trafficking 
and  32  narcotic  related  arrests  have  been  made  since  the  inception  of  the 
program  in  September  1984. 

This  department  received  a  WANG  PC  computer  from  the  office  of 
Plymouth  County  District  Attorney  William  C.  O'Malley.  The  purchase  of 
this  system  was  made  possible  through  legislation  which  provides  for 
the  use  of  money  seized,  and  sale  of  items  seized,  during  drug  arrests  to 
be  used  for  the  purchase  of  items  to  assist  law  enforcement  agencies  in 
their  pursuit  of  illegal  narcotic  trafficking.

The  annual  Blessing  of  the  Fleet  and  the  Fish  Bash  along  the 
waterfront  were  again  held  and  were  a  great  success.  The  Commercial 
Fishermen's  Assoc.  and  The  Plymouth  County  Extension  Service 
deserve  all  the  credit  for  the  success  of  these  two  projects. 

An  area  with  a  good  supply  of  scallops  was  located  and  opened  to 
local  residents.  Both  commercial  and  family  use  permits  were  issued  to 
allow  the  harvesting  of  scallops. 

Whale  Watching  boats  and  party  boats  had  another  good  year 
mainly  because  of  the  good  weather  conditions  during  the  season.  The 
lobster  boats  had  a  very  slow  year  except  for  late  August,  when  fishing 
picked  a  little  to  offset  a  bad  year.  The  fishing  draggers  reported  an 
average  to  a  poor  season.  The  draggers  have  had  to  go  outside  of  Cape 
Cod  Bay  because  of  a  scarcity  of  fish  in  this  area. 

Unfortunately  two  large  vessels  sunk  in  the  harborthisyear  causing 
a  slight  oil  spill  which  was  quickly  contained.  One,  a  65'  towboat  was 
quickly  lifted  and  removed  from  the  harbor.  The  second  one  is  a  75'  clam 
boat  which  is  still  sunk  in  the  Federal  Channel  and  is  scheduled  to  be 
removed  this  early  spring.

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Office  of  Emergency  Preparedness 


The  Office  of  Civil  Defense  and  Emergency  Preparedness  is  located 
in  the  basement  of  Memorial  Hall,  83  Court  St.,  Plymouth.  This  location 
was  chosen  for  security  and  survival  reasons. 

The  telephone  number  is  746-4186. 

In  the  event  of  any  emergency  declared  by  the  Plymouth  Board  of 
Selectmen  (or  higher  authority),  the  Office  of  Civil  Defense  and 
Emergency  Preparedness  (OEP/CD)  will  become  operational  on  a  full- 
time  basis.  It  is  presently  manned  by  a  permanent,  part-time  secretary 
two  days  a  week  (Monday  and  Thursdays)  between  10:00  a.m.  and  1:00 
p.m. 

Mr.  J.  Douglas  Hadfield,  the  present  Director,  was  appointed  by  the 
Plymouth  Board  of  Selectmen  for  the  term  beginning  24  July  1984 
through  30  June  1985. 

This  department  is  the  town  agency  responsible  for  the 
coordination  of  all  town  departments  and  resources  in  times  of  disaster, 
natural  or  man-made.  In  the  event  of  an  incident  at  the  Pilgrim  Nuclear 
Power  Station  (PNPS),  this  office  will  be  responsible  for  the  orderly 
evacuation,  if  necessary,  of  any  town  residents  that  may  be  affected  by 
the  incident. 

The  Radiological  Emergency  Response  Plan  (RERP),  adopted  by 
the  Plymouth  Board  of  Selectmen  on  1  January  1980,  is  now  in  effect. 
(Revisions  occur  in  the  plan,  on  an  "as  required"  basis  to  update  changes 
in  pertinent  information.  The  adoption  of  a  reentry  plan  for  the  Town  of 
Plymouth  has  been  implemented  during  the  course  of  this  year.)  This 
plan  calls  for  a  number  of  different  protective  actions,  such  as  staying 
home,  sheltering  or  evacuation  of  any  portion  of  or  all  of  the  population 
within  a  ten  (10)  mile  radius  of  the  Pilgrim  Nuclear  Power  Station  should 
conditions  warrantthis  protection  action.  Italso  describes,  in  detail,  how 
each  town  department  (or  other  agencies)  shall  respond  and  what  their 
duties  are  during  this  period. 

The  annual  Boston  Edison  Emergency  Mini  Drill  was  held  on  August 
15  of  this  year.  The  observers  found  no  fault  with  Plymouth's  reaction  to 
the  drill.  Also,  we  took  part  as  observers  in  the  Jordan  Hospital  Boston 
Emergency  drill  on  December  5,  1984. 

In  the  Fall  of  this  year  we  were  involved  in  preparing  the  necessary 
paper  work  to  be  considered  for  the  Federal  Emergency  Management 
Assistance  (EMA)  Program.  This  program  would  reimburse  the  Town  of 
Plymouth  a  percentage  of  money  spent  on  Civil  Defense  and  Emergency 
Preparedness.  We  are  awaiting  a  response  to  our  application  at  this  time. 

Also,  the  Selectmen  have  approved  a  study  to  consider  the 
feasibility  of  moving  the  Office  of  Emergency  Preparedness  to  the 
Plymouth  Airport. 

COMMUNICATIONS 

The  Emergency  Operations  Center  (EOC)  continues  to  improve. 
The  Center  has  a  radio  room  that  is  capable  of  two-way  radio 
communications  between  the  Center  and  the  Plymouth  Police,  Fire  and 
Department  of  Public  Works.  We  have  also  developed  a  radio  system  that 
allows  us  to  maintain  communications  with  the  Massachusetts  Civil 
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Defense  Agency  and  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Public  Health 
through  either  the  RACES  (Radio  Amateur  Civil  Emergency  Service)  or 
the  Massachusetts  Executive  Department  frequencies.  This  capability 
was  funded,  in  part,  by  State  monies. 

In  November  of  1982,  the  Town  Siren/Notification  System  became 
fully  operational.  This  system  is  regulated  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  is  activated  at  their  request  only.  Actual  control  is  from  the  Central 
Fire  Station  Operations  Room. 

VOLUNTEERS 

As  always,  we  are  in  need  of  volunteers  for  all  phases  of  our 
operations.  Without  volunteers  and  their  continued  support,  the  Office 
of  Civil  Defense  and  Emergency  Preparedness  (OEP/CD)  cannot 
function  in  the  manner  for  which  the  United  States,  through  FEMA  (the 
Federal  Emergency  Management  Agency,)  and  the  Massachusetts  Civil 
Defense  Agency  created  it. 
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Building  Department 


1984  was  an  unbelievable  year  in  the  Building  and  Zoning 
Department.  Building  permits  were  up  approximately  20%  over  last  year. 
Wiring  and  Plumbing  was  up  approximately  the  same.  We  issued  432 
building  permits  for  single  family  houses  alone.  This  total  was  176  more 
single  family  houses  than  in  1983.  In  total  the  Building  Department 
issued  over  6,856  permits.  In  1983  we  issued  5,400.  There  were  over 
11,000  inspections  made.  The  revenue  that  the  Building  Department 
brought  in  this  year  was  amazing.  This  year  we  brought  in  over  $21 9,000. 
In  1983  we  brought  in  $155,800.  This  is  an  increase  of  $64,200. 

With  the  new  trend  in  the  number  of  permits  being  issued,  I  would 
say  that  Plymouth's  growth  is  on  the  rise  again.  Our  total  budget  in  1983 
was  $191,000.  We  brought  in  revenue  exceeding  $219,000.  As  you  can 
see  the  Building  Department  is  now  self  sufficient.  Needless  to  say,  1985 
is  going  to  be  another  big  year,  with  the  way  interest  rates  are  dropping. 
The  money  taken  in,  the  amount  of  permits  issued  and  the  inspections 
done  this  year  could  not  have  been  accomplished  without  the  dedication 
and  hard  work  of  the  people  of  this  department.  I  would  personally  like  to 
thank  them. 

In  closing,  let  me  issue  an  invitation  to  the  citizens  of  Plymouth  to 
address  their  questions  or  concerns  at  any  time.  This  department  works 
best  protecting  the  citizen's  interests  and  safety,  when  the  public  is  well 
informed.

This  commitment  is 
implemented  through  activities  including,  but  not  limited  to,  direct 
service  to  the  acutely  ill,  health  counselling,  guidance  and  education 
programs,  postpartum  and  well  child  clinics,  communicable  disease 
follow-up,  tuberculosis  screening  and  monitoring  and  immunizations 
programs.  These  activities  and  programs  are  provided  in  the  home,  at 
the  PCNA  office  and  in  community  based  clinics. 

In  addition,  the  Early  Childbearing  Program,  which  is  funded  by  the 
Massachusetts  Department  of  Social  Services,  the  Southeastern 
Chapter  of  the  March  of  Dimes,  the  Old  Colony  United  Way  and  in 
partnership  agreement  with  the  Plymouth  Board  of  Health,  provides 
social  and  nursing  services  to  the  pregnant  and  parenting  adolescent 
population.

There  was  a  twenty-four  (24)  percent  increase  in  total  activities  from 
1983  to  1984.  The  most  significant  increases  occurred  in  the  areas  of 
acute  home  visits,  immunizations,  health  guidance  and  bereavement 
visits.  These  increases  reflect  the  dynamics  of  population  change  and 
growth.  Such  factors  as  the  increase  in  the  degree  of  illness  of  the 
homebound  individual  and  the  increase  in  the  number  of  dependent 
persons  in  the  general  population,  both  children  and  elderly,  suggest 
that  the  increase  in  services  will  continue  in  1985. 
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Plymouth  County 
Mosquito  Control  Project 

The  Commissioners  of  the  Plymouth  County  Mosquito  Control 
Project  are  pleased  to  submit  thefollowing  report  of  ouractivities  during 
1984. 

The  Project  is  a  special  district  created  by  the  State  Legislature  in 
1957,  that  is  now  composed  of  21  Plymouth  County  towns,  the  City  of 
Brockton,  and  the  Town  of  Cohasset  in  Norfolk  County.  The  Project  is  a 
regional  response  to  a  regional  problem  and  provides  a  way  of 
organizing  specialized  equipment,  specially  trained  employees,  and 
mosquito  control  professionals  into  a  single  agency  with  a  broad 
geographical  area  of  responsibility.  The  Project  continues  to  provide 
environmentally  sound  mosquito  control  at  no  increase  in  per  capita 
cost. 

1984  was  a  year  of  transition.  Gary  Benzon,  Superintendent  of  the 
Project  for  nearly  four  years,  left  to  pursue  a  PhD  at  North  Carolina  State 
University.  He  was  replaced  by  Dr.  Kenneth  Ludlam,  a  native  bay  stater 
formerly  associated  with  Maryland  mosquito  control  programs;  who  is 
aided  by  Assistant  Superintendent  Michael  King,  a  Delaware  mosquito 
control  veteran;  and  by  an  able,  experienced,  and  knowledgeable  staff  of 
foremen,  inspectors,  and  support  personnel. 

1984  was  also  a  year  of  repeat  challenges.  The  Project  was  again 
tested  by  an  increased  threat  of  the  mosquito  transmitted  disease 
Eastern  Equine  Encephalitis  (EEE).  The  Project  responded  by 
increasing  the  level  of  control  and  by  targeting  areas  of  highest  risk. 
Additional  costs  for  overtime  and  insecticide  are  to  be  funded  by  a 
special  appropriation  and  not  charged  to  member  towns.  The  recurrent 
problem  of  EEE  in  Southeastern  Massachusetts  has  led  to  increased 
cooperation  between  the  Project  and  the  Massachusetts  Department  of 
Public  Health. 

1984's  new  challenges  included  the  addition  of  the  Town  of 
Marshfield,  which  became  part  of  the  Project  in  July.  Control  activities 
were  targeted  at  the  adult  mosquitoes  until  late  in  the  season  when  most 
of  the  larval  development  sites  were  finally  catalogued.  More  emphasis 
on  control  of  the  mosquitoes  in  the  larval  stage  can  be  expected  in  this 
town  next  year. 

Again  this  year  with  the  aid  of  a  computer  the  figures  specific  to  the 
town  of  Plymouth  are  given  below.  While  mosquitoes  do  not  respect 
town  lines  the  information  given  below  does  provide  a  tally  of  the 
activities  which  have  had  the  greatest  impact  on  the  health  and  comfort 
of  Plymouth  residents. 

1.  Insecticide  Application.  45,274  acres  were  treated  by  using 
truck  mounted  sprayers  for  control  of  adult  mosquitoes.  More  than  one 
application  was  made  to  the  same  site  if  mosquitoes  reinvaded  the  area. 
The  first  treatments  were  made  in  May  and  the  last  in  September.  The 
use  of  quiet  electric  sprayers  has  ended  completely  complaints  about 
noise. 

Our  greatest  effort  has  been  targeted  at  mosquitoes  in  the  larval 
stage,  which  can  be  found  in  woodland  pools,  swamps,  marshes,  and 
other  standing  water  areas.  Inspectors  continually  gather  data  on  these 
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sites  and  treat  with  highly  specific  larvicides  when  immature  mosquitoes 
are  present.  Last  year  a  total  of  891  inspections  were  made  to  165 
catalogued  breeding  sites  totaling  308  acres. 

Finally,  a  total  of  2,652  treatments  were  made  to  storm  sewer  catch 
basins  to  prevent  mosquito  production  in  this  man  made  habitat. 

2.  Water  Mangement.  During  1984,  crews  removed  blockages, 
brush  and  other  obstructions  from  1,200  linear  feet  of  ditches  and 
streams  to  prevent  overflows  or  stagnation  that  can  result  in  mosquito 
breeding.  This  work  together  with  machine  reclamation  is  most  often 
carried  out  in  the  fall  and  winter. 

We  encourage  citizens  or  municipal  officials  to  call  our  office  for 
information  about  mosquitoes,  mosquito-borne  diseases,  control 
practices,  or  any  other  matters  of  concern.

JUNE  4,  1984 

New  Superintendent  of  Schools  takes  office. 

JUNE  27,  1984 

Amendment  Number  V  to  the  Regional  Agreement  approved  by 
Plymouth  Town  Meeting. 

Approval  by  Plymouth  Town  Meeting  of  debt  authorization  of 
$25,000,000  and  $14,000,000  by  the  Plymouth-Carver  Regional  District 
School  Committee  for  the  purpose  of  financing  costs  of  constructing, 
equipping  and  furnishing  two  new  schools:  (1 )  a  comprehensive  Grades 
9-12  high  school  with  vocational  facilities  to  be  located  in  Plymouth;  and 
(2)  a  comprehensive  secondary  school,  grades  7-12,  to  be  located  in 
Carver. 

JUNE  28,  1984 

Approval  of  Amendment  Number  V  and  debt  authorization  by 
Carver  Town  Meeting. 

JULY  14,  1984 

Approval  by  referendum  in  Plymouth  that  the  Town  "be  allowed  to 
exempt  from  the  provisions  of  Proposition  Two  and  One-Half,  so-called, 
the  amounts  required  to  pay  for  the  bond  issued  in  order  to  construct, 
equip  and  furnish  a  new  regional  comprehensive  high  school  with 
vocational  facilities  to  be  located  in  the  Town  of  Plymouth  and  a  new 
regional  school  to  accommodate  pupils  in  grades  seven  through  twelve 
to  be  located  in  the  Town  of  Carver.

Due  to  new  legislation  on  school  construction  (HB63),  the  level  of 
State  reimbursement  for  this  project  will  be  approximately  $10,000,000 
more  than  previously  anticipated. 

The  Regional  School  Committee  is  pleased  to  be  able  to  report  the 
progress  noted  above  on  its  long  needed  solution  to  its  school  space 
problems. 
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At  the  present  time  the  Regional  School  Building  Comnnittee, 
chaired  by  Dr.  Richard  Ehrlich,  is  busy  reviewing  specifications  and  bid 
proposals  for  the  new  school  in  Plymouth.  The  facility  is  planned  for 
completion  sometime  in  the  Fall  of  1986. 

The  continued  supportof  the  citizens  of  Plymouth  will  guarantee  the 
success  of  this  project  as  well  as  our  ongoing  efforts  to  ensure

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Annual  Report  of  the  Principal 
of  the  Plymouth-Carver 
Intermediate  School 

The  Plymouth-Carver  Intermediate  School  opened  in  September 
1984  with  an  enrollment  of  1640  students.  Curriculum  offerings  were 
increased  in  grades  8  and  9,  thereby  engaging  students  in  classroom 
curriculum  95%  of  the  academic  day. 

The  Art  Partnership  "Meet  Mr.  Shakespear"  offered  to  ourSth  grade 
students  is  enthusiastically  received  by  both  students  and  community. 
Each  8-week  session  provides  a  theatrical  and  writing  experience  that 
brings  a  new  and  innovative  approach  to  the  life  and  times  of  Elizabethan 
England. 

The  Science  Fair,  Pilgrim  Science,  84,  has  many  more  participants 
and  programs  than  those  of  previous  years.  Five  Plymouth-Carver 
School  District  students  have  placed  first  in  regional  and  state  fairs.  All 
entries  reflect  the  various  science  fields  and  students  documented 
research. 

A  School  Psychologist  is  now  permanently  based  at  the 
Intermediate  School  to  assist  a  chairman  of  the  Evaluation  Team  and 
offer  services  to  students  in  the  various  special  needs  programs. 

A  curriculum  review  has  indicated  a  need  to  bolster  the  area  of 
computer  skills.  This  need  becam.e  apparent  as  students  progress  from 
the  elementary  levels  where  computers  are  used  as  part  of  classroom 
instruction  to  the  secondary  level  where  a  void  now  exists. 

The  projection  enrollment  for  school  year,  1985-86  indicates  an 
increase  of  grade  10  students  at  the  intermediate  school  due  to  larger 
class  sizes  in  grades  11  and  12  at  Plymouth-Carver  High  School. 

The  students  and  faculty  are  commended  for  their  understanding 
and  positive  attitude  that  result  in  learning  and  orderliness  in  an 
overcrowded  situation.  We  will  continue  to  serve  the  students  of 
Plymouth  and  Carver  in  a  most  professional  manner. 
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Annual  Report  of  the  Principal 
of  the  Plymouth-Carver 
High  School 

Plymouth-Carver  High  School  is  a  four-year  comprehensive  high 
school.  However,  since  1975,  we  havebeen  unabletoservethetotal  high 
school  population  in  a  single  facility.  For  the  last  three  years  the  high 
school  building  has  housed  all  of  grades  1 1  and  12  and  a  percentage  of 
grade  10.  the  remaining  portion  of  grade  10  and  all  of  grade  9  have  been 
located  at  Plymouth-Carver  Intermediate  School.  An  additional  wing  of 
14  portable  classrooms  was  built  and  occupied  in  September  1984.  This 
has  allowed  a  higher  percentage  of  Sophomores  to  attend  classes  at  the 
high  school  building  and  has  provided  for  greater  flexibility  in 
scheduling  courses  elected  by  students. 

Despite  this  obstacle,  Plymouth-Carver  High  School  has  a 
successful  record  of  serving  its  students.  Through  the  efforts  of  a 
dedicated  and  committed  staff,  the  curricular  program  is  characterized 
by  high  quality  and  excellence. 

Even  though  the  high  school  grades  have  been  located  in  two 
separate  buildings,  a  mandate  from  the  community,  the  Plymouth- 
Carver  Regional  School  Committee,  and  the  educators  has  resulted  in  a 
full  four-year  high  school  program  in  which  all  take  pride.  This  has  been 
accomplished  through  the  leadership  of  the  high  school  administration; 
the  cooperation  of  the  intermediate  school  administrators;  the  curricular 
efforts  of  department  chairpersons  and  coordinators;  the  support  and 
encouragement  of  the  central  office  administration  and  Plymouth- 
Carver  Regional  School  Committee;  and  thecooperation  and  assistance 
of  students,  parents,  and  other  community  members. 

The  previous  school  year  brought  with  it  a  new  Principal  for 
Plymouth-Carver  High  School.  This  year  a  new  Vice-Principal  was 
appointed.  The  team-concept  of  administration  initiated  last  year  was 
continued.  This  administrative  structure  led  the  way  to  innovative 
thinking  and  positive  changes  which  reflect  the  input  of  students, 
parents,  and  teachers. 

An  emphasis  on  achievement  and  excellence  is  the  school's  focus. 
In  conjunction  with  this,  a  number  of  changes  were  instituted. 
Promotion  and  graduation  requirements  were  increased.  A  differential 
course  weighing  system  was  adopted.  This  system  is  designed  to 
encourage  students  to  select  courses  which  most  appropriately 
challenge  their  abilities.  Eligibility  requirements  for  participating  in  the 
Co-Curricular  Program  (including  the  Interscholastic  Sports  Program) 
were  increased.  A  minimum  cumulative  arithmetic  average  of  70  is 
required.  The  "Student  and  Parent  Handbook"  was  completely  revised 
with  input  from  students,  parents,  teachers,  and  administrators.  It 
includes  a  complete  set  of  rules  and  regulations  governing  the  school 
and  serves  as  a  guide  for  student  success.  The  "Handbook"  reflects  the 
concern  of  the  community  and  the  staff  that  the  school  be  characterized 
by  order  and  excellence. 

The  emphasis  on  achievement  and  excellence  resulted  in  numerous 
advances  academically. 
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The  Business  Education  Department  continued  its  program  to 
improve  curriculum,  acquire  technologically  current  equipment,  and 
meet  the  ever-changing  needs  of  business. 

The  English  Department  continued  its  commitment  to  the 
development  of  writing  skills,  and  refocused  attention  on  oral  language 
skill  development  as  well.  The  Department  received,  for  the  second 
consecutive  year,  a  Commendation  for  Excellence  from  the  National 
Council  of  Teachers  of  English  based  on  the  winning  performance  of 
two  students  in  the  National  Achievement  Awards  in  Writing 
Competition. 

The  Foreign  Language  Department  expanded  its  language  offerings 
to  include  Italian,  Portuguese,  and  Russian.  In  addition,  theorganization 
of  language  classes  was  ordered  into  Advanced  Placement,  Honors, 
Preparatory,  and  Standard  Division.  A  new  Chairperson  was  appointed 
to  lead  the  Department. 

Through  its  Culinary  Arts  Program,  the  Home  Economics 
Department  operated  a  mini-restaurant  and  bakery  with  students 
planning,  preparing,  serving,  and  evaluating  the  program.  A  foods 
program  for  the  elderly  was  begun.  It  was  federally  funded. 

The  Mathematics  Department  instituted  a  new  course,  Competency 
Mathematics,  to  address  the  needs  of  students  who  did  not  pass  the 
State  Minimum  Competency  Test.  In  addition,  students  entered  the 
Olympiad  Mathematics  Exam  and  the  American  High  School 
Mathematics  Exam. 

A  new  Chairperson  was  appointed  to  lead  the  Physical  Education 
Department.  Improvement  in  co-educational  curricular  programs  and 
.staff  development  were  stressed. 

The  Reading  Department  expanded  its  service  to  students  in  both 
remedial  and  developmental  reading  courses.  The  Department  also 
administered  the  State  Competency  Test  in  Reading. 

The  Science  Department  added  Advanced  Placement  Chemistry  to 
its  curricular  program.  The  Department  also  began  the  Academic 
Competition  Team  (ACT  I). 

The  Social  Studies  Department  stressed  a  global  and  multi-ethnic 
approach  to  learning.  It  also  emphasized  learning  from  community 
resources  in  Plymouth  and  Carver. 

The  Special  Needs  Department  expanded  its  curriculum  to  include 
three  years  of  science,  the  content  for  these  courses  is  designed  to 
increase  each  student's  knowledge  of  basic  scientific  concepts  related 
to  everyday  living. 

The  Jobs  for  Bay  State  Graduates  (JBSG)  Program  was  instituted. 
JBSG  is  a  program  providing  guidance  in  job  preparation,  placement, 
and  retention  for  seniors  who  have  chosen  to  enter  the  labor  force 
immediately  upon  graduation. 

The  school  library  was  expanded  and  reorganized  into  a 
Communications  and  Information  Center  (CIC)  with  library  materials, 
instructional  media  materials  and  equipment,  a  Computer  Center,  and 
as  Curriculum  Resource  Center.  With  the  Commputer  Center  as  a 
component,  the  CIC  entered  the  technological  age. 

A  new  Coordinator  was  appointed  to  lead  the  Guidance 
Department.  The  Department  continued  to  expand  its  services  to

students.  In  its  compilation  of  statistics  for  the  Class  of  1984  the 
following  was  reported:  56%  of  the  class  opted  for  further  education 
beyond  high  school  with  32%  accepted  at  four-year  colleges;  36 
students  joined  the  military  service;  and  36%  entered  the  work  force. 
Members  of  the  Class  of  1984  were  supported  by  $72,000  in  scholarship 
aid  from  Carver  and  Plymouth  donors. 

The  high  school  extra-curricular  program  offered  a  variety  of 
opportunities  for  students.  Many  students  were  involved  in  AFS,  Art 
Club,  Band,  Chamber  Singers  and  Concert  Choir,  Chess  Club,  Dean's 
Council,  Drama  Club,  Foreign  Language  Club,  Future  Teachers  Club, 
and  Girls  Athletic  Association.  Also  active  were  the  LIT  Magazine, 
Math/Science  Club,  Medical  Careers  Club,  National  Honor  Society,  the 
Eagle,  Student  Council,  and  the  Yearbook.  Both  the  Junior  and  Senior 
Classes  had  an  event-filled  year. 

Plymouth-Carver  athletic  teams  enjoyed  a  successful  year  also.  In 
the  Spring  of  1984  the  baseball  team  was  the  Old  Colony  league  co- 
champion.  The  team  also  qualified  for  the  South  Sectional  Baseball 
Tournament.  In  the  Fall  of  1984  the  boys  and  girlssoccerteamsqualified 
for  the  South  Sectional  Soccer  Tournaments.  In  addition,  the  football 
team  was  the  Old  Colony  League  champion  and  the  Eastern 
Massachusetts  Division  II  Super  Bowl  Champion. 

With  the  support  of  the  Plymouth-Carver  Regional  School 
Committee,  and  the  dedication  of  a  competent  professional  and  support 
staff,  we  can  continue  to  point  with  pride  to  Plymouth-Carver  High 
School.

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130  Court  Street  Committee 


We  submit  the  following  report  on  130  Court  Street  Committee  for 
1984. 

Each  meeting  of  the  130  Court  Street  Committee  deals  with  the 
concerns  of  our  tenants;  requests  from  new  rental  applicants,  parking 
problems,  meeting  rooms,  signs,  etc.,  and  how  to  continue  130  Court 
Street  as  a  viable,  lively  and  happy  community  center.  Not  only  for  our 
Senior  Citizens  but  for  all  the  varied  elements  in  the  building. 

Meetings  with  Maria  White  of  the  Plymouth  Industrial  Commission 
have  been  very  fruitful.  Suggestions  on  marketing  the  building, 
reasonable  rentals  vis-a-vis  the  expense  of  running  130  Court  Street 
were  discussed.  We  hope  to  continue  these  meetings  in  light  of  our 
desire  to  keep  130  Court  Street  as  self  sufficient  as  possible.  The  130 
Court  Street  Buildings  are  being  registered  with  the  Historical 
Commission. 

However  some  things  are  not  as  well  as  they  might  be. 

Early  this  year  (February)  the  status  and  condition  of  130  Court 
Street  (Rear)  occupied  at  this  time  by  elements  of  the  School 
Department  come  under  scrutiny.  Some  damage  had  been  done.  A  letter 
was  sent  to  the  Plymouth-Carver  Regional  School  Committee  regarding 
this  situation.  The  letter  was  dated  March  5,  1984. 

The  parking  situation  at  130  Court  Street  continues  to  be  a  delicate 
and  awkward  situation. 

It  has  also  been  discovered  that  several  of  our  tenants  are  in  arrears 
with  their  rent.  A  more  efficient  method  of  dealing  with  this  lapse  must  be 
worked  out  with  the  Committee  and  Town  Hall,  if  we  are  to  keep  130 
Court  Street  on  a  paying  basis. 

We  hope  that  the  committee  may  call  upon  you  for  ideas  and 
suggestions  and  have  your  assurance  of  continued  support  and  co- 
operation. 
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Personnel  Board 


The  Plymouth  Personnel  Board  that  operated  during  1984  was 
different  in  composition  and  philosophy  from  Bpards  of  Previous  years. 

Member  R.  Dorothy  Canucci  resigned  after  many  years  of 
distinguished  service  in  1983,  to  be  replaced  by  Thomas  Stevenson.  In 
November  of  1984  Mr.  Stevenson  resigned,  and  the  Board  welcomed  Mr. 
Ronald  Fitch,  a  man  widely  experienced  in  municipal  process,  as  its 
newest  member.  Yvonne  Rezendes  also  resigned  in  1983  after  many 
years  of  dedicated  service,  to  be  replaced  by  Marsha  Silva,  a  former 
Town  Employee. 

The  Board  elected  Ms.  Silva  as  Chairman  for  1984-85,  Theodore 
Curtain  serves  as  vice-chairman,  and  Edward  Santos  and  Alfred  Lopresti 
complete  the  membership  of  the  Board. 

In  the  response  to  the  ongoing  needs  of  Town  employees,  the  Board 
instituted  and  has  maintained  a  firm  monthly  meeting  schedule.  The 
Board's  meetings,  usually  conducted  the  3rd  Monday  of  each  month, 
ensure  prompt  response  to  the  Department  Head's  personnel  requests. 
During  1984  meetings,  the  Board  continued  to  work  with  department 
heads  correcting  clerical  classifications  perceived  to  be  inaccurately 
rated  during  the  total  reorganization  of  the  clerical  salary  schedule.  It  is 
believed  that  this  task  is  finally  completed. 

The  Board  met  thisyearwith  William  Griffin,  Executive  Secretary  for 
the  Town  of  Plymouth.  It  is  intended  that  this  become  an  annual  event.  It 
is  important  for  the  Personnel  Board  to  conduct  this  type  of  information 
exchange  forum  and  discuss  its  funciton  and  operational  policies  with 
the  Executive  Secretary. 

The  Personnel  Board  looks  eagerly  forward  to  the  coming  year  and 
the  many  challenges  and  opportunities  it  will  hold.  The  board  will 
continue  its  practice  of  assisting  the  Town  in  recruiting  the  most  skilled 
and  talented  newemployees foravailable  positions.  Moreover,  we  intend 
to  continue  to  support  the  town  departments  in  retaining  the  highly 
trained  and  dedicated  staff  currently  in  our  employ.

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Clam  Warden's  Report 


I  report  that  I  have  not  encountered  any  problems  with  people  in  the 
digging  and  harvesting  of  shellfish,  such  as  clams,  scallops,  razor  clams 
or  quahogs  on  any  area,  contaminated  or  non-contaminated,  during  the 
year. 

I  am  concerned  with  the  way  work  is  being  done  in  dragging  for 
mussels  in  the  inner  harbor  area  of  the  Cordage  Park  and  the  Jesse  Boat 
Yard. 

My  observations  find  that  dragging  for  mussels  has  caused 
problems  due  to  the  shifting  of  sand,  silt,  loose  mussels,  etc.,  since  the 
tide  runs  from  north  to  the  south  in  this  area.  This  causes  the  articles  in 
question  to  flow  and  fill  into  the  boat  yard's  licensed  dredged  pit.  I  feel 
that  dragging  in  this  area  should  be  stopped  by  the  mussel  men. 
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JOHN  J.  ALMEIDA,  1930-1985 

Appointed  to  the  Plymouth  Police  Department  in  1 958,  John  served  with 
distinction  as  a  patrolman  until  his  retirement  in  1974.

G)  — That  the  required  lot  width  is  met  at  the  building  line;  and 

H)  — That  no  more  than  25%  of  the  required  area  of  the  lot  is 

included  within  the  reduced  frontage  portion  of  the  lot.] 

5)  — 700%  of  the  lot  area  required  for  the  zoning 

district  or  a  minimum  of  25,000  square  feet 
whichever  is  greater  is  included  behind  the 
nearest  parallel  line  to  the  street  which  first  meets 
the  minimum  full  lot  width  requirements. 

6 )  —  The  reduced  width  portion,  as  measured  from  the 

street  line  to  the  nearest  parallel  line  to  the  street 
which  first  meets  the  minimum  full  lot  width 
requirements,  is  500  feet  or  less  in  length. 
Lengths  greater  than  500  feet  shall  require  the 
submission  of  a  supplementary  plan  which 
shows  the  proposed  location,  construction  and 
profile  of  the  driveway  to  provide  access  to  the 
building  area  of  the  lot.  Said  driveway  shall  be 
designed  and  constructed  for  the  full  length  to 
the  following  minimum  standards: 

—  The  access  drive  shall  be  constructed 
to  a  width  of  16  feet  with  6  inches  of 
compacted  binding  gravel. 

—  The  grade  of  the  access  drive  shall 
not  exceed  10%. 

—  When,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Planning 
Board,  site  conditions  such  as 
topography,  slope  or  shape  warrant, 
a  drainage  analysis  shall  be 
submitted  and  approved  by  the  Town 
Engineer  prior  to  the  endorsement  of 
the  plan  by  the  Planning  Board. 

And  further  provided  that  the  Building  Inspector  shall  require  the  access 
drive  to  be  constructed  prior  to  the  issuance  of  a  Certificate  of 
Occupancy.

Yard  Front  —  a  yard  extending  between  side  lot  lines  across  the  front  of  a 
lot  adjoining  a  public  street;  except  in  the  case  of  lots  with  reduced 
frontage  in  accordance  with  Section  300.10,  the  front  yard  line  shall  be 
measured  [from  the  nearest  parallel  line  to  the  street  which  first  meets 
the  minimum  lot  width  requirements,]  at  right  angles  from  the  nearest 
common  property  line. 

In  any  required  front  yard,  no  fence  or  wall  shall  be  permitted  which 
materially  impedes  vision  across  such  yard  above  the  height  of  six  feet. 

In  the  case  of  through  lots,  unless  the  prevailing  front  yard  pattern  on 
adjoining  lots  indicated  otherwise,  front  yards  shall  be  provided  on  all 
frontages. 

In  the  case  of  corner  lots  a  front  yard  of  the  required  depth  shall  be 
provided  in  accordance  with  the  prevailing  yard  pattern  and  a  second 
front  yard  of  half  the  depth  required  generally  for  front  yards  in  the 
district  shall  be  provided  on  the  other  frontage. 

Depth  of  required  front  yards  shall  be  measured  at  right  angles  to  a 
straight  line  joining  the  foremost  points  of  the  side  lot  lines.

The  upgrading  of  the  library  director  is  being  recommended  due  to 
the  fact  that  it  was  felt  that  changes  in  duties  and  responsibilities 
warranted  a  higher  pay  scale  for  this  position. 

The  deletion  of  "Fire  Chief"  does  not  eliminate  the  position  from  the 
By-Law,  but  deletes  the  pay  grade  of  F-5  since  it  has  been  replaced  in 
Schedule  B  pay  grade  as  S-22. 

The  Meterperson  is  a  new  position  being  added  and  will  be  under  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  Police  Chief.  This  position  will  involve  responsibility 
for  maintenance  of  all  parking  meters  and  collection  of  meter  receipts  for 
the  Town  of  Plymouth. 

The  positions  of  Park  Police  Officer-days  and  Park  Police  Officer- 
nights  are  being  deleted  and  incorporated  into  one  position  of  Park 
Police  Officer.  This  is  a  summer  position  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
Police  Chief,  who  requested  that  these  positions  be  reviewed  with  no 
differential  for  night  duty.  The  salaries  of  day  and  night  duty  were 
averaged  to  $4.75  per  hour,  effective  July  1,  1985. 

Section  13(g)  has  been  added  to  enable  S  group  employees  to  have 
an  additional  day  off  at  either  Thanksgiving  or  Christmas. 

Section  13A  will  be  amended  to  allow  continuous  part-time 
employees  to  receive  longevity  pay  for  a  specific  length  of  service  to  the 
Town,  and  will  be  pro-rated  on  the  basis  of  the  employee's  average  work 
week. 
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Section  18A  was  added  to  cover  physical  examinationsforseasonal 
employees. 

All  changes  are  noted  in  bold  italics  so  that  they  will  be  more  easily 
noticed.  No  recommendations  are  made atthistimeforsalary  increases. 
Such  recommendation  will  be  made  when  all  negotiations  with 
bargaining  units  are  completed.

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Board  of  Selectmen 


The  report  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  for  the  year  nineteen  hundred 
and  eighty  five  is  respectfully  submitted.  Municipalities  in 
Massachusetts,  and  particularly  those  in  southeastern  are  of  the 
Commonwealth  face  immense  growth  pressures,  require  considerable 
investment  in  capital  needs,  and  seek  alternative  sources  of  revenue  to 
reduce  reliance  on  the  property  tax.  The  Town  of  Plymouth  is  no 
exception  to  this  pattern.  We  are  a  town  that  continues  to  experience 
rapid  residential  growth,  and  increasing  demand  for  education,  public 
safety,  public  works,  and  human  services.  Our  capital  infrastructure, 
including  public  buildings,  utility  systems  and  roads  require  increased 
attention.  In  addition,  rapid  residential  growth  required  additional 
capital  investment  in  the  village  centers  to  insure  an  adequate  level  of 
public  services. 

The  1985  Annual  Town  Meeting  was  asked  to  begin  the  important 
task  of  addressing  these  neeeds.  Due  to  a  substantial  investment  in 
Pilgrim  I  by  Boston  Edison,  a  large  growth  in  the  assessed  valuation  was 
expected  for  Fiscal  Year  1986,  and  thus  additional  property  tax  revenues 
were  available.  It  was  the  decision  of  Town  Meeting  upon  the 
recommendation  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  Advisory  and  Finance 
Committee,  and  School  Committees  that  those  new  monies  be  utilized  to 
establish  an  on-going  capital  equipment  fund  and  road  resurfacing 
program,  make  structural  repairs  and  improvements  to  most  of  our 
school  facilities,  and  fund  additional  police  officers  in  an  effort  to 
address  their  undermanned  status.  The  Board  of  Selectmen  applaudes 
the  responsible  actions  of  all  concerned  in  this  regard. 

In  April  of  1985,  Selectmen  William  F.  Nolan  was  re-elected  to  the 
Board  of  Selectmen,  and  shortly  thereafter  was  again  elected  to  serve  as 
Chairman  of  the  Board. 

An  important  step  was  taken  in  1985  as  the  Town  addressed  the 
problems  associated  with  traffic  flow  and  safety  on  Route  44.  By  action 
of  Town  Meeting,  funds  were  appropriated  to  commence  a  study  of  that 
public  way  from  Royal  Street  to  Route  80.  The  consulting  firm  of 
Howard,  Needles,  Tammen  and  Bergendoff  were  hired  to  develop 
conceptual  plans  to  improve  this  important  east-west  corridor. 
Following  a  well-attended  public  hearing,  the  consulting  firm  began  to 
develop  a  final  report  to  be  submitted  to  the  Massachusetts  Department 
of  Public  Works  in  1986.  It  isthe  hopeof  all  involved  that  the  State  will  see 
fit  to  approve  this  project  for  future  State  funding. 

The  issue  of  the  development  and  redevelopment  of  the  Town  Wharf 
area  held  center  stage  during  1985.  Referendum  questions  seeking  the 
Town's  appropriation  of  matching  funds  to  a  Coastal  Zone  Management 
grant  were  held.  One  question  was  approved,  then  ruled  invalid  due  to  a 
procedural  weakness.  The  matter  was  then  brought  back  to  the  voters 
again,  but  was  defeated.  In  light  of  that  fact,  a  private  development 
proposal  was  then  considered  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  At  the 
conclusion  of  several  meetings  on  the  issue,  including  a  public  hearing, 
the  Board  voted  to  endorse  a  lease  of  the  property  to  the  developers  and 
to  reactivate  the  grant  application  to  Coastal  Zone  Management.  Final 
resolution  of  this  matter  is  due  in  1986. 

The  protection  and  quality  of  Long  Beach  also  surfaced  in  1985.  The 
Plymouth  Beaches  Advisory  Committee  was  formed  by  the  Board  of 
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Selectmen  in  1985forthe  purpooseof  developing  a  comprehensive  plan 
to  protect  the  quality  of  the  beach  and  insure  enjoyment  of  the  many  who 
utilize  this  valuable  resource.  Issues  such  as  user  fees,  regulation 
enforcement,  and  conservation  measures  were  focused  on  by  the 
committee,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  many  interested  citizens. 

A  number  of  important  steps  were  takeVi  in  1985  to  improve  the 
management  capacity  and  efficiency  of  our  operation.  A  grant  from  the 
Exeuctive  Office  of  Communities  and  Development  was  received  by  the 
Town  forthe  purposeof  conducting  acomprehensive cash  management 
study.  The  Board  contracted  with  the  firm  of  Insurance  Cost  Control, 
Inc.  to  monitor  and  audit  health  insurance  claims  in  an  effort  to  limit  our 
expenses  in  this  important  and  expensive  area.  A  contract  was  signed  by 
the  Board  of  Selectmen  for  the  installation  of  a  new  telephone  system  in 
the  Town  Office  Building,  a  step  that  will  decrease  our  annual 
expenditures  for  the  service  and  improve  the  quality  of  our 
communications  system.  An  Employee  Assistance  Program  was 
instituted  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  for  the  purpose  of  providing 
guidance  and  assistance  to  town  employees  who  may  be  experiencing 
certain  personal  and  professional  problems.  That  program,  which  was 
endorsed  by  the  employee  unions  and  department  heads,  is  one  of  the 
first  of  its  kind  in  local  government  in  Massachusetts. 

Other  important  developments  in  1985  included  further 
development  of  plans  to  construct  a  parking  garage  in  the  downtown 
area  and  the  waterfront,  the  receipt  of  a  state  grant  for  the  purchase  of 
land  in  Cedarville  for  a  comprehensive  recreation  area  and  the 
development  of  a  grant  application  for  the  actual  construction  of  the 
recreation  facilities  related  thereto,  the  approval  of  a  revised  contract 
with  SEMASS  for  a  waste-to-energy  facility  in  Rochester  subject  to 
Town  Meeting  approval  in  1986,  and  the  receipt  of  a  generous  gift  of 
$10,000  from  the  Plymouth  Veterans  of  Foreign  Wars  Post  for 
renovations  and  improvements  to  the  Police  Station. 

In  closing,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  wishes  to  thank  the  many  paid 
and  unpaid  town  officials  and  citizens  who  contribute  their  time  and 
energy  to  making  Plymouth  a  quality  community  in  which  to  live  and 
work.  The  efforts  of  so  many  during  Hurricane  Gloria  is  testimony  tothe 
community  spirit  and  dedication  to  our  most  special  town.  Thank  you  to 
all. 


Plymouth  Beaches  Advisory 
Committee  Report 

During  the  six  montlis  thiat  tlie  PBAC  lias  been  formed,  we  liave 
attempted  to  generate  a  public  awareness  of  the  value  of  Plymouth 
Beach,  which  has  been  seriously  eroding  as  a  result  of  natural  causes, 
people  and  vehicles.  Our  committee  has  sought  majorchanges  in  beach 
regulations,  which  we  hope  will  lessen  damage  to  fragile  areas  while 
calling  for  provisions  that  will  enhance  beach  usage  by  reacreational 
users. 

In  an  effort  to  upgrade  public  safety  on  Long  Beach,  modifications 
and  additions  to  the  beach  By-laws  are  being  presented  to  Town 
Meeting  for  immediate  approval.  These  changes  will  increase  the 
penalties  for  violations  to  restricted  areas  as  well  as  reprimand  first  and 
second  offenders  by  loss  of  beach  privileges. 

To  insure  the  people  of  the  Town  of  Plymouth  that  this  valuable 
asset  is  properly  managed,  the  position  of  a  permanent,  full-time  Beach 
Warden  is  being  sought.  It  is  our  hope  thatthis  officerwill  coordinate  the 
efforts  of  all  town  departments  whose  interests  are  vested  in  this  area  so 
that  beach  conservation  and  public  usage  work  together  to  protect, 
preserve  and  improve  the  physical  and  biological  nature  of  this  natural 
resource. 

The  fee  for  the  use  of  Long  Beach  has  been  increased  this  year  to 
$35  for  the  purpose  of  generating  funds  for  fertilization,  new  plantings, 
storm  fencing,  improved  both  house  facilities  and  the  aforementioned 
Beach  Warden.  It  is  our  hope  that  this  increase  will  allow  the  beach  to 
become  self-sufficient  and  thus  lessen  the  burden  placed  on  the  tax 
payers  in  general  so  that  further  assessments  are  not  needed  for  periodic 
improvements. 

The  annual  Christmas  tree  placement  on  the  outer  peninsula  has  been 
revitalized  this  year  in  an  attempt  to  curb  erosion  and  rebuild  dunes  in 
areas  that  have  been  hard  hit  by  storms  and  other  natural  causes. 

It  has  become  quite  evident  to  all  who  use  this  barrier  beach  that  the 
increased  population  of  the  Town  has  placed  a  greater  burden  on  it  now 
more  than  ever  before.  Therefore,  we  have  developed  these 
recommendations  as  a  comprehensive,  long-term  management 
program  to  insure  the  continual  existence  of  Plymouth's  beaches forthe 
benefit  of  future  generations. 
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Recreation  Activities 
Commission 


The  Recreation  Activities  Commission  continued  to  offer  a  wide 
range  of  programs  to  Plymouth  residents  in '1985.  Over  ten  thousand 
individuals  participated  in  the  many  programs  offered.  Included 
amongst  those  were:  a  Table  Tennis  Tournament;  Youth  Basketball;  a 
Youth  Gymnastics  Program;  the  Annual  Walter  B.  Haskell  Youth  Fishing 
Rodeo;  summer  water  safety  program  and  playground  program; 
Summer  Sports  Instructional  Clinics;  band  concerts  at  Jenny  Pond;  a 
Family  Fun  Day  Program;  Kite  Day  at  Plymouth  Beach;  the  Annual 
Halloween  Party  at  Memorial  Hall;  and  the  many  activities  held  at  the 
Manomet  Youth  Center. 

In  addition  to  the  variety  of  Programs  held,  the  Commission 
supervised  the  lifeguards,  parking  attendants,  matrons,  and  concession 
operators  at  the  Town's  beaches  and  ponds.  The  Recreation 
Commission  turned  over  a  total  of  $36,430.00  in  nonresident  parking 
fees  charged  at  Morton  Park  and  Plymouth  Beach.

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Plymouth  Airport  Commission 


The  Plymouth  Airport  Commission  respectfully  submits  its  annual 
report  for  1985: 

The  year,  1985,  brought  some  growth  of  businesses  at  the  airport. 
Plymouth  Airport  still  has  13  viable  business  operations  that  include  3 
Flight  Schools,  aircraft  sales  and  charter,  glider  operations,  upholstery 
shop,  2  aircraft  maintenance  operations,  plus  first-class  aircraft  hangar 
storage  business,  and  an  excellent  helicopter  spraying  business.  The 
above  businesses  employ  74  full-time  persons  and  additional  part-time 
help.  Payroll  from  the  airport  puts  about  $35,000.00  per  week  into  the 
economy  of  the  Town  of  Plymouth. 

In  October,  1985,  Mr.  E.E.  Randall,  Northeast  Hangar  Complex, 
erected  one  more  of  his  attractive  storage  hangars  at  Plymouth  Airport. 
This  unit  houses  12  large,  or  cabin  class,  aircraft  and  is  a  welcome 
addition  to  the  airport.  Plymouth  Copters,  Inc.  has  submitted  plans  to 
enlarge  their  hangar  building,  plus  building  a  new  facility  for  their 
vehicles.  Mr.  Robert  Forrest,  Plymouth  Soaring,  Inc.  has  approval  to 
erect  a  new  building  for  storage  of  giders.  There  are  additional  plans  to 
repair  Runway  06/24  that  has  been  cracking  badly,  and  the  continual 
working  on  plans  for  an  adequate  navigational  aid  for  Plymouth  Airport. 
Lastly,  in  1985,  the  Commission  purchased  two  new  fiberglass  fuel  tanks 
for  the  airport's  fuel  storage.  Tanks  from  the  east  side  of  the  airport  were 
removed  and  the  old  area  closed. 

Plymouth  Airport  is  still  the  home  of  1 50  various  types  of  aircraft  that 
include  powered  aircraft,  gliders  and  helicopters.  Fuel  sales  reached  a 
record  level  of  250,000  gallons  +  fortheairport.  The  airport  has  in  excess 
of  80,000  operations  per  year  with  40%  corporate  flying,  and  60%  for 
pleasure  flying.  In  the  summer  of  1985,  Plymouth  Airport  had  a 
commuter  airline.  Will's  Air,  which  carried  over  3,000  passengers  from 
Plymouth  to  Boston  and  Nantucket.  This  was  one  of  the  first  attempts  to 
carry  a  volume  of  passengers  from  Plymouth  Airport,  hopefully,  in  the 
coming  years  a  commuter  would  be  successful  operating  in  and  out  of 
Plymouth. 

The  Plymouth  Airport  Commission  continues  to  look  at  a  bright 
future  for  the  airport.  Their  problems  are  many,  but  the  future  does  hold 
many  interesting  events  and  times.  Your  Commission  is  still  seeking 
ways  to  improve  the  airport  facility,  and  to  make  it  a  self-sufficient  entity. 

In  closing,  the  Plymouth  Airport  Commission  and  staff  would  again 
like  to  invite  visitors  to  the  Plymouth  Airport.  The  airport  staff  did  brief 
over  1 ,000  students  of  the  Plymouth  Schools,  plus  Boy  Scouts  and  Girl 
Scouts,  and  other  interested  groups  on  the  operations  of  the  airport. 
Plymouth  Municipal  Airport  is  still  considered  one  of  the  best  and  most 
attractive  airport  facilities  of  its  kind  in  General  Aviation  in  New  England. 
Citizens  of  Plymouth  can  be  proud  of  its  town  airport. 
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Board  of  Appeals 


In  1985,  the  Board  of  Appeals  had  the  busiest  year  in  its  history, 
reflecting  the  growth  in  the  Town  of  Plymouth.  The  Board  met  at  least 
three  times  per  month  to  hear  and  decide  applications  for  special 
permits,  variances  and  appeals.  During  1985,  th'e  Board  met  42  times  and 
acted  upon  111  petitions,  which  wasan  increaseof  35  overthe  number  of 
petitions  acted  upon  in  1984.  Several  times  during  the  year,  the  Board 
scheduled  extra  meetings  in  response  to  its  growing  caseload. 

Major  matters  heard  by  the  Board  this  year  included  two  proposed 
shopping  centers  on  Route  44.  The  petition  for  one  proposed  shopping 
center  (V.S.H.  Realty,  Inc.)  was  initially  denied  by  the  Board,  but  on 
appeal,  a  Superior  Court  Judge  remanded  the  Case  back  to  the  Board. 
The  Board  then  approved  the  petition,  but  an  abutter  then  appealed  that 
decision  back  to  the  Superior  Court,  where  the  case  is  still  pending.  The 
petition  for  the  other  proposed  shopping  center,  (Angelo's 
Supermarkets,  Inc.)  was  approved  by  the  Board,  but  abutters  appealed 
the  decision  to  the  Superior  Court.  The  Superior  Court  subsequently 
upheld  the  Board's  decision. 

In  other  business,  the  Board  approved  renovations  to  the  Emond 
Building  on  Main  Street  and  also  approved  proposed  condominiums  on 
Union  Street.  The  Board  denied  a  proposed  expansion  to  a  doctor's 
office  on  Sandwich  Street  and  also  denied  a  proposed  retirement  mobile 
home  park  on  Carver  Road. 

In  another  matter,  the  Superior  Court  upheld  a  1984  decision  by  the 
Board  to  grant  a  special  permit  for  two-family  dwellings  on  River  Street 
Extension.  That  decision  was  further  appealed  to  the  Appeals  Court, 
where  it  is  still  pending. 

In  June  of  1985,  Richard  M.  Serkey  was  reappointed  to  the  Board  as 
a  regular  member.  Louise  J.  Cotti,  Jr.  replaced  John  Gascoyne  as  a 
regular  member  on  the  Board.  Robert  Murray  was  reappointed  as  an 
alternate  member.  Stanley  Strychaz  replaced  H.  Stephen  Fairchild  as  an 
alternate  member.  Mr.  Strychaz  subsequently  resigned  in  October,  and 
David  J.  Kelley,  Sr.  was  appointed  to  fill  the  vacancy.  The  Board 
reorganized  in  August  of  1985  and  Richard  M.  Serkey  was  re-elected  as 
Chairman  with  Everett  L.  Hale  being  re-elected  as  Vice-Chairman/Clerk. 

The  Board  is  pleased  to  announce  that  it  collected  a  total  of  $2,940  in 
filing  fees  during  1985. 

The  Board  will  continue  to  meet  regularly  and  looks  forward  to 
another  very  busy  year. 
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Planning  Board 


The  year  of  1985  brought  both  challenge  and  change  to  the  Planning 
Board  as  development  proposals  were  filed  in  numbers  well  exceeding 
those  of  the  past  decade,  while  the  structure  of  the  Board  itself 
underwent  realignment. 

Mr.  Louis  J.  Cotti,  Jr.  concluded  16  years  of  service  to  the  Planning 
Board.  The  Chairman's  gavel  which  he  held  for  12  years  was  passed  to 
Michael  F.  Babini.  The  town  will  continue  to  benefit  from  the  dedication 
and  leadership  which  Mr.  Cotti  provided  throughout  his  tenure.  Joining 
the  Board  this  year  was  Malcolm  A.  MacGregor.  The  Board  welcomes 
our  newest  member,  and  thanks  our  longtime  colleague. 

The  structure  of  the  Board  changed  this  year  as  follows:

Subdivision  Control:  With  respect  to  its  duties  under  the  Massachusetts 
Subdivision  Control  Law,  the  Board  approved  7  Definitive  Plans  and  16 
Preliminary  Plans.  There  were  86  Approval  Not  Required  plans  endorsed 
while  9  were  not  endorsed.  Also  of  importance  was  the  Board's  work  in 
overseeing  the  construction  of  subdivisions  approved  in  prior  years, 
which  included  the  823  lot  "Ponds  at  Plymouth"  subdivision  off  Bourne 
Road. 

Zoning  Bylaw:  The  Planning  Board  acted  on  101  Zoning  applications 
involving  research,  review,  and  written  recommendations  to  the  Board  of 
Appeals.  In  addition,  there  were  22  determinations  made  relative  to 
suitable  access.  Among  the  major  projects  addressed  by  the  Board  were: 

Pilgrim  Hill  Shopping  Center  —  A  120,000  square  foot  retail 
development  proposed  to  be  located  between  Samoset  Street 
and  Summer  Street. 

Emond  Building  —  The  rehabilitation  of  a  20,000  square  foot 
building  overlooking  Brewster  Gardens  for  office  and  retail  use. 

Cordage  Park  Marketplace  (Phase  2)  —  The  conversion  of 
existing  floor  space  at  Cordage  Park,  as  well  as  selective 
building  demolition,  for  expansion  of  the  specialty  retail  area. 

Parker  Salvage  —  The  proposed  construction  of  112  multi- 
family  dwelling  units  between  Routes  44  &  80. 

Coachman  Village  —  A  Retirement  Mobile  Home  Planned  Unit 
Development,  with  169  units  proposed  off  Route  44. 

Site  Plan  Review:  The  Board  acted  on  10  applications  for  site  plan 
approval.  These  plans  included  Chem  Lawn,  Freedom  Honda,  North 
Plymouth  7-1 1 ,  the  proposed  Registry  of  Motor  Vehicles  on  Long  Pond 
Road,  Manomet  Primary  Health  Care  Facility,  Memorial  Press  Group, 
and  the  Long  Pond  Road  Medical  Center. 

Service  &  Facilities  Planning:  With  concern  for  demands  which  growth 
will  continue  to  place  upon  Town  services,  the  Planning  Board  initiated  a 
series  of  joint  meetings  with  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  The  purpose  of 
these  periodic  meetings  is  to  provide  information  relative  to  growth  rates 
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and  patterns,  as  well  as  to  work  toward  a  solution  to  specific  growth 
related  problems. 

Conservation/Recreation  Plan:  The  Board  completed  work  this  year  on 
"A  Plan  For  Conservation  &  Recreation."  The  purpose  of  this  plan  is  to 
assist  the  Town  in  protecting  our  high  quality  open  spaces,  and  to 
provide  for  varied  outdoor  recreational  oppor1,unities.  In  December,  we 
were  informed  that  this  plan  was  accepted  by  the  Commonwealth, 
thereby  assuring  the  Town's  eligibility  for  State  grant  funding  until  1990. 

Cedarville  Playground:  At  the  request  of  local  residents  the  Board 
completed  a  grant  application  to  the  State  Division  of  Conservation 
Services  for  the  construction  of  a  neighborhood  park  on  a  1 7  acre  tract  of 
land  in  Cedarville.  The  Town  was  pleased  to  receive  a  State  grant  in  the 
amount  of  $405,000  to  help  serve  one  of  our  fastest  growth  areas. 

Zoning  Articles:  The  Planning  Board  sponsored  two  amendments  to  the 
Zoning  Bylaw  this  year,  and  both  were  approved  by  Town  Meeting.  In 
response  to  concerns  relative  to  condominium  development,  the 
maximum  allowed  density  of  units  in  Multi-family  zones  was  decreased. 
Provisions  regarding  reduced  frontage  "pork  chop"  lots  were  also 
strengthened. 

Water  Resources  As  outside  pressures  on  the  local  water  supply 
mounted,  the  Board  continued  working  for  the  protection  of  our  most 
priceless  resource.  A  project  with  the  U.S.  Geological  Survey  to  develop 
a  more  thorough  understanding  of  our  groundwater  system  progressed. 
We  look  forward  to  the  completion  of  this  project  in  1986,  with  the 
resulting  computer  model  providing  an  improved  technical  foundation 
for  the  Town's  policy  of  strictly  protecting  our  water  resources. 


Old  Colony  Planning  Council 

As  your  representatives  to  the  Old  Colony  Planning  Council  we  are 
pleased  to  present  this  report  of  the  Council's  activities  for  1985. 

During  the  year,  the  work  of  the  Council  was  concentrated  in  three 
major  program  areas:  Economic  and  Community  Development; 
Transportation  and  Transit  Planning;  and.  Area  Agency  on  Aging 
Planning  including  the  coordination  and  implementation  of  elderservice 
programs. 

The  Economic  Development  activities  of  the  Council  involved  the 
preparation  of  the  annual  update  of  the  Overall  Economic  Development 
Program  report  which  includes  a  listing  of  local  capital  improvements 
important  to  economic  growth  and  development.  The  Council  also  acts 
on  Industrial  Revenue  Bond  applications  which  are  initiated  within  the 
planning  districtto assistfirms  in  financing  neworexpanded  facilities.  In 
1985  the  Council  acted  upon  23  Industrial  Revenue  Bond  applications 
totalling  over  51  million  dollars  for  area  businesses.  The  total  compares 
with  the  41  million  dollars  approved  in  1984  and  24  million  dollars 
approved  in  1983  for  a  three  year  total  of  well  over  115  million  dollars  of 
economic  development  investment  in  the  area.  The  communities 
benefiting  under  the  program  in  1985  were:  Avon  —  $21,300,000; 
Bridgewater  —  $3,300,000;  Brockton  —  $8,000,000;  Easton  — 
$5,000,000;  Plymouth  —  $9,000,000;  Stoughton  —  $3,600,000;  and. 
Whitman  —  $650,000. 
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other  Economic  Development  activities  of  tine  Council  included  the 
coordination  of  regional  development  activities  through  the  Overall 
Economic  Development  Committee  chaired  by  Mr.  Joseph  Joseph, 
Executive  Director  of  the  Brockton  Area  Private  Industry  Council.  At  the 
request  of  the  OEDP  Committee  the  Council  conducted  an 
employer/employee  transportation  needs  survey  of  the  Avon  and  Easton 
industrial  parks.  The  results  of  the  survey  are  expected  to  beavailable  in 
early  1986.  Other  activities  included  assistance  with  the  Regional  Job 
Fair  and  providing  technical  assistance  to  local  communities  in  their 
efforts  to  attract  industry. 

Assistance  to  local  communities  in  their  various  community 
development  activities  included;  grant  management  for  the  Community 
Development  Block  Grant  for  the  Avon  Industrial  Park-West;  grant 
preparation  and  assistance  with  proposed  zoning  changes  for  the  town 
of  Abington;  Whitman  grant  preparation;  Stoughton  grant  preparation 
and  the  completion  of  a  local  water  study;  East  Bridgewater  grant 
preparation  and  assistance  with  local  Community  Development  Action 
Grant  (CDAG);  Halifax  grant  preparation;  Pembroke  assistance  with 
local  water  study;  and  Plymouth  assistance  with  preparation  of 
proposed  Economic  Development  Administration  grant  for  waterfront 
expansion. 

Staff  was  also  involved  with  the  preparation,  receipt  and 
administration  of  a  State  supported  Energy  Grant  which  provides  energy 
assistance  to  local  industrial  firms  in  OCPC  area.  To  date  ten  firms  have 
taken  advantage  of  the  grants  and  have  received  the  engineering 
analysis  for  their  companies.  The  OCPC  staff  was  successful  in 
obtaining  two  (2)  tri-town  grants  from  the  Executive  Office  of 
Communities  and  Development  (EOCD)  under  the  Incentive  Aid 
Program.  The  first,  a  planning  study  involving  the  Towns  of  Abington, 
Avon  and  Stoughton  is  underway  and  nearing  completion.  The  second, 
also  a  planning  study,  involves  the  Towns  of  Whitman,  Halifax  and  East 
Bridgewater  and  will  be  starting  early  next  year. 

The  transportation  and  transit  planning  activities  of  the  Council 
during  the  year  required  the  preparation  of  a  number  of  documents 
necessary  for  the  area  communities  to  remain  eligiblefortransportation 
improvement  program  funds  from  the  federal  and  state  governments. 
Among  these  were  the  Transportation  Plan  update;  the  Transportation 
Improvement  Program  and  a  Prospectus  of  the  Region.  During  the  past 
year  the  Council  also  completed  studies  on  three  long-standing  and 
unresolved  transportation  issues  identified  in  the  Transportation  Plan 
Refinement.  These  issues  included:  The  Route  123  Traffic  Study;  The 
Bridgewater  Center  Traffic  Study;  and  the  Plymouth,  Kingston,  Carver 
and  Plympton  Rural  Transit  Survey. 

The  Traffic  Counting  Program  of  the  Council  was  in  full  swing  this 
past  year.  OCPC  conducted  approximately  160  traffic  counts  for 
member  communities.  The  traffic  counts  also  provide  accurate  up-to- 
date  information  for  OCPC  technical  reports  such  as:  The  Bridgewater 
Center;  Route  123  and  Route  53  Traffic  Studies. 

In  1985,  OCPC  completed  the  first  year  of  the  Accident  Data 
recording  system.  The  communities  participating  in  the  program  now 
have  available  at  OCPC  a  full  year  of  accident  statistics  on  computer  that 
can  be  quickly  and  accurately  retrieved  and  sorted  at  their  request. 

During  the  past  year  the  Council  prepared  and  submitted  to  the 
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Department's  newly  established  Transportation  Operation  Problem 
Solving  (TOPS)  Team  a  list  of  problem  intersections  within  the  OCPC 
Region.  The  TOPS  program  effort  is  a  pilot  project  aimed  at  developing 
immediate  results  for  minor  intersection  problems.  Three  problem 
intersections  will  be  given  attention:  Route  123  at  Route  18,  in  Abington; 
Route  139  at  Route  18,  in  Abington;  and  Reynolds  Memorial  Highway 
(Route  27)  at  Pearl  Street  in  Brockton. 

The  Council  also  completed  the  Easton/Raynham  Commuter  Rail 
Feasibility  Study.  The  study  explored  the  feasibility  of  extending  the 
Stoughton  Commuter  Rail  Service  to  Easton/Raynham.  Other  long-term 
strategies  of  the  Council  including  restoring  commuter  rail  service  to  the 
Old  Colony  region  as  part  of  a  cooperative  effort  with  the  Plymouth 
County  Development  Council  and  the  Brockton  Regional  Chamber  of 
Commerce. 

The  Council  also  continued  its  work  in  monitoring  and  planning  for 
the  Brockton  Area  Transit  (BAT)  System.  During  the  past  year 
Bridgewater  joined  BAT  and  is  currently  working  toward  a  goal  of 
establishing  Dail-A-BAT service  in  January.  In  addition,  BATalsosigned 
an  agreement  with  the  architectural  firm  of  Louis  Bergerand  Associates 
to  prepare  design  and  construction  documents  for  restoration  of  the 
Stoughton  Commuter  Rail  Station.  During  the  pastyear the  Council  also 
assisted  local  public  and  private  agencies  in  filing  applications  for 
16(b)(2)  vehicles. 

The  Council  acting  as  the  Area  Agency  on  Aging  was  responsible 
for  administering  Older  Americans  Act  monies  allocated  to  the  region. 
The  Area  Agency  funded  and  coordinated  a  wide  range  of  community, 
in-home,  and  nutritional  services  for  elders. 

District  communities  directly  benefiting  from  Title  III  grants  from 
the  Area  Agency  include:  Avon,  Nutritional  Program;  Brockton,  Dorn 
Davies  Senior  Center;  Hanson,  Social  Day  Care  Program;  Kingston, 
Nutritional  Program;  Pembroke,  Communication  Equipment;  Plymouth, 
Senior  Center  Staffing. 

In  addition  to  the  direct  funding  to  these  communities,  several  other 
programs  are  administered  regionally  for  the  benefit  of  elders  in  the 
entire  service  area.  These  programs  include  the  Volunteer 
Transportation  Program  and  Nursing  Home  Ombudsman  Program 
administered  by  the  Area  Agency.  Old  Colony  Elderly  Services 
administers  the  Emergency  Assistance  Program  for  elders  and  the  Six 
Town  Minibus  Program  for  the  communities  of  Avon,  East  Bridgewater, 
West  Bridgewater,  Halifax,  Hanson  and  Whitman.  Other  programs 
administered  regionally  include  the  Senior  Law  Project,  home  health 
aide  and  respite  care,  and  several  hospice  programs. 

Nutrition  services  in  the  form  of  congregate  and  home  delivered 
meals  are  made  available  through  Title  lll-C  monies  in  many 
communities  in  the  service  ara.  Several  communities  including  Avon, 
Carver,  Kingston,  Middleboro  receive  assistance  to  prepare  meals 
locally.  Many  other  communities  participate  in  the  nutrition  program 
administered  by  Old  Colony  Elderly  Services  receiving  prepared  meals 
from  a  caterer. 

In  1985,  Charles  A.  Pickering  of  West  Bridgewater  was  elected  as 
President  of  OCPC;  John  J.  DeMarco  of  Avon  was  elected  as  Council 
Secretary;  and  James  A.  Kassos  of  Brockton  was  elected  as  Council 
Treasurer  for  the  year. 
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The  Council  gratefully  acknowledges  the  generous  support  and 
cooperation  of  its  member  communities,  the  participation  and 
involvement  of  members  of  the  Joint  Transportation  Committee  chaired 
by  Mr.  John  Yaney;  the  Overall  Economic  Development  Committee 
chaired  by  Mr.  Joseph  Joseph  and  the  Area  Agency  on  Aging  Advisory 
Committee  chaired  by  Mr.  John  Mather.  The  Council  also  recognizes  the 
work  of  local  boards  and  commissions  and  the  many  government 
agencies,  public  and  private  institutions  and  individuals  who  have 
assisted  the  Council. 

Plymouth  Development  and 
Industrial  Commission 

The  Plymouth  Development  and  Industrial  Commission  is  pleased 
to  submit  its  Annual  Report  for  1985. 

The  past  year  brought  several  changes  in  both  the  staff  and  the 
membership  of  the  Commission.  In  February,  Elaine  Thurber  resigned 
as  Clerk  and  was  replaced  by  Karen  Abernathy.  Later  in  the  year,  Karen 
submitted  her  resignation,  creating  a  vacancy  which  was  filled  in  late 
December  by  the  appointment  of  Gail  Joyce.  We  welcome  Gail  to  her 
new  position  and  thank  Elaine  and  Karen  for  their  service. 

Five  Commissioners  resigned  during  the  course  of  the  year, 
including  Robert  Meichsner,  Aileen  Droege,  Stanley  Strychaz,  Robert 
Akins  and  James  Griffin.  The  dedicated  service  that  these  individuals 
gave  to  the  Town  is  greatly  appreciated.  To  fill  three  of  these  vacancies, 
the  Board  of  Selectmen  appointed  Leo  Shea,  Francis  Hoban  and 
Thomas  Neyhart  to  the  Commission.  The  two  remaining  vacancies  will 
be  filled  early  next  year. 

At  the  annual  reorganization  meeting  in  July,  Richard  Godfrey  was 
re-elected  Chairman  and  Stanley  Strychaz  was  elected  Vice  Chairman. 
As  a  result  of  Stanley  Strychaz's  resignation  from  the  Commission,  a 
special  election  was  held  and  Tony  Lonardo  was  elected  as  Vice 
Chairman. 

Throughout  1985  the  Commission  was  involved  in  a  wide  range  of 
economic  development  activities.  In  conjunction  with  the  Plymouth 
Industrial  Development  Corporation  (PIDC)  and  other  landowners, 
developers  and  realtors,  we  provided  assistance  to  businesses  seeking 
to  locate  or  expand  in  Plymouth.  Several  businesses  found  suitable 
locations  in  the  developing  industrial  areas  along  Long  Pond  Road  and 
South  Meadow  Road.  In  the  Plymouth  Industrial  Park,  construction 
began  on  five  manufacturing  and/or  office  buildings  including  facilities 
for  Capeway  Welding,  Castall,  Inc.  and  Consolidated  Dutchwest.  In 
early  fall,  the  PIDC  purchased  approximately  140  acres  of  land 
contiguous  with  the  Industrial  Park,  most  of  which  is  zoned  for  light 
industrial  use.  As  the  initial  step  towards  the  development  of  this  area, 
the  PIDC  submitted  a  subdivision  plan  containing  thirty-nine  two-three 
acre  lots.  The  PIDC  hopes  to  begin  development  of  this  area  in  the  spring 
of  1986.  At  present,  the  Park  contains  thirty-eight  businesses  and 
provides  employment  for  more  than  2,300  people. 

The  Commission  assisted  the  Plymouth  Industrial  Development 
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Finance  Authority  in  the  approval  process  for  five  industrial  revenue 
bond  projects.  Two  of  these  projects  involve  commercial  rehabilitation 
in  the  Plymouth  Rock  Commercial  Area  Revitalization  District  (CARD). 
The  Emond  Building  is  currently  undergoing  major  renovation  for  retail 
and  office  use  and  simular  renovation  is  planned  for  the  Old  Colony 
Theater.  Industrial  Revenue  Bond  financing  was  also  approved  forthree 
new  construction  projects.  High  Point  General  Partnership/MA  is 
constructing  a  detoxification  and  alcoholism  treatment  and 
rehabilitation  facility  on  the  site  of  the  old  Cranberry  Motel  in  Manomet. 
NDC  Realty  Trust  began  construction  of  afacility  in  Camelot  Park  which 
will  be  leased  to  Chemlawn  Services  Corp.  and  Armstrong  Road  Realty 
Trust  started  work  on  a  manufacturing  and  office  building  which  will  be 
leased  to  Castall,  Inc.  These  five  projects  are  expected  to  provide 
approximately  240  jobs. 

To  promote  the  revitalization  of  the  North  Plymouth  Commercial 
district,  a  CARD  plan  for  the  area  has  been  prepared  and  will  be 
submitted  to  the  State  in  January.  To  encourage  commercial 
rehabilitation  throughout  the  community,  the  Commission  began  an  on- 
going effort  to  identify  financial  resources  which  could  be  utilized  by  the 
private  sector  for  acquisition  and  rehabilitation  projects. 

The  Commission  was  actively  involved  in  job  training  and 
employment  during  the  past  year.  In  March,  the  1985  Plymouth  Area  Job 
Marketplace  was  held  at  Cordage  Park.  This  event  was  sponsored  by 
twelve  organizations  including  the  Commission  and  attracted  over2,000 
people  to  thirty-six  companies  represented  at  the  event.  In  May,  the 
Executive  Secretary  was  appointed  to  the  South  Coastal  Private  Industry 
Council,  and  regional  organization  established  by  the  Federal  Job 
Training  partnership  Act  of  1982to  provideemploymentand  jobtraining 
services. 

The  Commission  served  as  the  Town's  liaison  on  a  variety  of  local, 
regional  and  State  economic  development  issues  through  its 
membership  in  such  organizations  as  the  Old  Colony  Planning  Council 
Overall  Economic  Development  Program  Committee  and  the  Route  44 
Task  Force. 

The  Commission  appreciates  the  support  that  it  receives  from  Town 
officials,  residents  and  members  of  the  business  community  and  looks 
forward  to  an  active  and  productive  1986. 
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Redevelopment  Authority 


The  Plymouth  Redevelopment  Authority  received  a  $600,000 
Massachusetts  Small  Cities  Grant  for  the  rehabilitation  of  the  Bradford 
Green  Area.  In  addition,  $113,000  was  received  in  local  bank 
commitments  to  supplement  the  Grant.  Because  of  delays  in  starting 
work  on  the  Grant,  the  completion  deadline  was  extended  to  April  30, 
1986. 

The  Authority  applied  for  a  similar  Grant  for  North  Plymouth,  but 
was  unsuccessful  in  its  endeavor.  The  Authority  will,  however,  resubmit 
the  North  Plymouth  Grant  in  1986. 

The  Authority  underwrote  a  study  for  the  Parking  and  Traffic 
Committee  to  study  the  feasibility  of  building  a  parking  garage  in  the  IGA 
parking  lot.  Money  for  borings  and  other  tests  was  approved  by  the  first 
Town  Meeting  in  1986. 

The  Authority  continued  to  serve  as  the  designated  Certifying 
Agency  for  the  Massachusetts  Housing  Financy  Agency  (MHFA) 
Neighborhood  Rehabilitation  Program.  This  program  offers  the  first 
time  home  buyer  of  limited  means  the  chance  to  purchase  an  older 
house,  or  refinance  it  and  rehabilitate  it.  The  Authority  certified  thirteen 
(13)  buyers  in  1985  for  a  total  amount  of  $925,5686. 

The  Section  312  HUD  Loan  Program  did  about  $43,850  of  rehab 
construction  in  1985. 

The  Authority  continued  to  oversee  the  UR-26  Summer  High  Street 
Urban  Renewal  Area. 

The  above  mentioned  responsibilities  brought  into  the  Town  of 
Plymouth  for  the  year  1985  the  sum  of  $1,682,436  for  the  upgrading  of 
Plymouth  housing  stock.  The  cost  to  the  Town  for  this  $1 ,682,435  was 
$10,417.  In  other  words,  for  every  one  dollar  that  the  Town  budgeted  to 
the  Authority,  the  Authority  brought  into  the  Town  $161. 

The  Authority  would  like  to  thank  outgoing  member  Robert  Wollner, 
who  served  on  the  Board  for  12  years.  The  Board  wouild  also  like  to 
welcome  new  incoming  member  Elizabeth  Cordeau.  Ms.  Nancy  Eidsvig 
has  continued  to  serve  the  Authority  as  Project  Director  and  has  been 
assisted  this  year  by  Ms.  Nancy  Dand,  Harold  Murray  and  Al  Battista. 
Joining  our  staff  this  year  as  Secretary  to  the  Board  is  Mrs.  Christine 
Cody.

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Engineering  Division 


Nineteen  Eighty-Five  was  a  very  busy  year  for  the  Engineering 
Division.  The  number  of  plans  submitted  to  the  Engineering  Division  for 
review  has  increased  by  50  percent  since  last  year.  The  time  required  for 
these  reviews  has  impacted  our  efforts  in  other  areas.  Many  hours  were 
spent  in  the  field  to  prepare  a  plot  for  Route  44  from  Royal  Street  to  Miller 
Drive.  This  information  enabled  theTowntohireaconsultant  and  obtain 
a  preliminary  design  for  the  improvement  of  this  section  of  Route  44.  A 
report  on  Duplicate  Street  Names  was  submitted  to  the  Selectmen  and 
the  Planning  Board.  A  Street  Atlas  for  the  Town  of  Plymouth  was  also 
prepared  by  this  office.  Overlays  indicating  Zoning  for  each  Assessors 
Plat  were  prepared  at  the  request  of  the  Building  Inspectorfor  useby  the 
various  Town  Departments.  Efforts  are  continuing  to  establish  an 
inventory  of  existing  municipal  records  relating  to  layouts,  town  owned 
properties  and  easements.

Shop  and  Pumping  Stations,  Harbor  Master  Office,  Cemetery  Division 
Building,  Dog  Pound,  South  Street  Fire  Station,  Old  Town  Court  House 
Building  and  the  Public  Library. 

Renovation  work  continued  this  in  theTown  Office  Building  with  the 
following  being  done: 

—Masonry  work  to  front  entrance  stairs 

—New  Flags  for  large  hearing  room  and  Selectmen's  Office 

—Painting  of  Town  Clerk's  office 

—Painting  of  front  entrance  stairway 

—Repairing  of  bulging  plaster  walls  in  hallways 

—Construction  of  new  offices  on  3rd  floor  for  Plymouth 
Redevelopment  Authority  and  Design  Review  Board 

In  other  Town  Buildings  explosion  proof  lights  and  night  lights  were 
installed  at  the  Police  Station;  masonry  work  done  on  the  outside  stairs 
at  the  Police  Station  and  thorough  cleaning  and  repair  work  to  Memorial 
Building. 

The  Division  also  took  over  the  maintenance  of  the  Police  vehicles 
which  added  an  additional  work  load  to  the  three  mechanics  and 
maintenance  man.  An  additional  mechanic  has  been  budgeted  to  assist 
on  the  Police  vehicles. 

The  Maintenance  Division  is  grateful  for  all  the  help  and  assistance  it 
has  received  from  all  Town  Boards,  Committees,  Commissions  and 
Departments  during  this  past  year.

Highway  Division 


I  herewith  submit  a  report  of  the  work  done  in  the  Highway  Division 
of  the  Department  of  Public  Works  from  January  1 , 1985  to  December  31 , 
1985.  , 

STREET  CLEANING 

The  two  Mobil  sweepers  started  sweeping  on  March  14,  1985.  One 
sweeper  starts  sweeping  early  in  the  morning  covering  the  Main  Street 
and  along  the  waterfront.  The  second  sweeper  starts  at  seven  o'clock. 
Side  streets  are  done  in  rotation.  Also  serviced  by  the  town  sweepers  are 
Manomet,  Cedarville,  Chiltonville,  Long  Pond,  Buttermilk  Bay  and  the 
private  developments. 

ASPHALT  SIDEWALKS 

The  construction  and  maintenance  of  asphalt  sidewalks  was 
completed  on  the  following  streets:  Gray  Ave.,  from  Alvin  Road  to  Davis 
Street,  Weston  Ave.,  from  Oceanview  Ave.  to  Standish  Ave.,  Mt.  Pleasant 
St.,  from  Sandwich  St.  to  Whiting'  St.,  Pleasant  St.,  from  Robinson  St.  to 
North  Green  St.,  (east  side)  and  from  South  St.  to  Washington  St.  on  the 
west  side  of  the  street.  On  Cherry  St.  across  from  Corvini's  store  a 
section  of  sidewalk  was  replaced.  At  Stephen's  St.  a  new  sidewalk  was 
replaced  on  the  south  side.  On  Hall  St.  a  new  sidewalk  was  placed  on  the 
north  side  from  Fern  St.  to  Court  St.  A  new  sidewalk  was  laid  on  the  south 
side  of  Vernon  St.  from  Allerton  St.  to  Court  St.  Maintenance  of 
sidewalks  was  completed  on  Cordage  Terrace  and  Union  Street.  Asphalt 
berms  were  built  at  the  following  locations  to  keep  drainage  water  from 
going  onto  private  property:  Fresh  Pond  Circle,  Taylor  Ave.,  Point  Road, 
Pequot  Terrace,  Lantern  Lane,  Surrey  Drive,  Squanto  Road,  Lake  Drive, 
Bramhall's  Corner,  Standish  Ave.,  Ellisville  Road,  Murray  St.,  384  Alden 
St.  and  John  Alden  Road. 

DRAINAGE  AND  DRAINAGE  MAINTENANCE 

Drainage  was  installed  on  President's  Lane  consisting  of  ten 
complete  manholes,  eight  catchbasins,  headwall,  and  approximately 
640  feet  of  1 2"  reinforced  concrete  pipe.  Leaching  basins  were  placed  on 
Grandview  Drive,  South  St.,  Samoset  Ave.  in  Manomet,  and  Skylark  Ave. 
Repairs  were  made  to  pipes  at  Howes  Lane,  Pierce  Ave.,  Hedge  Road, 
Carver  Road,  345  Court  St.  and  263  Sandwich  St.,  Stephen's  Field,  Cold 
Spring  and  Black  Pond.  Drains  were  repaired  at  Fresh  Pond  Circle,  58 
Stafford  St.,  Surrey  Drive,  Black  Cat  Rd.,  Rte.  #44  car  wash.  Boot  Pond 
Rd.,  Columbia  Circle,  Court  and  Olmsted  Terrace,  Bay  Shore  Drive, 
Standish  Ave.  overflow  from  pond.  A  fence  was  placed  around  the 
drainage  easement  on  Columbia  Circle. 

MAINTENANCE  OF  PRIVATE  ROADS 
(Temporary  Repairs) 

Private  roads  were  repaired  with  funds  allocated  at  Town  Meeting. 
Word  was  completed  on  the  following:  Cattle  Pond  Rd.,  Bumpus  Rd., 
Sandy  Beach  Rd.,  Fuller  Drive,  Anawon  Road,  Fisherman's  Landing, 
Lookout  Point  area.  Central  Ave.,  Greenwood  Terr.,  Bradford  Ave., 
Province  Town  View  Road,  Lopresti  Road,  Indian  Ave.,  Florida  Ave., 
portion  of  Plymouth  St.,  Silver  Birch  Ave.,  Chatham  R.d,  Hyannis  Rd., 
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starlight  Drive  and  many  more. 

SEALING  OF  ROADS  AND  PAVING 

Braley's  Lane  was  penetrated  with  a  1/2  gallon  per  square  yard  of 
hot  asphalt  and  then  sealed  with  1/4  gallon  of  asphalt  covered  with  a 
coating  of  washed  screen  sand.  Bunny's  Road  was  sealed  with  3/10 
gallon  per  square  yard  of  asphalt  and  one  inch  coating  of  sand.  Carver 
Road  between  Rte.  #44  and  Federal  Furnace  Road  was  sealed  with  1/4 
gallon  of  asphalt  per  square  yard  and  covered  with  3/8"  stones  and 
rolled.  Esta  Road  was  surfaced  with  IVa  inches  of  top  to  complete  the 
construction  of  Esta  Road.  The  berm  shoulders  were  loamed  and  seeded 
by  town  forces. 

GUARD  RAILS 

Guard  rails  were  repaired  on  Long  Pond  Road,  Manomet  Avenue, 
Rocky  Hill  Road,  Federal  Furnace  Road  and  Halfway  Pond  Road. 

TRAFFIC  AND  STREET  MARKINGS 

The  painting  of  yellow  center  lines  and  white  edge  lines  was 
awarded  to  T.S.M.,  Inc.  of  Foxboro  this  year.  Parking  areas,  meter 
spaces,  stop  lines,  handicapped  areas  and  crosswalks  were  painted  by 
the  Highway  Division. 

Many  signs  have  been  made  and  installed  during  1985.  Vandalism, 
accidents  and  stealing  of  signs  have  been  a  great  expense  to  the  town. 

MISCELLANEOUS 

The  arrival  of  Hurricane  Gloria  in  September  caused  much  damage 
in  Plymouth  and  delays  in  many  work  programs  of  the  department.  The 
scheduled  projects  will  be  done  in  the  spring  of  1986. 

The  work  in  the  districts  of  Cedarville  and  Manomet  have  been 
carried  out  satisfactorily  by  the  district  foremen.  Other  work  done  by  the 
Highway  Division  includes  patching  of  roads,  roadside  mowing,  grading 
and  gravelling  of  dirt  roads,  installing  and  removal  of  snow  fences, 
applications  of  calcium  chloride  on  dirt  roads,  replacing  parking  meters, 
plowing  and  sanding,  rubbish  pickup,  picking  up  of  litter  and  pumping 
poor  drainage  areas.  The  basin  cleaner  cleaned  drains  from  April  to- 
November.  Repairs  of  signal  and  school  lights  are  maintained  by  the 
Highway  Division. 

Requests  from  the  public,  Selectmen's  Office  and  Department  of 
Public  Works  were  taken  care  of  by  this  office  as  received. 

I  wish  to  thank  all  division  heads  and  their  employees  for  the 
cooperation  that  they  have  given  me  this  year. 
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Park  and  Forestry  Division 


During  1985,  the  maintenance  schedule  of  the  Park  Division 
continued  to  increase  as  in  past  years.  As  the  population  increases,  so 
does  the  usage  of  the  many  public  facilities, maintained  by  our  work 
forces.  Increasing  vandalism  and  outdated  facilities  are  also  adding  to 
the  difficulty  of  providing  the  very  best  service  to  our  community.  It  is 
hoped  that  the  financial  situation  of  the  Town  will  change  enough  to 
allow  Capital  Outlay  projects  to  be  carried  out  within  some  of  the  Park 
Division's  areas. 

Our  normal  maintenance  program  was  interrupted  during  this  past 
year  to  help  out  on  other  Department  of  Public  Works  projects.  These 
projects,  while  being  very  necessary,  did  put  us  behind  in  our  own 
schedules.  This  fact  was  compounded  in  the  early  Fall  by  Hurricane 
Gloria.  Ourworkatthe  playgrounds,  ballfieldsand  parks  was  suspended 
for  many  weeks  while  we  assisted  in  the  town-wide  cleanup  of  damaged 
trees,  fallen  limbs  and  debris  related  to  the  storm.  Morton  Park  was 
severely  damaged  by  Gloria  but  work  there  cannot  be  started  until 
January  of  1 986.  Plymouth  was  fortunate  that  the  damage  was  not  much 
greater  from  the  hurricane.  The  Tree  Division  was  very  active  this  past 
year  in  the  pruusing  and  trimming  of  trees  along  several  sidewalks  and 
roads  within  the  Town.  Several  more  public  shade  trees  were  removed 
due  to  decay  or  disease.  Hurricane  Gloria  played  a  major  role  in  our  work 
schedule  this  Fall.  The  men  of  the  Tree  Division  worked  for  many  weeks 
with  the  Park  and  Highway  Divisions  during  the  cleanup  after  the  storm. 
We  believe  an  excellent  job  was  done  in  this  regard.  The  tree  planting 
program  has  not  been  able  to  be  reestablished  as  yet  because  of  the 
financial  pressures  still  facing  the  Town.  Whenever  it  is  possible  this 
program  should  be  funded  again  for  the  future  beautification  of  our 
streets. 

The  Park  Division  has  had  some  excellent  help  in  the  past  few  years 
through  the  efforts  of  the  Boy  Scouts  and  Eagle  Scout  Projects.  This 
valuable  assistance  was  present  again  this  year.  The  Scouts  painted  the 
buildings  at  the  Nelson  Street  Memorial  Playground  and  also  planted 
several  trees  and  shrubs.  This  will  ensure  the  future  esthetic  quality  of 
this  popular  facility.  As  in  past  years,  the  Park  Division  was  involved  in 
several  community  oriented  activities.  Our  Wenger  Showmobile,  a 
portable  stage  and  sound  system,  was  set  up  and  used  during  the  July 
Fourth  Philharmonic  Orchestra  concert.  This  concert  combined  with  the 
fireworks  display  was  a  huge  success. 

Park  Division  personnel  and  equipment  were  also  present  during 
the  Annual  Art  Show  at  Brewster  Garden,  thesummer  concerts  at  Jenny 
Pond,  the  Annual  Handicap  Wheelchair  Picnic  Day  in  Manomet,  and  the 
Christmas  Tree  Lighting  Ceremony.  In  addition  to  these  and  other 
events  the  Town's  park  areas  hosted  several  weddings  and  visitings 
groups  in  Brewster  Garden.  When  considering  all  of  the  day  to  day  usage 
and  special  events  thattake  place  within  the  Park  Division's  properties,  it 
is  easy  to  understand  why  these  areas  are  so  important  to  the  Town  of 
Plymouth. 

We  wish  to  thank  all  of  the  other  Department  of  Public  Works 
Divisions  for  their  cooperation  this  past  year. 
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Cemetery  Division 


During  the  year  1985  the  Cemetery  Division  mainteined  the  16 
cemeteries  which  are  now  our  responsibility.  Keeping  the  grass  mowed 
and  the  shrubs  trimmed  is  minor  maintenance  compared  to  the 
replacing  and  repairing  of  damage  caused  by  vandals,  mainly  at  Vine 
Hills,  Oak  Grove,  and  Burial  Hill  Cemeteries. 

The  hurricane  "Gloria"  in  September  caused  an  enormous  amount 
of  damage,  uprooting  approximately  25  large  pine  and  oak  trees 
throughout  the  cemeteries  and  damaging  many  grave  sites,  the  largest 
of  the  trees  toppled  was  a  pine  in  Vine  Hills  measuring  over  three  feet  in 
diameter. 

One  hundred  thirty  grave  sites  were  purchased  in  1985,  seventy  nine 
at  Vine  Hills,  six  at  Oak  Grove,  eleven  at  Chiltonville,  and  thirty  four  at 
Manomet.  We  participated  in  one  hundred  ninety  burials,  one  hundred 
twenty  nine  in  Vine  Hills,  nineteen  in  Oak  Grove,  thirty  in  Manomet,  nine 
in  Chiltonville,  two  in  Cedarville,  one  in  Faunce  Memorial,  and  one 
removal  to  Brockton. 

We  would  like  to  express  our  thanks  to  the  Police  Department  for 
their  help  in  attempting  to  stem  the  vandalism  in  our  cemeteries,  the 
Water  Department  for  replacing  damaged  water  pipes,  the  Highway  for 
installing  the  two  drains  in  Chiltonville,  the  Tree  Department  for  their 
assistance  after  the  Hurricane,  and  any  other  Department  which  came  to 
our  rescue  throughout  the  year.

The  fiscal  1985  tax  rate  was  set  at  $24.00  per  thousand  dollars  of 
assessed  valuation  on  June  10,  1985. 

The  first  half  of  the  fiscal  year's  tax  bill  Was  estimated  to  allow  a 
timely  mailing  on  November  9,  1984  due  to  the  update  ordered  by  the 
Department  of  Revenue  and  in  accordance  with  Chapter  797. 

The  projected  growth  for  fiscal  1986  is  anticipated  beyond 
$168,000,000.  This  will  allow  the  Town  to  increase  our  levy  by  an 
additional  $4,046,000  of  that  anticipated  growth.  The  excess  of 
$127,000,000  in  value  will  be  generated  by  Boston  Edison's  Pilgrim  Plant. 
Through  the  efforts  of  Mr.  George  F.  Moody,  Jr.,  Chairman  of  the 
Plymouth  Board  of  Assessors,  the  1985  legislation  passed  a  bill  allowing 
this  so  called  windfall  of  an  additional  $127,000,000  to  be  added  to  the 
fiscal  1986  levy.  Our  biggest  concern  was  to  postpone  the  update  for 
fiscal  1985  allowing  the  higher  tax  rate  to  be  used  against  the  fiscal  1986 
growth. 

The  Assessors  office  wishes  to  extend  a  healthy  and  happy 
retirement  to  Suzanne  Tetreault  after  five  years  of  loyal  and  dedicated 
service  to  the  office.  Also  we  wish  to  congratulate  our  Chairman  on 
being  awarded  the  Edward  C.  Wilson  award  for  outstanding 
contributions  to  the  Assessing  profession  presented  by  the 
Massachusetts  Assessing  Association.  The  Board  of  Assessors  wish  to 
thank  the  clerical  staff  for  their  cooperation  and  outstanding  assistance 
during  the  last  year.

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Plymouth  Public  Library 


1985  was  a  year  of  dramatic  change  for  the  Plymouth  Public  Library. 
The  most  significant  even  was  the  publication  of  the  Plymouth  Public 
Library  Master  Plan:  1985-2005,  which  evaluated  current  levels  of  service 
and  projected  needs  into  the  21st  century.  The  Master  Plan  process 
started  with  a  comprehensive  community  survey  of  library  users,  non- 
users,  staff  and  high  school  students.  This  was  followed  by  a  study  of 
population  projections  and  demographic  trends,  and  then  a  comparison 
of  current  levels  of  service  with  national  and  state  standards.  The 
conclusion  of  the  Plan  is  that  current  services  are  inadequate, 
particularly  in  the  areas  of  collection,  staffing,  space,  and  funding.  In 
order  to  meet  the  needs  of  a  growing  community  and  plan  for  the  year 
2000,  it  was  concluded  that  the  Town  must  look  towards  constructing  an 
entirely  new  central  library  facility  and  give  serious  consideration  to 
expansion  of  the  branch  library  system. 

A  second  major  development  in  1985  was  the  decision  to  join  the  Old 
Colony  Library  Network's  automated  resource  sharing  consortium.  The 
OCLN  will  allow  the  Library  to  automate  its  circulation,  cataloging,  and 
statistical  procedures  while  at  the  same  time  giving  residents  of 
Plymouth  access  to  the  collections  of  the  fifteen  other  member  libraries. 
The  grant  which  made  this  project  possible  was  the  largest  federal  grant 
for  libraries  in  the  country  in  1985. 

The  Library  also  received  a  major  grant  to  start  up  a  Library 
Outreach  Program.  This  grant  funded  a  program  coordinator  and  a  van 
which  will  allow  the  library  to  deliver  books  and  provide  service  to  care 
facilities,  senior  housing  communities,  and  shut-ins. 

Other  events  of  the  year  included  the  addition  of  a  public  access 
micro-computer,  expansion  of  hours  to  include  Thursday  evenings,  and 
the  addition  of  Rental  Book  Collection  at  the  Main  Library  and  the 
Manomet  Branch.

On  December  29, 1985,  an  act,  M.G.L.  Chapter  709  provided  a  cost- 
of-living  increase  of  nine  percent  (9%)  retroactive  to  July  1,  1985.  All 
recipients  of  Veterans  Services  are  to  be  reimbursed  retroactively. 

On  July  19,  1985  the  Office  of  the  Commissioner  of  Veterans' 
Services  issued  a  memorandum  establishing  immediately  a  "Homeless 
Veterans  Policy".  This  program  has  been  given  the  highest  priority. 

Medical  costs  continue  to  increase  more  rapidly  than  any  other 
public  assistance  rates.  The  trend  in  application  has  increased  more  and 
more  for  medical  assistance.  All  these  rates  have  been  approved  by  the 
Commonwealth's  Rate  Setting  Commission. 

In  June,  Governor  Dukakis  filed  a  friend-of-the-court  brief 
appealing  the  decision  of  U.S.  District  Court  Judge  Jack  Weinstein  that 
approved  a  $180,000,000  out  of  court  settlement.  This  class  action  suit 
filed  by  the  Vietnam  veterans  against  seven  major  chemical 
manufacturers.  Hundreds  of  applications  were  filed  by  this  office,  better 
known  as  "Agent  Orange". 

Our  Veteran  population  continues  to  increase.  During  1985,  Mrs. 
Jean  Goduti,  Assistant  Agent  in  this  department,  retired  after  more  than 
two  decades  of  loyal  and  efficient  service. 
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Veterans  Administration 


The  President  has  signed  Public  Law  99-166,  the  VA  Health  Care 
Amendments  of  1985.  It  extends  until  1989  and  provides  care  for  those 
exposed  to  dioxin  or  herbicides  while  serving  in  Vietnam,  and  Veterans 
exposed  to  radiation.  Former  POW's  are  also  included. 

The  VA  mortgage  interest  has  been  lowered  to  ten  and  one-half 
percent  (10y2%),  the  lowest  in  six  years.  The  Administration  has 
implemented  a  new  G.I.  Bill  effective  July  1 , 1985  through  June 30, 1988. 
Congress  has  passed  a  3.1%  increase  for  VA  pensions  and  VA 
compensation.  This  bill  has  been  signed  into  law. 

The  Emergency  Veterans'  Job  Training  Act,  which  provides 
employers  a  fifty  epercent  (50%)  reimbursement  by  the  government  up 
to  $10,000  per  Veteran,  has  been  extended.  The  Department  of  Labor  is 
also  a  participant.  During  1985  the  G.I.  Insurance  paid  $798,0000,000  in 
dividends  to  ex-servicemen  with  G.I.  policies.  Payments  are  made  on  the 
anniversary  date  of  their  individual  policies.  During  1985  local  Veterans, 
their  dependents,  parents,  gold-star  parents,  widows,  etc.  will  have 
received  nearly  $4,500,000  in  benefits.  Medical  services  to  our  local 
Veterans,  at  no  cost,  is  estimated  to  be  over  $800,000. 
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Commission  on  Handicapped  Affairs 


The  Plymouth  Commission  on  Handicapped  Affairs  was  established 
pursuant  to  Massachusetts  Gen.  Law,  Chapter  40.  Section  504  of  the 
Rehabilitation  act  of  1973  and  Article  114  of  the  Massachusetts 
Constitution  of  1980  were  the  incentives  for  establishing  local 
Commissions. 

Board  members  were  appointed  after  an  interview  with  the 
Selectmen.  At  the  first  meeting  held  in  July,  officers  were  elected:  Ann 
Waitkus-Harrington,  Chairperson;  Arthur  Martineau,  Vice  Chairman; 
Barbara  Beane,  Secretary.  Members  include:  James  Bell,  Sam  Ferrari, 
Mary  Ellen  Mastrorilli,  Catherine  White.  A  majority  of  the  Commission  is 
comprised  of  people  with  various  disabilities.  Subsequent  meetings 
concentrated  on  the  development  of  policies  and  procedures  governing 
the  Commission. 

The  function  of  the  Board  is  to  be  a  conduit  between  the  Town  and 
the  community  dealing  with  all  handicapped  issues,  information  and 
referral,  guidance  and  coordination.  The  Board  will  also  provide 
technical  assistance  to  public  agencies  and  private  persons, 
organizations  and  institutions.  The  goal  of  this  program  is  to  eliminate 
prejudice  and  discrimination  because  of  disability. 

Some  of  the  responsibilities  are: 

—  to  design  and  implement  programs  to  promote  equality 

—  to  review  and  evaluate  policies  of  all  departments 

—  to  initiate,  coordinate  and  monitor  Legislation  on  Town, 
State  and  Federal  levels 

—  to  process  all  discrimination  complaints  for  proper 
dispersal 

—  to  acquire,  analyze,  use  and  maintain  and  handicapped 
statistics  and  material 

The  Commission  is  presently  working  on: 

—  an  Access  Guide  to  Plymouth  for  residents  and  tourists  with 
disabilities 

—  a  Public  Awareness  Program  concerning  TDD's  for  deaf 
people 

—  providing  Legislative  Updates  on  disability  issues 

—  developing  an  ongoing  Census  of  disabled  residents  and 
their  needs 

—  designing  and  implementing  a  program  for  youngsters  to 
develop  sensitivity  to  individuals  with  disabilities.  This  program  is 
targeted  for  Fall  implementation. 

We  will  be  conducting  a  Self  Assessment  of  Town  programs, 
policies  and  activities  for  determination  of  additional  need  and  structural 
changes. 
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An  important  function  of  the  Board  has  been  developing 
interagency  cooperation  thru  working  with  the  Massachusetts 
Rehabilitation  Commission,  Mass.  Coalition  of  Citizens  with  Disabilities, 
Mass.  Commission  Against  Discrimination,  Adaptive  Environments 
Center,  C.O.R.D.,  Independent  Living  Assoc.,  and  local  Social  Service 
Agencies.  Ann  Waitkus-Harrington  was  appointed  by  the  Mass. 
Supreme  Judicial  Court  in  June  to  serve  on  the  Disability  Benefits 
Project  for  the  Mass.  Legal  Assistance  Corp.  and  has  been  designated  to 
be  the  Liaison  to  the  National  Organization  on  Disability  in  Washington, 
enabling  the  Commission  to  compete  for  a  Community  Awards  Grant. 
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Council  on  Aging 


Our  Council  on  Aging  was  much  involved  in  two  spin-off  community 
programs  that  occurred  during  the  past  year.  One  was  the  Cranberry 
Area  Hospice;  the  other,  the  Samaritans.  Countil  on  Aging  staff  assisted 
the  hospice  substantially  for  several  years.  Through  our  agency,  the 
hospice  obtained  legal  assistance  to  formulate  a  set  of  by-laws  and  to 
incorporate.  The  Director  Christian  Schembri  wrote  the  original  grant 
applications  to  the  Area  Agency  on  Aging  and  the  United  Way.  He 
enabled  the  hospice  to  obtain  space  and  the  use  of  a  telephone  within 
our  senior  center  offices  at  no  cost.  Lee  Anderson  served  as  Treasurer 
and  was  succeeded  by  Virginia  Murray.  In  1985,  our  Council  on  Aging 
staff  completed  terms  and  mission  in  establishing  the  Cranberry  Area 
Hospice. 

A  second  spin-off  was  the  Samaritans.  By  courtesy  of  Sheriff  Peter 
Y.  Flynn,  the  Samaritans  will  soon  be  housed  at  a  new  community 
building  on  the  prison  grounds.  Lee  Anderson  was  instrumental  in 
obtaining  the  new  space  and  in  recruiting  the  board  of  directors  of  the 
Samaritans.  Through  her  efforts,  the  Samaritans  became  established  in 
our  area,  affiliated  with  "Sam  USA,"  and  opened  their  services  out  of  a 
building  in  Duxbury  this  year. 

Our  grants  under  Older  Americans  Act,  Title  III,  were  renewed  and 
enabled  us  to  maintain  our  Program  Coordinator  Lee  Anderson,  Site 
Manager  Viola  Kessell,  and  our  Support  Services  Coordinator.  Alice 
Doyle  was  hired  forthis  third  position.  Shecoordinates  meals  on  wheels, 
makes  home  visits  and  evaluates  the  needs  of  meals  on  wheels  clients. 
Due  to  the  Medicare  Cost  Containment  System  (DRGs),  which  became 
effective  in  our  State  on  October  1,  1985,  meals  on  wheels  count  has 
risen.  More  social  service  cases  were  carried  by  Lee  Anderson. 

Our  Older  Americans  Act,  Title  V,  grant  program  has  been 
maintained.  Senior  Aides  served  in  the  following  capacities  when  1985 
ended:  Barbara  Ruffini,  Anna  Powers  and  Ginny  Haskins,  dispatchers. 
Ginny  also  assists  in  the  nutrition  and  in  older  worker  employment. 
Joseph  Kelly  served  as  nutrition  aide  and  also  drives  the  Shuttle  Bus 
when  needed.  BernadetteTarjectand  Dorothy  West  are  meals  on  wheels 
drivers;  Lola  Johnson  and  Ruth  Fanning,  clerical  assistants;  Virginia 
Murray,  accountant;  Barbara  Sulinski,  assistant  accountant;  Robert 
Rogers  and  Victor  Lopes,  assistants  on  the  Shuttle  Bus.  Geneva  Dicks, 
Antonnette  Scalabrini,  Mary  Valeriani  and  John  Ferrigno  were  enrolled 
in  the  Elder  Service  Corps  assisting  in  our  programs. 

Fifty-eight  volunteers  were  recognized  during  June  at  a  special 
luncheon.  Certificates  were  awarded  by  the  Town  of  Plymouth,  the 
Department  of  Elder  Affairs  and  the  Internal  Revenue  Service  to  those 
who  gave  freely  of  their  time  and  efforts  toward  programs  of  the  Council 
on  Aging.  Attorneys  Ralph  Connolly  and  Robert  Greenglass  received 
awards  from  both  the  Town  and  the  State  for  their  local  community 
involvement  in  assisting  elders  pro  bono  over  a  period  of  eight  years. 
Presentations  were  made  by  State  Representative  Peter  Forman  and 
Selectmen  Chairman  William  Nolan  to  volunteers  under  three 
categories:  those  who  assisted  at  the  Senior  Center  on  a  regular  basis; 
those  who  volunteered  at  special  times;  and  those  who  volunteered  on 
the  Selectmen  appointed  board  of  our  Council.  Included  also  were 
student  interns  Norma  Harrington  and  Catherine  Nelson  whocompleted 
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their  internship  and  had  given  our  agency  many  hours  of  professional 
work  at  no  cost  to  the  Town. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  reappointed  Earl  Harper,  Harry  Fox  and 
Rev.  Daniel  Wilfrid  to  three  years  terms  on  the  Council.  Genevieve  Ash 
was  appointed  by  the  AARP  to  be  State  Legislative  Representative. 
Director  of  Elder  Affairs  Christian  Schembri  and  Hope  Cole  were 
reelected  respectively  as  President  and  Treasurer  of  Southeastern 
Regional  Association  of  Councils  on  Aging  (CIRCA). 

The  Council  on  Aging  Shuttle  Buses  carried  22,462  elderly 
passengers  during  1985,  averaging  89.9  per  day.  Acting  as  distribution 
agent  for  government  surplus  foods,  the  Council  on  Aging  distributed  to 
10,888  households  during  1985,  benefiting  34,475  duplicated  individuals 
of  our  local  community. 

The  Council  on  Aging  is  a  viable  agency  of  our  town,  providing  a 
wide  spectrum  of  services.  Town  residents  are  welcome  to  inquire  about 
our  services. 


Conservation  Commission 

With  the  resignation  of  long-time  Chairman  Malcolm  MacGregorto 
serve  as  a  Planning  Board  Member,  the  Commission  welcomed  new 
member,  Ted  Jesse,  Sr.,  new  Chairman  Antone  L.  Morgardo  and  Vice- 
Chairman  Joseph  Feroli.  The  Commission  elected  four 
consultants/associate  members  at  their  yearly  reorganizational 
meeting.  They  are:  Malcolm  MacGregor,  Douglas  Hart,  Richard  Godfrey 
and  Alfred  Ledo.  They  were  each  voted  to  serve  one  year  terms  expiring 
June  30,  1986. 

The  Commission  had  a  very  busy  year.  We  processed  40%  more 
formal  filings  under  the  Wetlands  Protection  Act.  Additionally,  we 
reviewed  49%  more  determinations.  These  actions  involve  on-site  visits, 
an  increase  in  paperwork  and  office  traffic. 

The  Commission  worked  closely  with  the  Soil  Conservation  Service 
attending  the  work  performed  for  erosion  control  on  Plymouth  Beach 
done  in  past  years.  Additionally,  in  the  erosion  control  area,  we  formed  a 
committee  of  citizens,  town  officials,  representatives  from  Soil 
Conservation  Service  and  Coastal  Zone  Management  to  undertake  a 
major  engineering  study  on  the  causes  and  solutions  to  bluff  erosion  in 
South  Plymouth  and  the  Cedarville  areas.  As  part  of  a  projected  three- 
year  review  the  Commission  plans  to  create  a  report  available  to  the 
public  on  erosion  control  for  the  protection  of  their  property  and  to 
advise  prospective  buyers  on  the  responsibility  of  living  on  an  ocean 
bluff. 

We  entered  into  a  contract  with  Land  Disc,  Inc.  for  pictures  of  homes 
and  land  on  the  Plymouth  coastline  to  be  done  while  they  perform  the 
Town's  re-evaluation.  These  photos  will  provide  the  Town  with 
documented  proof  of  erosion  prone  areas.

FIRE  ALARM  DIVISION 

Peter  Gage,  Superintendent  of  Fire  Alarm 

Maintenance  of  the  municipal  fire  alarm  system,  electronic 
communications  and  radio  equipment  is,  as  always,  a  continuous  year- 
round  effort.  Reliability  of  all  systems  must  be  assured  under  the  most 
adverse  conditions. 
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Hurricane  Gloria  and  other  severe  storms  of  the  past  year  occurred 
with  no  interruption  of  public  fire  reporting  systems  (municipal  fire 
alarm  boxes  and  telephones)  and  no  failure  of  radio  communications  to 
fire  stations  or  apparatus. 

Growth  in  automatic  fire  detection  and  reporting  systems  continues 
to  increase  due  to  newconstruction  and  legislative  action.  The  following 
fire  alarm  boxes  with  automatic  detecting  systems  have  been  added  to 
the  system  this  year:

All  boxes  and  systems  on  commercial  properties  are,  and  have  been 
installed  at  no  expense  to  the  Town.  Only  service  in  answering  these 
alarms  is  provided  at  taxpayer  expense  which  is  true  of  all  alarms  of  fire, 
regardless  of  how  received.

Once  again,  we  look  forward  to  the  acquisition  of  computerized 
dispatcher  aid  and  records-keeping  systems  to  relieve  the  continually 
increasing  workload  on  the  fire  alarm  operators.  Currently,  the  Fire 
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Department  is  the  only  Town  department  with  no  access  to  computer 
services. 

All  Fire  Department  telephone  equipment  is  now  owned  by  the 
Town  and  maintenance  of  same  is  the  responsibility  of  the  Fire  Alarm 
Division.  A  considerable  savings  in  telephone  expense  has  been  realized 
with  this  change. 

Valuable  assistance  has  been  rendered  this  division  by  other 
members  of  the  Fire  Department  without  which  many  projects  would 
remain  incomplete. 

To  all  the  uniformed  and  non-uniformed  personnel  of  the  Plymouth 
Fire  Department  my  deepest  gratitude  for  the  cooperation, 
professionalism  and  pride  with  which  they  serve  the  Town  of  Plymouth 
and  the  Fire  Service.

and  removed  to  a  landfill  in  Carver.  The  cost  of  raising  and  removing  this 
vessel  was  borne  by  the  CORP  OF  ENGINEERS  of  the  U.S.  Army. 

An  additional  200'  tour  boat  made  Plymouth  its  port  of  call  this 
season.  Altogether  there  were  three  tour  boats  using  the  facilities  of 
Plymouth  Marine  for  overnight  berthing,  because  of  its  close  proximity 
to  the  Plymouth  business  district  hundreds  of  additional  tourists  were 
enable  to  shop  in  thisarea.  Hopefully  they  will  be  backagainthiscoming 
season. 

Our  new  patrol  boat,  a  27'  Nauset  had  proven  itself  very  seaworthy 
and  enabled  us  to  respond  to  many  boats  in  distress  when  Coast  Guard 
boats  were  occupied  doing  other  duties.  Two  new  pieces  of  equipment 
were  installed,  a  radar  unit  and  a  Loran  C  unit.  Both  units  assisted  us  in 
locating  disoriented  boats  at  night  and  in  foggy  weather. 

Restoration  of  the  Duxbury  Pier  Light  (Bug  Light)  was  completed 
this  Fall  and  was  approved  by  the  1  st  Coast  Guard  District.  Most  of  the 
work  on  the  light  had  been  done  by  David  Silvia  of  Plymouth. 

Party  Fishing  and  Whale  Watching  trips  were  very  successful  this 
season  and  thousands  of  people  took  this  advantage  to  spend  a  day  on 
the  water  and  enjoy  Cape  Cod  Bay. 

The  Blessing  of  the  Fleet  and  the  Fish  Bash  were  held  again  this  year 
and  both  were  well  received. 

Hurricane  GLORIA  that  arrived  in  the  latter  part  of  September  wasa 
very  serious  threat  to  Plymouth  but  fortunately  a  slight  shift  of  wind  and 
arriving  on  low  tide  caused  very  little  damage  in  the  harbor.  A  majority  of 
local  boats  took  our  advice  and  either  hauled  their  boats  out  or  went  to  a 
safe  area.  We  had  only  1  boat  totally  demolished  and  4  others  damaged. 
Most  of  the  small  boats  that  had  been  hauled  out  never  went  back  in 
water  because  of  other  threatening  hurricanes  and  they  called  it  a 
season  two  months  early.

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Office  of  Emergency  Preparedness 
and  Civil  Defense 


The  Office  of  Civil  Defense  and  Emergency  Preparedness  is  located 
in  the  basement  of  Memorial  Hall,  83  Court  St.,  Plymouth.  This  location 
was  chosen  for  security  and  survival  reasons. 

The  telephone  number  is  746-4186. 

In  the  event  of  any  emergency  declared  by  the  Plymouth  Board  of 
Selectmen  (or  higher  authority),  the  Office  of  Civil  Defense  and 
Emergency  Preparedness  (OEP/CD)  will  become  operational  on  a  full- 
time  basis.  It  is  presently  manned  by  a  permanent,  part-time  secretary 
three  days  a  week  (Monday,  Tuesday  and  Thursday)  between  10:00  a.m. 
and  1:00  p.m. 

Mr.  J.  Douglas  Hadfield,  the  present  Director,  was  appointed  by  the 
Plymouth  Board  of  Selectmen  on  July  24,  1984. 

This  department  is  the  town  agency  responsible  for  the 
coordination  of  all  town  departments  and  resources  in  time  of  disaster, 
natural  or  man-made.  In  the  event  of  an  incident  at  the  Pilgrim  Nuclear 
Power  Station  (PNPS),  this  office  will  be  responsible  for  the  orderly 
evacuation,  if  necessary,  of  any  town  residents  that  may  be  affected  by 
the  incident. 

The  Radiological  Emergency  Response  Plan  (RERP),  adopted  by 
the  Plymouth  Board  of  Selectmen  on  1  January  1980,  is  now  in  effect. 
(Revisions  occur  in  the  plan,  on  an  "as  required"  basis  to  update  changes 
in  pertinent  information.)  This  plan  calls  for  a  number  of  different 
protective  actions,  such  as  staying  home,  sheltering  or  evacuation  of  any 
portion  of  or  all  of  the  population  within  a  ten  (10)  mile  radius  of  the 
Pilgrim  Nuclear  Power  Station  should  conditions  warrantthis  protection 
action.  It  also  describes,  in  detail,  how  each  town  department  (or  other  — 
agencies)  shall  respond  and  what  their  duties  are  during  this  period. 

This  year  we  were  accepted  into  the  Federal  Emergency 
Management  Assistance  Program.  Fifty  percent  of  the  money  spent  on 
Civil  Defense  and  Emergency  Preparedness  is  now  being  reinbursed  to 
the  Town  on  a  quarterly  basis. 

On  9/5/85  the  annual  Boston  Edison  Emergency  Drill  was  held.  The 
Federal  and  State  observers  found  no  fault  with  the  Town's  response  to 
the  drill.  All  Town  departments  were  represented  at  the  EOC  for  the 
entire  length  of  the  drill. 

The  EOC  became  fully  operational  on  a  24  hour  basis  on  9/26/85  at  9 
p.m.  to  prepare  for  the  arrival  of  Hurricane  Gloria  on  Friday,  9/27/85. 
During  the  storm  itself,  shelters  were  opened  at  schools  and  Memorial 
Hall.  A  total  of  234  people  were  sheltered  and  fed  through  a  jointeffort  of 
Civil  Defense  and  the  American  Red  Cross.  On  September  29,  at  10  p.m., 
the  EOC  became  operational  on  a  part-time  basis  for  the  next  five  days 
until  all  power  was  restored  to  the  Town. 

During  the  year,  5  unusual  events  were  declared  at  the  Pilgrim 
Nuclear  Power  Plant.  No  response  was  required  outside  of  telephone 
communications  with  the  Plan. 
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COMMUNICATIONS 

The  Emergency  Operations  Center  (EOC)  continues  to  improve. 
The  Center  has  a  radio  room  that  is  capable  of  two-way  radio 
communications  between  the  Center  and  the  Plymouth  Police,  Fire  and 
Department  of  Public  Works.  We  have  also  developed  a  radio  system  that 
allows  us  to  maintain  communications  with  the  Massachusetts  Civil 
Defense  Agency  and  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Public  Health 
through  either  the  RACES  (Radio  Amateur  Civil  Emergency  Service)  or 
the  Massachusetts  Executive  Department  frequencies.  This  capability 
was  funded,  in  part,  by  State  monies. 

In  November  of  1982,  the  Town  Siren/Notification  System  became 
fully  operational.  This  system  is  regulated  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  is  activated  at  THEIR  request  ONLY.  Actual  control  is  from  the 
Central  Fire  Station  Operations  Room. 
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Building  Department 


1985  was  another  big  year  in  the  Building  and  Zoning 
Department.  Building  permits  issued  for  new  houses  in  1984  were  337,  in 
1985  it  was  399,  up  62.  Wiring  and  plumbing  permits  were  also  up 
approximately  another  30%  over  last  year.  In  total,  the  Building 
Department  issued  over  7,600  permits  in  1985,  compared  to  6,800  in 
1984.  The  revenue  that  the  Building  Department  brought  in  this  year  was 
more  amazing  than  last  year.  This  year  we  brought  in  $300,077.,  in  1984 
we  brought  in  $219,000.  This  is  an  increase  of  $71,077. 

The  real  increase  in  building  permits  this  yearcan  be  found  in  single 
family  houses.  Our  total  budget  in  1984  was  $197,000.  We  brought  in 
revenue  exceeding  $300,000.  The  money  taken  in,  the  amount  of  permits 
issued  and  the  inspections  done  this  year  could  not  have  been 
accomplished  without  the  dedication  and  hard  work  of  the  peopleof  this 
department. 

In  closing,  let  me  issue  an  invitation  to  the  citizens  of  Plymouth  to 
address  their  questions  or  concerns  at  any  time.  This  department  works 
best  protecting  the  citizen's  interests  and  safety,  when  the  public  is  well 
informed.

Statistics  from  Fiscal  Year  July,  1984  through  June,  1985  indicate 
the  community's  increased  need  for  nursing  services  in  designated 
areas.  Postpartum/Newborn  contacts  increased  from  1984-1985  by  36%, 
reflecting  new  mothers  and  infants  with  early  hospital  discharges  and 
increased  infant  population.  Multiple  health  needs  exist  in  this  group 
requiring  infant  teaching  and  health  assessments  of  both  mother  and 
infant.  The  changing  needs  of  this  population  have  been  met  with 
additional  professional  resources  and  expansion  of  Well  Child  Clinic  to 
now  include  nutritional,  social  work  and  pediatric  nurse  practionerr 
services  as  well  as  nursing  assessments,  health  history  taking  and 
continued  immunizations,  physical  exams,  lead  and  hemoglobin  testing. 

The  population  also  continues  to  be  served  in  large  numbers  for 
disease  immunizations  and  blood  pressure  screening  with  health 
teaching. 
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Plymouth  County 
Mosquito  Control  Project 

The  Commissioners  of  the  Plymouth  County  Mosquito  Control 
Project  are  pleased  to  submitthefollowing  report  of  ouractivitiesduring 
1985. 

The  Project  is  a  special  district  created  by  the  State  Legislature  in 
1957,  that  is  now  composed  of  twenty-two  (22)  Plymouth  County  towns, 
the  City  of  Brockton,  and  the  Town  of  Cohasset  in  Norfolk  County.  The 
Project  is  a  mechanism  for  organizing  specialized  equipment,  specially 
trained  employees  and  mosquito  control  professionals  to  carry  out  the 
single  function  of  mosquito  control  over  a  broad  geographic  area.  The 
Project  now  provides  environmentally  sound  mosquito  control  to  an 
area  of  approximately  650  square  miles. 

Calendar  year  1985  was  one  of  expansion.  On  July  1  the  Town  of 
Halifax  joined  the  program.  The  Project  finally  was  able  to  acquire 
additional  badly  needed  equipment,  including  three  pickup  trucks,  a 
flatbed  truck,  an  excavator  for  use  on  the  Salt  Marsh,  two  sprayers  and  a 
complete  complement  of  survey  equipment.  A  laboratory  to  sort,  identify 
and  count  field-caught  mosquitoes  was  completed.  The  information 
gathered  from  trap  collections  and  field  surveys  is  important  to  the 
integrated  pest  management  approach  used  by  the  Plymouth  County 
Mosquito  Control  Project. 

In  summary,  1985  began  with  a  dryer  than  normal  spring  and  early 
summer.  Prior  to  mid-August,  complaints  of  nuisance  mosquitoes  were 
often  scattered  and  could  be  attributed  to  a  single  local  breeding  site. 
This  made  source  reduction  simple  and  effective.  In  later  summer, 
increased  frequency  of  rainfall  led  to  a  more  broad  scale  problem 
requiring  increased  spraying  for  adult  mosquitoes.  Concern  about 
transmission  of  eastern  equine  encephalitis  to  both  horses  and  humans 
also  surfaced  at  the  end  of  the  summer.  However,  no  cases  occurred  in 
Massachusetts  although  virus-positive  mosquitoes  were  collected. 

The  figures  specific  to  the  Town  of  Plymouth  are  given  below.  While 
mosquitoes  do  not  respect  political  boundaries,  the  information  below 
does  provide  atally  of  those  activities  which  had  the  greatest  ipact  on  the 
health  and  comfort  of  town  residents. 

1.  Insecticide  Application.  24,201  acres  were  treated  using  truck 
mounted  sprayers  for  control  of  adult  mosquitoes.  More  than  one 
application  was  made  to  the  same  site  if  mosquitoes  reinvaded  the  area. 
The  first  treatments  were  made  in  May  and  the  last  in  September. 

2.  Water  Mangement.  During  1985,  crews  removed  blockages, 
brush  and  other  obstructions  from  1,710  linear  feet  of  ditches  and 
streams  to  prevent  overflows  or  stagnation  that  can  result  in  mosquito 
breeding.  This  work  together  with  machine  reclamation  is  most  often 
carried  out  in  the  fall  and  winter. 

3.  Machine  Reclamation.  1,230  linear  feet  of  ditch  was 
reconstructed  in  Plymouth  using  a  backhoe  mounted  on  a  bombadier 
tractor.

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Annual  Report  of  the  Principal 
of  the  Plymouth-Carver 
Intermediate  School 

The  Plymouth-Carver  Intermediate  School  opened  in  September 
with  an  enrollment  of  1819  students.  The  grade  level  structure  is  grades 
8,  9,  and  10.  A  full  range  of  academic  and  non-academic  courses  are 
offered  to  all  grade  levels. 

The  Art  Partnership  "Meet  Mr.  Shakespeare"  offered  to  our  eighth 
graders  is  continuing  to  be  enthusiastically  received  by  both  students 
and  community.  Each  eight-week  session  provides  a  theatrical  and 
writing  experience  that  brings  a  new  and  innovative  approach  to  the  life 
and  times  of  Elizabethan  England. 

The  new  computer  center,  complete  with  25  computers  and  printers 
is  being  used  as  an  integrated  supplement  to  classroom  teaching. 
Students  use  the  center  during  their  free  time  and  work  on  various 
subject  area  programs  consistent  with  classroom  instruction. 

The  PCIS  Band,  under  its  own  Band  Director,  has  become  a  well 
trained  marching  unit  and  renowned  for  its  performances  of  traditional 
music  both  at  parades  and  concerts. 

The  Parent  Advisory  Council  is  very  active  at  PCIS  and  contributed 
directly  to  the  accomplishments  that  have  added  to  the  student  learning 
experience.  It  is  our  hope  that  parents  will  continue  to  support  and  help 
in  the  decision  making  process  to  enrich  the  learning  experience  of  all 
our  students. 

The  students  and  faculty  are  commended  for  their  understanding 
and  postive  attitude  that  result  in  learning  and  orderliness  in  an 
overcrowded  situation. 
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Annual  Report  of  the  Principal 
of  the  Plymouth-Carver 
High  School 

Plymouth-Carver  High  School  is  a  four-year  comprehensive  high 
school.  However,  since  1975,  we  have  been  unable  to  serve  the  total  high 
school  population  in  a  single  facility.  For  the  last  four  years  the  high 
school  building  has  housed  all  of  grades  1 1  and  12  and  a  percentage  of 
grade  10.  The  remaining  portion  of  grade  10  and  all  of  grade9  have  been 
located  at  Plymouth-Carver  Intermediate  School. 

Despite  this  obstacle,  Plymouth-Carver  High  School  has  a 
successful  record  of  serving  its  students.  Through  the  efforts  of  a 
dedicated  and  committed  staff,  the  curricular  program  is  characterized 
by  high  quality  and  excellence. 

Even  though  the  high  school  grades  have  been  located  in  two 
separate  buildings,  a  mandate  from  the  community,  the  Plymouth- 
Carver  Regional  School  Committee,  and  the  educators  has  resulted  in  a 
full  four-year  high  school  program  in  which  all  take  pride.  This  has  been 
accomplished  through  the  leadership  of  the  high  school  administration; 
the  cooperation  of  the  intermediate  school  administrators;  the  curricular 
efforts  of  department  chairpersons  and  coordinators;  the  support  and 
encouragement  of  the  Plymouth-Carver  Regional  School  Committee; 
and  the  cooperation  and  assistance  of  students,  parents,  and  other 
community  members. 

The  team-concept  of  administration  initiated  with  the  aplintment  of 
the  present  Principal  in  1983  has  continued.  This  administrative 
structure  has  led  the  way  to  innovative  thinking  and  positive  changes 
which  reflect  the  input  of  students,  parents,  and  teachers. 

An  emphasis  on  achievement  and  excellence  is  the  school's  focus. 
Students  are  encouraged  to  select  courses  which  most  appropriately 
challenge  their  abilities.  The  "Student  and  Parent  Handbook"— which  is 
now  used  throughout  the  region— was  completely  revised  with  input 
from  students,  parents,  teachers,  and  administrators.  It  includes  a 
complete  set  of  rules  and  regulations  governing  the  school  and  the 
region,  and  serves  as  a  guide  for  student  success.  The  "Handbook" 
reflects  the  concern  of  the  community  and  the  staff  that  the  school  be 
characterized  by  order  and  excellence. 

The  continued  emphasis  on  achievement  resulted  in  numerous 
advances  academically. 

The  Business  Education  Department  continued  its  program  to 
improve  curriculum,  acquire  technologically  current  equipment,  and 
meet  the  ever-changing  needs  of  business. 

The  English  Department  continued  its  commitment  to  the 
development  of  writing  skills,  and  refocused  attention  on  oral  language 
skill  development  as  well. 

The  Foreign  Language  Department  expanded  its  language  classes 
into  Advanced  Placement,  Honors,  Preparatory,  and  Standard  Division. 
A  program  involving  the  Council  on  International  Educational  Exchange 
resulted  in  an  international  exchange  of  students  between  the  high 
school  and  a  "partner  school"  in  Italy. 
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Through  its  Culinary  Arts  Program,  the  Home  Economics 
Department  operated  a  mini-restaurant  and  bakery  with  students 
planning,  preparing,  serving,  and  evaluating  the  program. 

The  Mathematics  Department  continued  to  evaluate  its  curricular 
offerings.  In  addition,  students  entered  the  Olympiad  Mathematics 
Exam  and  the  American  High  School  Mathematics  Exam. 

The  Physical  Education  Department  stressed  improvement  in  co- 
educational curricular  programs  and  staff  development. 

The  Reading  Department  expanded  its  service  to  students  in  both 
remedial  and  developmental  reading  courses.  The  Department  also 
administered  the  State  Competency  Test  in  Reading. 

The  Science  Department  worked  to  up-grade  its  curricular  program. 
The  Department  also  continued  the  Academic  Competition  Team  (ACT 
I). 

The  Social  Studies  Department  stressed  a  global  and  multi-ethnic 
approach  to  learning.  It  also  emphasized  learning  from  community 
resources  in  Plymouth  and  Carver.  A  new  Coordinator wasappointed  to 
head  the  department. 

The  Special  Needs  Department  reviewed  its  curriculum  with  the 
intent  of  increasing  each  student's  knowledge  of  basic  scientific 
concepts  related  to  everyday  living. 

For  the  second  year  the  Jobs  for  Bay  State  Graduates  (JBSG) 
Program  served  the  students.  JBSG  is  a  program  providing  guidance  in 
job  preparation,  placement,  and  retention  for  seniors  who  have  chosen 
to  enter  the  labor  force  immediately  upon  graduation. 

The  school  library  was  expanded  and  reorganized  into  an 
Instructional  Media  Center  (IMC)  with  library  materials,  instructional 
media  materials  and  equipment,  an  expanded  Computer  Center,  and  a 
Curriculum  Resource  Center.  With  the  additional  computers  and 
printers  in  the  Computer  Center,  the  CIC  entered  thetechnological  age. 

The  Guidance  Department  continued  to  expand  its  services  to 
students.  In  its  compilation  of  statistics  for  the  Class  of  1985  the 
following  was  reported:  57%  of  the  class  opted  for  further  education 
beyond  high  school  with  31%  accepted  at  four-year  colleges;  30 
students  joined  the  military  service;  and  34%  entered  the  work  force. 
Members  of  the  Class  of  1 985  were  supported  by  $77,725  in  scholarship 
aid  from  Carver  and  Plymouth  donors. 

The  high  school  extra-curricular  program  offered  a  variety  of 
opportunities  for  students.  Many  students  were  involved  in  AFS,  Art 
Club,  Band,  Drama  Club,  Foreign  Language  Club  and  Girls  Athletic 
Association.  Also  active  were  the  LIT  Magazine,  Medical  Careers  Club, 
National  Honor  Society,  the  Eagle,  Student  Council,  and  the  Yearbook. 
The  Sophomore,  Junior  and  Senior  Classes  had  an  event-filled  year. 

Plymouth-Carver  athletic  teams  enjoyed  a  successful  year  also.  In 
1985  the  boys  track  team  and  girls  soccer  team  were  the  Old  Colony 
League  champions.  The  wrestling  team  was  the  Sectional  Division  I 
South  champion  and  the  boys  soccer  team  was  the  Division  I  South 
champion. 

With  the  support  of  the  Plymouth-Carver  Regional  School 
Committee,  and  the  dedication  of  a  professionally  competent  staff,  we 
can  continue  to  point  with  pride  to  Plymouth-Carver  High  School.

The  following  is  a  report  from  the  130  Court  Street  Committee  for 
the  year  1985. 130  Court  St.  front  continues  to  be  fully  utilized.  There  are 
five  rent  paying  tenants.  Specifically;  M  S  P  C  C,  Colonial  Nursing,  Inc., 
Brockton  Homemaker  Health  Aides,  Office  for  Children  and  Old  Colony 
Y.M.C.A. 

To  date  the  rents  collected  total  $6,837.00.  As  for  the  fees  paid  by 
organizations  using  the  two  meeting  rooms,  so  far  this  year  $672,00  have 
been  received  by  the  Town. 

Since  July  1,  1983  the  Plymouth  School  Department  has  occupied 
most  of  130  Court  St.  rear  and  has  assumed  all  responsibility  for  the 
building. 

After  many  years  of  exemplary  service  Sheila  Clough  Crifasi 
resigned  her  position  as  Chairman  of  130  Court  St.  Committee  to  accept 
a  teaching  position  at  Mid-Tennessee  State  University  in  Murfeesboro, 
Tennesse.  Sheila  Crifasi  had  been  tireless  and  unstinting  in  her  efforts 
on  behalf  of  the  Committee.  The  Town  of  Plymouth  owes  a  great  debt  of 
gratitude  to  Mrs.  Crifasi. 
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Personnel  Board 


The  Personnel  Board  of  1985  recommended  several  significant 
changes  in  the  Personnel  By-law  which  won  the  approval  of  the  1985 
Annual  Town  Meeting.  Outstanding  among  these  were  pro-rated 
benefits  for  part-time  S  group  employees,  who,  though  they  serve  the 
town  loyally,  had  not  been  entitled  to  equitable  longevity,  maternity 
leave,  sick  leave,  and  the  like.  The  1985  Annual  Town  Meeting  also 
approved  the  Personnel  Board's  recommendations  for  the  new  job 
classification  of  "Meterperson",  a  position  devoted  solely  to  the 
maintenance  and  operation  of  the  growing  number  of  parking  meters 
placed  throughout  Plymouth.  A  change  in  the  classification  of  the 
Library  Director  position  was  approved  by  Town  Meeting  as 
recommended  by  the  Personnel  Board  of  the  increased  complexity  and 
responsibility  of  that  position. 

This  past  September,  the  Personnel  Board  opened  its  1985-86 
season  with  Marsha  Silva  as  Chairwoman,  Alfred  Lopresti  as  Vice- 
Chairman,  and  members  Diane  Bloom,  Ronald  Fitch,  and  Edward 
Santos;  Dorothy  Zupperoli  as  the  Personnel  Board  Secretary.  Meetings 
began  immediately  with  S-group  members,  seeking  a  5V2%  salary 
adjustment  for  both  fiscal  1986  and  fiscal  1987.  The  Special  Town 
Meeting  held  in  January  1986  approved  the  increase  for  fiscal  1986;  the 
balance  to  be  brought  before  the  1986  Annual  Town  Meeting.  We  are 
working  closely  with  the  Beach  Advisory  Committee  as  they  formulate  a 
job  description  for  a  new  position  "Beach  Warden"  to  be  brought  before 
the  1986  Annual  Town  Meeting,  and  with  Assessor  George  Moody  on 
two  positions  for  his  growing  department. 

The  Plymouth  Personnel  Board  continues  to  work  in  cooperation 
with  all  Town  department  heads  in  accordance  with  our  philosophy  of 
(1 )  retaining  the  valued  and  talented  employees  we  are  fortunate  to  have 
in  service  to  the  Town,  and  (2)  assisting  in  the  formulation  of  job 
descriptions  and  compensation  plans  that  will  serve  to  attract  the  best 
possible  applicants  as  new  positions  become  available.  It  is  a  pleasure  to 
serve  the  Town  in  this  capacity  and  we  would  like  to  express  our  thanks 
to  the  various  appointing  authorities  who  enabled  us  to  serve  on  the 
Plymouth  Personnel  Board.

Persons  were  warned  during  the  Red  Tide  period  regarding  the 
health  problem  caused  by  polluted  water  flowing  into  Plymouth  Harbor. 

The  other  warning  was  given  to  persons  wanting  to  dig  in  the  posted 
hazardous  waste  area  south  of  the  Plymouth  Cordage  Channel.  It  was 
explained  to  them  that  questionable  seepage  could  have  reached  the 
waterfront  shore  in  the  area  and  that  shellfish  should  not  be  taken  until 
there  was  evidence  that  this  area  was  not  affected  by  the  spillage  or 
overflow  of  hazardous  waste,  and  that  the  tests  have  been  completed.

Burglar  Alarm  Systems  Bylaw 
A.  Definitions 

1.  The  term  "Burglar  Alarm  System"  means  an 
assembly  of  equipment  and  devices  or  a  single  device  such 
as,  but  not  limited  to,  a  solid  state  unit  which  plugs  directly 
into  alio  volt  AC  line,  arranged  to  signal  the  presence  of  a 
hazard  requiring  urgent  attention  and  to  which  police  are 
expected  to  respond.  Fire  Alarm  Systems  and  alarm  systems 
which  monitor  temperature,  smoke,  humidity  or  any  other 
condition  not  directly  related  to  the  deteciton  of  an 
unauthorizd  intrusion  into  a  premises  or  an  attempted 
robbery  at  a  premises  are  specifically  excluded  from  the 
provisions  of  this  bylaw.  The  provisions  of  Section  C  of  this 
bylaw  shall  apply  to  all  users. 

2.  The  term  "False  Alarm"  means  (a)  the  activation  of 
an  alarm  system  through  mechanical  failure,  malfunction, 
improper  installation  or  negligence  of  the  user  of  an  alarm 
system  or  his  employees  or  agents;  (b)  any  signal  or  oral 
communication  transmitted  to  the  Police  Department 
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requesting  or  requiring  or  resulting  in  a  response  on  the  part 
of  the  Police  Department  when  in  fact  there  has  been  no 
unauthorized  intrusion,  robbery  or  burglary,  or  attempted 
threat.  For  the  purpose  of  this  definition,  activation  of  alarm 
systems  by  acts  of  God,  including  but  not  limited  to  power 
outages,  hurricanes,  tornadoes,  earthquakes,  and  similar 
weather  or  atmospheric  disturbances  shall  not  be  deemed  to 
be  a  false  alarm. 

B.  Control  and  Curtailment  of  Signals  Emitted  by  Alarm 
Systems 

1.  Every  alarm  user  shall  submit  to  the  Police  Chief  the 
names  and  telephone  numbers  of  at  least  two  other  persons 
who  are  authorized  to  respond  to  an  emergency  signal 
transmitted  by  an  alarm  system  and  who  can  open  the 
premises  wherein  the  alarm  system  is  installed.  It  shall  be 
incumbent  upon  the  owner  of  said  premises  to  immediately 
notify  the  Plymouth  Police  Department  of  any  changes  in  the 
list  of  authorized  employees  so  named  in  the  business  listing 
to  respond  to  alarms. 

2.  All  alarm  systems  installed  after  the  effective  date  of 
this  bylaw  which  use  an  audible  horn,  bell  or  device  shall  be 
equipped  with  a  device  that  will  shut  off  such  bell,  horn  or 
device  within  fifteen  (15)  minutes  after  activation  of  the  alarm 
system.  All  existing  alarm  systems  in  the  Town  of  Plymouth 
must  have  a  shutoff  device  installed  within  six  (6)  months  of 
passage  of  this  bylaw. 

3.  Any  alarm  system  emitting  a  continuous  and 
uninterrupted  signal  for  more  than  fifteen  (15)  minutes 
which  cannot  be  shut  off  or  otherwise  curtailed  due  to  the 
absence  or  unavailability  of  the  alarm  user  or  those  person 
designated  by  him  under  paragraph  (1)  of  this  section  and 
which  disturb  the  peace,  comfort  or  response  of  a 
community,  a  neighborhood  or  a  considerable  number  of 
inhabitants  of  the  area  where  the  alarm  system  is  located, 
shall  constitute  a  public  nuisance. 

4.  No  alarm  system  which  is  designated  to  transmit 
emergency  messages  or  signals  of  intrusion  to  the  Police 
Department  will  be  tested  until  the  Police  Dispatcher  has 
been  notified. 

5.  All  alarm  systems  which  are  designed  to  transmit 
emergency  messages  or  signals  of  intrusion  to  the  Police 
Department  will  be  of  a  type  approved  by  the  Police  Chief. 

C.  Penalties 

1.  The  user  shall  be  assessed  twenty-five  (25)  dollars 
as  a  false  alarm  service  fee  for  each  false  alarm  in  excess  of 
three  (3)  occurring  within  a  calendar  year.  The  Police  Chief 
shall  notify  the  alarm  user  either  by  certified  mail  or  by 
service  in  hand  by  a  police  officer  of  such  violation.  Fines 
shall  be  paid  in  accordance  with  applicable  state  and  local 
law. 

2.  The  owner  of  a  system  which  occasions  six  (6)  or 
more  false  alarms  within  a  calendar  year,  and/or  installer 
who  is  not  in  conformance  with  this  bylaw,  may  be  ordered  to 
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disconnect  and  otherwise  discontinue  the  use  of  the  same  by 
the  Board  of  Selectmen  after  a  public  hearing. 

3.  Any  user,  owner  or  installer  found  to  be  in  violation 
of  any  provision  of  this  bylaw  for  which  no  other  penalty  is 
specified  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  $20.00. 

4.  In  the  event  that  any  provision,  section  or  clause  of 
this  bylaw  is  hereafter  judicially  found  to  be  invalid,  such 
decision,  invalidity  or  voidance  shall  not  affect  the  validity  of 
the  remaining  portion  of  this  bylaw. 

ARTICLE  EIGHTEEN:

any  public  beach."

The  privilege  of  said  owner  to  have  any  vehicle  of  his 
operated  on  Plymouth  Beach  shall  besuspended,  cancelled, 
revoked  or  declared  forfeited  for  one  year  whenever  said 
vehicle  shall  have  been  operated  in  violation  of  either 
Section  4  or  Section  8  for  a  second  time  within  a  period  of  12 
consecutive  months. 
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Any  person  who  operates  a  motor  vehicle  on  Plymouth 
Beach  without  an  effective  permit  for  said  vehicle,  or,  after 
his  personal  privilege  to  operate  a  vehicle  on  Plymouth 
Beach  has  been  suspended,  cancelled,  revoked  or  forfeited, 
without  renewal  thereof,  shall  be  subject  to  arrest  for 
trespass  pursuant  to  Section  120  of  Chapter  266  of  the 
General  Laws,  as  amended.

208.01  Establishment  and  Membership 

208.02  Organization  and  Proceedings 

208.03  Duties  and  Procedures  of  Design  Review  Board 

208.04  Appearance  Code 

208.01  Establishment  and  Membership 

A  Design  Review  Board  is  hereby  established.  Said 
Design  Review  Board  shall  consist  of  five  (5)  members  who 
shall  be  appointed  by  the  Selectmen  in  the  manner 
prescribed  herein.  Members  of  the  Design  Review  Board 
shall  include,  where  possible  in  order  of  preference,  an 
architect,  a  landscape  architect,  a  designee  of  the  Planning 
Board,  a  lawyer,  a  realtor,  a  nominee  of  any  of  the  local 
historical  or  pilgrim  societies,  or  a  contractor.  Members  shall 
serve  for  three  (3)  years  or  until  their  successors  are 
appointed,  except  that  of  the  five  members  first  appointed 
two  shall  serve  for  two  (2)  years  and  two  shall  serve  for  one 
(1)  year.  Members  may  be  removed  for  cause  by  the 
Selectmen  following  written  charges  and  a  properly 
advertised  public  hearing.  Vacancies  shall  be  filled  forthwith 
by  appointment  by  the  Selectmen  for  the  unexpired  term  of 
members  whose  positions  become  vacant. 

208.02  Organization  and  Proceedings 

The  Design  Review  Board  shall  elect  from  among  its 
members  a  chairman,  vice  chairman,  and  shall  arrange  for 
the  services  of  a  secretary  and  such  other  officers  or 
employees  as  is  deemed  necessary.  Each  shall  serve  for  a 
term  of  one  (1)  year.  The  Design  Review  Board  shall  adopt 
such  rules  and  guidelines  as  are  considered  necessary  to  the 
conduct  of  its  responsibilities  which  shall  be  a  matter  of 
public  record.  Meetings  shall  be  held  at  the  call  of  the 
Chairman  and  at  such  other  times  as  the  Board  may 
determine. 

The  Board  shall  keep  records  of  its  proceedings 
showing  the  vote  of  each  member  on  every  question,  of  the 
fact  of  his  absence  or  failure  to  vote,  and  the  final  decision  of 
the  Board.  Records  shall  also  be  kept  of  all  plans, 
photographs,  and  any  other  drawings  or  documents 
pertaining  to  each  case,  as  well  as  all  examinations,  findings, 
determinations,  and  any  other  official  action,  including  all 
reasons  for  all  decisions  and  conditions  prescribed;  and  all 
such  items  shall  be  a  matter  of  public  record. 

208.03  —  Duties  and  Procedures  of  the  Deisgn  Review  Board 

4.  The  Design  Review  Board  should  assist  the  Board  of 
Appeals  and  Planning  Board  in  reviewing  all  applications 
and  plans  for  special  permits  as  prescribed  in  Section  205 
and  in  reviewing  such  other  plans  and  applications  as  the 
Planning  Board  or  Board  of  Appeals  may  request. 
Applications  for  variances  and  appeals  of  Building  Inspector 
decisions  shall  not  be  the  subject  of  comment  by  the  Board. 
When  reviewing  plans  for  special  permits  the  Design  Review 
Board  shall  submit  a  written  advisory  report  to  the  Planning 
Board  within  twenty-one  (21)  days  of  the  filing  date  of  the 
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special  permit  with  the  Board  of  Appeals,  which  report  shall 
be  transmitted  to  the  Board  of  Appeals  by  the  Planning 
Board.  Guidelines  established  in  Section  208.04  constitute 
appropriate  review  criteria.  For  uses  subject  to 
environmental  design  conditions,  Section  205.03,  the  Design 
Review  Board  shall  evaluate  the  proposal  with  regard  to  the 
conditions  prescribed  therein  and  to  other  appropriate 
requirements  of  this  bylaw  or  of  the  Board  of  Appeals.  The 
Design  Reveiw  Board  may  request  meetings  with  the 
applicant  and  may  enlist  the  services  of  appropriate 
assistants  or  consultants.  Decisions  of  the  Design  Review 
Board  shall  be  by  simple  majority.  [And  no  final  action  shall 
be  taken  without  the  concurrence  of  at  least  three  members]. 
All  decisions  and  reports  of  the  Design  Review  Board  relative 
to  applications  and  plans  for  special  permits  shall  be 
advisory  only. 

B).  In  addition  to  the  review  of  special  permits,  the 
Design  Review  Board  is  to  review  all  applications  and  plans 
filed  with  the  Building  Inspector  which  are  not  the  subject  of 
Board  of  Appeals  action,  prior  to  issuance  of  a  building 
permit  for  the  erection  or  enlargement  of  any  principal 
building,  or  the  construction  of  any  new  or  remodeled 
esterior  facade.  Accessory  structures  are  excluded  from  this 
requirement.  The  Design  Review  Board  is  to  review  said 
applications  and  plans  in  accordance  with  the  guidelines 
established  in  Section  208.04  -  "Appearance  Code". 

Specifically  exempt  from  this  requirement  are  single  and 
two-family  dwellings,  and  structures  within  the  light 
industrial  zone  which  do  not  front  on  major  roads. 

It  is  not  a  requirement  of  this  Bylaw  that  plans  be 
approved  by  the  Design  Review  Board.  The  Board  may, 
however,  within  21  days  of  receipt  of  said  plans  file  with  the 
Building  Inspector  a  written  notice  that  the  proposal  is  not  in 
substantial  compliance  with  Section  208.04.  Such  notice 
may  be  filed  as  a  result  of  a  vote  by  the  Board  by  simple 
majority,  with  those  specific  sections  cited  of  the 
appearance  code  which  are  not  complied  with.  A  building 
permit  shall  not  be  issued  until  such  time  as  the  Design 
Review  Board  determines  that  stated  deficiencies  have  been 
satisfactorily  addressed.  Any  aggrieved  party  may  appeal  a 
decision  of  the  Design  Review  Board  to  the  Zoning  Board  of 
Appeals.  The  Design  Review  Board  may  request  meetings 
with  an  applicant  and  may  enlist  the  services  of  appropriate 
assistants  or  consultants. 

The  Board  shall,  subsequent  to  an  advertised  public 
hearing,  adopt  requirements  and  procedures  for  the  general 
submission  of  materials  to  the  Board  for  review.  Failure  by  an 
applicant  to  submit  required  information  found  to  be 
necessary  for  board  review  shall  constitute  reason  for  a 
determination  of  noncompliance  and  the  withholding  of  a 
building  permit. 

Section  208.04  —  Appearance  Code 

The  purpose  of  this  section  is  to  establish  a  checklist  of 
those  items  that  affect  the  physical  aspect  of  the  Town's 
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Environment  These  criteria  are  not  intended  to  restrict 
imagination,  innovation,  or  variety,  but  rather  to  assist  in 
focusing  on  design  principles  which  can  result  in  creative 
solutions  that  will  develop  a  satisfactory  visual  appearance 
within  the  town,  preserve  taxable  values,  and  promote  the 
general  purpose  of  the  Zoning  Bylaw. 

A)  .    Relationship  of  Building  to  Site 

1.  The  site  shall  be  planned  to  accomplish  a 
desirable  transition  with  the  streetscape  and  to  provide 
for  adequate  planting  and  safe  vehicular  and 
pedestrian  movement. 

2.  Parking  areas  shall  be  treated  with  decorative 
elements,  building  wall  extensions,  plantings  berms,  or 
other  innovative  means  so  as  to  provide  suitable 
screening. 

3.  Without  restricting  the  permissible  limits  of  the 
Zoning  Bylaw,  the  height  and  scale  of  each  building 
shall  be  compatible  with  the  site  and  existing  adjoining 
buildings. 

4.  Newly  installed  utility  services  shall  be 
underground. 

B )  .   Relationship  of  Building  and  Site  to  Adjoining  Area 

1.  Adjacent  buildings  of  different  architectural 
styles  shall  be  made  compatible  by  such  means  as 
screens,  sight  breaks,  and  materials. 

2.  Attractive  landscape  transition  to  adjoining 
properties  shall  be  provided. 

3.  Harmony  in  textures,  lines,  and  masses  is 
required.  Monotony  shall  be  avoided. 

C)  .   Landscape  and  Site  Treatment 

Landscape  elements  included  in  this  criteria  consists  of 
all  forms  of  planting  and  vegetation,  ground  forms,  rock 
groupings,  water  patterns,  and  all  visible  construction 
except  buildings  and  utilitarian  structures. 

1.  Where  natural  or  existing  topographic 
patterns  contribute  to  beauty  and  utility  of 
development,  they  shall  be  preserved  and  developed. 
Modification  to  topography  will  be  permitted  where  it 
contributes  to  good  appearance. 

2.  Grades  of  walks,  parking  spaces,  terraces  and 
other  paved  areas  shall  provide  an  inviting  and  stable 
appearance. 

3.  Landscape  treatment  shall  be  provided  to 
enhance  architectural  features,  strengthen  vistas,  and 
provide  shade. 

4.  Unity  of  design  shall  be  achieved  by  repetition 
of  certain  plant  varieties  and  other  materials  and  by 
correlation  with  adjacent  developments. 

5.  Parking  areas  and  traffic  ways  shall  be 
enhanced  with  landscape  spaces  containing  trees  or 
tree  groupings. 

-29- 


6.  Screening  of  service  yards  and  other  places 
that  tend  to  be  unsightly  shall  be  accomplished  by  use 
of  walls,  fencing,  planting,  or  combinations  of  these. 

7.  In  areas  where  general  plantings  will  not 
prosper,  other  materials  such  as  fences,  walls,  and 
pavings  of  wood,  brick,  stone,  gravel,  and  cobbles  shall 
be  used. 

8.  Exterior  lighting,  when  used,  shall  enhance 
the  building  design  and  surrounding  landscape. 
Lighting  standards  and  building  fixtures  shall  be  of  a 
design  and  size  comparable  with  the  building  and 
adjacent  areas.  Lighting  shall  be  restrained  in  design 
and  excessive  brightness  avoided,  with  no  spillover  to 
occur  on  streets  and  surrounding  property. 

D).    Building  Design 

1.  Architectural  style  is  not  restricted.  Evaluation 
of  the  appearance  of  a  project  shall  be  based  on  the 
quality  of  its  design  and  relationship  to  surroundings. 

2.  Buildings  shall  have  good  scale  and  be  in 
harmony  with  permeanent  neighborhood 
development. 

3.A.  Materials  shall  be  selected  for  harmony  of  the 
building  with  adjoining  buildings. 

B.  Material  shall  be  selected  for  suitability  to  the 
type  of  buildings  and  the  design  in  which  they  are  used. 

C.  In  any  design  in  which  the  structural  frame  is 
exposed  to  view,  the  structural  materials  shall  be 
compatible  within  themselves  and  harmonious  with 
their  surroundings. 

4.  B uilding  componen ts  such  as  windo  ws,  doors, 
eaves,  and  parapets,  shall  have  good  proportions  and 
relationships  to  one  another. 

5.  Colors  shall  be  harmonious  and  shall  use  only 
compatible  accents. 

6.  Mechanical  equipment  or  other  utility 
hardware  on  roof,  ground,  or  buildings  shall  be 
screened  from  public  view  with  materials  harmonious 
with  the  building,  or  they  shall  be  so  located  as  not  to 
be  visible  from  any  public  ways. 

7.  Exterior  lighting  shall  be  part  of  the 
architectural  concept.  Fixtures,  standards,  and  all 
exposed  accessories  shall  be  harmonious  with 
building  design. 

8.  Refuse  and  waste  removal  areas,  service 
yards,  storage  yards,  and  exterior  work  areas  shall  be 
screened  from  view  from  public  ways,  using  materials 
as  stated  in  criteria  for  equipment  screening. 

9.  Monotony  of  Design  in  single  or  multiple 
building  projects  shall  be  avoided.  Variation  of  detail, 
form,  and  siting  shall  be  used  to  provide  visual  interest. 
In  multiple  building  projects,   variable  siting  or 
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individual  buildings  may  be  used  to  prevent  a 
monotonous  appearance. 

E).  Signs 

1.  Every  sign  shall  have  good  scale  and 
proportion  in  its  design  and  in  its  visuetl  relationship  to 
buildings  and  surroundings. 

2.  Every  sign  shall  be  designed  as  an  integral 
architectural  element  of  the  building  and  site  to  which 
It  principally  relates. 

3.  The  colors,  materials,  and  lighting  of  every 
sign  shall  be  restrained  and  harmonious  with  the 
building  and  site  to  which  It  principally  relates.

E)  Scenic  Street  —  A  street  which  because  of  the 
presence  of  unique  scenic  vista's  including  open  fields  as 
well  as  wooded  areas,  large  trees,  stone  walls,  and  historic 
structures,  provides  a  testimony  to  the  town's  scenic  and 
historic  character.

Existing  streets  in  the  Town  of  Plymouth  are  hereby 
classified  as  limited  access  highways,  major  streets, 
collector  streets,  minor  streets,  and  scenic  streets  indicated 
on  the  official  zoning  maps.  All  regulations  specified  in  this 
bylaw  shall  apply  to  any  development  abutting  said  streets. 

To  amend  Section  304.04,  first  paragraph,  as  follows: 

In  order  to  reduce  traffic  hazards,  to  minimize  traffic 
nuisance  to  abutting  homeowners,  to  protect  the  traffic- 
carrying  capacity  of  existing  collector  and  major  streets,  to 
protect  the  unique  scenic  characteristics  of  the  Town,  and  to 
reduce  the  need  for  expensive  improvements  to  town  ways, 
the  following  lot  regulations  shall  apply  to  all  streets,  both 
existing  and  future.  It  is  the  intent  of  these  requirements  to 
lessen  the  number  of  residential  lots  which  may  be  built 
along  important  town  ways  by  requiring  greater  lot  width,  or 
to  discourage  completely  the  direct  frontage  of  lots  on 
important  streets  and  to  encourage  fronting  lots  on  minor 
side  streets  (reverse  frontage). 

To  amend  the  official  Zoning  Map  No.  1,  Plymouth  Quadrant, 
Manomet  Quadrant,  and  Sagamore  Quadrant  so  as  to  designate 
Sandwich  Road/Old  Sandwich  Road  from  the  Plimoth  Plantation 
Highway  to  Route  3A  as  a  scenic  street  as  denoted  on  the  map  proposed 
"Scenic  Street"  dated  March  12,  1986. 

To  amend  the  official  Zoning  Map,  Sagamore  Quadrant,  so  as  to 
designate  the  way(s)  known  as  Little  Sandy  Pond  Road/Carters  Bridge 
Road  from  Bourne  Road  to  Long  Pond  Road  as  shown  on  the  Map 
proposed  "Major  Street"  dated  March  12,  1986,  as  a  "Major  Street". 

To  amend  Section  304  Table  I  —  to  provide  for  reverse  frontage  in 
the  RR  Zone  and  to  clarify  provisions  as  noted: 

See  tables  —  pages  35  through  37. 

To  amend  Section  102  Definitions  —  so  as  to  define  the  way  and 
manner  in  which  setbacks  are  to  be  measured  when  lots  front  on  streets 
or  ways  without  a  defined  right-of-way,  as  follows: 

Yard  —  a  required  open  space  unoccupied  and  unobstructed  by  any 
structure  or  portion  of  a  structure  from  three  feet  above  the  general 
ground  level  of  the  graded  lot  upward,  provided  however  that  fences, 
walls,  poles,  posts,  and  other  customary  yard  accessories,  ornaments, 
and  furniture  may  be  permitted  in  any  yard  subject  to  height  limitations 
and  requirements  limiting  obstruction  of  visibilty,  and  accessory 
structures  may  be  allowed  in  required  yards  by  special  permit.  Yards  for 
principle  building  on  lots  created  after  April  24, 1979,  shall  be  measured 
so  as  to  be  exclusive  of  land  subject  to  any  easement  of  record,  except  in 
non-residential  districts,  (WC,  NO,  TC,  GC,  AC,  LI,  AP,  and  LI/WF) 
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where  said  easements  for  underground  or  aerial  utilities  or  underground 
drainage  structures  and  the  topography  will  allow  the  placement  of 
pavement  for  parking  or  roadway  use  thereon. 

Specific  yard  areas  shall  be  measured  as  required  below  except  that 
for  lots  fronting  on  a  street  or  way  without  a  defined  right-of-way,  yard 
areas  and  setbacks  shall  be  measured  from  a  line  parallel  to  the 
centerline  of  the  travel  way,  which  is  offset  a  distance  equal  to  one-half 
the  minimum  right-of-way  width  required  by  the  subdivision  rules  and 
regulations  for  the  street  class  on  which  the  lot  has  frontage.  For  the 
purpose  of  this  definition  scenic  streets  shall  have  right-of-way  widths  as 
required  for  major  streets. 

NEED  &  JUSTIFICATION: 

Since  1973  the  Zoning  Bylaw  has  attempted  to  mitigate  the  impacts 
of  growth  and  development  by  reducing  traffic  hazards  and  nuisances 
while  protecting  the  carrying  capacity  of  major  thoroughfares  in  town  by 
requiring  greater  lot  width  and  setbacks  on  important  ways,  and  to 
encourage  lots  to  front  on  minor  side  street  i.e.  reverse  frontage.  There  is 
a  similar  need  to  protect  some  streets  which  have  unique  scenic  and 
historic  characteristics  from  the  encroachment  of  development  and 
thereby  assist  in  preserving  the  character  of  the  town.  Increased  lot 
widths  and  setbacks  for  scenic  streets  would  work  in  much  thesame  way 
as  they  have  for  major  and  collector  streets  over  the  last  twelve  years  by 
reducing  the  density  along  these  important  ways  and  protecting  future 
right-of-ways. 

The  existing  regulations  do  not  allow  for  the  reverse  frontage 
incentive  for  lots  within  the  rural  residential  zone,  despite  the  fact  that 
this  is  where  it  may  be  most  needed  and  effective  in  accomplishing  its 
designed  intent.  Many  of  the  existing  major  and  collector  streets 
designated  on  the  Zoning  Map  which  have  large  amounts  of  vacant  land 
fronting  thereon  are  located  in  the  rural  residential  district.  Currently  it  is 
this  zone  which  is  experiencing  an  increasing  level  of  development.  A 
reverse  frontage  provision  would  assist  in  keeping  new  development  off 
major  thoroughfares. 

Furthermore,  there  are  many  ways  within  the  town  which  do  not 
have  defined  rights-of-way  making  it  difficult  to  insure  adequate 
setbacks  for  new  construction  from  future  street  rights-of-way. 

This  article  also  proposes  to  amend  the  Zoning  Map  as  it  relates  to 
the  designation  of  major  and  scenic  streets  as  follows: 

Sandwich  Road/Old  Sandwich  Road  would  be  designated  as  a 
scenic  street  in  order  to  assist  in  preserving  the  unique  scenic  aspects 
which  it  offers. 

Little  Sandy  Pond  Road/Carters  Bridge  Road  is  a  way  which  to  date 
has  experienced  very  little  development  over  most  of  its  length. 
However,  it  does  represent  a  major  east-west  route  within  the 
Centerville/Bourne  Road  area  of  town.  The  increasing  level  of 
residential  development  activity  within  this  area,  particularly  the  823  lot 
subdivision  "The  ponds  at  Plymouth"  will  change  the  function,  and  use 
patterns  of  this  roads  as  development  continues.  Prudent  planning 
would  suggest  that  the  designation  of  this  road  as  a  major  road  while 
undeveloped  may  prevent  the  problems  associated  major  roads  in  West 
Plymouth. 
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Finally,  there  are  also  a  number  of  inconsistencies  within  Table  1 
which  make  the  use  and  administration  of  the  Bylaw  difficult.  A 
clarification  is  in  order  as  part  of  this  article. 

EFFECT: 

The  effect  of  these  amendments  would  be  to: 

1.  Require  all  new  lots  which  front  on  a  scenic 
street  and  a  newly  designated  major  street  to  comply 
with  increased  lot  width  and  setback  requirements. 

2.  Encourage  the  use  of  minor  streets  as  frontage 
and  access  for  new  lots  by  providing  a  reduction  in  lot 
width  as  an  incentive  for  reverse  frontage  lots. 

3.  Require  all  setbacks  along  streets  without 
existing  defined  rights-of-way  to  be  measured  from  a 
contemplated  right-of-way  of  a  width  commensurate 
with  the  street  class. 

INTENT: 

The  intent  and  purpose  of  this  article  is  to  create  a  new 
street  classification,  "Scenic  Streets"  and  to  set  standards 
for  development  abutting  such  streets  in  order  to  protect  the 
scenic  aspects  of  the  town;  to  add  the  use  of  reverse  frontage 
to  the  RR  Zoning  District  so  as  to  encourage  the  fronting  of 
lots  on  less  important  ways;  and  to  protect  future  right-of- 
ways  from  the  encroachment  of  development.

To  amend  the  Zoning  Bylaw  Section  401  —  "District  Regulations"  by 
adding  the  following  new  section  thereto: 

401.18  Flood  Plain  District  (FP) 

INTENT: 

A)  .  The  purpose  of  this  section  is  to  promote  the  public 
health,  safety,  and  general  welfare,  and  to  minimize  public 
and  private  losses  due  to  flood  conditions  in  specific  areas 
by  provisions  designed: 

1)  .    To  protect  human  life  and  health; 

2)  .  To  minimize  expenditure  of  public  money  for 
costly  flood  control  projects; 

3)  .  To  minimize  the  need  for  rescue  and  relief 
efforts  associated  with  flooding; 

4)  .  To  ensure  that  those  who  occupy  areas  of 
special  flood  hazard  assume  responsibility  for  their 
actions; 

B)  .   Scope  and  Authority 

The  Flood  Plain  District  is  herein  established  as  an 
overlay  district.  Any  uses  permitted  in  the  portions  of  the 
districts  so  overlaid  shall  be  permitted  subject  to  the 
provisions  of  this  district,  as  well  as  those  of  the 
Massachusetts  State  Building  Code  dealing  with 
construction  in  flood  plains. 
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C)  .    Delineation  of  District 

The  Flood  Plain  District  includes  all  special  flood  hazard 
areas  designated  as  Zone  A,  A1-30,  and  V1-V30  on  theTown 
of  Plymouth,  Massachusetts  Flood  Insurance  Rate  Maps 
(Firm),  and  the  Flood  Boundary  and  Floddway  Maps,  to  be 
dated  July  17, 1986,  on  file  with  theTown  Clerk.  These  maps 
and  the  accompanying  Plymouth  Massachusetts  Flood 
Insurance  study  are  incorporated  herein  by  reference. 

D)  .    Development  Regulations 

The  following  requirements  apply  in  the  Flood  Plain 
District: 

1 .  Within  Zone  A,  where  the  base  flood  elevation 
is  not  provided  on  the  firm,  the  applicant  shall  obtain 
any  existing  base  flood  elevation  data  and  it  shall  be 
reviewed  by  the  Building  Inspector  for  its  reasonable 
utilization  toward  meeting  the  elevation  or 
floodproofing  requirements,  as  appropriate,  of  the 
state  building  code. 

2.  In  the  floodway,  designated  on  the  flood 
boundary  and  floodway  map,  the  following  provisions 
shall  apply: 

A.  All  encroachments  including  fill,  new 
construction,  substantial  improvements  to 
existing  structures,  and  other  development  are 
prohibited  unless  certification  by  a  registered 
professional  engineer  is  provided  by  the 
applicant  demonstrating  that  such 
encroachment  shall  not  result  in  any  increase  in 
flood  levels  during  the  occurrence  of  the  100- 
years  flood. 

B.  Any  encroachment  meeting  the  above 
standard  shall  comply  with  the  floodplain 
requirements  of  the  state  building  code. 

3.  In  Zones  V1-V30  all  new  construction  shall  be 
located  landward  of  the  reach  of  mean  high  tide. 

4.  The  placement  of  mobile  homes  in  the  Flood 
Plain  District  is  prohibited. 

E)  .   Special  Permits 

Upon  issuance  of  a  special  permit  and  subject  to  such 
conditions  and  safeguards  as  the  Board  of  Appeals  deems 
necessary  to  fulfill  the  purposes  of  this  section  the 
requirements  of  this  overlay  district  may  be  varied. 

In  passing  upon  such  special  permit  applications  the 
Board  shall  consider: 

1 .  The  susceptibility  of  the  proposed  facility  and 
the  contents  to  flood  damage,  and  the  effect  of  such 
damage  upon  the  site  and  surrounding  property. 

2.  The  availability  of  alternative  locations  for  the 
proposed  use  which  are  not  subject  to  flooding  or 
erosion. 
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3.  The  necessity  to  the  facility  of  a  waterfront 
location,  where  applicable. 

4.  A  determination  that  the  relief  requested  is  the 
minimum  necessary." 

NEED  &  JUSTIFICATION: 

The  Federal  Emergency  Management  Agency  (FEMA) 
has  been  charged  with  the  task  of  managing  our  nation's 
flood  plains  in  order  to  reduce  flood  hazards  and  the 
spiralling  cost  of  flood  damage.  Regulations  under  the 
natural  flood  insurance  program  have  established  flood 
plain  management  standards  for  designated  flood-prone 
areas. 

In  February  of  1985,  FEMA  completed  a  flood  insurance 
study  of  the  Town  of  Plymouth.  Detailed  mapping  was 
included  which  establishes  base  flood  elevations  for  both 
inland  and  coastal  areas.  These  maps  were  placed  on  file 
with  the  Town  and  their  availability  for  review  was 
advertised.  In  May  of  1985  the  90day  statutory  appeal  period 
expired  and  the  accuracy  of  these  maps  went  unchallenged. 

It  is  necessary  at  this  time  that  the  Town  adopt  these 
maps  and  accompanying  regulations  as  part  of  our  Zoning 
Bylaw  in  order  for  local  residents  to  remain  eligible  for  the 
National  Flood  Insurance  Program. 

Failure  to  adopt  these  regulations  may  jeopardize  Town 
eligibility  for  Federal  Disaster  Relief,  and  eligibility  for 
federal  funds  relative  to  sewer  and  water  improvements  in 
the  waterfront  area.  It  has  also  been  suggested  that  there 
may  be  liability  on  the  part  of  the  Town  for  failure  to  take 
necessary  steps  to  protect  life  and  property. 

EFFECT: 

The  effect  of  this  bylaw  will  be  that  the  Town  adopts  by 
reference  design,  performance,  and  elevating  standards  for 
development  in  areas  subject  to  flooding.  Local 
management  will  result  in  construction  and  land  use 
practices  that  can  reduce  flood  losses  and  the  high  costs 
associated  with  flood  disaster. 

Any  current  provision  of  the  Zoning  Bylaw  which  is  more 
restrictive  than  what  is  now  proposed  will  remain  in  full  force 
and  effect. 

INTENT: 

The  intent  of  this  bylaw  is  as  described  in  the 
amendment  itself.  Clearly  the  protection  of  life  and  property 
is  consistent  with  the  intent  of  the  Zoning  Bylaw.

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Board  of  Selectmen 


The  report  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  for  the  calendaryearnineteen 
hundred  and  eighty-six  is  respectfully  submitted.  The  membership  of 
the  Board  of  Selectmen  experienced  change  in  1986  as  long-time  Board 
member  Roger  Silva  resigned  and  was  replaced  by  Alba  Thompson 
through  a  special  election.  Mrs.  Thompson,  who  is  Plymouth's  first 
female  Selectman,  was  then  elected  to  a  three  year  term  together  with 
Bruce  Arons.  Leaving  the  Board  in  April  of  1986  was  veteran  Board 
member  David  Tarantino,  who  did  not  seek  reelection.  Also  in  April, 
Selectman  David  Malaguti  was  elected  by  his  fellow  Board  members  to 
serve  as  Chairman,  replacing  William  Nolan. 

The  accomplishments  of  1 986  are  best  defined  in  the  areas  of  fiscal 
management,  communications  and  planning.  In  the  area  of  fiscal 
management,  the  Town  received  a  study  funded  by  the  State  Incentive 
Aid  Program  entitled  "Fiscal  Trend  Monitoring  &  Cash  Management 
Study."  That  study  set  forth  a  work  program  to  improve  the  town's  cash 
flow  and  revenue/expenditure  forecasting  together  with  a  "fiscal  health" 
examination  of  the  Town.  A  Cash  Management  Committee  was  formed 
to  govern  the  implementation  of  the  study  and  has  been  meeting 
monthly  to  monitor  progress.  The  primary  goal  of  the  Committee  is  to 
limit  the  amount  of  short-term  borrowing  necessary  to  meet  expenses. 
To  further  improve  our  fiscal  management  capability,  the  1986  Annual 
Town  Meeting  saw  fit  to  fund  the  position  of  Assistant  Town  Accountant. 
In  1986,  theTown  also  engaged  a  professional  consultantto  monitor  and 
audit  health  insurance  claims,  and  to  assist  the  Town  in  designing  a 
more  cost-effective  health  insurance  plan. 

In  the  area  of  communications,  the  Board  established  better 
communications  with  Town  departments  through  the  establishment  of 
statements  of  goals  and  objectives.  The  Board  encouraged  department 
heads  to  identify  obstacles  to  better  management  of  the  Town's  affairs, 
and  pledged  to  assist  the  departments  in  meeting  their  goals.  In  early 
1986,  the  Board  appointed  Leighton  Peck  to  the  position  of  Director  of 
Public  Works.  Mr.  Peck  comes  to  Plymouth  with  many  years  experience 
in  local  public  works  management  in  Massachusetts.  The  Board  has 
worked  closely  with  Mr.  Peckto  addressthemany  issueschallengingthe 
Town  and  its  public  works  functions.  Considerable  progress  has  been 
made  under  Mr.  Peck's  leadership  to  resolve  many  long-time  problems 
and  to  complete  the  many  projects  previously  funded  but  not  completed. 

In  the  area  of  planning,  the  Board  has  worked  closely  with  the 
Planning  Board  to  develop  a  strategy  to  address  the  Town's  rapid 
residential  growth.  Through  the  efforts  of  a  Planning  Board  Sub- 
Committee  on  Growth  Management,  and  on-going  communications 
with  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  a  series  of  growth  management  measures 
are  being  developed  for  consideration  by  the  1987  Annual  Town 
Meeting.  Acrucial  provision  of  the  Town's  growth  management  strategy 
is  the  preparation  and  implementation  of  a  comprehensive  Capital 
Outlay  Plan.  Through  the  cooperation  of  the  Capital  Outlay 
Expenditures  Committee,  department  heads.  Board  of  Selectmen  and 
Planning  Board,  and  with  the  assistance  of  another  State  Incentive  Aid 
Grant,  such  a  plan  will  come  to  fruition  in  1987. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  was  very  pleased  to  announce  in  1 986  that 
the  Town   had   been   awarded   a  $2.1    million   grant  from  the 
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Commonwealth  to  construct  a  parking  garage  at  Main  Street  Extension 
and  Market  Street.  The  facility  will  help  address  a  serious  shortage  of 
parking  in  the  downtown/waterfront  area.  The  Board  and  the 
Department  of  Public  Works  continues  to  strive  to  bring  the  Town's 
sewer  system  into  conformance  with  applicable  State  and  Federal 
regulations,  and  to  provide  additional  sewer  capacity  to  serve  much 
needed  commercial  and  industrial  development.  In  addition,  the  Town 
submitted  a  plan  to  the  State  for  the  proposed  reconstruction  of  Route44 
from  Royal  Street  to  Route  80  to  provide  more  efficient  and  safe  traffic 
flow.  The  Board  continues  to  work  with  the  State  to  provide  for  the  new 
Route  44  and  to  mitigate  the  impact  on  area  residents  due  to  the 
reconstruction  of  the  Route  44  at  Route  3  interchange  system.  During 
1986,  the  Board  took  action  to  create  a  Nuclear  Matters  Committee 
whose  charge  was  to  review  and  monitor  those  issues  relating  to  nuclear 
energy  and  Pilgrim  I,  and  to  make  recommendations  to  the  board  when 
applicable.  In  addition,  a  series  of  public  informational  meetings  were 
held  regarding  the  operation  of  the  Pilgrim  I  facility  and  the  community's 
radiological  emergency  response  plan.  Finally,  the  Board  created  a 
Cable  Advisory  Committeee  to  review  the  performance  of  the  cable 
company  and  system,  and  to  make  recommendations  to  the  Board  when 
applicable. 

As  the  Board  of  Selectmen  closes  its  report  for  1986,  it  wishes  to 
express  its  sincere  appreciation  to  all  elected  and  appointed  officials 
who  have  devoted  their  time  and  energy  to  insuring  that  Plymouth's 
government  provides  the  highest  level  of  service  to  its  citizens  in  an 
effective  and  efficient  manner. 
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Plymouth  Beaches  Advisory 
Committee  Report 

During  1986,  the  Plymouth  Beaches  Advisory  Committee  won 
approval  for  certain  changes  in  the  fine  structures  ($50-$100)  of  the 
Plymouth  Beaches  By-laws  in  an  attempt  to  upgrade  public  safety  and  to 
lessen  damage  to  fragile  and  restricted  areas. 

The  fees  for  the  use  of  Long  Beach,  which  were  increased  to  $35  per 
sticker,  generated  a  new  and  valuable  source  of  income  for  the  Town  in 
excess  of  $72,000.  Much  of  this  money  was  put  back  into  our  barrier 
beach  for  fertilization,  storm  fencing,  salaries,  signage  and  the  position 
of  Beach  Warden,  which  was  voted  by  Town  Meeting  members.  To  date, 
this  job  has  not  been  filled  due  to  the  job  description  as  it  relates  to  Civil 
Service. 

Because  of  the  negative  influence  the  crowds  of  teenagers  were 
making  on  business  and  the  tourist  trade  at  the  waterfront  area,  for  the 
first  time  in  many  years  the  9:00  p.m.  curfew  on  Plymouth  Beach  was 
lifted  to  provide  an  area  of  congregation  for  many  of  Plymouth's  younger 
crowd,  thus  placing  a  larger  burden  on  Plymouth's  Park  Police  and  on 
the  beach  itself.  The  two-month  trial  period  proved  quite  successful  and 
may  be  reinstated  during  the  summer  months  of  1987. 

The  annual  Christmas  tree  placement  on  the  outer  peninsula  has 
again  been  very  successful  in  our  attempt  to  curb  erosion  and  rebuild 
dunes  in  many  areas  that  have  been  hard-hit  by  this  year's  series  of 
devastating  storms  and  other  natural  causes. 

Our  panel  has  developed  a  new  beach  pamphlet  for  all  users  of  Long 
Beach  which  identifies  critical  area  and  wildlife  sanctuaries,  includesall 
by-laws  and  rules  and  regulations  to  protect  the  safety  of  the  many  who 
use  it. 

The  latter  part  of  1986  saw  the  Advisory  Committee  more  clearly 
defining  specific  managerial  goals  of  Plymouth  beaches  in  areas  of 
conservation,  recreation  and  education.  We  are  currently  in  the  process 
of  providing  the  users  of  our  natural  resource  with  a  slide  presentation  to 
better  inform  the  general  public  of  the  physical,  biological  and 
recreational  value  of  Plymouth  Beach. 

The  PBAC  will  continue  to  work  with  other  town  departments  who 
have  vested  interests  in  this  spit  of  land  which  protects  our  harbor  in  our 
attempt  to  maximize  its  use  for  both  wildlife  and  people  while  minimizing 
its  problems  of  stabilization.

Shellfish  Warden 

I  hereby  submit  my  year's  report.  The  year's  problems  were  mostly 
on  permits  and  licenses. 

Plymouth  residents  must  have  a  valid  license  if  they  intend  to 
harvest  shellfish  in  designated  areas  of  the  Town. 

The  license  to  harvest  shellfish  —  clams,  quohaugs,  etc.,  can  be 
obtained  at  the  Town  House  on  Lincoln  St.  There  will  be  a  fee  and  all 
details  needed  will  be  given. 

Non-licensed  diggers,  this  year,  had  to  dump  and  reset  their  clams, 
etc.,  putting  them  back  into  the  ground. 

The  Warden  has  requested  that  all  excavated  holes  be  back-filled  to 
ground  level  by  the  diggers. 
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Recreation  Activities 
Commission 


The  Recreation  Activities  Commission  continued  to  offer  a  wide 
range  of  programs  to  Plymouth  residents  in  1986.  Over  ten  thousand 
individuals  participated  in  the  many  programs  offered.  Included  among 
those  were:  Youth  Basketball;  a  Youth  Gymnastics  Program;  an  Easter 
Egg  Hunt;  the  Annual  Walter  B.  Haskell  Youth  Fishing  Rodeo; 
Instructional  Sports  Clinics;  band  concerts  at  Jenny  Pond;  a  Family  Fun 
Day  Program;  Kite  Day  at  Plymouth  Beach;  the  Annual  Halloween  Party 
at  Memorial  Hall;  and  the  many  activities  held  at  the  Manomet  Youth 
Center. 

In  addition  to  the  variety  of  programs  held,  the  Commission 
supervised  the  lifeguards,  parking  attendants,  matrons,  and  concession 
operators  at  the  Town's  beaches  and  ponds.  The  Recreation 
Commission  turned  over  a  total  of  $32,012.00  in  nonresident  parking 
fees  charged  at  Morton  Park  and  Plymouth  Beach. 

The  Recreation  Commission  wishes  to  express  their  sincerest 
thanks  to  the  following  who  have  assisted  the  Commission  throughout 
the  year:  Mr. Douglas  Gray  and  the  Park  Division,  Mr.  Leonard  Harlow, 
the  Board  of  Selectmen,  the  School  Department,  and  the  many  local 
merchants  and  civic  organizations  who  so  generously  supported  the 
Children's  Fishing  Rodeo. 
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Plymouth  Airport  Commission 


The  Plymouth  Airport  Commission  respectfully  submits  the 
following  for  its  annual  report  for  1986: 

The  year,  1 986,  continued  to  be  a  growth  year  for  Plymouth  Airport. 
The  airport  supports  two  very  active  Flight  Schools,  aircraft  sales  and 
charter  operations.  Other  businesses  include  a  soaring  and  gliding 
operation,  upholstery  shop,  two  excellent  aircraft  maintenance 
activities,  aircraft  storage  business,  plus  a  unique  helicoptercharterand 
spraying  operation.  The  above  businesses  employ  80  full-time  persons, 
and  additional  part-time  employees.  It  is  estimated  that  payroll  from  the 
airport  puts  $35,000.  per  week  into  the  local  economy. 

Mr.  E.E.  Randall,  Northwest  Hangar  Complex,  completed  two  more 
of  his  attractive  storage  hangars.  Plymouth  Copters,  Inc.  added  a  new 
garage  for  their  vehicles,  plus  extended  their  original  building  to  twice  its 
size.  Plymouth  Soaring,  Mr.  Robert  Forrest,  completed  their  storage 
building  being  the  first  operation  on  the  south  side  of  the  runway  at 
Plymouth  Airport.  The  fuel  storage  area  has  been  completely  renovated 
with  the  Airport  Commission  now  owning  this  fuel  storage  system.  The 
airport  now  has  storage  capability  for  51,000  gallons  of  fuel.  Future 
planning  for  the  airport  continues  to  include  improving  the  navigational 
aids,  repairing  surface  and  runway  cracking,  plus  an  Environmental 
Impact  Study  (EIS)  to  possibly  extend  the  runways  at  Plymouth  Airport. 
Additionally,  the  Airport  Commission  has  been  approached  by 
corporate  persons  to  establish  corporate  hangars  here  at  Plymouth. 

Plymouth  Airport  is  still  the  home  of  1 60  various  types  of  aircraft  that 
include  sjngle  and  multi-engine  powered  aircraft,  gliders,  conventional 
and  jet  helicopters.  Fuel  sales  reached  a  record  of  292,000  gallons  sold. 
Noteworthy  is  the  use  of  automotive  gasoline  in  flying  as  more  and  more 
older  type  aircraft  are  using  this  gasoline.  The  airport  has  close  to  90,000 
operations  a  year  with  45%  of  the  based  aircraft  corporate  flying,  and 
55%  of  the  aircraft  pleasure  flying.  General  Aviation  flying  continues  to 
lean  toward  business  and  corporation  flying,  and  the  Plymouth  area 
seems  to  be  developing  along  these  lines. 

The  Plymouth  Airport  Commission  continues  to  see  a  bright  future 
for  the  airport.  The  future,  they  are  sure,  holds  many  problems,  but  the 
Commission  is  still  seeking  ways  to  improve  the  airport  facility,  make  it  a 
self-sufficient  entity,  and  serve  the  people  of  the  Town  of  Plymouth. 

A  special  thanks  in  this  report  should  go  to  Mr.  Raymond  F.  Servaes, 
who  served  on  the  Plymouth  Airport  Commission  for  many  years  doing 
an  outstanding  job  as  a  Commissioner.  He  will  be  missed. 

In  closing,  the  Plymouth  Airport  Commission  and  staff  encourage 
visitors  to  the  airport.  Plymouth  Municipal  Airport  is  still  considered  one 
of  the  best  airport  facilities  of  its  kind  in  New  England.  The  Town  of 
Plymouth  and  its  citizens  can  be  justly  proud  of  their  airport. 
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Board  of  Appeals 


During  the  year  1986,  the  Board  of  Appeals  acted  upon  115  petitions 
and  met  37  times  to  hear  and  decide  applications  for  special  permits, 
variances,  and  appeals  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of 
Plymouth's  Zoning  By-law.  The  Board  met  three  time  a  month  in 
response  to  its  increased  caseload  which  continues  to  grow  every  year. 

Major  matters  heard  by  the  Board  this  year  included  a  proposed 
Chinese  restaurant  on  Park  Avenue  and  a  proposed  observation  tower 
for  Plimoth  Plantation's  new  Visitor/Education  Center,  both  of  which 
were  approved.  The  Board  denied  a  proposed  169  unit  mobile  home  park 
on  Carver  Road  but  on  appeal,  a  Superior  Court  Judge  ruled  againstthe 
Board's  decision.  In  November,  the  Board  denied  proposed 
condominium  units  on  White  Horse  Beach  in  Manomet  and  the  case  is 
pending  in  Superior  Court.  Seven  appeals  were  filed  against  decisions 
rendered  in  1986  and  six  are  still  pending. 

In  January  of  1986,  Chairman  Richard  M.  Serkey  resigned  after  672 
years  of  valuable  and  dedicated  service  to  the  Board.  In  March,  David  J. 
Kelley,  Sr.  was  appointed  as  a  regular  member  after  serving  as  an 
alternate  member.  George  S.  Yeaton  was  appointed  as  an  alternate 
member  to  fill  Mr.  Kelley's  former  position.  The  Board  reorganized  in 
March  and  unanimously  elected  Everett  L.  Hale  as  Chairman,  Richard 
Stafford  as  Vice-Chairman  and  Leonard  J.  Vaz  as  Clerk.  Robert  Murray 
resigned  as  an  alternate  member  in  June.  In  July,  John  Gascoyne  was 
appointed  to  replace  Richard  Stafford  as  a  regular  member  of  the  Board 
and  George  Yeaton  was  reappointed  as  an  alternate  member.  The  Board 
reorganized  and  unamimously  elected  Everett  L.  Hale  as  Chairman, 
David  J.  Kelley,  Sr.,  as  Vice-Chairman  and  Leonard  J.  Vaz  as  Clerk.  A. 
Wendy  Longo  was  appointed  as  an  alternate  member  in  September  of 
1986. 

The  Board  is  pleased  to  announce  that  it  collected  a  total  of  $2,970  in 
filing  fees  during  1986. 

The  Board  will  continue  to  meet  regularly  and  looks  forward  to 
another  busy  year. 
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Planning  Board 


The  yearof  1986  was  again  a  challenging  one  for  the  Planning  Board 
as  we  regularly  addressed  diverse  development  submissions  as  well  as 
the  need  to  reach  a  long  term  solution  to  pressing  growth  problems.  The 
full  Board  met  37  times  during  this  year  and  additionally  in  several 
subcommittees. 

The  composition  of  the  Board  changed  significantly  with  the 
departure  of  Robert  G.  Barnes  after  13  years  of  service  and  Paul 
McAuliffe  after  5  years.  David  Johnson  concluded  3  years  as  Assistant 
Planner.  We  acknowledge  their  contribution  to  the  Board  and  thank 
them  for  the  many  hours  which  they  invested  in  the  Town  of  Plymouth. 
Welcomed  this  year  were  new  members  Derryl  A.  Lawrence  and  Eric  P. 
Cody.

Subdivision  Control 

In  exercising  its  responsibilities  undertheStateSubdivision  Control 
Law  the  Board  approved  1 8  Definitive  Subdivision  Plans  creating  a  total 
of  425  lots.  Perhaps  of  even  more  significance  were  the  28  Preliminary 
Plans  reviews.  This  is  a  sign  of  increased  activity  for  the  coming  year. 
Also  considered  were  136  Approval  Not  Required  Plans. 

Zoning  Bylaw 

Much  of  the  Board's  time  involved  118  applications  to  the  Board  of 
Appeals.  Each  of  these  cases  involve  review,  research  and  the  filing  of  a 
written  recommendation. 

There  were  19  commercial  and  industrial  site  plans  reviewed 
including  those  for  Consolidated  Dutchwest  II,  Oceantown  Realty  Trust, 
The  North  Plymouth  Branch  -  Rockland  Trust,  the  Masonic  Lodge,  and 
the  Manomet  Branch  -  Plymouth  Federal.  There  were  also  23  access 
determinations  performed. 

At  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  the  Board  sponsored  six  amendments 
to  the  Zoning  ByLaw  and  all  were  adopted.  These  articles  addressed 
such  topics  as  Aquifer  protection,  architectural  design,  and  flood  plain 
management. 

Service  &  Facility  Planning 

As  initiated  by  the  Board  in  1985,  a  series  of  joint  meetings 
continued  with  the  Board  of  Selectmen  with  a  major  topic  being  the  need 
for  a  long  range  Capital  Improvement  Program.  Support  was  also 
offered  to  the  Capital  Outlay  Committee. 

In  a  major  policy  initiative  the  Board  has  sought  to  further  involve 
developers  in  providing  for  off-site  public  facility  improvements. 
Constructed  this  year  were  approximately  $100,000.00  of  public 
improvements  with  no  taxpayer  expense.  These  projects  included  2300 
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feet  of  water  main  on  Federal  Furnace  Road,  3000  feet  of  pavement  on 
Long  Pond  Road,  and  675  feet  of  resurfacing  along  Bourne  Road.  It  is 
intended  that  this  is  only  the  beginning  of  such  private  involvement.

Growth  Management 

In  the  summer,  the  Board  conducted  an  in-depth  program  of  growth 
monitoring  in  order  to  assess  the  type  and  location  of  development 
occuring  over  the  past  6  years.  Information  is  now  available  to  clearly 
document  the  need  to  better  direct  and  time  community  growth. 

A  Subcommitte  of  the  Board  was  appointed  and  charged  with  the 
preparation  of  a  strategy  to  better  implement  our  community 
development  plan.  Work  was  initiated  on  articles  to  be  presented  to 
Town  Meeting. 

These  important  efforts  continue  into  the  coming  year  as  we  seek  to 
meet  our  responsibility  in  assisting  the  Town  prepare  for  the  future. 


Old  Colony  Planning  Council 

As  your  representatives  to  the  Old  Colony  Planning  Council,  we  are 
pleased  to  present  this  report  of  the  Council's  activities  for  1986. 

In  1986,  the  Council's  planning  district  was  expanded  to  includethe 
town  of  Halifax  as  a  member.  The  town  of  Halifax,  by  vote  of  its  town 
meeting,  became  the  fourteenth  member  community  of  the  Council  and 
was  previously  only  one  of  three  communities  in  Massachusettts  not 
affiliated  with  a  regional  planning  council.  The  Council  officially  voted  to 
accept  Halifax  as  a  member  in  May  of  1986. 

The  activities  of  the  Council  were  focused  in  three  major  areas  in 
1986:  Community  and  Economic  Development  Planning; 
Transportation  and  Transit  Planning;  and.  Area  Agency  on  Aging 
Planning  including  the  coordination  and  implemation  of  elders  service 
programs. 

The  issue  of  future  water  supply  and  the  allocation  of  resources 
continued  to  dominate  the  agenda  of  the  Council  and  be  the  most 
important  community  development  issue.  A  series  of  meetings  and 
seminars  on  future  water  supply  were  sponsored  by  the  Council  in  an 
effort  to  provide  local  officials  with  the  opportunity  to  become  better 
informed  on  the  nature  of  the  water  supply  allocation  problem  and  what 
might  be  done  to  satisfy  the  present  and  future  needs  for  water  in 
resource  efficient  communities.  It  was  clear  from  these  meetings  that  the 
Commonwealth's  Water  Supply  policy  is  deficient  in  the  sense  that  it 
does  not  facilitate  communities  working  together  to  address  their 
problems  cooperatively,  but  fosters  independent  and  individual 
community  approaches.  Consideration  must  be  given  to  revising  the 
current  State  Water  policy  to  create  the  proper  atmosphere  to  encourage 
communities  to  join  together  to  determine  how  they  can  best  meet  their 
future  water  supply  requirements  and  to  sustain  future  growth  in  the 
region. 

Other  community  development  planning  activities  of  the  Council 
involved  working  with  the  Town  of  Stoughton  on  a  Strategic  Planning 
Grant  program  that  includes  open  space  planning,  housing  needs  and 
the  planning  for  the  future  use  of  developable  land;  providing  the  towns

of  Avon  and  Abington  with  professional  planner  services  on  local 
development  issues  under  an  EOCD  innovative  grant  program;  and, 
providing  planning  services  to  the  towns  of  Halifax,  East  Bridgewater 
and  Whitman  on  local  planning  and  development  concerns  as  part  of 
another  EOCD  innovative  grant  program. 

Economic  Development  activities  of  the  Council  were  guided  during 
the  year  by  the  Overall  Economic  Development  Program  (OEDP) 
Committee  chaired  by  Mr.  Joseph  P.  Joseph,  Executive  Director  of  the 
Brockton  Area  Private  Industry  Council.  The  OEDP  Committee  is  the 
principal  economic  development  coordinating  mechanism  in  the  region 
and  is  responsible  for  recommending  Council  action  on  applications  for 
Industrial  Revenue  Bond  (IRB)  financing.  This  past  year  the  OEDP 
Committee  processed  four  applications  for  IRB  funding  in  the  amount  of 
$7,750,000.  The  number  of  applications  and  amount  of  IRB  financing 
was  down  dramatically  from  1985  when  $50,850,000  in  IRB  financing 
was  approved  for  funding  by  the  Council.  The  decline  in  the  use  and 
availability  of  this  important  economic  development  financing 
mechanism  is  the  result  of  U.S.  Treasury  Department  restrictions 
capping  bond  monies  that  can  be  issued.  A  meeting  on  changes  in  the 
Massachusetts  Industrial  Finance  Authority  program  was  sponsored  by 
the  committee  in  the  early  fall  to  keep  economic  development 
organizations  in  the  region  informed. 

The  Transportation  and  Transit  planning  activities  of  the  Council 
required  the  preparation  of  a  number  of  documents  during  the  year  for 
OCPC  member  communities  to  remain  eligible  for  state  and  federal 
transportation  improvement  program  funds.  These  included  the 
Transportation  Plan  update;  the  Transportation  Improvement  Program 
and  a  Prospectus  of  the  region.  In  addition,  three  major  traffic 
improvement  studies  were  relied  on  during  the  year:  the  Route  3A  Traffic 
Study  in  Kingston  and  Plymouth;  the  Route  27  Traffic  Study  along  a  one 
half  mile  section  fo  Central  Street  in  Stoughton  where  it  intersects  with 
Canton  Street,  Tosca  Drive,  Island  Street  and  West  Street;  and,  the 
Route  53  Traffic  Study  along  a  9  mile  section  in  Pembroke,  Duxbury  and 
Kingston. 

The  Council  staff  completed  approximately  170  traffic  counts  for 
member  communities  and  the  Mass  DPW  using  traffic  recording  devices 
to  note  existing  traffic  volumes  at  these  locations.  Traffic  counts  have 
been  made  in  almost  every  OCPC  community  during  the  year. 

As  part  of  the  MDPW  Energy  Refund  Signal  Improvement  Program 
(ERSIP),  OCPC  sponsored  a  workshop  for  local  officials  to  demonstrate 
the  capabilities  of  the  latest  highway  engineering  micro-computer 
software  packages.  The  objective  of  this  program  was  to  provide  local 
communities  with  the  capability  to  analyze  congestion  problems  at 
signalized  intersections  and  to  evaluate  the  effectiveness  of  possible 
solutions.  In  addition,  the  accident  data  recording  system  began  its 
second  year  of  operation  on  January  1,  1986  and  has  proven  to  be  a 
success.  To  date,  eight  communities  are  participating  in  the  program. 
During  the  past  year  the  Council  provided  printed  Accident  Summary 
Reports  for  each  community  participating  in  the  program.  The 
information  developed  from  the  above  sources  is  essential  to  the 
transportation  planning  activities  of  the  Council  and  to  local  officials  in 
developing  solutions  to  traffic  and  transportation  problems. 

Other  transportation  activities  included  an  evaluation  of  the 
Brockton  Area  Transit  (BAT)  Ashmont  Expressway  Service  during  the 
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reconstruction  of  the  Southeast  Expressway  and  monitoring  and 
planning  for  the  entire  BAT  system.  During  the  year,  the  town  of  East 
Bridgewater  became  a  member  of  BAT  primarily  to  obtain  Dial-A-BAT 
Service. 

The  Council  was  also  involved  in  efforts  to  restore  rail  lines  in  the 
region  and  participated  in  several  local  public  involvement  meetings 
held  in  area  communities.  During  the  past  year  the  Council  also  assisted 
local  public  and  private  agencies  in  filing  applications  for  16  (b)  (2) 
vehicles  under  the  Mobility  Assistance  Program. 

The  Council,  acting  as  the  Area  Agency  on  Aging,  was  responsible 
for  administering  Older  Americans  Act  monies  allocated  to  the  region. 
The  Area  Agency  funded  and  coordinated  a  wide  range  of  community, 
in-home  and  nutritional  services  for  elders.  District  communities  directly 
benefiting  from  Title  III  grants  from  the  Area  Agency  in  1986  include: 
Avon,  Nutrition  Program;  Brockton,  Dorn-Davies  Senior  Center;  Easton, 
transportation  for  handicapped  elders;  Kingston,  Nutrition  Program  and 
Outreach  Program;  and,  Plymouth,  Senior  Center  Programs. 

In  addition  to  the  direct  funding  to  these  communities,  several  other 
programs  are  administered  regionally  for  the  benefit  of  elders  in  the 
entire  service  area.  These  programs  include  the  Volunteer 
Transportation  Program  and  Nursing  Home  Ombudsman  Program 
administered  by  the  Area  Agency.  Old  Colony  Elderly  Services 
administers  the  Emergency  Assistance  Program  for  elders  and  the  Six 
Town  Minibus  Program  for  the  communities  of  Avon,  East  Bridgewater, 
West  Bridgewater,  Halifax,  Hanson  and  Whitman.  Other  programs 
administered  regionally  include  the  Senior  Law  Project,  home  health 
aide  and  respite  care,  and  several  hospice  programs. 

Nutrition  service  in  the  form  of  congregate  and  home  delivered 
meals  are  made  available  through  Title  lll-C  monies  in  many 
communities  in  the  service  area.  Several  communities  including  Avon, 
Carver,  Kingston,  and  Middleboro  receive  assistance  to  prepare  meals 
locally.  Many  other  communities  participate  in  the  nutrition  program 
administered  by  Old  Colony  Elderly  Services  receiving  prepared  meals 
from  a  caterer. 

In  1986  John  J.  DeMarcoof  Avon  was  elected  as  President  of  OCPC; 
Robert  W.  Smith  of  East  Bridgewater  was  elected  as  Council  Secretary; 
and  James  A.  Kassos  of  Brockton  was  elected  as  Council  Treasurer  for 
the  year. 

The  council  gratefully  acknowledges  the  generous  support  and 
cooperation  of  its  member  communities,  the  participation  and 
involvement  of  members  of  the  Joint  Transportation  Committee  chaired 
by  Mr.  John  Yaney;  the  Overall  Economic  Development  Committee 
chaired  by  Mr.  Joseph  Joseph  and  the  Area  Agency  on  Aging  Advisory 
Committee  chaired  by  Mr.  John  Mather.  The  Council  also  recognizes  the 
work  of  local  boards  and  commissions  and  the  many  government 
agencies,  public  and  private  institutions  and  individuals  who  have 
assisted  the  Council. 
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Plymouth  Development  and 
Industrial  Commission 


The  Plymouth  Development  and  Industrial  Commission  is  pleased 
to  submit  its  Annual  Report  for  1986. 

During  the  course  of  the  year,  four  Commissioners  resigned 
including  Richard  Godfrey,  Joseph  Balboni,  Jr.,  Lawrence  Megan  and 
John  Hayes.  The  service  of  these  individuals  to  the  Town  is  greatly 
appreciated.  The  Selectmen  appointed  Margaret  Dolbeare  and  Alan 
Knowles  to  fill  two  of  these  vacancies.  The  remaining  vacancies  will  be 
filled  early  next  year. 

At  the  September  reorganization  meeting,  the  Commissioners 
elected  Anthony  Lonardo  Chairman  and  Leo  Shea  Vice  Chairman. 

The  commission  was  involved  in  a  number  of  economic 
development  activities  in  its  effort  to  attract  and  retain  commercial  and 
industrial  businesses.  This  effort  involved  working  with  the  Plymouth 
Industrial  Development  Corporation  (PIDC)  to  develop  the  North 
Plymouth  Industrial  Park  and  the  new  North  Triangle  Industrial  Park  as 
well  as  working  with  other  commercial  and  industrial  property  owners 
and  with  brokers  and  realtors.  Each  of  the  Town's  three  Industrial  areas 
experienced  an  increase  in  development  during  1986.  On  South  Meadow 
Road,  construction  began  on  new  development  sites  and  tenants  moved 
in  to  new  industrial  buildings.  Tenants  also  moved  in  to  new  industrial 
space  created  in  Camelot  Park  on  Long  Pond  Road.  Several  businesses 
in  this  area,  including  the  Memorial  Press  Group,  undertook  additions 
and  renovations.  In  the  Industrial  Park,  Oceantown  Realty  Trust  began 
and  nearly  completed  construction  of  an  office  building  on  Industrial 
Park  Road  and  Superior  Pet  and  Capri  Kitchens  began  work  on  additions 
to  their  buildings.  Road  construction  was  started  on  the  first  phase  of 
development  in  North  Triangle  Park  in  preparation  for  building 
construction  in  the  spring.  Throughout  the  Town  a  significant  amount  of 
commercial  properties  were  renovated  and  several  more  are  proposed 
for  renovation,  including  properties  in  North  Plymouth,  Cordage  Park, 
Plymouth  Center,  Route  44  and  Manomet. 

The  Plymouth  Industrial  Development  Finance  Authority  and  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  granted  Official  Action  Approval  to  five  industrial 
revenue  bond  projects.  Two  of  these  projects  involve  commercial 
renovation  of  buildings  located  in  the  Plymouth  Rock  Commercial  Area 
Revitalization  District  (CARD)  -  Smith's/Steven's  the  Florist  and  the  Old 
Colony  Theater.  Two  projects  involve  the  acquisition  of  machinery  and 
equipment  for  manufacturing  operations  -  The  Noonan  Press  and  Capri 
Kitchens,  and  one  consists  of  the  construction  of  an  addition  to  an 
existing  industrial  building  -  Sabre  Realty  Trust  (Capri  Kitchens).  These 
five  projects  are  projected  to  provide  approximately  130  new  jobs. 
Unfortunately  changes  in  legislation  affecting  industrial  revenue  bonds 
may  prevent  these  projects  from  receiving  financing  through  the  tax- 
exempt  industrial  revenue  bond  program. 

In  April  the  North  Plymouth  Commercial  Area  Revitalization  District 
(CARD)  plan  was  approved  by  the  State.  Although  commercial  projects 
will  not  be  eligible  for  tax-exempt  industrial  revenue  bonds  after 
December  31,  1986,  the  Commission  will  continue  to  assist  commercial 
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property  owners  in  thethree  CARD  areas  as  well  as  industrial  developers 
in  identifying  financial  resources  for  commercial  and  industrial  projects. 

The  Commission  continued  to  promote  job  training  and 
employment  opportunities  through  its  involvement  with  the  Private 
Industry  Council  and  its  participation  in  the  second  Plymouth  Area  Job 
Marketplace.  The  1986  Job  Marketplace  included  forty-three  companies 
and  attracted  approximately  3,000  people. 

Transportation  issues  occupied  a  significant  amount  of  the 
Commission's  time  in  1986.  In  March  the  PDIC  Executive  Secretary  was 
appointed  to  the  Citizens  Advisory  Committee  (CAC)  forthe  Old  Colony 
Railroad  Rehabilitation  project.  The  CAC  will  assist  the  State  in 
evaluating  the  environmental  impacts  of  restoring  the  Old  Colony  rail 
lines.  The  relocation  of  Route  44  from  North  Carver  to  Plymouth  moved 
into  the  final  design  stage  in  1986.  This  project  will  require  continued 
local  and  regional  support  as  it  progresses.  In  September,  theTown  was 
awarded  an  Off-Street  Parking  grant  to  be  applied  towards  the  cost  of 
constructing  a  parking  garage  in  Plymouth  Center.  We  look  forward  to 
working  on  this  important  project  with  other  Town  boards. 

The  Commission  served  as  the  Town's  liaison  on  a  variety  of  local, 
regional  and  state  economic  development  issues,  a  role  which  it  hopes 
to  strengthen  in  1987. 

The  Commission  greatly  appreciates  the  support  and  assistance  it 
receives  from  Town  officials,  residents  and  members  of  the  business 
community,  and  anticipates  an  active  and  productive  1987. 


Design  Review  Board 

The  Design  Review  Board  has  had  a  busy  and  productive  1986.  The 
Board  has  had  20  meetings  and  has  reviewed  119  Special  Permits  and 
Variances.  During  the  past  year  the  Board  has  reviewed  such  petitions  as 
Plimoth  Plantation,  Ming  Dynasty,  a  mobile  home  park  in  West 
Plymouth,  revised  plans  for  a  shopping  mall,  and  the  final  phase  of  White 
Cliffs. 

The  composition  of  the  Board  has  remained  the  same  with  Robert 
Watson,  Chairman;  Richard  Vaughn,  Kent  Kopke,  Stephen  Murphy,  and 
Bruce  Allen. 

This  year  a  proposal  was  submitted  to  Town  Meeting  for  an 
Appearance  Code.  This  would  have  allowed  the  Board  to  Review 
proposed  commercial  and  industrial  buildings  for  design,  colors, 
materials,  and  landscaping.  Although  supported  by  Town  Meeting,  the 
Attorney  General  refused  endorsement  for  procedural  reasons.  We  are 
again  filing  for  an  Appearance  Code  with  the  proper  changes. 

The  Board  meets  every  other  week  and  welcomes  public  attendance 
at  all  its  meetings. 
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Public  Works  Department 


The  following  is  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Works  for  the  year  ending  December  31,1986.  This  is  my  first  report  as 
Plymouth's  new  Director  of  Public  Works  being  appointed  on  May  5, 
1986  to  replace  Paul  F.  Hannigan. 

My  first  order  of  business  as  Director  of  Public  Works  was  to 
schedule  the  completion  of  many  outstanding  Public  Works  projects 
and  oversee  the  work  as  scheduled.  I  am  very  pleased  with  the  D.P.W. 
accomplishments  during  the  last  eight  months. 

State  Aid  to  Highway  monies  were  spent  on  the  resurfacing  of 
Federal  Furnace  Road  and  Route  44. 

The  Department  has  been  working  very  closely  with  the  Department 
of  Environmental  Quality  Engineering  and  the  Attorney  General's  Office 
to  provide  for  the  rehabilitation  of  the  Plymouth  SewerSystem  including 
replacement  of  the  Cordage  and  Harbor  Interceptors  and  future 
expansion  of  the  Sewer  Treatment  Plant.  This  Department  has  been 
working  very  diligently  to  remove  inflow  from  the  sewer  system 
(stormwater,  roof  runoff  and  illegal  connections).  To  date,  over  one 
million  gallons  of  inflow  has  been  removed  from  the  system. 

Recently  developed  has  been  a  ten  (10)  year  capital  improvement 
plan  for  the  Department  of  Public  Works.  The  plan,  prepared  at  the 
request  of  the  Capital  Outlay  Committee,  is  intended  to  provide  the  goals 
and  objectives  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works  over  the  next  ten 
years. 

Pavement  maintenance  was  provided  in  many  areas  of  the  Town 
using  the  infra-red  heating  process  and  the  permanent  patching  of  utility 
trenches. 

As  time  permits,  both  long  and  short  term  plans  will  be  instituted  to 
make  the  necessary  changes  to  upgrade  services  under  the  Department. 
A  constant  effort  will  be  made  on  my  part  to  secure  both  State  and 
Federal  Funds  in  this  effort  to  make  a  better  Department  of  Public  Works. 

Not  only  do  the  roads  show  a  lack  of  maintenance,  but  from 
problems  which  materialize  daily,  it  would  seem  more  emphasis  should 
be  towards  the  general  maintenance  of  the  Town's  entire  infrastructure 
(water,  sewer,  sidewalks,  etc.)  to  keep  the  highest  quality  of  service. 

As  your  new  Director  of  Public  Works  a  lot  of  timeoverthe  last  eight 
to  ten  months  has  been  spent  evaluating  the  different  Divisions  of  the 
Department  so  a  comprehensive  plan  can  be  prepared  to  strengthen  and 
improve  the  services  provided  by  the  Department.  These  changes  aren't 
going  to  be  made  overnight  but  will  be  phased  in  as  the  need  arises. 

My  hat  is  off  to  the  men  and  women  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Works  who  make  things  happen  and  make  the  Department  what  it  is 
today.  I  would  like  to  personally  thank  each  and  everyone  for  their 
continued  support  of  the  Department. 
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Engineering  Division 


In  time  to  come,  Nineteen  Eighty-Six  may  be  viewed  as  the  year  that 
the  Engineering  Division  "Prepared  for  the  Future".  Although  our  job 
function  and  workload  remained  at  orslightly  above  that  of  recenttimes, 
we  were  able  to  initiate  a  number  of  programs  with  long-term  prospects. 

Office  capability  was  strengthened  by  the  reinstitution  of  a  full  time 
clerical  position  and  the  purchase  of  an  IBM-PC  computer.  Civil 
engineering  and  word  processing  software  has  had  almost  continuous 
use  since  its  installation.  A  computerized  pavement  analysis  program, 
called  Infrastructure  Management  System  (IMS),  was  also  purchased  to 
assist  with  the  inventory  and  development  of  a  long-term  maintenance 
program  for  our  public  ways.  A  report  entitled  "Street  Acceptances  —  A 
Long  Range  Plan"  was  presented  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  The  report 
deals  with  the  subject  of  unaccepted  streets,  and  provides  a  mechanism 
for  establishing  acceptance  priorities  based  on  the  Town's  fiscal  and 
manpower  capabilities. 

We  are  maintaining  an  open  line  of  communication  with  our 
consultants  and  the  Mass  D.P.W.  in  an  effort  to  expedite  the  work  on  the 
Route  3A,  Route  44  and  Water  Street  Reconstruction  Projects.  Each  of 
these  projects  is  at  some  stage  of  design,  completion  of  which  is  a 
prerequisite  for  state-funded  reconstruction.  It  is  crucial  that  these 
projects  be  completed  in  the  near  future  in  order  to  accommodate 
increasing  traffic  demands  along  these  major  in-town  highways. 

Various  routine  functions  performed  during  the  year  include: 

A.  Assessors  Map  Revisions  —  369  parcels  on  66  plats.  Full  and  half 
sized  original  plans  revised; 

B.  Three  (3)  streets  were  accepted  as  public  ways  —  Matthews  Trail, 
Lukes  Waye  and  Trinas  Path; 

C.  Highway  and  Drainage  Projects: 

Completed  —  Bradford  Street  Reconstruction,  Brewster  Street 
Parking  Lot,  Allerton  Street  Drain,  Watercourse  Road,  South 
Street  Sewer,  Vine  Hills  Cemetery  Addition  and  Sewer  Separation 
at  Town  Square  and  Water  Street; 

In  Progress  —  Lady  Slipper  Drive  Storm  Drain; 

D.  Surveys: 

Completed  —  Cedarville  Playground  Site  (Property  line  and 
topographic  survey  and  preliminary  design);  Route  3A  Corridor 
(existing  street  lines  -  Jabez  Corner  to  Kingston  Town  Line); 
Revised  Waterfront  Lease  Parcels  and  Route  44  Reconstruction 
Project  (Justification  Study  Report  and  Construction  Baseline); 

In  Progress  —  Town-wide  survey  control;  Route  3A  Corridor 
(Layout  Plans)  and  Route  44  Reconstruction  (by  Design 
Consultant); 

E.  Printing  Services: 

1.  Eighteen  (18)  sets  of  Assessors  Maps  (142  sheets  each); 

2.  Two  hundred  twenty-one  (221)  sets  of  zoning  maps  (13 
sheets  each);  and 

3.  Approximately  1000  prints  of  various  plans  and  drawings; 
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F.  Subdivision  and  Site  Plan  Reviews: 

1.  Planning  Board  —  37; 

2.  Board  of  Appeals  —  15,  and; 

3.  Building  Department  —  24; 

G.  Miscellaneous  work  such  as  requests  from  the  D. P. W. .Selectmen's 
Office  and  the  general  public  were  handled  as  received. 

Our  overall  function  and  level  of  service  is  dependent  not  only  on 
our  staff,  but  on  the  many  individuals  and  agencies,  both  public  and 
private,  who  provide  advice  and  assistance  throughout  the  year.  I  take 
this  opportunity  to  thank  all  for  their  cooperation. 


Maintenance  Division 

The  Department  of  Public  Works/Maintenance  Division  had  a  busy 
year  during  1986. 

General  maintenance  repairs  were  made  to  the  Town  Office 
Building,  Memorial  Building,  State  Pier  Sanitary,  Old  Town  Court  House 
Sanitary,  130  Court  Street  Building,  Cedarville  Schoolhouse,  Bartlett 
Hall,  Highway  Garage,  Fire  Stations,  Police  Station,  Howland  Street 
Shop  and  Pumping  Stations,  Harbor  Master  Office,  Cemetery  Division 
Building,  Dog  Pound,  South  Street  Fire  Station,  Old  Town  Court  House 
Building  and  the  Public  Library. 

An  additional  mechanic  was  hired  at  the  Highway  Garage  for  work 
on  the  police  vehicles.  Two  vehicle  lifts,  a  new  pressure  washer  and  a  mig 
welder  were  purchased  for  the  garage.  Roof  repairs  were  also  made  to 
the  aluminum  roof. 

Three  ceiling  fans  were  installed  at  the  Billington  Street  Pumping 
Station;  handicapped  ramp  constructed  at  the  Police  Station;  alterations 
completed  to  Boy  Scout  Building  (old  Highway  Barn)  on  Billington 
Street;  slate  roof  repairs  to  South  Street  Fire  Station;  new  tile  flooring 
installed  at  Bartlett  Hall  as  well  as  the  gym  floor  refinished.  An  outside 
contractor  was  hired  to  survey  13  town  buildings  for  fire  detection  and 
alarm  systems.  The  Building  Maintenance  Craftsmen  cleared  the  land 
behind  the  Cedarville  Schoolhouse  of  brush  and  trees  and  landscaped 
this  area  as  well  as  planting  a  new  lawn. 

The  four  mechanics  and  maintenance  man  had  a  full  work  load  on 
the  upkeep  and  repairing  of  the  town  and  police  vehicles. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  various  Boards,  Divisions,  Commissions  and 
Committees  for  their  cooperation  during  the  year. 
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Sewer  Division 


During  the  year  1986,  eight  hundred  seventy-seven  million  five 
thousand  gallons  of  wastewater  were  treated  at  the  Water  Street 
Treatment  Plant. 

Six  million  seven  hundred  fifty-seven  thousand  gallons  of  septic 
wastes  were  deposited  at  the  Night  Soil  Facility  on  Long  Pond  Road.  In 
August,  a  new  procedure  was  initiated  which  limited  the  amount  of 
septic  wastes  at  the  facility  to 35,000 gallons  perday.  Oncethattotal  was 
reached,  the  facility  was  closed  fortheday.  The  Board  of  Selectmen  also 
voted  to  increase  the  per-gallon  charge  for  waste  carriers  from  .005  to 
.015  cents  per  gallon. 

Television  inspection  of  the  sewer  lines  continued  throughout  the 
year. 

Funds  were  approved  at  the  1986  Annual  Town  Meeting  for  the 
installation  of  sewer  lines  on  South  Street.  This  project  was  completed  in 
October,  1986  with  the  laying  of  1200'  of  10"  pipe. 

Town  Meeting  also  approved  the  hiring  of  a  Laboratory  Technician 
for  the  Treatment  Plant.  This  position  was  filled  in  August.  In  July,  four 
employees  received  their  Grade  IV  certification. 

The  Sewer  Department  received  its  new  sludge  vehicle,  as  approved 
by  Town  Meeting,  in  July. 

The  Belt  Filter  Press  to  dewater  sludge  at  the  Treatment  Plant  was 
installed  and  became  operational  in  June.  After  some  initial  problems, 
such  as  no  truck  or  dumpsters,  it  ran  every  day.  During  the  past  seven 
months  two  million  nine  hundred  ninety-three  thousand  gallons  ran 
through  the  press.  This  yielded  1 ,744  cubic  yards  of  heated  sludge.  The 
press  has  been  very  effective  in  reducing  the  sludge  handling  problem. 

The  Sewer  Department  wishes  to  thank  all  other  Town  Departments 
who  have  assisted  us  during  the  year. 


Highway  Division 

I  am  submitting  a  report  of  the  work  done  in  the  Highway  Division  of 
the  Department  of  Public  Works  from  January  1,  1986  to  December  31, 
1986. 

STREET  CLEANING 

The  department  started  sweeping  on  March  4,  1986.  The  second 
Sweeper  did  not  start  sweeping  until  May  because  of  necessary  repairs. 
The  main  street  was  swept  every  day  and  also  the  waterfront.  Side  streets 
are  done  in  rotation.  The  second  sweeper  starts  at  Rocky  Hill  Road  and 
continues  sweeping  toward  Cedarville. 

DRAINAGE  AND  DRAINAGE  MAINTENANCE 

Drainage  was  installed  in  the  parking  lot  of  the  Plymouth  Home 
National  Bank  and  connected  to  an  existing  drain  on  Brewster  St.  The 
trenches  were  repaired  with  hot  mix  asphalt.  Approximately  200  feet  of 
12  inch  reinforced  concrete  pipe  was  placed  on  Palmer  Road  and 
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connected  to  an  existing  easement.  Six  leaching  basins  were  placed  on 
Kings  Pond  Plain  Road  and  two  large  beehives  were  replaced  to  take 
care  of  the  two  not  working  properly.  All  existing  pipes  were  flushed  out 
with  the  help  of  the  Sewer  Division  equipment.  Two  leaching  basins  were 
placed  on  the  dirt  section  of  Queen  Drive  to  relieve  a  flooding  condition 
that  occurs  from  heavy  rains  and  during  the  winter  months.  On  Allerton 
St.  a  new  drainage  line  was  installed  to  relieve  a  large  flooding  area  that 
the  existing  pipes  could  not  handle  during  the  heavy  rains.  The  new 
pipes  should  correct  this  problem. 

Drain  and  manhole  covers  were  raised  on  Beaver  Dam  Road  from 
state  road  to  the  new  apartment  complex  for  the  new  overlay  surface  laid 
on  this  street.  The  drains  and  manholes  were  also  raised  on  Samoset  St. 
from  the  Court  St.  lights  to  Westerly  Road  for  a  new  road  surface.  Two 
leaching  basins  were  installed  on  Winthrop  Roadto  prevent  the  flooding 
in  the  private  yards.  The  existing  Bay  Shore  Drive  drainage  was 
corrected  because  of  a  new  house  being  built.  The  bluff  was  reinforced 
with  gravel,  loam,  mesh  cloth  and  seeded.  Drainage  was  installed  with 
IV2"  stone  approximately  six  inches  deep  on  the  banking.  Drainage 
system  in  Town  Square  was  removed  from  the  sewer  line  with  65  feet  of 
pipe  being  used. 

FENCES 

Fences  were  repaired  on  Halfway  Pond  Road,  intersection  of 
Billington  and  Summer  Sts.,  Rocky  Hill  Road,  Herring  Pond  Road  by 
Bartlett  Consolidated  Inc.  from  accident  insurance  claims. 

ASPHALT  SIDEWALKS 

The  construction  and  maintenance  of  asphalt  sidewalks  was 
completed  on  the  following  streets:  Standish  Ave.,  from  Liberty  St.  to 
Nicks  Rock  Road,  South  Street  from  Mini  Mart  to  the  Snyder  property, 
Middle  St.,  from  Main  St.  to  Arons  Furniture  Company,  Lincoln  St.atthe 
Nathaniel  Morton  School,  Union  St.,  Gould  Road  and  Spooner  Street. 

PATCHING  OF  TRENCHES 

The  infra-red  heat  patching  of  streets  at  various  locations  was 
completed  by  Felix  A.  Marino  Co.,  contractor  from  Peabody. 

HIGHWAY  CONSTRUCTION  AND  RECONSTRUCTION 

On  Bourne  Road  a  leveling  course  of  Type  I  top  was  placed  by 
contractor  James  Gallant  of  Hanover.  Some  of  the  dangerous  hills  were 
cut  down  and  the  road  was  widened  from  twenty  to  twenty-two  feet. 
Three  inches  of  mix  was  placed  on  President's  Lane  in  Manomet.  A 
section  of  Clifford  Road  was  widened  and  leveled  with  Type  I  top  and  a 
double  coat  of  slurry  seal  was  placed  overtheType  I  by  Seal  Coating  Inc. 
River  St.  Ext.  was  also  doubled  sealed  with  asphalt,  sand  and  cement. 
Beaver  Dam  Road  was  leveled  and  topped  with  1  Vz  inches  of  Type  I.  The 
shoulders  were  loamed  and  seeded  by  town  forces.  Three  inches  of  Type 
I  was  placed  on  King  Pond  Plain  Road.  A  new  surface  was  laid  on  Route 
#44  from  Route  #80  to  the  Commonwealth  Gas  Company  on  Samoset  St. 
and  from  lights  at  Court  Street  to  just  beyond  Royal  Street. 
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PRIVATE  ROADS 

Private  roads  were  repaired  with  funds  allocated  at  Town  Meeting 
and  spent  under  the  direction  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  This  included 
gravelling,  grading,  patching  and  drainage  work.  Nameloc  Shores  in 
Cedarville  had  road  work  completed  with  funds  contributed  by  their 
association  to  the  Town. 

TRAFFIC  AND  STREET  MARKINGS 

The  painting  of  yellow  center  lines  and  white  edge  lines  was 
awarded  to  T.S.M.,  Co.,  of  Foxboro.  Parking  areas,  meter  spaces,  stop 
lines,  school  zones,  directional  arrows,  handicapped  areas  and 
crosswalks  were  painted  by  the  Highway  Division.  Repairs  of  school  and 
signal  lights  are  maintained  by  the  Highway  Division. 

MISCELLANEOUS 

The  work  in  the  Cedarville  and  Manomet  districts  have  been  carried 
out  satisfactorily.  Other  work  done  by  the  Highway  Division  includes 
patching  of  roads,  roadside  mowing,  grading  and  gravelling  of  dirt 
roads,  installing  and  removal  of  snow  fences,  application  of  calcium 
chloride  on  dirt  roads,  replacing  parking  meters,  plowing  and  sanding, 
rubbish  pickup,  removal  of  tree  stumps  and  patching  and  pumping  of 
poor  drainage  areas. 

Requests  from  the  public,  Selectmen's  Office  and  the  Department  of 
Public  Works  office  were  taken  care  of  by  this  office  as  received. 

I  wish  to  thank  all  division  heads  and  their  employees  for  the 
cooperation  they  have  given  me  this  year. 
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Park  Division 


During  1986  Park  Division  personnel  were  very  active  with  the 
maintenance  of  the  many  parks  and  playgrounds  within  the  Town. 
During  the  Spring  the  infields  at  Siever  Field  and  Stephens  Field  were 
reconstructed  to  provide  better  playing  surfaces.  The  infields  at  Briggs 
Field  and  Brook  Road  Field  were  reconstructed  during  the  Fall  and  will 
be  finished  next  Spring.  This  type  of  extensive  work  has  to  be  done  every 
few  years  to  ensure  as  high  a  quality  ballfield  as  we  can  considering  the 
tremendous  usage  that  these  areas  receive. 

A  new  outfield  fence  was  installed  at  Stephens  Field.  The  cost  of  this 
work  was  paid  for  by  a  very  generous  businessman  who  also  is  a  member 
of  the  Saltwater  Softball  League.  The  new  fence  is  certainly  a  great 
improvement  to  this  ball  field.  At  Stephens  Field,  also,  the  Park  Division 
budget  funded  the  replacement  of  the  baseline  fences.  More  of  these 
older  fences  will  be  replaced  in  upcoming  years. 

Two  basketball  courts  were  resealed  during  the  Summer.  This  is  a 
continuing  maintenance  project  which  was  initiated  several  years  ago.  It 
does  appear  however  that  at  least  one  basketball  court  should  be 
resurfaced  in  the  not  too  distant  future. 

The  Nelson  Street  Memorial  Playground  project  had  another  phase 
completed  this  past  year.  Approximately  five  hundred  feet  of  sidewalks 
were  installed  and  the  grass  areas  abutting  the  sidewalks  were  reloamed 
and  seeded.  This  very  popular  playground  facility  will  now  have  more 
picnic  tables  installed  to  complete  the  total  project.  The  next  project  area 
for  this  playground  to  be  considered  will  be  the  repair  or  replacement  of 
part  of  the  seawall. 

The  Wenger  Showmobile,  a  portable  outdoor  concert  stage,  was 
used  for  several  events  again  this  year.  Among  these  events  were  the 
Jenney  Pond  Concerts,  July  4th  Philharmonic  Concert,  Plymouth  Rock 
Road  Race,  Handicap  Day,  Plymouth  Rock  Day  Concert,  and  the 
Christmas  Tree  Lighting.  This  piece  of  equipment  has  proven  itsvaluein 
past  years  and  is  continuing  to  present  outdoor  entertainment  to  the 
citizens  of  Plymouth. 

As  in  past  years,  a  great  part  of  the  Park  Division's  work  schedule 
involves  vandalism  repair.  It  is  truly  unfortunate  for  all  of  us  that  this 
disregard  and  disrespect  of  our  parks  and  playgrounds  continues  to 
increase  at  such  an  alarming  rate. 

The  Tree  Division  spent  much  of  its  time  this  year  removing  and 
pruning  trees  that  were  injured  by  Hurricane  Gloria  in  1985.  Many  trees 
were  damaged  or  weakened  by  that  storm  and  this  damage  is  more 
obvious  with  each  successive  storm.  Cleanup  work  from  the  hurricane 
has  also  continued  in  Morton  Park  this  year  and  will  probably  not  be 
completed  until  1987  because  of  the  severe  damage  there. 

Also,  several  older  diseased  street  trees  were  removed  this  year 
thereby  increasing  the  need  for  a  street  tree  planting  program  to  be 
reestablished  by  the  Town.  We  hope  that  this  project  will  receive  Town 
Meeting  approval.  A  planting  program  will  provide  beautiful  shaded 
streets  for  our  next  generations. 

We  wish  to  thank  the  other  Department  of  Public  Works  Divisions  for 
their  assistnce  with  our  projects  whenever  requested.  Also  we  would  like 
to  welcome  our  new  Department  of  Public  Works  Director,  Leighton 
Peck,  Jr.  and  we  have  confidence  of  continued  support  from  that  office. 
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Water  Division

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Cemetery  Division 


The  basic  functions  of  this  department  are  keeping  the  sixteen 
cemeteries  as  neat  and  clean  as  possible  and  taking  care  of  interments. 
Clean-up  consists  of  grass  cutting,  leaf  raking,  shrub  and  tree  trimming. 

Vandalism  still  is  a  serious  problem  at  Vine  Hills,  Oak  Grove,  Burial 
Hill  and  Manomet.  Monuments  knocked  over,  driving  and  racing 
through  the  cemetery  and  driving  on  lots  are  the  most  expensive  causes 
of  damage.  Taking  of  veteran  markers  and  throwing  them  around  the 
cemetery  is  also  a  problem.  Car  accidents  caused  the  fence  and  gate 
damages  which  have  been  mostly  repaired. 

This  year  a  new  section  at  Vine  Hills  Cemetery,  approximately  100x 
300  square  feet,  was  developed  which  will  supply  approximately  1000 
burial  lots  as  soon  as  the  grass  grows  in  which  should  be  early  Summer, 
1987.  The  foundation  for  another  section  has  also  been  started.  Efforts 
are  being  made  to  develop  more  lots  at  Manomet  Cemetery. 

At  Burial  Hill,  a  project  is  underway  for  resetting  and  repairing  old 
monuments  knocked  over  by  vandals  as  well  as  trying  to  save  some  that 
are  getting  weather-beaten  and  deteriorating  with  age. 

In  June,  Mrs.  Betty  Sander,  the  Cemetery  Secretary  for  a  number  of 
years,  retired.

A  $24.20  per  thousand  dollar  of  assessed  valuation  was  approved 
January  28, 1 986  for  the  fiscal  1 986  tax  rate.  The  first  half  bill  was  mailed 
2/7/86  estimated  and  the  second  half  mailed  4/11/86. 

Estimated  bills  were  once  again  sent  out  due  to  the  update 
revaluation  of  the  Town.  We  signed  a  contract  with  Cole-Layer-Trumble 
to  revalue  all  the  residential  properties  in  Town.  The  commercial  and 
personal  properties  will  be  completed  by  the  Board  of  Assessors.  The 
revaluation  project  is  about  75%  complete  at  this  time.  The  project 
should  be  completed  for  a  timely  mailing  of  the  spring  1987  bill. 

The  office  has  seen  many  changes  in  the  last  year.  Mary  Ford  was 
appointed  full  time  Assessor  replacing  George  Moody.  George  resigned 
7  years  of  dedicated  service  to  the  Town.  William  Burke  was  appointed 
part  time  Assessor  in  November  1985,  replacing  Brad  Westgate.  Francis 
Shea  was  reappointed  in  June  for  another  3  year  term.  With  several 
changes  in  the  clerical  staff  in  the  office,  the  Board  of  Assessors  wishes 
to  thank  the  staff  for  their  cooperation  and  assistance  during  the  past 
year.

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Plymouth  Public  Library 


1986  was  an  unusually  active  year  at  the  Plymouth  Public  Library,  as 
the  Board  of  Directors  and  Staff  worked  on  planning  for  the  proposed 
new  central  library.  The  annual  Town  Meeting  allocated  $30,000  in 
feasibility  study  funds  for  this  project  in  April,  and  comprehensive 
building  program  was  prepared  with  the  assistance  of  a  leading  library 
construction  consultant.  After  a  year  of  searching,  an  appropriate  site 
was  secured  with  an  option  to  buy.  In  addition,  preliminary  budgets  were 
prepared  and  the  process  of  selecting  an  architect  was  set  in  motion. 

The  move  to  implement  the  recommendations  of  the  Library's  1985 
Master  Plan  comes  none  too  soon.  The  library  has  had  to  resort  to 
storing  less-used  books  and  materials  in  the  basement  of  the  Manomet 
Branch  because  there  is  no  space  left  on  public  shelving.  Parking 
remains  a  serious  problem  on  North  Street,  as  is  access  to  bookstacks 
that  can  only  be  reached  by  narrow  staircases.  Because  of  budget 
constraints,  no  audio  visual  materials  (records,  tapes,  etc.)  have  been 
purchased  for  over  five  years. 

Plans  for  the  next  year  center  around  getting  funding  for  the  new 
library  from  the  Town.  Board  members  at  this  writing  include:  Noel  T. 
Bosanquet  (President),  Troy  Creane  (Vice-President),  Barbara  Anzuoni 
(Clerk),  Otto  Fehlow  (Treasurer),  Russell  Blake,  Robert  Brown,  Harriet 
Goodman,  Fay  Meltzer,  Leo  Best,  Kenneth  Fosdick,  William  Mahoney, 
Linda  Murphy,  and  Spencer  Brewster. 

The  Plymouth  Public  Library  Corporation  is  a  non-profit 
corporation  dedicated  to  the  provision  of  quality  Library  Service  to  the 
Town  of  Plymouth. 
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Veterans'  Services 


During  1 986,  several  new  legislative  changes  took  place.  A  new  law, 
Chapter  534,  the  Lebanon-Grenado  Veterans'  Act  became  effective.  It 
entitles  certain  peace-keeping  forces  to  Veterans'  Benefits  similar  to 
WWI,  WWII,  Korean  and  Vietnam  veterans.  Chapter  559,  an  act  enabling 
homeless  veterans  and  their  families  to  receive  similar  benefits. 
Previously  it  had  been  on  an  administrative  basis. 

Effective  July  1 ,  1986,  a  ten  per  cent  increase  in  Veterans'  Benefits 
was  authorized.  These  payments  were  retroactive  and  had  to  be 
calculated. 

The  cost  of  medical  expenses  in  all  phases  continued  to  rise.  On 
September  29th,  the  new  Medical  Regulations  were  issued.  With  the 
passage  of  P.L.  99-272,  the  Gramm-Rudman-Hollings  bill,  it  will  impose 
more  reliance  at  the  state  and  town  level  for  medical  assistance. 

A  sum  of  $490,000  to  operate  a  unit  for  Post  Traumatic  Stress 
Disorder  at  the  Rutland  Heights  Hospital  has  been  approved  at  the  state 
level.  Patients  will  be  admitted  starting  January  1,  1987.  Agent  Orange 
issue  remains  in  litigation  and  controversial. 

During  1986,  a  new  member  joined  ourstaff,  Elizabeth  M.  Killam.  We 
wish  to  thank  all  those  who  have  cooperated  with  our  department. 
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Veterans  Administration 


The  U.S.  Veterans  Administration  has  grown  dramatically  and  is 
now  the  nations's  largest  independent  federal  agency.  Almost  82  million 
persons-veterans  dependents  and  survivors  of  deceased  veterans,  are 
potentially  eligible  for  V.A.  federal  benefits  and  services.  It  employs  over 
47,000  physicians. 

Today,  it  has  172  medical  centers,  228  outpatient  clinics,  116 
nursing  home  care  units,  and  16  domiciliaries.  It  is  the  nation's  largest 
medical  care  system.  The  VA  also  conducts  an  array  of  research 
activities  concentrating  on  some  of  the  most  difficult  research 
challenges  facing  medical  science  today. 

During  1986,  several  new  laws  came  into  effect.  H.R.  5299,  the 
Veterans'  Benefits  Improvement  and  Health  Care  Authorization  Act  of 
1986,  is  a  comprehensive  veterans  benefits  package,  designed  to 
improve  compensation,  health  care,  education,  employment,  housing 
and  memorial  affair  programs  under  the  VA's  jurisdiction. 

A  cost  of  living  adjustment  effective  December  1,  1986,  payable 
January  1,  1987  was  enacted.  P.L.99-16  authorized  25  V.A.  Geriatric 
Research,  Education  and  Clinical  Centers.  It  extended  from  February  14, 
1986,  to  September  30,  1989,  the  period  which  contains  veterans  who 
were  exposed  to  Dioxin  or  other  toxic  substances  in  Vietnam  or  ionizing 
radiation  from  nuclear  detonation  to  receive  priority  for  health  care. 

P. L. 99-238  extended  the  Job-Training-Act,  and  P. L. 99-255 
amended  the  VA  Home  Loan  Guaranty  ceiling  from  1 1.5  to  18. 2  dodging 
the  Gramm-Rudman-Hollings  Act  Emergency  Deficit  Control  Act. 

Those  who  have  kept  their  G.I.  life  insurance,  shared  a  record  high 
annual  dividend  of  905  million  dollars. 

Congress  authorized  a  Prisoner  of  War  medal  for  all  those  held 
captive  after  April  5,  1917. 
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Council  on  Aging 


Several  new  programs  were  initiated  during  1986.  Our  Council  on 
Aging  received  a  grant  from  the  IRS  for  a  new  tax  assistance  program 
called  TCE  (Tax  Counseling  for  the  Elderly).  Following  afive  day  course, 
volunteers  assisted  taxpayers  of  Plymouth  and  surrounding  towns. 
Another  grant  arrived  in  the  spring  from  the  Executive  Office  of  Elder 
Affairs'  discretionary  grant  program  to  establish  assistance  for  elderly 
hospital  discharges  who  are  getting  out  of  hospitals  "quicker  and 
sicker."  Louise  Muller  was  hired  under  this  grant  to  coordinate  support 
services  for  early  discharges. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  and  Town  Meeting  Members  became 
involved  in  a  Town  Meeting  article  to  enter  a  contract  with  the  Greater 
Attleboro-Taunton  Regional  Transit  Authority  for  transportation  of 
elderly  and  handicapped.  According  to  the  terms  of  this  agreement,  the 
town  would  be  reimbursed  75%  of  operating  costs  of  our  shuttle  bus.  The 
Article  was  approved  and  the  contract  is  being  written. 

Under  the  Mobility  Assistance  Grant  Program,  a  new  van  with  chair 
lift  was  delivered  to  our  town.  Our  transportation  is  now  expanded  to 
include  the  handicapped.  During  1986,  the  Council  on  Aging  Shuttle 
Busses  carried  23,159  elderly  passengers,  averaging  90.6  rides  per  day. 
Senior  Aide  Joseph  Kelly  was  appointed  to  coordinate  the  shuttle  bus 
program. 

Under  Older  Americans  Act,  Title  III,  we  operate  our  nutrition 
program  and  our  social  services.  Lee  Anderson  continued  coordinating 
programs  geared  toward  elders  of  our  town  who  live  alone  and  those 
couples  who,  due  to  declining  health,  are  functionally  disabled  and 
isolated.  Alice  Doyle  is  coordinator  of  home  delivered  meals  for 
Plymouth  and  Kingston;  Viola  Kessell  is  the  nutrition  site  manager. 

Our  Older  Americans  Act,  Title  V,  grant  program  has  been 
maintained,  despite  some  cuts  in  federal  funding.  Senior  Aides  serve  in 
the  following  capacities  as  1 986  ends:  Barbara  Ruffini,  Anna  Powers  and 
Ginny  Haskins,  dispatchers.  Ginny  also  assists  in  the  nutrition  and  older 
workers  employment.  Adeline  Anthony,  Victor  Lopes,  Kay  Malaguti  and 
Robert  Rogers  serve  as  nutrition  aides.  Dorothy  West  and  Bernadette 
Tarject  are  meals  on  wheels  drivers;  Lola  Johnson  and  Ruth  Fanning, 
clerical  assistants.  Barbara  Sulinski,  accountant  clerk;  Geneva  Dicks, 
Antonnette  Scalabrini,  Mary  Valeriani  and  John  Ferrigno  are  enrolled  in 
the  Elder  Service  Corps  assisting  in  our  nutrition  program. 

Eighty-one  volunteers  who  freely  contributed  10,230  hours  of  their 
personal  time  to  the  Council  on  Aging  and  programs  for  older  Americans 
of  Plymouth  were  honored  during  a  volunteer  recognition  dinner 
conducted  at  130  Court  Street,  Plymouth,  on  May  9th.  Recipient  of  a 
special  citation  was  Geneva  M.  Dicks  who,  "as  a  member  of  the  Elder 
Service  Corps  of  Massachusetts,  performed  her  duties  with  excellence 
delivering  meals  on  wheels  to  the  homebound  and  frail  elders  of  our 
community.  Representative  Peter  Forman  and  Selectman  Alba 
Thompson  thanked  the  volunteers  on  behalf  of  the  State  and  Town,  and 
made  certificated  presentations. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  reappointed  Sam  Ferrari,  Joe  Barrett  and 
Aileen  Droege  to  three  year  terms  on  the  Council.  They  also  appointed 
Punnee  Brown  and  Agnes  Fernandes  to  fill  unexpired  terms  of 
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Genevieve  Ash  and  Marion  Parks,  who  resigned.  Director  of  Elder  Affairs 
Christian  Schembri  and  Genevieve  Ash  were  appointed  to  a  Senior 
Citizen  Task  Force  by  U.S.  Congressnrian  Gerry  E.  Studds.  Hope  Cole 
was  reelected  Treasurer  of  Southeastern  CIRCA. 

The  year  1986  ended  with  the  acquisition  of  four  new  members  on 
the  Council  mentioned  above.  There  was  a  loss,  however,  of  four  others 
who  were  replaced;  namely,  Genevieve  M.  Ash,  Arthur  W.  Staples,  Helen 
F.  Foley  and  Marion  L.  Parks.  The  Council  on  Aging  is  indeed  grateful  for 
the  years  of  dedicated  service  given  to  our  Town  by  our  departing 
members.  To  them,  we  dedicate  this  report. 
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Conservation  Commission 


The  Conservation  Commission  held  many  public  hearings,  issued 
permits  for  wetlands  related  construction,  placed  several  cease  and 
desist  orders  and  inspected  all  work  for  which  we  had  issued  permits. 
Additionally,  our  efforts  on  pond  and  water  supply  purity  have 
intensified. 

We  secured  monies  through  the  Clean  Lakes  Program  to  do  a 
diagnostic/feasibility  study  of  Billington  Sea.  We  met  with  many 
environmental  consulting  companies  to  perform  the  work. 

In  cooperation  with  the  Mass.  National  Heritage  Program  the 
Commission  aided  in  identifying  and  protecting  the  rare  and 
endangered  plant  and  animal  species  that  appear  in  many  sections  of  the 
Town. 

The  Commission  maintained  Phase  III  of  the  Plymouth  Beach 
Coastal  Dune  Stabilization  Project.  With  the  cooperation  of  the 
Plymouth  Beaches  Advisory  Committee  we  secured  funds  for  snow 
fence  and  materials  needed  to  enhance  the  erosion  control  efforts  done 
in  the  past.

FIRE  ALARM  DIVISION 

Peter  Gage,  Superintendent  of  Fire  Alarm 

One  hundred  years  ago  preparations  were  being  made  to  bring 
before  the  Town  Meeting  a  proposal  to  install  a  better  fire  alarm  system. 
Here  now  is  my  report  on  this  system  as  it  now  stands  at  the  start  of  its 
one  hundredth  year  of  existence. 

Maintenance  of  the  municipal  fire  alarm  system,  telephone  system, 
radio  equipment  and  the  other  electronic  systems  is,  as  always,  a 
continuous  year-round  effort.  Reliability  of  all  systems  must  be  assured 
under  the  most  adverse  conditions. 

Continuing  growth  in  automatic  fire  detection  and  reporting 
systems  is  evidenced  by  installation  of  the  following  new  fire  alarm 
boxes:

At  this  time  there  are  246  box  numbers  listed  as  active. 
The  municipal  fire  alarm  system  showed  the  following  activity  for 
the  year:

2  —  Alarms  for  Airfield  Emergency  (plane  crash) 
131  —  Malicious  False  Alarms  (51  of  these  false  alarms  were  from 
inside  schools.  Steps  are  being  taken  by  the  School 
Department  to  resolve  this  in  the  future.) 
At  this  time  plans  are  under  review  for  the  addition  of  36  new  boxes. 
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There  have  been  no  problems  of  consequence  with  any  systems  this 
year  from  any  cause.

All  boxes  and  systems  on  commercial  properties  have  been  installed 
at  no  expense  to  the  Town.  Only  the  service  in  answering  alarms  is 
provided  at  taxpayers  expense  as  is  true  for  all  alarms  of  fire,  however 
received.  Early  automatic  detection  and  reporting  reduces  not  only  fire 
loss  but  work  load  on  personnel  and  equipment  of  the  Fire  Department. 

We  continue  another  year  to  look  forward  to  the  acquisition  of 
computerized  dispatcher  aid  and  record-keeping  systems  to  relieve  the 
ever-increasing  workload  on  the  fire  alarm  operators.  The  Fire 
Department  remains  the  only  major  town  agency  with  no  computer 
services. 

Valuable  assistance  has,  as  usual,  been  rendered  this  division  by 
other  members  of  the  Fire  Department  without  which  many  projects 
would  remain  incomplete. 

Again,  to  all  the  uniformed  and  nonuniformed  personnel  of  the 
Plymouth  Fire  Department,  I  extend  my  gratitude  for  the  cooperation, 
professionalism  and  pride  with  which  they  serve  the  Town  of  Plymouth 
and  the  Fire  Service.

In  compiling  the  following  statistical  information,  it  became  clear 
that  in  order  to  properly  portray  this  department's  service  to  the 
community,  a  comparison  had  to  be  made  to  the  previous  year. 

Addressing  the  increased  demands  upon  our  resources,  created  as 
a  natural  result  of  the  Town's  growth,  through  addition  of  patrols  and 
visibility,  have  produced  unexpected  results.  The  drastic  reduction  in 
motor  vehicle  accidents  is  directly  attributable  to  the  increased 
enforcement  as  are  the  figures  reflected  in  the  number  of  citations 
issued  and  increased  revenues  generated  in  Court  fees  and  fines.

Three  tour  boats  of  200'  length  again  made  Plymouth  a 
port  of  call.  They  used  Plymouth  Marine  facilities  and 
allowed  hundreds  of  tourists  to  visit  Plymouth. 

Party  Fishing  and  Whale  Watching  trips  were  very 
successful  this  season  and  even  rainy  weekends  did  not 
seem  to  slow  the  flow  of  people  to  these  facilities. 

Two  new  party  fishing  boats  were  homeported  in 
Plymouth  this  year.  The  45'  Mary  Elizabeth  replaces  a 
smaller  boat  and  the  30'  Andy  Lynn  is  a  new  addition  to  the 
fleet.  Both  boats  had  a  successful  first  season. 

Our  department  had  a  17'  Boston  Whaler  with  a  70  h.p. 
Johnson  outboard  donated  by  the  Mariner  Boat  Shop  for  use 
as  a  fast  response  boat.  We  had  the  use  of  this  boat  for  the 
season  and  made  several  rescues  with  it.  Its  shallow  draft 


and  50  mph  were  valuable  assets.

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Office  of  Emergency  Preparedness 
and  Civil  Defense 


The  Office  of  Civil  Defense  and  Emergency  Preparedness  is  located 
in  the  basement  of  Memorial  Hall,  83  Court  St.,  Plymouth.  This  location 
was  chosen  for  security  and  survival  reasons. 

The  telephone  number  is  746-4186. 

In  the  event  of  any  emergency  declared  by  the  Plymouth  Board  of 
Selectmen  (or  higher  authority),  the  Office  of  Civil  Defense  and 
Emergency  Preparedness  (OEP/CD)  will  become  operational  on  a  full- 
time  basis.  It  is  presently  manned  by  a  permanent,  part-time  secretary 
three  days  a  week  (Monday,  Tuesday  and  Thursday)  between  10:00  a.m. 
and  1:00  p.m. 

Mr.  J.  Douglas  Hadfield,  the  present  Director,  was  appointed  by  the 
Plymouth  Board  of  Selectmen  on  July  24,  1984. 

This  department  is  the  town  agency  responsible  for  the 
coordination  of  all  town  departments  and  resources  in  time  of  disaster, 
natural  or  man-made.  In  the  event  of  an  incident  at  the  Pilgrim  Nuclear 
Power  Station  (PNPS),  this  office  will  be  responsible  for  the  orderly 
evacuation,  if  necessary,  of  any  town  residents  that  may  be  affected  by 
the  incident. 

The  Radiological  Emergency  Response  Plan  (RERP),  adopted  by 
the  Plymouth  Board  of  Selectmen  on  1  January  1980,  is  now  in  effect. 
(Revisions  occur  in  the  plan,  on  an  "as  required"  basis  to  update  changes 
in  pertinent  information.)  This  plan  calls  for  a  number  of  different 
protective  actions,  such  as  staying  home,  sheltering  or  evacuation  of  any 
portion  of  or  all  of  the  population  within  a  ten  (10)  mile  radius  of  the 
Pilgrim  Nuclear  Power  Station  should  conditions  warrant  this  protective 
action.  It  also  describes,  in  detail,  how  each  town  department  (or  other 
agencies)  shall  respond  and  what  their  duties  are  during  this  period. 

Fifty  percent  of  the  money  being  spent  on  Civil  Defense  and 
Emergency  Preparedness  is  being  reimbursed  to  the  Town  on  a 
quarterly  basis  through  the  Federal  Emergency  Management  Assistance 
Program. 

In  November  of  1982  the  Town  Siren/Notification  System  became 
fully  operational.  This  system  is  regulated  by  the  Board  of  selectmen  and 
is  activated  at  their  request  only.  Actual  control  is  from  the  Central  Fire 
Station  Operations  Room.  Monthly  tests  are  now  being  conducted  on 
these  sirens  by  Boston  Edison  and  repairs  made  as  necessary.  As  of  this 
date,  all  sirens  are  operational. 

During  the  year,  4  unusual  events  were  declared  at  the  Pilgrim 
Nuclear  Power  Plant.  No  response  was  required  outside  of  telephone 
communications  with  the  Plant. 
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COMMUNICATIONS 

The  Emergency  Operations  Center  (EOC)  continues  to  improve. 
The  Center  has  a  radio  room  that  is  capable  of  two-way  radio 
communications  between  the  Center  and  the  Plymouth  Police,  Fire,  and 
Department  of  Public  Works.  We  have  also  developed  a  radio  system  that 
allows  us  to  maintain  communications  with  the  Massachusetts  Civil 
Defense  Agency  and  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Public  Health 
through  either  the  RACES  (Radio  Amateur  Civil  Emergency  Service)  or 
the  Massachusetts  Executive  Department  frequencies.  This  capability 
was  funded,  in  part,  by  State  monies. 
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Building  Department 


1986  was  another  good  year  in  the  Building  and  Zoning  Department. 
We  did  notice  this  year  that  building  permit  requests  dropped  off  in 
November  and  December,  which  didn't  happen  the  last  three  years.  I 
think  a  lot  of  this  had  to  do  with  the  fact  that  house  prices  rose  sharply  In 
1986.  Plumbing  and  wiring  inspections  increased  approximately  20% 
over  last  year.  The  revenue  that  the  Building  Department  brought  In  this 
year  was  $287,562.00.  We  have  just  recently  had  a  new  fee  schedule 
approved  that  will  help  exceed  that  amount  next  year. 

This  department  has  been  self  sufficient  over  the  last  three  years, 
which  I  feel  is  a  result  of  the  dedicated  people  in  the  department. 

In  closing,  let  me  issue  an  invitation  to  the  citizens  of  Plymouth  to 
address  their  questions  and  concerns  at  any  time.  This  department 
works  best  protecting  the  citizens'  interests  and  safety,  when  the  public 
is  well  informed.

The  Plymouth  Community  Nurse  Association,  Inc.  continues  to 
provide  health  care  services  and  programs  that  promote  the  optimum 
level  of  health  for  the  residents  of  Plymouth.  These  services  and 
programs  are  provided  regardless  of  race,  creed,  sex,  national  origin  or 
ability  to  pay. 

As  the  agency  grows  in  meeting  the  complex  changes  in  the  health 
care  system,  Plymouth  Community  Nurse  Association  philosophy  and 
purpose  remains  unchanged.  The  Board  of  Directors,  administration 
and  staff  strive  to  provide  quality  direct  and  preventative  health  care 
services  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  Plymouth  community.  Traditional 
services  continue  to  be  provided  such  as,  direct  service  to  the  acutely  ill, 
health  counseling  and  well-child  clinics,  maternal  and  child  care, 
communicable  disease  follow-up  and  immunization  programs. 
Outreach  to  the  community  is  provided  through  the  home  setting  at  the 
Plymouth  community  office  and  in  community-based  clinics. 

In  addition,  the  Young  Parenting  Progam,  which  is  funded  by  the 
Massachusetts  Department  of  Social  Services  and  in  partnership  with 
Old  Colony  United  Way,  Plymouth  Board  of  Health  and  Plymouth 
Community  Nurse  Association,  provides  social  and  nursing  services  to 
the  pregnant  and  parenting  adolescent  population. 

In  the  year  ahead,  Plymouth  Community  Nurse  Association  plans  to 
continue  established  programs  as  well  as  implementing  new  health 
education  programs  and  exploring  new  ways  to  meet  the  expanding 
needs  of  the  citizens  of  Plymouth.

The  most  significant  increases  noted  in  statistics  from  fiscal  year 
1985-86  occurred  in  the  areas  of  postpartum/newborn  contacts,  home 
management  visits,  communicable  disease  follow-up  and  disease 
prevention  contacts.  These  increases  indicate  the  growing  infant 
population  and  continued  early  hospital  discharges  of  new  mothers. 
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This  has  prompted  Plymouth  Community  Nurse  Association  to  explore  a 
maternal/infant  program. 

Plymouth  Community  Nurse  Association's  role  in  investigating  and 
providing  preventative  health  information  regarding  communicable 
diseases  has  increased  according  to  community  needs. 

The  increase  in  the  diagnosis  of  acutely  ill  persons  is  reflected  in  the 
significant  increase  of  home  management  visits.  Plymouth  Community 
Nurse  Association  continues  to  develop  programs  to  meet  the  needs  of 
this  growing  population. 
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Plymouth  County 
Mosquito  Control  Project 


The  Commissioners  of  the  Plymouth  County  Mosquito  Control 
Project  are  pleased  to  submit  the  following  report  of  our  activities  during 
1986. 

The  Project  is  a  special  district  created  by  the  State  Legislature  in 
1957,  and  is  now  composed  of  22  Plymouth  County  towns,  the  City  of 
Brockton,  and  the  Town  of  Cohasset  in  Norfolk  County.  The  Project  is  a 
regional  response  to  a  regional  problem  and  provides  a  way  of 
organizing  specialized  equipment,  specially  trained  employees,  and 
mosquito  control  professionals  into  a  single  agency  with  a  broad 
geographical  area  of  responsibility.  The  Project  continues  to  provide 
environmentally  sound  mosquito  control  without  any  increase  in  per 
capita  cost. 

Calendar  year  1986  was  a  milestone  year.  This  year  the  Project 
finally  achieved  the  staffing  and  equipage  goals  that  were  set  in  1980. 
Certainly,  challenges  both  new  and  familiar  continue,  but  with  the 
present  staff  and  equipment,  increases  in  both  efficacy  and  efficiency 
can  be  expected.  Indeed,  sharp  increases  are  apparent  already  in  many 
of  our  program  measures  when  compared  with  last  year. 

The  threat  of  mosquito  transmitted  disease.  Eastern  Equine 
Encephalitis  (EEE),  was  low  in  1 986.  There  was  some  concern  that  a  late 
season  surge  in  summer  fresh-water  mosquitoes  (Aedes  vexans)  might 
result  in  transmission  of  the  virus  to  people  and  stepped-up  spraying 
was  carried  out  in  areas  where  the  mosquitoes  were  most  abundant.  No 
horse  or  human  case  occurred.  The  recurring  problem  of  EEE  in 
Southeastern  Massachusetts  has  led  to  an  ever-increasing  level  of 
cooperation  between  this  Project  and  the  Massachusetts  Department  of 
Public  Health. 

Highlights  of  1986  include  the  development  of  an  improved  ground 
to  Aircraft  Communications  System,  the  installation  of  a  new  Ford 
Backhoe  on  our  Bombadier  Tractor,  the  issuance  of  a  permit  by  the  U.S. 
Army  Corp.  of  Engineers  to  construct  ponds  and  ditches  for  mosquito 
control  on  the  tide  marsh,  the  first  use  of  a  high  volume  spray  system  for 
application  of  extremely  diluted  insecticides,  the  purchase  and  use  of  a 
Kubota  KH170L  Backhoe,  and  the  accomplishments  of  a  three  fold 
increase  in  the  construction  of  ponds  and  ditches  above  1985  levels. 

The  figures  specific  to  the  Town  of  Plymouth  are  given  below.  While 
mosquitoes  do  not  respect  town  lines,  the  information  given  below  does 
provide  a  tally  of  the  activities  which  have  had  the  greatest  impact  on  the 
health  and  comfort  of  Plymouth  residents. 

1.  Insecticide  Application.  17,913  acres  were  treated  using  truck 
mounted  sprayers  for  control  of  adult  mosquitoes.  More  than  one 
application  was  made  to  the  same  site  if  mosquitoes  reinvaded  the 
area.  The  first  treatments  were  made  in  May  and  the  last  in 
September. 

2.  Water  Management.  During  1986,  crews  removed  blockages, 
brush  and  other  obstructions  from  2,1 85  linear  feet  of  ditches  and 
streams  to  prevent  overflows  or  stagnation  that  can  result  in 
mosquito  breeding.  This  work,  together  with  machine 
reclamation,  is  most  often  carried  out  in  the  Fall  and  Winter. 
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3.  Machine  Reclamation.  748  linear  feet  of  ditch  was  reconstructed  in 
Plymouth  using  a  backhoe  mounted  on  a  Bombadier  Tractor. 

4.  Finally,  we  have  tracking  complaint  response  time,  that  is  the  time 
between  notice  of  a  mosquito  problem  and  response  by  one  of  our 
inspectors.  The  average  complaint  response  time  for  the  Town  of 
Plymouth  was  less  than  2  days. 

We  encourage  citizens  or  municipal  officials  to  call  our  office  for 
information  about  mosquitoes,  mosquito-borne  diseases,  control 
practices,  or  any  other  matters  of  concern. 
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Court  House  Committee 


The  1749  Court  House  opened  for  the  season  on  May  2nd  and 
closed  on  October  17th;  reopening  for  Thanksgiving  Day  and  weekend. 
It  was  open  daily  from  July  1  thru  Labor  Day,  and  staffed  by  two 
Information  Aides.  According  to  the  guest  book,  the  total  number  of 
visitors  for  the  year  was  6945,  a  large  increase  over  1985.  There  were 
tourists  from  all  states  except  Idaho,  and  many  unusual  countries,  such 
as:  Iraq,  Iran,  Lebanon,  Philippines,  So.  Africa,  Turkey,  Hungary  and 
Czechoslavakia.  Many  former  Plymoutheans  come  in  to  re-visit  the  "old 
Town  House"  as  do  many  newcomers  to  the  town.  All  of  them  express 
their  pleasure  with  our  artifacts  and  exhibits  and  enjoy  hearing  the 
history  of  the  building.  Many  of  them  are  "repeats"  and  often  bring 
visiting  friends  and  family  back  with  them.  A  group  of  5th  graders  from 
Long  Island,  NY  visits  the  museum  and  courtroom  every  May,  as  part  of 
their  annual  field  trip  to  Plymouth. 

Our  most  famous  guest  this  year  was  Geoffrey  Boycott  of  Liverpool, 
England.  He  is  England's  leading  cricket  player  and  was  knighted  by 
Queen  Elizabeth.  He  was  very  much  interested  in  our  state  and  local 
politics,  and  his  personal  comments  on  Mrs.  Thatcher,  the  royal  family 
and  our  president  were  most  enlightening.  Mick  Jagger  visited  us  in 
August  of  1985. 

We  are  pleased  that  local  groups  are  making  use  of  the  building.  The 
Plymouth  County  Bar  Association  held  a  meeting  and  social  event  on  the 
evening  of  March  27th,  to  welcome  new  members  to  the  bar.  Mr.  Harry 
Terzian,  President  of  the  Plymouth  County  Bar  Association  was  the 
principal  speaker.  On  the  evening  of  June  1 6th,  the  5th  graders  from  Mt. 
Pleasant  School  held  their  graduation  exercises  here,  an  event  that  was 
well  attended  by  both  parents  and  friends. 

The  1828  hand-drawn  suction  pumper  (fire  engine)  continues  to  be 
the  most  popular  exhibit  on  the  first  floor,  while  the  1776  grandfather's 
clock  in  the  foyer  of  the  courtroom  upstairs  draws  many  favorable 
comments. 

We  are  most  grateful  to  the  Town  of  Plymouth,  the  County  and  those 
private  individuals  who  have  donated  exhibits  to  the  Museum.  Without 
them  and  the  continued  support  of  the  Town  of  Plymouth  we  could  not 
continue  to  present  the  Court  House  in  such  a  meaningful  manner  to  the 
public. 
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Personnel  Board 


The  Personnel  Board  of  1986  was  involved  with  many  actions 
involving  Town  employees.  These  actions  included:  setting  salaries  for 
seasonal  help,  acting  on  six  new  positions,  six  upgradings,  seven  higher 
than  minimum  salaries  which  also  included  action  on  new  and  revised 
job  descriptions  related  to  the  positions.  Vacation  extensions  were  also 
acted  on.  Discussions  were  held  on  changes  in  position  grouping.  It  was 
voted  to  present  to  Town  Meeting  a  proposal  to  have  OIney  Associaties 
conduct  a  review  of  classifications  and  Personnel  By-laws.  This  was 
recomended  to  be  done  five  years  after  adoption  of  the  1 982  revaluation 
of  classifications  and  By-laws  to  update  same. 

The  Board  re-organized  in  the  Fall  of  1986  with  Alfred  Lopresti, 
Chairman,  Ronald  Fitch,  Vice-Chairman  and  member  Edward  Santos. 
New  members  appointed  were  Robert  Barnes  and  Jean  Johnson. 

The  Board  developed  and  adopted  "Personnel  Board  Rules  for 
Conducting  Meetings"  as  a  guide  for  standardization.  This  guide  to  be 
distributed  to  all  department  heads.

Annual  Report  of  the  Principal 
of  the  Plymouth-Carver 
Intermediate  School 

The  Plymouth-Carver  Intermediate  School  opened  in  September 
with  an  enrollment  of  1850  students.  The  grade  level  structure  remains  at 
grades  8,  9,  and  10.  A  full  range  of  academic  and  specialty  courses  are 
offered  to  all  grade  levels. 

The  Art  Partnership  "Meet  Mr.  Shakespeare"  offered  to  our  eighth 
graders  is  continuing  to  be  enthusiastically  received  by  both  students 
and  community.  Each  eight  week  session  provides  a  theatrical  and 
writing  experience  that  brings  a  new  and  innovative  approach  to  the  life 
and  times  of  Elizabethan  England. 

The  Science  Fair  and  History  Day  programs  encourage  and 
challenge  students  toward  excellence.  Projects  are  entered  and  judged 
upon  criteria  including  originality  and  completed  format.  Seven 
students  were  selected  for  the  Regional  Science  Fair  at  Bridgewater 
State  College  and  one  student  for  the  National  History  Competition  in 
Washington,  D.C. 

The  newly  formed  School  Improvement  Council  along  with  the 
Parent  Advisory  Council  is  very  active  at  PCIS  and  contributes  directly  to 
the  accomplishments  that  have  added  to  the  student  learning 
experience.  It  is  our  hope  that  parents  will  continue  to  support  and  help 
in  the  decision-making  process  to  enrich  the  learning  experience  of  all 
our  students. 

The  students  and  faculty  are  commended  for  their  understanding 
and  positive  attitude  that  results  in  learning  and  orderliness  in  an 
overcrowded  situation. 
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Annual  Report  by  the  Vice-Principals 
of  the  Plymouth-Carver 
High  School 

Plymouth-Carver  High  School  is  a  four-year  comprehensive  high 
school.  However,  since  1 975,  we  have  been  unable  to  serve  the  total  high 
school  population  in  a  single  facility.  For  the  last  four  years  the  high 
school  building  has  housed  all  of  grades  1 1  and  12  and  a  percentage  of 
grade  10.  The  remaining  portion  of  grade  10  and  all  of  grade  9  have  been 
located  at  Plymouth-Carver  Intermediate  School.  School  opened  in 
September  with  an  enrollment  of  1353. 

Despite  this  obstacle,  Plymouth-Carver  High  School  has  a 
successful  record  of  serving  its  students.  Through  the  efforts  of  a 
dedicated  and  committed  staff,  the  curricular  program  is  characterized 
by  high  quality  and  excellence  and  an  administration  willing  to  work 
closely  with  all  concerned  to  improve  our  service  to  our  students. 

Even  though  the  high  school  grades  (9-12)  are  located  in  two 
separate  overcrowded  buildings  the  community,  the  Plymouth-Carver 
Regional  School  Committee,  the  educators,  and  the  students  can  take 
pride  in  their  high  school  program. 

We  look  forward  to  the  opening  of  the  PCHS  Long  Pond  Road 
Campus  so  that  each  building  will  again  have  a  program  established  for 
grades  9-12. 

The  Parent  Advisory  Council  and  the  Faculty  Senate  have  provided 
valuable  input  to  the  success  of  the  school. 

The  PCHS  Band,  under  its  new  Band  Director,  has  performed  well  at 
numerous  parades,  concerts  and  community  events. 

The  PCHS  Athletic  Boys'  Soccer  Team  enjoyed  a  very  successful 
year  being  Old  Colony  League  —  (Co-Champions),  South  Sectionals  — 
(Division  I  Champions),  and  State  of  Massachusetts  —  (Division  I 
Champions). 

The  PCHS  Scholarship  Committee  was  able  to  award  $99,375  in 
local  scholarship  aid  from  Carver  and  Plymouth  donors  to  the  members 
of  the  graduation  Class  of  1986.  This  figure  was  up  $21,650  from  1985. 

With  the  support  of  the  Plymouth-Carver  Regional  School 
Committee,  and  the  dedication  of  a  professional  staff,  we  can  continue 
to  point  with  pride  to  Plymouth-Carver  High  School.
